Report  of  President 


The  struggle  against  many  obstacles  to  be  overcome,  the  courage 
and  persistance  shown  by  those  embarked  on  the  new  venture, 
and  the  road  upward  to  final  success  are  part  of  the  life  of  a 
young  organization.  All  this  should  not  be  lost  to  mind  in  later 
years  when  prosperity  has  crowned  its  efforts. 

In  the  year  1825  a small  group  of  men,  prominent  in  our  State, 
conceived  the  idea  of  forming  an  historical  society,  “for  the  pur- 
pose of  discovering,  procuring  and  preserving  materials  for  the 
civil,  ecclesiastical  and  natural  history  of  the  United  States,  and 
especially  of  the  State  of  Connecticut”.  In  the  month  of  May  of 
that  year,  the  General  Assembly  passed  a Resolve  incorporating 
The  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  and  named  thirty-one  persons 
as  corporators.  The  names  of  these  men,  all  successful  in  their  var- 
ious occupations  and  of  influence  in  their  communities,  indicates 
that  the  Society  was  builded  on  a sound  foundation.  The  important 
thing  to  remember  is  that  these  men  were  vitally  interested  in  this 
undertaking  and  rendereci  much  personal  service  to  the  Society 
through  the  years — they  were  not  just  “names”. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  examine  the  walks  of  life  pursued  by  them, 
and  their  accomplishments.  Fourteen  were  members  of  the  Con- 
necticut Bar,  and  among  these  fourteen  we  And  a Chief  Justice  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  a Secretary  of  the  Navy,  a United 
States  Attorney  General,  in  Congress  one  Senator  and  three  Repre- 
sentatives, four  Governors  of  Connecticut,  four  Judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  State,  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  and 
County  Courts  of  whom  four  were  Chief  Judges,  a Secretary  of 
the  State,  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  two  Brigadier  Gen- 
erals of  State  troops,  a Mayor  of  Hartford,  and  one  author  and  one 
historian.  The  seven  Clergymen  include  two  sometime  Bishops, 
two  college  Presidents,  two  college  professors,  and  three  who  were 
active  in  secondary  education.  The  list  of  the  thirty-one  original 
incorporators  ends  with  six  physicians  and  four  who  were  en- 
gaged in  business  pursuits.  This  group  of  distinguished  men 
includes  the  names  of  William  Wolcott  Ellsworth,  the  second 
Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  a Governor 
of  Connecticut;  Isaac  Toucey,  John  Samuel  Peters  and  Samuel 
Augustus  Foot,  also  Governors  of  this  State;  Thomas  Church 
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Brownell,  Episcopal  Bishop  of  Connecticut  and  first  President  of 
Washington  (now  Trinity)  College;  Thomas  Hopkins  Gallaudet, 
leading  founder  of  the  American  School  for  the  Deaf;  John  Trum- 
bull and  Thomas  Day,  prominent  members  of  the  Connecticut 
Bar;  and  Timothy  Pitkin  and  Thomas  Scott  Williams,  sometime 
members  of  Congress. 

More  than  half  of  the  incorporators  resided  elsewhere  than 
Hartford,  which  gave  thirteen  persons.  Three  lived  in  Wethers- 
field and  two  were  of  New  Haven,  with  one  representative  each 
from  Cheshire,  Colchester,  East  Hartford,  East  Windsor,  Elling- 
ton, Fairfield,  Farmington,  Hebron,  Lebanon,  Litchfield,  Middle- 
town,  Newtown,  and  Norfolk. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  May  30,  1825  at  the 
State  House  in  Hartford.  The  officers  then  elected,  the  first  of- 
ficers of  the  Society,  were:  the  Hon.  John  Trumbull,  President; 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Brownell,  Vice-President;  Thomas  Day, 
who  later  wras  President  for  many  years  from  1839,  Secretary;  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Robbins,  who  in  1844  became  the  first  Librarian  of 
the  Society,  Corresponding  Secretary;  and  Walter  Mitchell,  Treas- 
urer. A committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  “prepare  a Constitution 
and  a code  of  By-Laws,  and  Mr.  Robbins  delivered  an  address  on 
The  Objects  of  the  Society”. 

Pursuant  to  the  adjournment  of  the  preceding  meeting,  the 
Society  met  on  May  31st  at  the  State  House.  The  committee  which 
had  been  appointed  to  prepare  a Constitution  and  By-Laws  made 
its  report,  and  the  report  was  adopted.  The  preparation  of  these 
two  documents  within  twenty-four  hours  was  a record  which  I 
doubt  could  be  equalled  today.  At  this  time  a Standing  Com- 
mittee of  six  was  elected.  It  is  of  interest  that,  after  a period  of 
over  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years,  the  title  of  this  committee 
is  retained,  rather  than  changing  it  to  the  more  modern  one  of 
“Executive  Committee”. 

The  third  meeting  of  the  Society,  adjourned  from  that  of  May 
31st,  was  held  on  June  2nd  at  the  State  House.  Little  was  done 
other  than  to  instruct  the  Secretary  to  prepare  a seal  for  the  Society, 
and  to  propose  twenty-eight  names  for  membership. 

On  August  4th,  a quarterly  meeting  was  held  at  the  State  House. 
Fourteen  new  members  were  elected,  twenty-five  names  were 
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proposed,  and  it  was  voted  that  the  Secretary  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  quarterly  meetings  in  the  several  newspapers 
printed  in  Hartford.  Was  there,  perhaps,  a premonition  of  things  to 
come?  The  meeting  properly  adjourned  “sine  die”.  Years  of  in- 
activity were  to  pass  before  the  Society  was  revived  in  1839. 

Within  a year  from  the  time  of  the  first  meeting,  May  30,  1825, 
and  the  election  of  officers,  President  John  Trumbull  removed 
from  the  State,  as  did  the  Rev.  George  W.  Doane,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  became  Bishop  of  New  Jersey. 
Because  of  this  and  perhaps  other  reasons,  the  Society,  which  had 
been  so  auspiciously  launched,  lost  all  energy  and  remained  in  a 
state  of  inactivity. 

In  the  act  of  incorporation  of  May,  1825,  it  was  provided  that 
the  Society  meet  once  a year  for  the  choice  of  certain  stated  officers. 
This  was  not  done  during  a span  of  thirteen  years,  and  it  was  a 
matter  of  doubt  whether  the  Charter  of  the  Society  had  not  been 
forfeited  by  non-user.  The  fact  that  some  valuable  historical  ma- 
terials had  been  collected  by  the  Society,  which  had  been  so-far 
preserved,  but  which  were  in  danger  of  being  scattered  and  lost, 
without  the  care  of  this  or  some  similar  institution,  and  the  possible 
efforts  of  Thomas  Day  who  was  Secretary  of  the  State  at  that  time, 
influenced  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  this  resolution  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  May,  1839:  “Resolved  and  declared,  by  this  Assem- 
bly, that  the  existence  of  said  Society,  as  a body  corporate,  with 
the  powers  and  privileges  originally  granted  thereto,  be  continued 
and  perpetuated,  as  though  its  officers  had  been  chosen  annually 
since  1825”.  It  was  further  resolved  that  a list  of  thirty-three  per- 
sons, fifteen  of  them  incorporators  under  the  act  of  1825,  be 
deemed  the  present  members  of  the  Society,  and  shall  continue  as 
such. 

It  may  be  asked,  why  and  how  was  the  present  admission  fee  of 
three  dollars  determined  upon,  and  retained  without  change  ? The 
answer  is  found  in  a provision  of  this  act  of  1839.  It  reads:  “that 
the  payment  of  three  dollars,  as  an  admission  fee,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Society,  shall  be  an  essential  qualification  of  membership — 
and  no  person  who  has  not  already  paid  such  fee,  shall  be  deemed 
a member,  until  such  payment  be  made”. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society,  under  the  act  of  May,  1839, 
was  held  at  the  Young  Men's  Institute  on  June  1,  1839.  Thomas

Day  was  chosen  President,  and  Charles  Hosmer,  Secretary,  both 
of  Hartford.  It  was  voted  that  the  act  of  May,  1839  “be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  accepted  as  part  of  the  Charter  of  incorporation  of 
this  Society”.  The  rules  and  regulations  adopted  on  May  31,  1825 
were  repealed  and  abrogated,  and  Thomas  Day  and  Henry  Bar- 
nard 2nd  were  made  a committee  to  prepare  new  By-Laws. 

Regarding  the  place  of  meeting.  A Public  Library  Company  was 
organized  in  Hartford  in  1774.  It  was  first  known  as  the  Librarian 
Company  and  in  October,  1799,  was  chartered  as  The  Hartford 
Library  Company.  The  Young  Men’s  Institute,  organized  in  1838 
as  a voluntary  association,  took  over  the  Hartford  Library  Com- 
pany, and  the  Hartford  Young  Men’s  Institute,  chartered  May, 
1839,  in  turn  became  its  successor.  The  Young  Men’s  Institute  was 
located  in  Gilman’s  Hall,  146%  Main  Street,  on  the  west  side  of 
the  street  midway  between  Pearl  Street  and  the  Center  Church. 

One  of  the  most  devoted  friends  of  the  Society  was  Thomas 
Day,  its  second  President,  who  held  that  office  from  June  1,  1839 
to  May  16,  1854,  less  than  a year  before  his  death.  He  was  a man 
who,  besides  his  private  law  practice  held  responsible  positions  in 
the  courts  and  as  a State  official,  but  the  records  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Society  showr  that  he  rarely  missed  a meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  met  all  demands  upon  his  time  in  its  service. 

Meetings  called  for  June  4th,  7th,  and  13th  were  adjourned  be- 
cause of  there  being  no  quorum.  All  were  to  have  been  held  at  the 
Young  Men’s  Institute. 

Finally,  a meeting  was  held  on  June  15,  1839  at  the  Young  Men’s 
Institute.  A new  set  of  By-Laws  was  adopted,  the  month  of  May 
was  appointed  the  time  when  the  annual  meetings  should  be  held, 
and  the  number  of  Honorary  members  residing  outside  the  State 
was  limited  to  one  half  the  number  of  other  members,  at  any  time. 
All  candidates  for  membership  were  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  consisted  of  the  officers,  and  seven 
members  who  were  to  be  appointed  annually. 

The  meeting  on  June  21st  was  the  last  one  held  at  the  Young 
Men's  Institute.  Henry  Barnard  2nd  was  elected  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  James  B.  Hosmer  was  chosen  Treasurer.  Henry 
Barnard,  educator  and  pioneer  of  the  common-school  system,  was  a 
native  of  Hartford.  He  was,  in  turn,  State  Superintendant  of  Edu- 
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cation,  President  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  of  St.  John’s 
College  at  Annapolis,  and  was  the  first  United  States  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  When  the  New  Britain  Normal  School 
opened  in  1850,  he  was  its  first  principal.  James  B.  Hosmer,  who 
was  treasurer  of  the  Society  for  thirty-four  years  and  president 
for  three  years,  was  remarkable  for  his  life-long  devotion  to  its 
interests.  His  brother,  Charles  Hosmer,  was  secretary  for  twenty- 
nine  years. 

Only  two  new  members  were  elected  at  the  meeting  on  July  5th, 
which  was  held  at  the  home  of  James  B.  Hosmer.  We  should  pause 
here  to  note  the  election  of  the  Rev.  David  Dudley  Field,  D.D., 
of  Haddam,  as  a Vice-President,  and  of  his  three  sons,  from  among 
his  ten  children;  Hon.  David  Dudley  Field  of  the  New  York  bar, 
Judge  Stephen  J.  Field  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  and 
Cyrus  W.  Field  of  Atlantic  telegraph  cable  fame. 

From  July  5th  to  September  13th,  seven  meetings  were  held 
at  the  home  of  James  B.  Hosmer.  A desire  for  a more  permanent 
place  of  abode,  and  either  insufficient  space  or  a feeling  that  hos- 
pitality should  not  be  abused,  now  led  to  the  rental  of  a room. 
The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  September  20th  record  that  the 
meeting  was  “Held  at  their  room”.  This  room  was  at  124  Main 
Street,  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  what  is  now  Gold  Street,  across 
from  the  Center  Church.  This  location  wras  later  occupied  by  the 
City  Hotel.  Fifteen  new  members,  from  nine  different  towns,  were 
elected,  among  whom  were  Daniel  Wadsworth  and  Gideon  Wells. 

On  November  22,  1839,  Noah  Webster,  LL.D.  became  a member, 
and  later  Dr.  Gurdon  W.  Russell,  David  Watkinson,  and  Junius 
S.  Morgan  joined  the  Society. 

At  nearly  every  meeting,  new  members  had  been  elected,  in- 
tercourse with  the  Georgia  and  Rhode  Island  Historical  Societies 
had  been  established,  permission  given  to  the  Hartford  Natural 
History  Society  to  occupy  a part  of  their  room,  and  other  progres- 
sive measures  taken.  On  December  6th,  it  was  voted  “That  a 
public  dinner  be  provided  at  the  Centennial  Celebration  for  the 
Society  and  those  who  choose  to  subscribe”.  This  culminated,  on 
April  21,  1840,  by  a celebration  in  Hartford  by  the  Society  of  the 
20 1st  anniversary  of  the  organization  under  the  Constitution  in 
1639  of  the  inhabitants  of  Hartford,  Windsor  and  Wethersfield. 
Among  those  present  were  one  delegate  from  the  Rhode  Island 
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Historical  Society,  three  from  the  New  York  Historical  Society, 
and  one  person  from  Savannah  as  delegate  from  the  Georgia  His- 
torical Society,  together  with  “other  respectable  citizens  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State”.  The  meeting  “assembled  in  the  Senate 
chambers;  and  at  n o'clock  A.M.  moved  in  procession  to  the 
Centre  Church,  where  the  occasion  had  brought  together  a large 
concourse  of  people”.  The  exercises  consisted  of  two  hymns,  one 
of  them  composed  for  the  occasion  by  Mrs.  Lydia  H.  Sigourney,  a 
prayer,  and  an  historical  discourse  by  Noah  Webster.  At  2 o'clock 
P.M.  the  members,  delegates  and  some  invited  guests  “partook  of 
an  entertainment  at  Gilman's  Hall,  provided  for  the  occasion, 
after  which,  several  appropriate  and  interesting  sentiments  were 
given  and  speeches  made'’.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  pre- 
sented to  the  choir  of  the  Centre  Church,  “for  their  interesting  per- 
formances”. There  seems  to  have  been  no  lack  of  energy  in  the 
Society  in  those  days. 

A novel  case  of  barter  is  shown  in  the  minutes  of  December 
20th.  The  Treasurer,  at  his  discretion,  was  authorized  to  accept 
from  newly  elected  clergymen  payment  of  the  admission  fee  in 
books.  This  was  not  uncommon  at  that  time. 

The  cost  of  living  then  was  not  high.  The  year  was  now  1840, 
and  on  February  7th  the  Treasurer  was  directed  “to  rent  the  room 
now  occupied  by  this  Society,  for  one*year  frotPPth^  1st  of  Aprtl 
next,  at  the  rent  of  $50.”. 

The  wife  of  Daniel  Wadsworth  was*  a daughter  of  Governor 
Jonathan  Trumbull,  Jr.  A vote  of  thanks  to  her  and  to  her  father’s 
estate,  January,  1841,  shows  how  his  manuscripts,  books,  and 
pamphlets  became  the  property  of  the  Society. 

Among  our  more  treasured  possessions  is  a vest.  How  and 
when  it  was  acquired  is  revealed  by  this  vote,  passed  at  the  March, 
1841  meeting:  “That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  presented  to  Mrs. 
Maria  Ledyard,  of  Herkimer,  N.  Y.  for  her  donation  of  the  Vest 
worn  by  Col.  William  Ledyard,  at  the  time  he  was  killed  at  Fort 
Griswold,  and  also  to  Mr.  Simeon  Hart,  Farmington,  for  obtain- 
ing the  same,  placing  it  in  a neat  glass  case,  and  forwarding  it  to 
the  Society”. 

Following  the  practice  of  the  State  Legislature,  when  the  State 
had  two  capitols,  the  Society  was  holding  its  annual  meetings  al- 
ternately at  Hartford  and  New  Haven.  I he  meeting  of  May  11, 
1841  was  held  at  4 P.M.  in  the  Representatives  Chambers  in  the 
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State  House  in  Hartford,  after  which  a supper  was  had  at  the  City 
Hotel.  This  is  the  first  mention  of  a departure  from  the  austerity 
of  the  past. 

Mistakes  can  be  made,  and  items  are  easily  mislaid.  It  may 
be  of  some  comfort  to  this  later  generation  to  learn  from 
the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  in  December,  1841,  that  a gift 
from  John  Trumbull,  first  President  of  the  Society,  lost  since 
1825,  was  reported. 

The  Society  has  a large  number  of  busts  of  people  who  were 
prominent  about  the  time  of  the  1840’s.  Formal  acknowledgement 
was  made  of  the  receipt  of  each.  The  first  one,  that  of  Thomas  Day 
given  at  the  request  of  the  Society,  was  recorded,  May,  1842.  The 
next  year  came  busts  of  Charles  H.  Olmstead,  Hon.  William  Ells- 
worth, and  Mrs.  Lydia  H.  Sigourney,  with  others  following. 

As  did  the  children  of  Israel,  the  Society,  which  had  wandered 
from  the  State  House,  the  Young  Men’s  Institute,  and  “their 
room”,  came  at  last  to  its  promised  land,  where  it  was  to  remain 
for  the  next  one  hundred  and  six  years.  On  December  22,  1843, 
the  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  room  in  the  Wadsworth  Athe- 
neum,  which  had  been  prepared  for  it,  but  owing  to  the  inclemency 
of  the  weather  the  meeting  was  obliged  to  adjourn.  Four  days  later, 
December  26th,  the  Society  met,  with  twenty-two  members  pres- 
ent, and  later  adjourned  to  the  lecture  room  of  the  Centre 
Church  where  “before  the  Society,  and  a large  and  respectable  as- 
sembly of  Gentlemen  and  Ladies,  the  President  delivered  an  Ad- 
dress appropriate  to  the  occasion  of  taking  possession  of  that  part 
of  Wadsworth  Atheneum  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Society”. 
At  last  it  had  come  to  rest. 


During  the  past  twelve  months  period,  a notable  increase  in  the 
membership  has  taken  place.  One  hundred  and  seventy-nine  new 
members  have  joined  the  Society.  Can  we  not,  by  a personal  can- 
vass of  our  friends  and  acquaintances,  increase  this  number  to  two 
hundred,  and  thereby  carry  our  total  membership  well  over  one 
thousand?  If  a quota  were  established,  it  would  be  less  than  one 
fourth  of  a person  for  each  of  our  present  members.  To  attain  that 
average  does  not  appear  difficult.  A year  ago  we  started  with  a 
membership  of  684,  which  was  reduced  during  the  year  by  12 
deaths,  7 resignations,  and  2 who  were  dropped,  but  the  addition 
of  179  new  members  increased  the  total  to  842 — an  increase  of 
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23%.  Separated  into  its  various  classes,  the  membership  is:  As- 
sociate 335,  Active  393,  Contributing  67,  Life  25,  Ex-Officio  22, 
— Total  Membership  842. 

Again,  the  eight  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been 
largely  attended  and  in  every  way  successful.  The  appreciation 
of  their  audiences  must  have  been  evident  to  the  speakers,  to  whom 
the  Society  is  greatly  indebted.  The  program  schedule  was:

These  lectures  were  accompanied  either  with  illustrative  items  or 
with  lantern  slides. 

During  the  year,  three  exhibitions  have  been  held,  at  which  on 
the  opening-day  of  each,  afternoon  tea  was  served.  Each  exhibition 
was  on  view  for  approximately  one  week.  They  were: 

January  2 2nd.  A collection  of  tin  objects  made  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  a tenth  wedding  anniversary  in  Suffield, 
i859- 

March  nth.  A Collection  of  models  of  antique  furniture,  made 
by  Newton  C.  Brainard. 

April  15th.  A group  of  “Fancy  Articles”  from  the  William  J. 

Hickmott,  Jr.  collection  of  Bennington  Pottery, 
bequeathed  to  the  Suffield  Historical  Society. 
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The  Society  is  prosperous  as  never  before;  it  is  now  housed  in  a 
splendid  building  which  is  well  adapted  to  its  needs,  and  enables 
it  to  render  far  more  service  to  its  members  and  to  the  public  than 
has  been  possible  in  the  past.  This  is  the  part  of  the  picture  which 
is  apparent  and  easily  seen.  The  unseen  part,  the  need  of  increased 
income  from  more  adequate  endowment,  is  also  present.  If  this 
Society  is  to  attain  the  efficiency  that  it  deserves,  and  to  expand  its 
usefulness  in  numerous  ways,  it  must  be  done  through  the  in- 
terested generosity  of  those  who  believe  in  preserving,  and  making 
the  history  of  our  State  available  to  all.  This  is  not  an  easy  under- 
taking, and  it  is  a costly  pne.  The  operation  of  our  large  library 
and  museum  is  now  conducted  by  the  Director  and  only  two  staff 
assistants.  The  supervision  of  the  use  of  the  museum  is  in  the  care 
of  one  part-time  person,  and,  through  the  generosity  of  the  Hart- 
ford Foundation  for  Public  Giving,  the  library  is,  for  the  present 
only,  being  re-catalogued.  So  much  is  being  done  by  so  few!  There 
is  a crying  need  for  a conservatively  enlarged  staff  of  assistants. 
Our  modest,  little  quarterly  Bulletin  is  approved  by  other  societies, 
for  the  material  included  in  its  various  issues  but,  for  the  lack  of 
means,  the  wealth  of  such  material  in  our  own  library  can  not 
be  made  available  to  the  general  public.  The  Bulletin  goes  regu- 
larly to  persons  and  institutions  from  here  to  the  Pacific  coast. 
Your  officers,  and  especially  the  Director,  live  with  the  budget 
constantly  in  mind.  Every  expenditure,  however  small,  is  carefully 
scrutinized,  and  must  be  absolutely  essential.  It  is  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  report  that,  on  the  operations  of  the  past  year,  the  Society 
shows  a balance  of  income  above  expenses.  This  balance  of  $4.71 
is  small,  very  small,  and  verges  dangerously  upon  a possible  defi- 
cit, a thing  which  should  be  by  all  means  avoided. 

The  past  year  has  been  a fruitful  one,  largely  due  to  the  unremit- 
ting work  of  those  in  charge.  Our  thanks  and  appreciation  are 
due  to  Mr.  Harlow,  the  Director  and  watchdog  of  the  budget,  for 
his  able  conduct  of  our  financial  affairs  as  well  as  of  the  day-to-day 
management  of  all  other  matters.  To  the  officers  and  members  of 
committees,  to  all  the  members  of  the  staff,  other  assistants,  those 
who  have  so  generously  given  voluntary  help,  and  to  our  superin- 
tendent the  same  thanks  and  appreciation  are  due.

Lester  Card 

Lester  Card,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the  Society  March  4, 
1941,  died  at  South  Norwalk,  November  4,  1951. 

He  wras  born  in  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia  Dec.  10,  1872,  the  son  of 
a sea  captain.  He  graduated  from  Columbia  University  School  of 
Pharmacy,  and  was  a druggist  in  South  Norwalk  for  many  years. 

For  more  than  sixty  years  Mr.  Card  was  interested  in  genealogi- 
cal research  and  was  the  transcriber  of  Annals  of  Wilton,  edited 
by  David  Herman  Van  Hoosear,  and  published  by  the  Wilton 
Historical  Society  in  1940.  He  also  copied  and  reproduced  by 
mimeograph  a number  of  small  genealogical  and  historical  mono- 
graphs including  “Records  of  School  District  #1  New  Canaan;” 
“Angle,  Engel  and  Angel  Families  with  data  on  the  Filkin  fam- 
ily and  some  information  of  the  Young,  Planck  and  Van  Deusen 
families;”  “Bronson  family;”  “Some  notes  on  the  Brookins  fam- 
ily;” “Ancestry  and  descendants  of  Samuel  Cole,  of  Wilton, 
Conn.;”  “Corrections  of  Elwell  Family  by  Ervin  H.  Elwelf,  ipfff’ 
“Kent  Genealogy,  showing  error  in  printed  volume  writh  a brief 
line  of  Richard  Kent  of  Newbury;”  “Lambert  family  of  Con- 
necticut, descendants  of  Jesse  Lambert;”  “New  Canaan  Congrega- 
tional Church  Baptismal  Records,  1733-1741;”  “Pickett  family;” 
“Names  on  First  Baptist  Church  Records  Stillwater,  Saratoga  Co., 
N.  Y.  1780-1790;”  “Residents  of  Connecticut:  Births  taken  from 
census  of  1850,  Warren  Co.,  Pa.;”  “Records  of  the  Bald  Hill 
Methodist  Church,  Wilton.” 

Charles  Mather  Glazier 

Charles  Mather  Glazier,  of  Farmington,  who  was  admitted  to 
membership  April  5,  1921,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  January  9, 
■ 1952. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  November  21,  1861,  a son  of  Isaac  and 
Clara  (Safford)  Glazier. 

He  was  Agent  for  the  Hartford  Fire  and  Hartford  Accident  & 
Indemnity  Companies  and  was  much  interested  in  genealogical 
matters.  He  was  a descendant  of  John  Glazier  who  Erst  settled  in 
Lancaster,  Mass,  in  1644,  and  on  his  mother's  side  w*as  descended 
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from  Rev.  Richard  Mather,  grandfather  of  Rev.  Cotton  Mather, 
who  settled  in  Dorchester,  Mass,  in  1635. 

Mr.  Glazier  was  a member  of  the  Society  of  Sons  of  the  Amer- 
ican Revolution  and  of  Central  Baptist  Church. 

On  June  2,  1897,  he  married  Cordelia  Frances  Loomis  who  died 
November  27,  1946.  He  leaves  a brother,  Robert  C.  Glazier,  re- 
cently retired  President  of  the  Society  for  Savings,  and  a daughter, 
Mrs.  Warren  M.  Creamer,  of  Farmington,  with  whom  he  made  his 
home. 

John  Marshall  Holcombe,  Jr. 

John  Marshall  Holcombe,  Jr.,  who  became  a member  of  the 
Society  November  3,  1925,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in  Farming- 
ton  May  15, 1951. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  May  4,  1889,  son  of  John  Marshall 
Holcombe,  President  of  the  Phoenix  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany and  his  wife  Emily  Seymour  Goodwin. 

He  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1911  and  from  Har- 
vard Law  School  in  1914.  He  was  a Counsel  for  the  Phoenix  Mu- 
tual Life  Insurance  Company,  served  as  a Captain  in  the  Army  Air 
Corps  in  World  War  I and  was  the  founder  in  1921  and  manager 
of  the  Life  Insurance  Sales  Research  Bureau,  later  the  Life  Insur- 
ance Agency  Management  Association. 

Mr.  Holcombe  was  an  outstanding  collector  of  autographs  of 
the  Presidents  of  the  United  States  and  was  an  inspiring  and  much 
sought  after  speaker  on  this  subject.  Shortly  before  his  death  he 
had  spoken  to  the  Society  on  the  subject  “George  Washington,” 
illustrated  with  letters  and  documents  from  his  own  collection 
and  from  that  of  the  Society.  He  was  President  of  the  Antiquarian 
and  Landmarks  Society  of  Connecticut  and  is  credited  with  its 
phenomenal  growth. 

On  May  8,  1920,  he  married  Mrs.  Marguerite  Chase  Boas  who 
survives  him  as  do  four  sons,  Alan  Chase  Boas,  of  South  Hadley, 
Mass.,  Robert  Waldo  Boas,  of  Chestnut  Hill,  Mass.,  Herbert  Allen 
Boas,  of  Farmington,  and  John  Marshall  Holcombe  III,  of  Los 
Angeles,  Calif.  He  also  leaves  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Marguerite 
Emily  Holcombe  Barlow,  of  Garrison,  N.  Y.  and  Mrs.  Ada  Chase 
Holcombe  Caswell,  of  Darien,  one  brother,  Harold  G.  Holcombe, 
of  West  Hartford  and  twelve  grandchildren. 
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Mrs.  Alice  L.  Merrill  Hunt 

Mrs.  Alice  L.  Merrill  Hunt  who  was  elected  to  membership  in 
the  Society  December  7,  1948,  died  at  her  home  in  Ithaca,  N.  Y. 
October  8,  1950. 

She  was  born  in  Danby,  N.  Y.  December  8,  1870,  a grand- 
daughter of  Martin  Merrill  and  Eunice  Stevens  of  Danbury,  Conn. 

Mrs.  Hunt  was  educated  in  the  Ithaca,  N.  Y.  public  schools  and 
was  an  accountant. 

Mrs.  Phineas  H.  Ingalls  (Emily  Putnam  Day) 

Mrs.  Phineas  H.  Ingalls,  who  was  admitted  to  membership  in 
the  Society  December  3,  1935,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  December 
26, 1951. 

She  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  Conn.,  March  12,  1874,  a daughter  of 
Frank  and  Fannie  (Rickard)  Day.  She  was  a descendant  of  Israel 
Putnam  and  was  a Regent  of  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter,  D.A.R.  She 
was  a member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  the  Service  League  of 
Trinity  Church,  the  Town  and  County  Club  of  Hartford,  St. 
Barnabas  Guild  and  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  of  Hartford  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Day  is  survived  by  two  nieces,  Mrs.  Charles  Pond,  and  Mrs. 
William  }.  Sexton,  Jr.,  both  of  Hartford  and  a nephew,  Capt. 
Ernest  B.  Ellsworth  of  the  United  States  Navy. 

Mrs.  Arthur  Reed  Kimball  (Mary  Chase) 

Mrs.  Arthur  Reed  Kimball,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
April  4,  1923,  died  in  Waterbury,  Conn. 

She  was  born  in  Waterbury  June  4,  1865,  a daughter  of  Augustus 
S.  Chase,  of  that  city.  She  was  educated  at  St.  Margaret’s  School, 
Waterbury,  and  Mme.  Da  Silva's  in  New  York  City. 

Mrs.  Kimball  was  active  in  the  civic  life  of  Waterbury  and 
travelled  extensively  abroad. 

On  May  15,  1895  she  married  Arthur  Reed  Kimball,  who  was 
for  some  years  Associate  Editor  of  the  Waterbury  American  and 
also  a member  of  this  Society.  Mr.  Kimball  died  January  27,-1933. 

Mary  Lessey  Linehan 

Mary  Lessey  Linehan,  who  was  elected  a member  of  the  Society 
February  5,  1901,  died  in  Amherst,  Mass.  January  19,  1952. 
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She  was  born  in  Amherst  February  25,  1867,  a daughter  of  Den- 
nis and  Catherine  (DeLacy)  Linehan.  She  was  educated  at  Smith 
College  and  did  graduate  work  at  Yale  University  and  Amherst 
College.  She  taught  at  Phelps  Junior  High  School  in  Hartford  for 
many  years. 

Miss  Linehan  was  a contributor  to  many  periodicals  and  was  an 
authority  on  Gaelic  literature.  She  was  a member  of  St.  Bridget’s 
Church,  Amherst,  and  a past  regent  of  the  Daughters  of  Isabella 
in  Hartford. 

She  is  survived  by  two  sisters,  Eleanor  G.  Linehan  and  Catherine 
DeLacy  Linehan,  both  of  New  York  City  and  Amherst,  and  a 
niece,  Catherine  Linehan  of  New  York  City. 

James  E.  Rhodes,  2d 

James  E.  Rhodes,  2d,  who  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
Society  January  3,  1922,  died  July  22,  1951  at  his  home  in  West 
Hartford. 

He  was  born  in  Rockland,  Me.,  May  27,  1877,  the  son  of  Gideon 
Woodbury  and  Mary  (Ayer)  Rhodes.  He  was  graduated  from 
Bowdoin  College  in  1897,  an<^  taught  Greek  and  mathematics  in 
Rockland.  In  1899  he  became  Secretary  to  Representative  Charles 
A.  Littlefield  of  Maine  and  while  in  Washington  studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1902.  He  joined  the  Travelers  Insur- 
ance Company  as  Adjuster  in  1906,  and  later  was  associated  with 
the  Legal  Department  until  his  retirement  in  1947. 

Mr.  Rhodes  was  author  of  Workmen  s Compensation , a standard 
work  on  the  subject,  and  for  many  years  was  an  instructor  at 
Trinity  College  on  insurance  subjects.  He  was  a member  of  the 
South  Congregational  Church,  the  University  Club  of  Hartford, 
the  Hartford  Kiwanis  Club,  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  100,  A.F.  & A.M., 
a charter  member  of  the  Hartford  Exiles,  a founder  of  the  Elartford 
City  Club  and  a member  of  the  American  Law  Institute  and  the 
Maine  and  Connecticut  Bar  Associations. 

He  leaves  his  wife,  the  former  Ruby  A.  Rogers,  of  New  York 
City,  whom  he  married  in  1920,  one  son,  Richard  A.  Rhodes,  2d, 
of  West  Hartford,  and  a brother,  Richard  A.  Rhodes,  of  Portland, 
Me. 

Everett  Newton  Robinson 

Everett  Newton  Robinson,  who  became  a member  January  2, 
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1951,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  March  11,  1952  after  a long 
illness. 

He  was  born  in  Willimantic,  Conn.  October  24,  1900,  a son  of 
James  G.  and  Lovisa  (Chescbro)  Robinson.  He  was  a sheet  metal 
contractor  and  was  an  authority  on  early  American  tinware  and 
was  engaged  in  writing  and  lecturing  on  this  subject.  January  2, 
1951  he  addressed  the  Society  on  “The  Tin  Peddler  and  His  Wares,” 
illustrated  with  numerous  specimens  from  his  own  collection.  He 
was  a former  member  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Antique  Dealers 
Association  and  the  Early  American  Industries  Association. 

Mr.  Robinson  is  survived  by  his  wife,  two  stepsons,  Roy  E. 
Christensen,  of  Hartford  and  Ralph  A.  Christensen,  of  Springfield, 
Mass.,  one  brother,  James  G.  Robinson,  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  James  J.  Murphy,  of  Hartford  and  Mrs.  Olive  R. 
Best,  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  and  several  nieces  and  nephews. 

Rev.  Sherrod  Soule 

Reverend  Sherrod  Soule,  who  became  a member  of  the  So- 
ciety May  3,  1921,  died  at  the  New  York  Hospital  September  20, 
1951. 

Dr.  Soule  was  born  in  Hampton,  Conn.  October  29,  i860,  a son 
of  Rev.  George  Soule,  Chaplain  of  the  nth  Connecticut  Volunteers 
in  the  Civil  War,  and  his  wife  Caroline  R.  Litchfield.  He  graduated 
from  Amherst  College  in  1885  and  from  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  1888.  In  1922  he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  from  Amherst.  He  was  Pastor  of  the  Dane  Street 
Congregational  Church,  Beverly,  Mass.,  from  1888-1892,  of  the 
Congregational  Church  in  Naugatuck,  Conn.,  from  1892-1899  and 
Superintendent  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  Connecticut  and  the 
Fund  for  Ministers  from  1909-1934. 

Dr.  Soule  was  Historian  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  Connecticut 
for  many  years,  was  Chaplain  of  the  Putnam  Phalanx,  and  from 
1921-1922  was  Chaplain  of  the  State  Senate.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Psi  Upsilon  Fraternity  and  a former  President  of  the  University 
Club  of  Hartford,  and  was  a member  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans. 

In  1893  he  married  Mary  Caroline  Haines,  of  Somersworth, 
N.  H.,  who  died  September  22,  1943.  He  is  survived  by  a daugh- 
ter, Theodate  Haines  Soule,  who  heads  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
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ment  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  a son,  George  Soule,  of 
Bridgeport. 

Robbins  Battell  Stoeckel 

Robbins  Battell  Stoeckel,  who  was  elected  to  membership  in  the 
Society  March  i,  1921,  died  suddenly  October  16,  1951  at  his  home 
in  Norfolk. 

He  was  born  in  New  Haven  September  20,  1S72,  a son  of  Gus- 
tave Jacob  and  Matilda  Bertha  (Wehner)  Stoeckel,  of  German- 
Bavarian  descent.  He  was  graduated  from  Yale  University,  in  1889 
and  from  New  York  Law  School  in  1895.  He  was  long  in  public 
service,  and  served  with-  distinction  as  Judge  of  Probate,  Norfolk 
District,  until  his  retirement  in  1942.  He  was  the  first  Commis- 
sioner of  Motor  Vehicles,  from  1917  to  1933,  and  drafted  and  ad- 
ministered motor  vehicle  laws  which  were  long  recognized  as 
models  of  their  type. 

Mr.  Stoeckel  was  elected  a Vice-President  of  the  Society  May 
19,  1942,  and  Robbins  Battell,  for  whom  he  was  named,  served 
as  Vice-President  from  1885-1889  and  as  President  from  1889- 
1890.  Mr.  Stoeckel  was  a member  of  the  Board  which  administered 
the  Norfolk  Schools  of  Music  and  Art,  provided  by  the  will  of 
Mrs.  Ellen  Battell  Stoeckel,  wife  of  his  brother  Carl.  He  was 
interested  in  the  Litchfield  County  Choral  Union,  and  much  of  its 
success  was  due  to  his  efforts. 

On  November  9,  1905  he  married  Katherine  M.  Fales,  who  died 
in  December  1938.  On  May  16,  1940  he  married  Mary  Jane 
Cairns.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  a number  of  nieces  and 
nephews. 

Ray  D.  West 

Ray  D.  West,  who  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  So- 
ciety May  21,  1946,  died  at  his  home  in  Menominee,  Mich.,  Jan. 
J5, 1952. 

He  was  born  August  9,  1877  in  Chilton,  Wisconsin.  He  was 
educated  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  was  a school  teacher 
for  42  years. 

Mr.  West  was  a great  grandson  of  Aaron  West,  Revolutionary 
patriot.  He  was  an  Episcopalian  and  a member  of  Masonic 
Orders  A.F.  & A.M.,  R.A.M.,  and  K.T.  During  the  recent  war  he 
was  Reemployment  Committeeman  under  Selective  Service. 
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Report  of  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  Society 
upon  the  conclusion  of  its  127th  year  of  operation.  We  have  a 
building  of  our  own,  moving  is  almost  complete  and  we  can  look 
forward  to  much  usefulness  and  activity  in  the  years  to  come. 
This  is  an  account  of  progress,  progress  many  share  in  and  of 
which  all  should  be  proud.  The  sheer  volume  of  activity  and  acces- 
sions make  possible  only  a brief  mention,  and  inclusion  or  ex- 
clusion should  not  be  basis  for  evaluation.  Many  things  were  dis- 
cussed at  length  during  business  meetings,  others  are  recorded  in 
the  Bulletin.  Attached  accessions  lists  do  record  and  signify  our 
deep  appreciation  for  all  gifts  not  specifically  cited. 

Twenty-seven  cash  gifts  to  the  Society  for  general  and  specific 
purposes  reached  the  gratifying  total  of  $9,1 094.55.  This  is  more 
than  double  the  amount  of  last  year  which  we  considered  out- 
standing. It  will  probably  be  impossible  to  maintain  this  pace  but 
it  is  indeed  a pleasure  to  announce  it  and  know  so  many  are  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  the  Society.  This  was  achieved  without 
a general  appeal  to  our  members.  So  many  institutions  must,  that 
it  is  rare  indeed  to  find  such  generosity  virtually  unsolicited.  It 
must  be  by  now  quite  obvious  to  all  concerned  that  we  can 
put  any  and  all  contributions  to  good  use. 

Correspondence  has  long  been  a source  of  tiouble  but  now 
assumes  major  proportions.  It  is  apparent  the  world  of  scholarship 
has  discovered  our  efforts  of  recent  years  and  rewards  us  with 
their  attention.  In  addition  to  genealogical  inquiries  handled  by 
the  Reading  Room,  we  receive  an  average  of  twelve  letters  a day. 
There  is  no  dictating  machine,  no  stenographer,  many  of  my 
letters  I must  type  myself.  Certain  letters  rate  top  priority;  book 
orders,  inquiries  from  members,  publishers  and  scholars  who  have 
used  the  collection.  Beyond  that,  we  work  at  them  as  we  find 
time.  If  we  did  not  arbitrarily  do  this,  we  would  do  nothing  but 
write  letters.  Where  should  we  draw  the  line?  Can  we  draw  a 
line?  I do  not  know.  I am  flattered  to  think  so  many  want  our 
assistance  but  it  is  pretty  discouraging  to  never  be  caught  up  and 
never  have  a desk  clear  of  work. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  gift  of  outdoor  poles  and  United  States 
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and  State  flags.  These  have  been  attached  to  the  parapet  of  the 
porte-cochere  and  are  to  be  used  on  special  occasions.  These  flags 
were  presented  in  memory  of  Captain  Roger  Clap,  Commander 
1665-1686  The  Castle  Fortress  in  Boston  Harbor  by  his  great,  great, 
great,  great,  great  granddaughter,  Florence  S.  Marcy  Crofut. 
Miss  Crofut  also  presented  indoor  flags  for  the  Lecture  Hall,  but 
they  have  not  yet  arrived. 

A total  of  510  members  and  friends  attended  the  eight  regular 
lectures.  Though  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year,  several  meet- 
ings were  held  in  abominable  weather  which  undoubtedly  cut 
into  the  prospective  audience.  The  opening  in  October  and  three 
special  exhibitions  attracted  349  and  meetings  of  ten  outside  groups 
totaled  484.  Readers  numbered  1578  and  in  five  months  1000  were 
guided  through  the  museum.  The  building  total,  with  the  museum 
open  less  than  half  the  time,  amounted  to  3921.  This  is  not  out- 
standing, but  merely  recorded  as  a basis  for  future  comparisons. 

LIBRARY 

Additions  to  the  library  have  come  from  four  sources:  gift,  ex- 
change, purchase  and  discoveries.  The  latter  is  rather  significant 
for  it  includes  things  packed  we  knew  we  had  but  could  not 
locate  and  things  we  knew  nothing  about. 

A library  is  noted  for  its  rarefies  and  the  service  it  can  provide 
to  the  public.  We  have  what  has  been  called  the  “handsomest  and 
the  pleasantest  historical  society  in  the  country  to  work  in.”  Some 
day  our  catalogue  will  be  complete  and  then  we  will  really  assume 
our  proper  place  among  the  great  research  institutions  in  the 
country. 

We  have  two  series  ef -bound  pamphlets  totaling  272  volumes, 
each  of  which  contains  6-10  titles  which  were  not  seen  by  Charles 
Evans  compiler  of  American  Bibliography  and  were  not  checked 
in  Trumbull’s  List  of  Bookj  Printed  in  Connecticut  before  1800. 
These  volumes  include  titles  printed  as  late  as  1850  but  a sample 
test  of  volumes  1-12  in  “B”  series  revealed  the  following:  8 not 
checked  in  Trumbull;  6 listed  in  Evans  without  locating  a copy; 
3 not  listed  at  all  in  Evans;  and  62  in  Evans  without  record  of  our 
having  copies.  Volume  25  of  “A”  series  revealed  2 listed  by  Evans 
without  locating  any  copies;  1 not  in  Evans;  and  7 in  Evans  with- 
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out  CHS  location.  These  are  listed  on  old  cards  but  are  not  in  the 
catalogue.  They  can  only  be  found  if  we  search  carefully. 

The  first  series  of  445  volumes,  apparently  checked  by  Evans, 
contains  the  bulk  of  the  titles  recorded  as  being  in  this  library. 
There  is  a manuscript  catalogue  of  these  by  author. 

From  the  sampling,  we  find  copies  of  a few  pamphlets  in  all 
three  series.  Consequently  we  must  break  up  these  volumes  in  order 
to  separate  duplicates  and  also  to  shelve  like  things  together.  It 
will  take  time  and  has  so  far  been  postponed  for  the  unbound, 
uncatalogued  material  was  completely  lost  until  processed  and 
seemed  to  rate  top  priority.  In  any  event  the  duplicates  eventually 
will  make  available  considerable  materials  for  exchange  and  sale, 
to  ultimatelv  return  in  other  additions  to  the  collection.

Perhaps  the  most  significant  book  published  in  Connecticut 
was  John  Ledyard's  A journal  of  Captain  Cook’s  Last  Voyage  to 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  Hartford  1783.  A whole  report  might  be  written 
just  around  this  book  and  Ledyard’s  importance  to  the  future  de- 
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velopment  of  this  country.  Ledyard’s  dream  was  to  open  the 
Pacific  Northwest  and  though  he  did  not  live  to  do  it,  others 
following  his  lead,  were  successful  and  these  included  Thomas 
Jefferson.  This  is  a fairly  common  book,  but  rare  with  the  map.

We  knew  we  had  it  but  were  never  able  to  locate  it,  and  when 
unpacked  we  breathed  a sigh  of  relief.  The  map  is  missing,  but 
the  copy  is  in  such  fine  state  wre  expect  to  find  that  the  map  was 
carefully  removed  for  safe  keeping. 

Nearly  two  years  ago  we  had  an  inquiry  concerning  Lord 
Arison's  Voyage  Round  the  World  . . . Boston  ....  1760.  Evans 
lists  ours  as  the  only  copy  and  this  inquirer  wished  to  see  it.  We  had 
to  report  that  we  were  moving,  the  title  was  not  catalogued  and 
consequently  was  assumed  to  be  in  one  of  a thousand  boxes  in 
storage.  Fortunately  for  us,  it  did  turn  up  as  predicted. 

One  of  the  account  books  found  last  year  in  moving  was  identi- 
fied as  that  of  Isaiah  Tiffany,  a storekeeper,  Lebanon  and  Nor- 
wich 1746-1767.  Dr.  Ernest  Caulfield  is  much  interested  in  such 
accounts  and  when  he  examined  the  book  discovered  Tiffany  was 
a cabinet  maker  and  made  everything  from  cradles  to  coffins. 

Tiffany  was  born  in  Bristol,  R.  I.,  February  22,  1697/98.  He  was 
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a selectman  in  Woodstock,  a Representative  to  the  General  Court 
1742/43  and  soon  thereafter  moved  to  Lebanon.  The  accounts 
commence  in  Lebanon  and  conclude  in  Norwich  to  which  he  re- 
moved and  where  he  died  April  4,  1780. 

These  records  indicate  that  Tiffany  was  a cabinetmaker  of  no 
mean  ability  and  it  is  hoped  other  records  of  his  will  turn  up  and 
that  a piece  of  furniture  recorded  in  the  accounts  may  be  traced  to 
the  present  owner.  Dec,  20,  1750  a “case  of  draws”  was  sold  Jon- 
athan Clark  of  Lebanon  for  £iy.  Jonathan  Trumble  was  a steady 
customer  paying  ,£32  for  a “case  of  draws  without  trimming,"  £8 
for  a dressing  table,  £50  for  a “desk  and  book  case  without  trim- 
ming”, and  £6  for  a cradle. 

I have  repeatedly  commented  on  our  poor  manuscript  catalogue 
and  the  urgent  need  of  a specialist  on  the  staff  to  take  care  of  it. 
In  the  first  place  we  do  not  know  what  we  have  nor  are  we  able 
to  process  accessions  as  received. 

Bernhard  Knollenberg  while  using  our  William  Samuel  Johnson 
papers  came  upon  thirteen  documents,  instructions  to  and  corres- 
pondence of  Charles  Garth,  South  Carolina  Agent,  1765-66.  Max 
Farrand  in  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  Proceedings  N.  S.  v. 
23,  describes  the  Johnson  papers  in  this  Society  but  no  mention 
appears  concerning  these  particular  documents  and  their  discovery 
was  an  accident.  It  took  someone  familiar  with  the  period  to 
recognize  them  for  what  they  were.

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  an  unknown  Revolutionary  cartoon 
would  at  this  late  date  turn  up  but,  with  treasures  that  have

been  buried  for  50-75  years,  it  is  not  unusual  here.  This  is  the  case 
with  “The  Contrast.  Captive  Britons  in  America.  Americans  in  a 
British  Prison”.  It  is  a colored  engraving  of  a political  subject.  The 
left  panel  shows  three  British  prisoners  seated  in  luxury  at  a 
dining  table  with  a lady.  A negro  servant  is  entering  the  room. 
A cat  is  sleeping  at  the  left  and  a dog  partially  covers  a news- 
paper, New  [ ] Mercury.  One  prisoner  says:  “To  the  fears  of 

the  Rebels  we  owe  this”. 

In  the  right  panel,  eleven  American  prisoners  and  one  guard 
are  in  a big  room.  Six  are  standing,  two  seated  on  boxes,  two 
slumped  on  the  floor  and  one  lies  prone.  Their  clothing  is  be- 
draggled and  they  appear  gaunt.  One  says:  “On  4 oz  of  bad  pork 
6c  l/2\ b of  coal,  no  trial,  scarce  any  water”.  Two  balloons  are  illegi- 
ble; another  says:  “Good  for  the  Hess”,  and  the  guard  says:  “ 

is  too  good  for  you”. 

Through  exchange  we  secured  a volume  containing  a list  of  sub- 
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scribers  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Turnpike  Company  1799- 
1806.  This  turnpike  was  the  result  of  an  act  passed  at  the  October 
1798  session  of  the  General  Assembly  and  was  laid  out  on  the 
straight  line  principle;  that  is,  as  straight  between  towns  as  was 
possible  disregarding  earlier  roads.  It  started  from  New  Haven 
over  Whitney  Avenue,  through  the  southeast  part  of  Hamden,  the 
west  part  of  Wallingford  and  the  center  of  Meriden.  It  entered 
Hartford  over  what  is  now  known  as  Maple  Avenue. 

The  turnpike  was  34%  miles  long  and  cost  $79,261  and  it  is 
believed  the  net  income  never  exceeded  $3,000  a year.  The  stock 
holders  included  many  prominent  citizens  from  both  New  Haven 
and  Hartford. 

Jeremiah  Wadsworth  subscribed  originally  to  65  shares.  Be- 
tween 1798  and  1803  he  paid  in  $3305,  received  $420  presumably 
for  services  and  $781.72  for  damages.  He  also  transferred  45  shares 
June  3,  1800  for  $1620. 

James  Hillhouse  and  Oliver  Ellsworth  each  with  150  shares  were 
the  largest  holders. 

Thomas  T.  Punderson  received  $650  for  building  a bridge. 
Samuel  Bailey,  builder  of  the  Turnpike  from  Warren  to  Palmer, 
Massachusetts  in  1797,  was  the  general  contractor. 

Between  May  and  July  1803,  Benjamin  Read,  collector  at  Gate 
No.  1 collected  $156.34  in  tolls;  Elizur  Andrews,  Gate  No.  2, 
$123.78;  Joseph  Doolittle,  Gate  No.  3,  $149.44  and  Jacob  Walter, 
Gate  No.  4,  $132.74.  Other  toll  keepers  were  Asaph  Mitchell  at 
Meriden,  Mr.  Balch  at  Berlin  and  Joseph  Chipman  at  Hamden. 

Also  on  exchange  we  received  3 volumes  of  Samuel  Stiles  papers. 
Stiles  was  an  apprentice  and  also  a son-in-law  of  Abner  Reed  and 
was  later  a partner  in  the  engraving  business.  There  are  diaries, 
letters  and  accounts  of  Reed  which  show  he  was  an  extremely 
versatile  man.  He  engraved,  printed,  grained  chairs,  made  wood 
cuts,  lettered  cartridge  boxes  and  coffins,  ornamented  drums,  cut 
type,  lettered  on  glass  and  painted  carriages.  There  is  a trade 
card  and  many  proofs  of  bank  notes  engraved  by  Reed,  Stiles  and 
later  partnerships.  These  papers  were  collected  and  mounted  in 
volumes  by  Henry  Reed  Stiles,  M.D.,  son  of  Samuel  Stiles  and 
author  of  the  Windsor  and  Wethersfield  histories. 

Our  Treasurer,  Allerton  C.  Hickmott,  presented  a unique 
Thomas  Hooker  item  printed  in  London,  1653  titled:  Gods  Image 
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on  Man.  There  is  no  record  of  this  title  in  Hooker  bibliographies. 
Struck  by  the  similarity  in  size  with  The  Paterne  of  Perfection  . . . 
London  1640,  we  checked  and  found,  page  for  page,  that  they  were 
identical  from  the  same  type  with  the  exception  of  the  title  page. 
How  this  was  done  we  do  not  yet  know.  We  have  a splendid  col- 
lection of  Hooker  and  this  addition  is  of  great  significance  to  us. 

Jared  Eliot  of  Killingworth,  leading  physician  and  scientist, 
was  the  author  of  Essay  on  Field  Husbandry  in  New  England  pub- 
lished in  six  parts  between  1748-1759.  This  was  the  first  work  in 
America  attempting  to  improve  farming  methods  and  was  for  a 
long  time  wddely  read  and  applied.  Part  I was  published  in  New 
London,  1748;  II  in  1749;  III  in  1751;  V in  1754  and  VI  in  New 
Haven,  1759;  We  have  parts  II  and  III.  In  1760,  Edes  and  Gill 
reprinted  all  6 essays  in  Boston  in  166  pages.  Lawrence  B.  Romaine 
presented  us  an  incomplete  copy  lacking  pages  1-4  and  163-6.  It 
is  a rare  volume  at  best,  and  to  have  most  of  the  text  of  the  essays  is 
a great  privilege. 

Vice-President  E.  A.  Moore  made  possible  the  purchase- of 
The  Columbian  Harmony  by  Joseph  Stone  and  Abraham  Wood, 
[Boston,  Isaiah  Thomas  and  E.  T.  Andrews,  1793].  This  is  a rare 
title  but  its  main  interest  to  us  is  that  the  plates  were  the  work  of 
two  Connecticut  engravers.  The  title  says  engraved  by  Joel  Allen. 
Page  9 is  signed  “E  Ruggles  junr  Sculp”;  71  “J.  Allen  Sc”;  90 
“E.  Ruggles  jun  Sculp”;  and  112  “Engraved  by  E Ruggles  jun.” 
Joel  Allen  of  Farmington  was  a well  known  engraver  who  did 
numerous  maps  and  song  books.  However,  those  plates  signed 
by  Ruggles  are  even  more  important.  At  Pomfret,  March  14,  1789, 
Edward  Ruggles,  Jr.  published  “A  Compleat  Plan  of  the  city  of 
Marietta”  and  a little  later  “A  New  Map  of  the  World.”  Stauffer 
American  Engravers  on  Copper  and  Steel  merely  says  he  was  a 
book-plate  engraver,  apparently  working  between  1790-1800,  some- 
where in  New  England  and  notes  the  plate  of  one  Walter  Lyon  as 
the  only  plate  seen.  His  association  with  Allen  may  help  in  find- 
ing additional  information. 

Dwight  G.  Clark  of  Bryan,  Texas,  presented  a diary  and  letters 
of  his  grandfather,  Jared  Goodrich  of  Bristol,  later  of  Plainville. 
Goodrich  with  some  other  members  of  the  Bristol,  California 
Company,  left  New  York  February  23,  1849  and  arrived  at  San 
Francisco,  California,  by  way  of  Panama,  June  4,  and  returned 
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to  New  York,  February  6, 1850.  The  diary  describes  the  experiences 
for  approximately  a year.  The  letters  were  to  and  from  his  wife. 
Jared  Goodrich  was  a clockmaker  in  the  firm  of  Hills  and  Good- 
rich and  later  the  founder  of  the  Plainville  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, makers  of  knit  underwear  for  many  years. 

Goodrich  wrote  some  interesting  comments  on  gold  and  Califor- 
nia which  reveal  the  conditions  of  the  times.  It  did  not  take  long  for 
him  to  discover  the  futility,  to  admit  it,  and  to  make  preparations 
to  return  home. 

Sacramento  looked  like  a “Camp  Meeting”  with  the  bulk  of 
the  citizens  living  in  tents.  Those  who  came  overland  described 
the  plains  as  a “graveyard”  with  hundreds  dying  of  cholera.  By 
October,  the  fight  to  return  home  was  greater  than  it  was  in 
New  York  to  come  to  California. 

Wages  were  $10-20  a day;  board  Si--  per  meal;  flour  $9  per  hun- 
dred pounds;  pork  $50  a barrel;  fresh  beef  $25  per  quarter;  and 
steak  30  cents  a pound.  Cattle  cost  $20-25  Per  head,  ham  50  cents  a 
pound;  milk  50  cents  a quart;  lumber  $1  a foot  and  potatoes  12*4 
cents  a pound.  New  York  papers  several  months  old  sold  for  $1  a 
piece  and  letters  by  express  to  New  York  cost  a dollar.  Transporta- 
tion to  the  mines  75  miles  away  cost  $i  per  pound  and  a common 
size  stove  was  worth  Si 50-200.  Traders  calculated  to  make  100% 
profit.  All  of  this  was  based  on  gold  which  if  lucky  could  be  dug 
at  the  rate  of  an  ounce  a day,  and  exchanged  at  the  rate  of  $1  an 
ounce.  No  wonder  Goodrich  was  back  in  New  York  within  a 
year. 

From  the  estate  of  Erskine  Hyde  of  Coventry,  through  the  heirs, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  of  Brookfield,  we  received  a quantity  of 
letters,  account  books  and  documents  of  Daniel  Burnap.  Burnap 
was  a famous  clock  maker  of  the  18th  and  early  19th  century 
at  East  Windsor  and  Coventry. 

As  most  workers  in  metal,  Burnap  made  a great  variety  of 
things.  He  worked  in  gold  and  silver,  made  compasses,  gun  trim- 
mings, pistol  trimmings,  inkstands,  dental  tools,  sleigh  bells  and 
buttons.  A gold  necklace  brought  £2:8:0;  silver  spurs  ,£1:14:0  and 
a brass  compass  £(>.  His  clocks  averaged  £10,  chime  clocks  £22 
and  cases  were  between  £ 5:4:0  and  £ 5.  The  most  expensive  clock 
was  sold  for  £ 30  to  Amherst  Reynolds  in  East  Hartford  in  1802, 
and  was  described  as  a “brass  wheeled  chime  clock  and  case”. 
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Burnap  made  brasses  for  Eliphalet  Chapin,  Jonathan  Birge,  and 
Simeon  Loomis,  cabinetmakers,  and  Birge,  Loomis  and  Samuel 
Kneeland  made  cases  for  Burnap’s  clocks.  Kneeland  made  seven 
cherry  cases  between  1788-93,  Birge  at  least  five  and  Loomis  12 
cases.  It  is  believed  some  of  these  clocks  and  cases  may  be  identi- 
fied in  the  near  future. 

Rose  Wilder  Terry  of  Tryon,  North  Carolina  and  Alfred  Howe 
Terry  presented  forty  letters  by  Daniel  Wadsworth  between  No- 
vember 10,  1792  and  April  26,  1793.  Daniel  took  his  sister  Harriet 
to  Bermuda  in  hopes  of  relief  from  tuberculosis.  These  letters  es- 
sentially relate  the  sad  final  illness  of  the  young  lady  but  there 
is  also  much  of  social-economic  interest.  He  writes  to  his  father, 
mother,  sister  and  aunt  and  in  order  to  assure  their  receiving  his 
letters  there  is  much  duplication.  However,  the  difficulty  of  secur- 
ing medicine,  food,  horses  and  feed  for  horses  make  these  valuable 
sources.  Visitors  to  Bermuda  today  often  inquire  about  the  tablet 
marking  the  grave  of  Harriet  Wadsworth  of  Hartford,  and  these 
letters  complete  the  record.  Daniel  Wadsworth  was  later  the 
founder  of  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum,  home  of  the  Society  for  107 
years. 

Acquisition  of  unique  titles  by  purchase  becomes  more  and 
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more  unusual  as  time  goes  on.  We  have  been  fortunate,  and  one 
of  these  this  year  is  titled  Americans  Triumphant,  or  John  Bull 
in  Distress  . . . Middletown,  Conn.  Printed  and  sold  by  J.  T. 
Porter,  1823. 

This  is  a juvenile  illustrating  American  naval  victories  in  the 
War  of  1812.  Among  these  are  the  sinking  of  the  “Guerriere,” 
Perry  on  Lake  Erie,  Decatur’s  victory  with  the  “Macedonia,”  and 
illustrations  of  action  by  Bainbridge,  Lawrence,  Jones  and  Macdon- 
ough. 

Stauffer  says  J.  T.  Porter  was  a mediocre  line  engraver  of  Middle- 
town  whose  only  known  works  were  in  Narrative  of  John  R. 
Jewitt.  He  may  have  been  mediocre  and  his  verses  were  none  too 
good,  but  he  did  produce  a delightful  volume  and  he  was  a 
Connecticut  engraver.  A James  T.  Porter  died  in  Middletown  De- 
cember 7,  1826  and  is  believed  to  have  been  this  engraver. 

Through  one  of  those  tricks  fate  sometimes  plays,  we  were 
lucky  to  purchase  two  editions  of  Narrative  of  the  adventures  and 
sufferings  of  John  R.  Jewitt  only  survivor  of  the  crew  of  the 
ship  Boston,  during  a captivity  of  nearly  three  years  among  the 
savages  of  Nootl^a  Sound  . . . Middletown  . . . 1815.  In  addition 
we  secured  a broadside  song  “The  Poor  Armourer  Boy,  A song 
. . . adapted  to  the  case  of  John  R.  Jewitt  . . Loomis  & Richards, 
Printers,  Middletown,  March  8th,  1815. 

This  in  itself  does  not  seem  too  remarkable  but  the  author  was 
Richard  Alsop.  His  source  was  a Journal  published  by  Jewitt  in 
1807  in  Boston,  which  is  now  very  rare.  Alsop  wrote  the  “Narra- 
tive” using  the  style  of  Robinson  Crusoe  and  it  had  the  widest  cir- 
culation of  any  of  his  works.  An  obituary  of  Alsop  in  Analectic 
Magazine  says:  “His  last  publication  was  The  Adventure  of  John 
Jewitt  [sic]  in  which  he  | Alsop]  has  worked  up  the  rude  story  of 
an  unlettered  man  with  a pleasing  simplicity  of  style  which  is  likely 
to  make  it  almost  as  popular  in  this  country  as  Robinson  Crusoe.” 
Though  an  optimistic  prophesy,  since  1815  nineteen  editions,  in- 
cluding two  in  London,  one  in  Edinburgh,  and  one  in  Leipzig  as 
late  as  1928,  have  appeared. 

The  first  edition  by  Loomis  \ Richards  has  a frontispiece  en- 
graved by  J.  T.  Porter,  is  bound  in  boards  with  a bust  of  the  Indian 
Chief  Maquina  and  a whaling  scene  on  the  back  cover  and  is  er- 
roneously paged  203,  due  to  double  use  of  page  28.

The  second  edition  of  3,000  copies,  September  6,  1815,  is  by  Seth 
Richards,  has  a reengraved,  unsigned  frontispiece,  is  bound  in 
calf  and  the  paging  has  been  corrected.  Commencing  on  page  7 
the  text  is  reset,  though  a careful  comparison  fails  to  locate  any 
additional  matter. 

Alsop’s  own  copy,  in  the  New  York  Public  Library,  is  filled  with 
corrections  and  additions  so  a revision  was  contemplated,  but  his 
sudden  death  August  20,  1815  apparently  prevented  it  and  sub- 
sequent editions  do  not  include  them. 

The  work  was  published  for  the  profit  of  Jewitt.  He  peddled 
them  around  the  country  by  wagon  and  wheelbarrow.  On  March 
17,  1817,  he  appeared  in  a melodrama  in  Philadelphia  titled: 
“The  Armourer’s  Escape,  or  Three  Years  at  Nootka  Sound”.  Later 
he  married  Julia  Ann  Richards  September  13,  1836  in  New  Haven. 

The  song  is  to  the  tune  of  the  “Poor  Cabin  Boy”,  consists  of  five 
verses  and  might  also  be  the  work  of  Alsop. 

S.  G.  Goodrich,  Peter  Parley,  in  1832  published  The  Captive  of 
Nootka,  which  was  a juvenile  version  aimed  at  moralizing  Jewitt's 
adventure.  Another  edition  of  this  appeared  in  1835. 

In  last  year’s  report,  we  took  considerable  space  to  list  the  large 
wall  maps  of  Connecticut  towns  and  counties  between  1847-1860 
that  we  lacked.  Through  purchase  and  gift  as  the  result  of  this 
list,  we  acquired  maps  of  Meriden,  New  Britain  and  New  Haven 
1851;  New  Haven  County,  and  Guilford  1852;  Salisbury  and 
Woodbury  1853;  New  London  County  1854;  Milford  1855  and 
Danbury  i860.  These  ten  materially  decrease  the  list  to  twenty 
that  we  are  now  seeking.  If  succeeding  years  are  as  fruitful  as  this 
one,  it  wrill  not  be  long  before  our  collection  is  virtually  com- 
plete. 

Mrs.  Alfred  Howe  Terry  not  only  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
Social  Committee,  but  also  worked  on  a calendar  of  the  Jeremiah 
Wadsworth  manuscripts.  These  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society  for  many  years.  The  catalogue  merely  states  Boxes  123- 147, 
Sept.  1776-Oct.  1804.  They  are  arranged  chronologically  within 
each  box,  but  when  asked  for  letters  of  an  individual,  for  example, 
we  have  had  no  method  of  determining  whether  we  had  any  of  his 
letters  or  where  to  locate  them. 

The  calendar  lists  each  letter  as  filed  by  place,  date,  writer  and 
addressee.  Through  its  use  we  can  readily  ascertain  whether  we 
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have  letters  of  various  people,  and  which  box  they  are  in.  Mrs. 
Terry  has  completed  5285  documents,  with  an  approximate  2300 
to  go.  To  those  interested,  projects  such  as  this  are  available  upon 
application  and  you  can  be  assured  of  performing  valued  and 
much  appreciated  service.  In  the  case  of  Mrs.  Terry,  her  husband 
is  a descendant  of  Jeremiah  Wadsworth. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  acquisition  of  several  ref- 
erence tools  such  as  Evans,  Stauffer  and  Fielding.  We  also  have  ac- 
quired Halkett  and  Laing’s  Dictionary  of  Anonymous  and  Pseu- 
donymous English  Literature  in  7 volumes  and  the  Catalogue  of  the 
Library  of  the  Boston  Atheneum,  five  parts.  With  the  exception  of 
Sabin’s  A Dictionary  of  Boohj  Relating  to  America  in  29  volumes, 
our  reference  collection  is  pretty  complete.  We  must  get  Sabin  in  the 
very  near  future.  It  sells  for  $649.00,  so  that  we  are  hopeful  some 
member  will  have  a set  he  no  longer  needs  or  is  willing  to  con- 
tribute towards  its  purchase.  With  so  much  to  catalogue  and  check, 
the  accessibility  of  all  aids  is  important.  At  present,  we  must  refer 
- to  the  State  Library  or  the  Watkinson  Library,  which  slows  the 
process  considerably. 

The  grants  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giving 
have  one  year  to  run.  To  date,  14,762  titles  have  been  catalogued 
and  some  106,000  cards  filed.  Two  catalogue  cases,  one  60  drawer 
and  one  45  drawer  were  purchased  and  will  provide  expansion 
room  for  a few  years  to  come.  After  this  year  we  must  plan 
to  assume  the  salary  of  the  cataloguer  employed  since  January  1947 
with  Foundation  Funds.  Their  project  has  provided  the  basis  of 
our  catalogue  for  which  we  are  greatly  indebted.  Its  usefulness  is 
established  and  its  continuation  is  now  our  responsibility. 

Binding  costs,  like  everything  else,  have  doubled  in  recent  years. 
We  spent  $390.00  and  just  barely  took  care  of  normal  wear  and 
tear  of  the  reference  and  genealogical  collection.  Moving  is  hard 
on  books  and  no  matter  howr  careful,  brittle  bindings  cracked  and 
the  life  of  many  were  shortened.  We  are  faced  with  the  necessity 
of  binding  many  newspapers  in  the  near  future  and  systematic 
repair,  if  available,  would  be  cheaper  in  the  long  run.  Collectors 
are  shocked  at  valuable,  often  unique,  pamphlets  being  shelved 
only  in  envelopes.  Many  deserve  binding,  slip  cases  and  boxing, 
but  it  is  impossible  without  the  expenditure  of  large  sums.  Maybe 
the  solution  lies  in  installing  our  own  bindery  for  a year  or  two. 
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Many  institutions  do  just  this.  I do  not  profess  to  know.  It  is  men- 
tioned for  it  is  as  yet  an  unsolved  problem  and  it  is  growing  larger 
each  year.  The  new  air  conditioned  stack  will  stop  deterioration 
due  to  excessive  dryness  but  it  will  not  repair  damage  or  bind  vol- 
umes. Institutions  of  comparable  size  budget  annually  §2, 000-^3,000 
for  binding.  Early  acceptance  of  this  will  bring  an  early  solution. 

Museum 

We  are  constantly  studying  and  new  information  comes  to  light 
on  many  pieces  in  the  collection.  For  example  fully  half  of 
artists  of  our  paintings  remain  unidentified.  Every  once  in  a while 
some  one  turns  up  a “key”  painting  so  that  a whole  series  may  be 
ascribed  to  a certain  artist.  This  information  is  sometimes  available 
through  periodicals  but  more  often  from  a visiting  museum 
curator  or  expert.  Mrs.  William  Sawitsky  is  the  authority  for  as- 
cribing the  portrait  of  Adam  Beauchamp  to  Jeremiah  Theus. 
Beauchamp  left  Hartford  and  died  in  South  Carolina  about  1740. 
Theus  was  in  Charleston  and  advertising  in  the  South  Carolina 
Gazette  as  early  as  August  30,  1740.  Beauchamp  was  a French 
Huguenot  and  Theus  painted  a number  of  this  group.  Aside  from 
other  characteristics,  the  hands  are  concealed,  which  was  a pecu- 
liarity of  the  artist. 

A pewter  piece,  labeled 
“what  is  it”  was  discovered 
to  be  an  infusion  pot.  Medi- 
cine vapors  from  the  pot  re- 
lieved a patient  with  a severe 
cold  or  croup.  The  wick  is 
lacking  but  otherwise  the 
piece  resembles  a pot  in  the 
Garvan  collection.  The  mark 
ID  has  not  yet  been  identi- 
fied. 


On  several  occasions  this  year  we  were  invited  to  visit  homes 
and  select  items  of  interest  to  the  Society.  Memoranda  were  then 
drawn  up  to  be  kept  among  estate  papers  to  assist  heirs  in 
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distribution  matters  in  the  future.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  ar- 
rangement on  both  sides  for  the  Society  receives  materials  in  line 
with  its  acquisition  policies  and  donors  are  assured  their  things 
are  wanted,  will  be  cared  for  and  are  going  to  the  proper  institution. 
We  have  also  served  in  advisory  capacities  for  materials  outside  our 
interest;  our  main  thought  being  that  there  is  a proper  home  for 
everything  and  if  we  can  help,  we  are  fulfilling  our  function. 

Another  method  is  illustrated  by  the  gift  of  a silvered  dial  clock 
made  by  Joseph  Carpenter  of  Norwich,  presented  by  Dr.  Isaac  W. 
Kingsbury.  By  vote  of  the  Society,  the  gift  was  accepted  and  then 
loaned  to  the  donor  subject  to  life  use. 

Russell  Todd  Cornell  of  Scarsdale,  N.  Y.,  presented  a marble 
bust  and  pedestal  of  Lydia  Alden  (Giddings)  Todd  who  was 
born  in  Hartford  in  1831.  The  bust  was  sculptured  from  life  in 
Italy  in  1868  or  69. 

This  is  an  example  of  a record  of  a Connecticut  person  that 
should  be  preserved  but  which  carries  with  it  certain  problems. 
In  the  first  place  it  is  large,  requires  considerable  space  in  storage, 
must  be  periodically  cleaned  and  rarely  warrants  exhibition.  Con- 
sequently, acceptance  commits  us  to  somewhat  of  a burden  which, 
if  a regular  occurrence,  could  ultimately  strangle  our  resources. 
When  this  was  discussed  with  the  donor  he  readily  appreciated 
the  problem  and  made  a donation  which  provides  perpetual  care. 
In  the  past  this  matter  was  not  given  enough  consideration  and 
as  a result  we  are  obligated  in  some  instances  which  are  a source 
of  constant  embarrassment.  We  are  in  business,  we  have  overhead, 
depreciation,  maintenance  and  the  problem  of  securing  funds  to 
care  for  another's  gifts.  Mr.  Seymour  set  a pattern  which  others 
must  follow  for  as  the  Society  grows  so  also  must  our  endowment. 
The  most  wonderful  part  of  the  whole  matter  is  that  prospective 
donors  are  the  first  to  recognize  the  problem  and  solution  lies  in 
a full  discussion  before  we  assume  the  obligation  of  ownership. 

Miss  Mariette  N.  Fitch  of  Rockville  presented  a number  of 
very  lovely  costumes  and  accessories,  the  bulk  of  which  belonged 
to  the  Misses  Nancy  and  Mary  Terry  of  Providence  and  Enfield. 
The  Terry  sisters  ran  a fashionable  millinery  shop  in  Providence 
until  1850  when  they  retired  and  returned  to  Enfield.  The  dresses 
were  spotless  and  otherwise  in  perfect  condition.  Two  of  these 
gowns  are  now  on  exhibition. 
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William  R.  Wheeler  was  born  in  Michigan  in  1832  and  came 
to  Hartford  in  1861.  Until  his  death  July  13,  1893,  he  was  a prolific 
painter  of  portraits  in  the  city  and  many  prominent  citizens  sat 
for  him.  At  the  request  of  the  Society  he  painted  a splendid  por-

trait  of  fames  Hammond  Trumbull  in  1880  which  hangs  in  the 
Director’s  office. 

From  Mrs.  George  Leland  Nichols  of  Northampton,  Massachu- 
setts, we  received  the  portraits  of  Caroline  Louisa  Jillson  (April  12, 
1839-Jan.  13,  1866)  and  William  Curtis  Jillson  (April  4,  1833-Jan. 
2,  1898)  painted  by  Wheeler  in  1865. 

Also  from  Mrs.  Nichols  were  five  portraits  by  Erastus  Salisbury 
Field  1831  and  1832.  They  are  Anna  H.  (Sabin)  Jillson,  her  hus- 
band Asa  Jillson  (Sept.  5,  1783-April  7,  1848)  of  Willimantic,  and 
children,  Elizabeth  Camilla  (June  13,  1826-  ) and  William 

Lawrence  Jillson  (Dec.  18,  1807-Jan.  1,  1861)  and  Mrs.  William 
Lawrence  (Caroline  Curtis)  Jillson.  (June  4,  1808-Aug.  16,  1862) 

Field  was  born  in  Leverett,  Massachusetts  May  19,  1805.  He 
studied  for  a short  time  under  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse,  but  Morse  had 
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little  influence  upon  his  style.  After  his  marriage  in  1831  Field 
settled  in  Hartford  for  about  a year.  Since  Camilla  was  6 years 
old  when  her  portrait  was  done,  the  paintings  are  tentatively  as- 
cribed to  his  Hartford  period.  The  portraits  are  typical  examples  of 
Field’s  primitive  style.  It  is  not  likely  too  many  portraits  of 
this  period  survive,  so  it  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  have  these. 
His  later  life  was  spent  in  Massachusetts,  namely  Monson,  Leverett 
and  Sunderland  until  his  death  in  1900. 

Hair  jewelry  enjoyed  wide  popularity  during  the  “Victorian” 
era.  Among  the  most  popular  ornaments  were  brooches  and 
bracelets,  although  necklaces  and  earrings  were  also  made  of  hair. 
Brooches  were  most  often  of  gold  with  the  lock  of  hair  placed 
under  glass,  but  we  find  necklaces  of  fancifully  braided  hair  sup- 
porting crosses  or  other  pendents  either  of  hair  or  of  gold.  A lock 
which  belonged  to  a deceased  loved  one  was  often  intricately 
twisted  or  braided  and  mounted  in  gold  and  was  worn  during  the 
mourning  period,  although  it  was  worn  just  as  often  for  everyday 
- adornment.  Sometimes  two  colors  of  hair,  light  and  dark,  were 
braided  together  to  form  a striking  effect,  and  the  mountings  and 
clasps  were  usually  of  gold,  or  occasionally  of  silver. 

Miss  Helen  Elizabeth  Royce  has  presented  several  interesting 
examples  of  hair  jewelry  including  a pair  of  earrings  and  brooch 
in  Moorish  design,  as  well  as  another  brooch,  two  necklaces,  a 
pair  of  earrings  and  three  bracelets. 

In  addition  to  the  Royal  Arms,  which  was  described  in  the  April 
issue  of  the  Bulletin,  we  also  had  restored  portraits  of  Oliver  Wol- 
cott (1726-1797),  Gurdon  Saltonstall  (1666-1724),  and  Richard 
Goodman  (1761-1845).  They  are  at  present  hanging  in  the  first 
floor  exhibition  room.  Five  other  paintings  are  now  undergoing 
treatment:  Lord  family  hatchment,  and  portraits  of  William  Penn, 
John  Lawrence,  Nathan  Strong  and  Benjamin  Boardman.  These 
portraits  were  by  Joseph  Steward  and  completes  the  restoration  of 
paintings  by  this  local  artist.  Next  spring  we  plan  a special  exhi- 
bition of  Steward's  works,  and  for  the  first  time,  all  of  his  paintings 
now  in  our  possession  will  be  exhibited  together. 

EDITOR 

Our  publications  this  year  consisted  of  the  usual  four  issues 
of  the  Bulletin,  Annual  Report  and  725  Years  of  The  Connecticut 
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Historical  Society.  In  addition  page  proof  was  completed  for  vol- 
ume 27  of  the  Collections,  copy  for  volume  28  was  prepared  and 
sent  to  the  printer  and,  at  long  last,  the  Say  brooks  Vital  Records  was 
approved  for  printing. 

In  a short  paragraph  we  have  glibly  passed  over  what  actually 
required  a great  many  man  hours.  First  of  all  is  the  copying 
which  then  must  be  read  against  the  original.  This  requires  two 
persons.  After  being  set  in  galley  form,  this  too  must  be  read. 
Then  comes  page  proof  and  finally  the  index  and  o.k.  to  print. 
It  is  not  inconceivable  that  preparations  for  one  300  page  volume 
require  the  concentrated  energies  of  two  persons  for  more  than  a 
month  involved  in  just  mechanical  processes.  During  this  period 
interruptions  are  costly  and  the  utmost  care  must  be  taken  to 
assure  accuracy  and  a lay  out  which  will  be  understandable  to 
others  than  the  editor. 

The  entire  edition  of  200  copies  of  the  Hale  Family  of  Glaston- 
bury, published  by  the  Society  through  the  generosity  of  Presi- 
dent Waterman,  is  expected  this  summer.  The  sale  of  these  vol- 
umes will  augment  considerably  the  principal  of  the  Waterman 
Fund.  The  volume  was  edited  by  Donald  Lines  facobus  and  in 
my  opinion  will  be  the  finest  and  most  complete  genealogy  com- 
piled by  the  present  dean  of  American  Genealogists. 

No  particular  effort  was  expended  upon  stimulating  sales  of 
books  during  the  year.  Exchanges  amounted  to  $716.25  and  $58.25 
in  sale  of  duplicates.  As  a result  of  displays  in  the  building  and 
circularization  of  the  list  prepared  a year  ago,  sales  totalled  $1,235.- 
57.  This  I think  is  most  gratifying  and  augments  the  principal  of 
certain  funds  by  $411.60  and  an  additional  $823.97  was  applied  to 
income.  In  the  case  of  the  Publication  Fund  Surplus  Income,  this 
was  derived  from  Sami  Colts  Own  Record  which  has  now  paid  for 
itself.  In  the  years  to  come  we  stand  to  make  a profit. 

With  stocks  of  several  books  and  new  publications  to  be  avail- 
able soon,  a revision  of  the  book  list  must  be  prepared  and  dis- 
tributed. It  is  hoped  this  will  give  our  sales  a shot  in  the  arm 
for  the  storage  of  large  stocks  of  unsold  books  is  a problem 
and  as  long  as  they  remain,  their  potential  in  operating  funds  re- 
mains unproductive.

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Report  of  the  President 


At  this  time  when  the  generous  bequest,  received  from  the 
- Estate  of  George  Edward  Hoadley  in  1923,  is  at  last  in  full 
operation  in  furtherance  of  his  desire,  it  is  fitting  that  we  recall 
to  mind  the  man,  and  the  use  which  has  been  made  of  his  gift. 
In  his  will  Mr.  Hoadley  provided  that  one-half  of  his  residuary 
estate  should  pass  to  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  and  in 
the  distribution  of  the  estate  the  Society  received  securities  and 
cash  valued  at  $252,784.73.  In  addition  to  this,  a specific  legacy 
gave  to  the  Society  a collection  of  manuscripts  and  autograph 
letters  which  had  been  appraised  for  inventory  at  the  doubtless 
conservative  value  of  $5,021.00. 

May  we  first  consider  the  family  background.  The  emigrant 
ancestor  of  this  branch  of  the  Hoadley  family  was  Mr.  William 
Hoadley  who  was  born  in  England  about  the  year  1630,  and  first 
appeared  at  Saybrook  in  1663.  Three  years  later  he  bought  the 
home-lot  of  Rev.  Abraham  Pierson,  of  Branford  and  lived- there 
the  rest  of  his  life,  one  of  the  leading  men  of  the  community.  He 
died  in  November  or  December,  1709,  in  Branford,  Connecticut. 
William  Henry  Hoadley,  sixth  in  descent  from  Mr.  William 
Hoadley,  was  born  30  July  1800  in  Guilford,  Connecticut,  and  died 
8 August  1849  in  Hartford.  He  married,  7 December  1824  in  Sims- 
bury, Connecticut,  Harriet  Louisa  Hillyer  who  was  born  23  July 
1803  in  East  Granby,  Connecticut.  Their  children,  all  born  in 
Hartford,  were: 

1.  Mary  Robbins,  born  22  December  1825,  resided  in  Hartford, 
and  died  at  her  home,  78  Ann  Street,  29  April  1896.  Unmarried. 

2.  Charles  Jeremy  was  born  1 August  1828,  to  the  quiet  and 
retired  life  of  a scholar.  He  graduated  with  distinction  from  Trin- 
ity College  in  1851,  at  the  head  of  his  class.  Further  degrees 
received  by  him  were:  M.A.  from  Trinity  College  in  1854  and 
from  Yale  College  in  1879,  and  LL.D.  from  Trinity  College  in 
1889.  After  graduation  from  college,  he  read  law  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1855,  i)Ut  never  practiced  his  profession,  for  in  1855 
he  was  appointed  State  Librarian  and  held  that  office  until  his 
death,  19  October  1900,  in  Hartford.  Mr.  Hoadly  was  well  versed 
in  the  history  of  Connecticut,  on  which  subject  he  wrote  exten- 
sively. He  edited  many  volumes  of  Colonial  and  State  records, 
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which  is  perhaps  his  finest  achievement  as  State  Librarian.  He 
became  a member  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  7 Novem- 
ber 1854  and  was  a Life  Member;  was  Corresponding  Secretary, 
19  May  1863  to  27  May  1890;  Vice-President,  27  May  1890  to  22 
May  1894;  an<^  President,  22  May  1894  to  9 October  1900.  In  his 
will,  which  was  dated  30  January  1897,  he  mentions  his  brothers 
James  H.,  George  E.,  and  Francis  A.,  and  his  sister  Mrs.  Harriet 
L.  Corwin,  and  after  providing  a few  small  specific  legacies,  he 
left  the  remainder  to  his  brother  George  E.  Hoadley,  who  was  also 
made  Executor.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  amounted  to  $259,- 

725-65- 

3.  Frederick  William  was  born  2 December  1831.  Soon  after  the 
death  of  his  father  in  1849,  he  left  Hartford  and  removed  to 
Columbia,  South  Carolina  where  he  read  law  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar.  Later,  he  moved  to  Little  Rock,  Arkansas  where  he 
held  the  staff  appointment  of  Judge  Advocate  in  the  militia,  with 
the  rank  of  captain.  On  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  secession, 
he  entered  the  Confederate  service  as  captain  of  an  artillery  com- 
pany which  was  active  in  numerous  engagements,  and  when  the 
First  Heavy  Artillery  Regiment,  Tennessee  C.S.A.  was  formed, 
he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  major.  During  the  siege  of  Vicks- 
burg he  commanded  the  water  battery,  at  which  post  he  died  in 
June  1863. 

4.  James  Henry,  born  6 December  1833,  entered  the  United 
States  Navy  in  1859,  but  on  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  he 
resigned  from  the  Navy  to  become  head  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary 
Commission  in  the  Department  of  the  South,  where  he  served 
throughout  the  war.  The  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent  in  Wall 
Street  in  New  York  City.  He  was  unmarried. 

5.  George  Edward,  born  28  June  1837;  died  21  November  1922 
at  his  home  in  West  Hartford.  Unmarried. 

6.  Francis  Andrew,  born  12  October  1842;  died  26  February 
1923  in  West  Hartford.  Unmarried.  He  was  a teller  of  the  Hart- 
ford Trust  Company. 

7.  Harriet  Louisa,  born  22  May  1846;  married,  17  June  1874, 
Dr.  William  A.  Corwin  of  the  United  States  Navy.  He  died  at 
Panama  City. 

The  three  brothers  Charles,  George  and  Francis,  and  their  sister 
Mary,  resided  at  78  Ann  Street,  Hartford  during  the  greater  part 
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of  their  lives.  Their  house  was  on  the  east  side  of  Ann  Street,  mid- 
way between  Church  and  Chapel  Streets.  After  the  death  of 
Charles,  George  built  a new  home  at  242  Fern  Street,  West  Hart- 
ford where  he  and  Francis  resided. 

The  bequest  of  $252,784.73  which  the  Society  received  from  the 
Estate  of  George  Edward  Hoadley  was  a truly  generous  and  large 
gift,  and  came  at  a most  opportune  time  to  give  the  needed  im- 
petus, which  was  so  greatly  lacking.  It  has  been  said  that  “Tall 
Oaks  from  Little  Acorns  Grow,”  wrhich  is  perfectly  exemplified 
by  Mr.  Hoadley's  bequest.  During  the  following  six  years,  the 
income  of  the  George  E.  Hoadley  Fund  to  the  amount  of 
$71,216.07  was  added  to  the  principal  of  the  fund,  and  on  1 May 
1929  the  market  value  of  the  securities  in  the  fund  had  risen  to 
$975,344.96.  The  Society  decided  that  the  time  had  come  to  put 
the  fund  to  the  use  intended  by  Mr.  Hoadley,  namely  the  erec- 
tion of  a fireproof  building  for  its  occupancy,  and  appointed  a 
building  committee  composed  of  Albert  C.  Bates,  Morgan  B. 
Brainard,  Charles  G.  Woodward,  George  S.  Stevenson,  and  George 
C.  F.  Williams  the  President.  Separate  parcels  of  land,  with  the 
buildings  thereon,  located  on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Buck- 
ingham Streets  were  purchased  at  a cost  of  $211,770.00.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  severe  business  depression  of  1929-1933  reduced  the 
value  of  the  fund  to  $364,308.65,  as  of  1 May  1933.  From  this  point 
the  Society  was  obliged  to  re-build  the  fund  through  the  addition 
of  income  to  principal  and  careful  investment,  to  1 May  1950,  over 
a period  of  fifteen  years,  when  the  book  value  was  back  to  $633,- 
176.32,  and  the  market  value  was  much  larger.  Up  to  this  point 
any  idea  of  erecting  a building  could  not  be  considered  for  the 
reason  that  the  fund  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  increased  cost 
of  such  a building  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  Society,  and  funds 
were  wholly  lacking  w'ith  which  to  maintain  it  if  built.  By  good 
fortune,  at  this  time,  the  possibility  of  purchasing  the  Veeder 
property  at  1 Elizabeth  Street  for  $75,000.00  arose,  and  the  nego- 
tiations for  it  were  successfully  carried  through.  Extensive  altera- 
tions to  the  building,  the  erection  of  an  addition  for  the  book 
stacks,  and  equipment  of  all  kinds  were  costly  and  were  mainly 
met  from  the  principal  of  the  Hoadley  Fund,  to  which  had  been 
added  $53,253.57  from  the  Seymour  Building  Fund,  and  $500.00 
from  the  Seymour  Exhibition  Case  Fund.  Early  in  1953  the  prop- 
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erty  on  Washington  and  Buckingham  Streets  was  sold  for  $150,- 
000.00,  and  a liability  was  changed  into  an  asset.  Income  will  now 
be  received  from  productive  investments  which  have  taken  the 
place  of  funds  which  had  long  been  tied  up  in  idle  real  estate,  and 
a further  income  gain  will  be  made  in  the  release  from  payment 
of  taxes  of  approximately  $4,000.00  a year.  At  last,  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  Society  are  in  good  order.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer 
for  the  past  year  shows  a book  value,  as  of  April  30th,  of  the 
securities  in  the  Hoadlev  Fund  of  $308,957.71,  the  present  market 
value  of  which  is  doubtless  well  in  excess;  the  cost  of  building  and 
grounds  is  $301,149.30;  and  of  equipment  $50,623.54.  It  may  be 
of  interest  that,  after  payment  of  the  cost  of  our  present  building 
and  grounds,  and  of  the  equipment,  the  value  of  the  securities  in 
the  Hoadley  Fund  is  now  considerably  greater  than  was  the 
original  bequest. 

Our  devout  thanks  and  endless  remembrance  are  given  to 
George  Edward  Hoadley,  who  may  well  be  called  the  father  of 
the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  as  it  is  today.  


It  was  the  hope  of  many  that  the  membership  of  the  Society 
would  reach  one  thousand  by  the  end  of  our  past  fiscal  year.  We 
have  fallen  short  of  our  goal  by  fifty-seven  new  members,  but 
during  the  following  twelve  months,  the  Society  may  well  expect 
to  secure  that  number  and  many  more.  Should  not  our  enroll- 
ment be  much  larger,  and  more  in  keeping  with  the  size  and 
quality  of  the  community  in  which  the  Society  is  located  ? During 
the  year  which  has  just  closed,  there  was  a membership  loss  of  57, 
due  to  deaths,  resignations,  and  those  who  were  dropped.  158 
new  members  were  added,  which  makes  the  present  total  943, 
which  is  classified  as  follows:  Active  Members  456,  Associate 
Members  372,  Contributing  Members  68,  Life  Members  25,  and 
Ex-Officio  Members  22. 

A new  problem  has  begun  to  appear  on  our  horizon.  Twice 
during  the  past  lecture  course  the  attendance  has  been  so  large 
that,  because  of  the  limited  space  in  the  hall,  it  was  necessary  in 
one  case  to  give  a tape  recording  of  the  lecture  later,  and  in  the 
other  case  to  give  a second  run  of  a film,  for  those  who  could  not 
secure  seats,  and  patiently  waited  for  their  turn.  This  increasing 
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interest  in  the  course  is  most  encouraging,  and  is  an  expression  of 
approval  of  the  thoughtful  work  of  those  who  prepare  these  pro- 
grams. The  one  for  the  year  1952-1953  was:

Subject.  “Eighteenth  Century  Life  in  Williamsburg,  Virginia.” 
The  fiscal  year,  which  closed  on  April  30th,  proved  to  be  a very 
satisfactory  one,  and  shows  an  astounding  surplus  of  31,704.15,  a 
thing  which  has  never  before  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  So- 
ciety. This  was  due  to  the  resulting  increase  of  income  in  the 
Hoadley  Fund,  following  the  sale  of  the  Washington  Street  prop- 
erty. It  must  not,  however,  be  taken  as  a sign  of  affluence.  The 
budget  outlook  for  the  year  1953-1954  was,  up  to  the  time  of  the 
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sale  of  the  land  on  Washington  Street,  a source  of  much  worri- 
ment.  Two  special  gifts  which  were  to  be  applied  to  certain  salaries 
would  be  expended,  and  from  where  was  the  money  to  replace 
them  to  come  ? There  was  great  need  of  another  assistant  to  relieve 
the  Director  of  part  of  the  heavy  burden  he  was  uncomplainingly 
carrying.  The  exterior  woodwork  of  the  building  needed  a long 
overdue  coat  of  paint — and  so  on.  The  increased  income  of  the 
Hoadley  Fund  will  now  meet  the  needs  which  are  most  pressing 
at  the  present  time,  but  we  must  ever  keep  in  mind  the  future 
needs  which  will  inevitably  come  with  the  continued  growth  and 
expansion  of  the  Society. 

In  closing  this  my  twentieth,  and  last  report  as  President  of  the 
Society,  I must  assure  you  of  my  profound  thankfulness  for  what 
the  Society,  the  office,  and  all  the  personal  contacts  have  meant  to 
me.  The  years  have  been  pleasant  ones,  spiced  at  times  with  calls 
for  special  endeavor,  and  always  interesting.  The  co-operation  of 
the  officers  and  members,  to  the  good  of  the  Society,  has  been  a 
“hall  mark”  of  this  institution.  May  it  ever  be  so.

Joseph  Wright  Alsop 

Joseph  Wright  Alsop,  of  Avon,  who  was  elected  to  membership 
in  the  Society  November  5,  1951,  died  suddenly  at  Charleston, 
South  Carolina,  March  17,  1953. 

He  was  born  in  Middletown  April  2,  1876,  a son  of  Joseph 
Wright  and  Elizabeth  Winthrop  (Beach)  Alsop.  He  was  gradu- 
ated in  1898  from  Sheffield  Scientific  School  at  Yale  University.  In 
1903  he  started  his  ‘AVood  Ford”  farm  in  Avon,  which  became 
widely  known  for  shade  tobacco  and  later  as  an  outstanding  dairy 
farm. 

Mr.  Alsop  was  president  and  a member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Hartford  County  Mutual  E"ire  Insurance  Company  and 
president  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Mutual  Hail  Insurance  Com- 
pany. He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  Grange,  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  and  was  a Mason  and  a member  of  the  Sphinx 
Temple.  He  was  very  active  in  Connecticut  politics  as  a member  of 
the  Republican  Party  and  for  35  years  he  was  on  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  served  on  many  other  boards  and  committees. 

Mr.  Alsop  married  Corinne  Douglas  Robinson,  of  New  York, 
November  4,  1909,  who  survives  him,  as  do  four  children,  Stewart 
f.  O.  Alsop  and  Joseph  W.  Alsop,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  John 
DeKoven  Alsop,  of  Avon,  and  Mrs.  Corinne  Roosevelt  (Alsop) 
Chubb,  of  Chester,  New  Jersey.  The  funeral  was  held  at  the  Avon 
Congregational  Church,  with  the  Very  Rev.  Louis  M.  Hirshson, 
Dean  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral  assisting  the  Rev.  E.  Jerome 
Johanson  in  the  service,  and  burial  was  in  Indian  Hill  Cemetery, 
Middletown. 

Mrs.  Lucius  Barnes  Barbour  (Charlotte  Cordelia  Hilliard) 

Mrs.  Lucius  Barnes  Barbour,  who  was  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  Society  October  2,  1945,  died  at  her  home  in  Hartford 
March  24,  1933.  She  was  born  in  Manchester,  November  15,  1876, 
the  daughter  of  Elisha  Clinton  and  Alice  Cordelia  (White) 
Hilliard. 

Mrs.  Barbour  was  long  prominent  in  civic  activities.  She  was  a 
charter  member  of  the  Town  and  County  Club,  a member  of 
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Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
Society  of  the  Descendants  of  the  Founders  of  Hartford,  Society 
for  tlie  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities  and  the  Anti- 
quarian and  Landmarks  Society  of  Connecticut.  She  was  a former 
president  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  Hartford  Hospital,  the 
Connecticut  Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  America  and 
Fatherless  Children  of  France  for  Hartford.  She  was  also  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  the  Union  Settlement  and  the  Women's  Aid 
Society  and  of  the  South  Congregational  Church. 

On  October  2,  1901  she  married  Lucius  Barnes  Barbour,  who 
died  July  29,  1934.  She  is  survived  by  a son,  Lucius  Hilliard 
Barbour,  of  Woods  Hole,  Massachusetts,  and  a daughter,  Mrs. 
Moreau  Delano  Brown,  of  Haverford,  Pennsylvania,  and  two 
grandchildren.  The  funeral  was  held  at  Mrs.  Barbour’s  residence 
on  Woodside  Circle,  and  burial  was  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery, 
Hartford. 

Mrs.  Albert  Carlos  Bates  (Alice  Morgan  Crocker) 

Mrs.  Albert  Carlos  Bates  died  suddenly  February  28,  1953  at 
her  home  in  Hartford.  She  was  elected  to  membership  in  the 
Society  May  3,  1921,  and  was  a life  member. 

She  was  born  December  13,  1871,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  and 
Cynthia  Morgan  (Tucker)  Crocker.  For  several  years  she  was 
Head  Cataloguer  and  Acting  Assistant  Librarian  of  the  Hartford 
Public  Library.  She  was  a descendant  of  Elder  William  Brewster 
and  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Mayflower  De- 
scendants and  of  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  Amer- 
ican Revolution,  of  which  she  was  a former  secretary. 

On  October  19,  1912  she  married  Albert  Carlos  Bates,  Librarian 
of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  who  survives  her,  as  do  a 
brother,  Benjamin  B.  Crocker,  of  Hartford,  and  several  nieces  and 
nephews.  The  funeral  was  held  at  Mrs.  Bates’  home  on  Marshall 
Street,  and  burial  was  in  Elmwood  Cemetery,  East  Granby. 

Carl  Greenleaf  Beede 

Carl  Greenleaf  Beede,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
April  6,  1948,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  June  5,  1952.  He  was 
born  in  Center  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire,  February  14,  1871, 
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a son  of  Daniel  Greenleaf  and  Abbie  Allen  (Roberts)  Beede.  He 
attended  Beede  Academy,  founded  by  his  father.  In  Worcester, 
Massachusetts,  he  married  Mabel  Greeley  Merrill,  and  in  1905 
moved  to  Wellesley  Hills,  where  he  lived  until  his  retirement 
in  1942. 

Mr.  Beede  was  a collector  of  antiques  and  editor  of  the  Antiques 
Section  of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Wellesley  Historical  Society  and  the  Historical 
Society  in  Sandwich,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  had  a summer 
home.  He  was  a charter  member  of  the  Pewter  Collectors  Club 
of  America  and  a member  of  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
New  England  Antiquities  and  the  New  Hampshire  Historical 
Society. 

Mr.  Beede  is  survived  by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Richard  N.  Ford, 
of  West  Hartford,  with  whom  he  made  his  home,  and  Miss 
Miriam  Beede,  of  Waterville,  Maine,  a son,  Merrill  Greenleaf 
Beede,  of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  and  three  grandchildren.

Arthur  Pomeroy  Day 

Arthur  Pomeroy  Day,  of  Hartford,  died  August  26,  1952  at  his 
summer  home  in  Greensboro,  Vermont.  He  became  a member  of 
the  Society  May  26,  1948,  and  was  the  third  generation  of  his 
family  to  have  been  a member.  His  grandfather,  Thomas  Day, 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  in  1825  and  was  its  presi- 
dent from  June  1,  1839  to  May  16,  1854.  His  father,  Thomas  M. 
Day,  became  a member  May  20,  1845. 

Arthur  P.  Day  was  born  in  Hartford  November  6,  1868,  the  son 
of  Thomas  Mills  and  Ellen  (Pomeroy)  Day.

Savings  Bank,  Loomis  Institute,  the  Mark  Twain  Memorial  and 
Library  Committee  and  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum.

Louis  Effingham  deForest 

Louis  Effingham  deForest  died  in  New  York  City  May  2,  1952. 
He  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Society  February  4,  1930 
and  was  a contributing  member. 

Mr.  deForest  was  born  in  New  Haven  October  25,  1891,  son  of 
Louis  Shepard  and  Annie  (Everit)  deForest.  He  graduated  from 
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Yale  in  1912  and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1926.  He 
was  author  and  editor  of  many  historical  and  genealogical  works, 
including:  William  Henry  Moore  and  his  Ancestry,  1934,  Luding- 
ton-Saltus  Records,  1925,  Moore  and  Allied  Families,  1938,  Capt.

Border  Service,  and  rose  to  Colonel  in  the  Organized  Reserve 
Corps.  He  was  president  of  the  Huguenot-Walloon  Commission, 
editor  of  the  New  Yor/{  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record 
1939-1942,  assistant  secretary  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  the 
Cincinnati  and  a member  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute  of  Amer- 
ican Genealogists  and  of  other  patriotic  and  heraldic  organizations. 
Colonel  deForest  was  unmarried. 

Louis  William  Dommerich 

Louis  William  Dommerich,  of  Round  Hill  Road,  Greenwich, 
died  at  his  home  December  14,  1952.  He  became  a member  of  the 
Society  November  6,  1923  and  was  a contributing  member.

John  Roberts  Fenn,  who  first  became  a member  of  the  Society 
November  5,  1889,  died  after  a long  illness  in  West  Hartford 
October  20,  1952.  He  was  a contributing  member  of  the  Society. 
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Mr.  Fenn  was  born  in  West  Hartford  July  13,  1865,  the  son  of 
Linus  Tryon  and  Emily  (Roberts)  Fenn.  For  many  years  he 
operated  the  Linus  T.  Fenn  Furniture  Company  at  Main  and 
Gold  Streets,  Hartford.  He  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut 
Society  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  Society  of  Descend- 
ants of  the  Founders  of  Hartford,  the  Welles  Family  Association, 
the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  Wyllys  Lodge,  A.F.  & A.M.  and  the 
West  Hartford  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Asylum  Hill  Congregational  Church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  (Howell)  Fenn,  a 
son,  Edward  Howell  Fenn,  of  Newington,  and  two  grandchildren. 
The  funeral  was  held  at  his  home,  with  burial  in  Fairview  Ceme- 
tery, West  Hartford. 

Florence  Thompson  Gay 

Florence  Thompson  Gay,  of  Farmington,  who  died  August  27, 
1952,  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Society  April  5,  1921. 

She  wras  born  in  Farmington  July  17,  1867,  the  daughter  of 
Julius  and  Maria  (Clark)  Gay.  She  was  educated  at  Miss  Porter's 
School  in  Farmington,  the  Misses  Masters'  School  in  Dobbs  Ferry, 
New  York  and  the  School  of  Art  and  Design  in  New  York  City. 
She  was  a noted  landscape  and  floral  painter  and  had  held  exhibi- 
tions in  Hartford,  California  and  Florida.  She  was  a member  of 
the  First  Church  of  Christ  Congregational,  Farmington,  a charter 
member  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  of  Amer- 
ica, the  Town  and  County  Club  and  the  Saturday  Morning  Club, 
of  Hartford.

tion Committee  of  the  Inland  Marine  Underwriters  Association, 
the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Fulton  P.  and  I.  syndicate  and  the 
Hull  Advisory  Council  of  the  United  States  Aircraft  Insurance 
Group.  In  Hartford  he  was  a director  of  the  Hartford  School  of 
Music  and  the  Symphony  Society. 

He  leaves  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Jarvie  Gilbertson,  two  daughters, 
Mary  Stewart  Gilbertson,  of  Hartford,  and  Mrs.  Francis  Goodwin 
II,  of  Wethersfield,  and  a son,  John  Stewart  Gilbertson,  Jr.,  of 
South  Glastonburv.  The  funeral  was  held  in  the  South  Congrega- 
tional  Church,  Hartford. 

Andrew  Keogh 

Andrew  Keogh,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society  January 
4,  1921,  died  at  his  home  in  New  Haven  February  12,  1955.  He 
was  born  in  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  England,  November  14,  1869. 
He  studied  at  Durham  College  of  Science  and  received  an  M.A. 
degree  from  Yale  in  1904.  Honorary  degrees  were  awarded  to  him 
by  the  University  of  Michigan,  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  and 
Middlebury  College,  Middlebury,  Vermont. 

In  1916  Mr.  Keogh  became  Librarian  at  Yale  and  was  inter-

Allyn  Robins  Munger 

Allyn  Robins  Munger,  of  Hartford,  who  joined  the  Society 
December  4,  1928,  died  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  after  a long  illness 
July  15,  1952. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  April  27,  1887,  the  son  of  Frank  D. 
and  Julia  Anna  (Robins)  Munger.  He  was  a past  president  of  the 
Hartford  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Banking  and  a 
former  instructor  for  the  Institute  in  Hartford.  He  was  a member 
of  the  National  Association  of  Assessing  Offices  and  the  Municipal 
Finance  Offices  Association.  He  was  also  a past  grand  knight  of 
Hartford  Council  No.  11,  Knights  of  Columbus,  a first  governor 
of  the  Louisiana  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants,  a former 
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deputy  governor  general  of  the  National  Society  of  Mayflower 
Descendants  and  a member  of  the  Connecticut  society.  He  was 
also  active  in  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  the  Civil  Service  Assembly  of  the  Society  for  Per- 
sonnel Administration  and  the  International  City  Managers 
Association.  He  had  been  a public  administration  consultant  for 
the  W.P.A.  and  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.

Andrew  Gaylord  Nystrom 

Andrew  Gaylord  Nystrom,  of  Hartford,  died  suddenly  at  his 
home  May  12,  1953.  He  was  first  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
Society  April  5,  1927  and  was  a contributing  member. 

He  was  born  in  Plainville  February  4,  1882,  the  son  of  Peter  N. 
and  Hannah  (Hanson)  Nystrom.  He  graduated  from  Huntsin- 
ger’s  Business  College  in  1899.  He  held  many  political  positions 
and  from  1917  until  his  death  he  was  Republican  Registrar  of 
Voters  in  Hartford.  He  was  an  outstanding  authority  on  election 
laws  and  procedures,  and  was  appointed  in  1939  by  Governor 
Baldwin  to  a special  committee  to  revise  the  State’s  election  laws. 
He  was  father  of  the  contributory  pension  system  in  Hartford, 
and  the  absentee  ballot  law  which  he  helped  write  attracted 
national  attention. 

Mr.  Nystrom  was  much  interested  in  genealogy,  and  had  re- 
cently designed  a book  of  charts  for  use  in  recording  ancestry.  He 
was  a member  of  Hartford  Lodge  of  Elks  and  of  St.  John’s  Lodge, 
A.F.  & A.M. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Linda  (Driggs)  Nystrom,  a son 
Gaylord  K.  Nystrom,  of  West  Hartford,  three  sisters,  Mrs.  L.  W. 
Van  Wicklan,  of  Oakland,  California,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Parsons,  of 
Saratoga,  California  and  Mrs.  P.  G.  Fallquist,  of  Seattle,  Wash- 
ington, and  two  granddaughters.  The  funeral  was  held  at  Asylum 
Hill  Congregational  Church,  with  burial  in  Fairview  Cemetery, 
West  Hartford. 
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Earle  Terry  Smith 


Dr.  Earle  Terry  Smith,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
December  i,  1925,  died  at  his  home  in  West  Hartford  July  29,  1952. 

He  was  born  September  2,  1876  in  Bridgeport,  the  son  of  Orland 
and  Caroline  (McAdams)  Smith.  He  received  his  M.D.  from  Yale 
in  1897  an(l  an  honorary  M.A.  from  Trinity  College  in  1903.

J.  Spencer  Voorhees 

Rev.  J.  Spencer  Voorhees,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
October  4,  1932,  died  at  the  Florida  Sanatorium,  Orlando,  Florida, 
August  17,  1952  after  a long  illness. 

He  was  born  in  Rocky  Hill,  New  Jersey,  May  14,  1858,  the  son 
of  Joseph  Hageman  and  Sarah  Catherine  (Westbrook)  Voorhees. 
He  graduated  from  Princeton  in  1881  and  studied  theology  at 
Andover  Theological  Seminary,  New  College,  Edinburgh  and  the 
Hartford  Theological  Seminary.  He  was  a missionary  for  six  years 
in  South  Dakota,  Arizona,  California  and  Colorado.

Home  Missionary  Society,  Berkshire  Congregational  Club  and  the 
North  Berkshire  Ministerial  Association.

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Olive  Hudson  W atkinson 

Olive  Hudson  Watkinson,  of  West  Hartford,  died  at  Hartford 
Hospital  April  8,  1953.  She  became  a member  of  the  Society 
November  6,  1951. 

She  was  born  in  Hartford  October  25,  1888,  a daughter  of  David 
and  Sarah  (Barrett)  Watkinson. 

She  is  survived  by  a sister,  Mary  W.  Watkinson,  of  West  Hart- 
ford. The  funeral  was  held  at  Trinity  Church  Chapel,  with  burial 
in  Old  North  Cemetery,  Hartford. 

W.  Herbert  Wood 

W.  Herbert  Wood,  of  New  Haven,  who  was  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  Society  April  3,  1951,  died  suddenly  April  23,  1953. 

He  was  born  in  Syracuse,  New  York  February  9,  1888,  was  edu- 
cated at  Andover  and  was  a member  of  the  Class  of  1910  at  Yale 
University.  He  taught  school  for  several  years  at  Changsha,  China. 

Mr.  Wood  was  a contributing  editor  of  the  American  Geneal- 
ogist, fellow  of  the  American  Society  of  Genealogists,  life  member 
of  the  Onondaga  Historical  Society  in  New  York  and  a member 
of  the  Elizabethan  Club  of  Yale.  He  was  a veteran  of  World  War 
I and  from  1944  to  1946  was  Curator  of  the  New  Haven  Colony 
Historical  Society.  He  had  been  occupied  for  some  time  in  gene- 
alogical work  and  had  compiled  histories  of  a number  of  New 
Haven  families.  He  left  no  known  relatives. 
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Report  of  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

This  has  been  a very  successful  year  for  the  Society  in  many 
ways.  Exhibits  set  a high  standard  with  special  openings  for  Kel- 
logg prints,  rare  Americana,  dolls,  coins  and  }oseph  Steward, 
Hartford  artist.  Meetings  of  outside  groups  were  attended  by  2089 
persons,  620  at  eight  Society  lectures,  398  at  receptions,  1800  read- 
ers and  2333  were  guided  through  the  museum.  The  lecture 
attendance  was  the  highest  in  history  and  is  within  twenty  of 
theoretical  capacity.  Actually  the  October  meeting  with  125  and 
the  May  meeting  with  150  made  the  year  look  good.  On  both 
occasions  two  performances  were  required.  The  total  of  7005 
represents  the  first  figures  available  for  a full  year  of  operation 
in  the  new  building.  It  may  not  seem  large,  but  to  an  already  over- 
burdened staff,  there  were  many  times  when  the  roof  seemed 
to  fall  in. 

Three  conclusions  have  resulted  from  experience  this  year.  First, 
something  must  be  done  to  impress  upon  the  public  that  admis- 
sion is  free;  second,  afternoon  teas  celebrating  special  exhibitions 
ought  to  be  scheduled  more  often;  and  third,  films  will  attract 
large  audiences  despite  season  and  weather. 

This  marks  the  close  of  fifteen  years  with  the  Society.  They  have 
been  busy  years,  stimulating  and  I believe  profitable.  In  1938  the 
Society’s  annual  income  was  $6, 436.53  and  there  was  a deficit  of 
$675.81.  Funds  for  library  acquisitions  totalled  $705.29  and  there 
were  545  members.  Many  of  the  funds  were  below  par  and  it  was 
not  until  1946  that  all  the  funds  were  contributing  their  full  share 
of  income  to  general  expenses. 

During  these  fifteen  years  bequests,  trusts  and  principal  gifts 
have  amounted  to  $276,967.51  and  a new  building  released  the 
Hoadley  Fund  Income.  As  a result  our  1953  income  of  $37,654.35 
exceeded  expenses  by  $1,409.43.  There  was  $1,087.60  available  for 
library  purchases  and  we  have  950  members.  In  five  years  $36,000 
was  contributed  for  specific  purposes.  This  is  comparable  to  the 
income  from  approximately  $175,000  in  additional  endowment. 

This  is  solid  if  not  spectacular  growth.  Membership  shows  a 
76%  increase,  general  income  340%,  but  book  funds  have  grown 
only  50%.  This  is  extremely  serious  and  is  a distinct  threat  to  the 
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future  growth  of  the  library  and  museum.  The  increase  in  book 
funds  has  not  even  kept  pace  with  inflation,  so  that  we  have  less 
buying  power  now  than  we  had  in  1938. 

Actually  we  have  not  yet  suffered  because  we  have  accumulated 
a deficit  of  §4600  in  the  Robbins  Fund.  This  can  not  continue  even 
though  huge  stocks  of  duplicate  materials  will  ultimately  balance 
the  account.  Since  1950,  expenditures  have  exceeded  income  by 
$1500  annually  and  it  would  have  been  more  but  for  some  size- 
able contributions.  We  therefore  need  at  least  this  much  to  con- 
tinue our  present  growth.  If  some  one  should  ask  our  goal,  I 
should  undoubtedly  specify  $5,000  annually  for  either  library  or 
museum  acquisitions.  Certainly  we  can  not  hope  to  maintain  our 
current  position  without  the  use  of  such  funds  and  opportunities 
to  acquire  a few  significant  museum  specimens  might  make  even 
this  figure  too  low.  The  most  important  point  to  consider  is  flexi- 
bility. Our  successors  should  not  be  limited  as  we  are  primarily  to 
genealogical  materials,  a small  percentage  for  books  and  nothing 
at  all  for  the  museum. 

From  time  to  time  we  have  mentioned  equipment  desirable  for 
the  efficient  administration  of  our  Society.  Some  of  it  has  been  ob- 
tained but  we  still  need  a tape  recorder,  1000  watt  35  mm.  projec- 
tor, 16  mm.  sound  projector,  large  type  typewriter  for  museum 
labels,  and  a postage  meter.  The  last  named  seems  particularly 
desirable  for  it  is  believed  the  savings  in  time  required  with  our 
bulk  mail  would  pay  for  it  in  a couple  of  years. 

Moving  has  cost  $5,217.70  to  date,  which  has  been  absorbed  in 
general  expenses.  All  but  two  basement  rooms  at  the  Atheneum 
have  been  moved.  These  consist  largely  of  crates  containing  publi- 
cations which  at  the  moment  can  not  be  touched  until  the  1000  or 
so  boxes  here  are  unpacked  and  sorted.  We  regret  that  little  of  this 
was  done  this  year.  So  far  we  have  been  unable  to  be  two  places 
simultaneously  or  do  two  things  at  once.  Even  so,  five  numbers 
of  the  Royal  American  Magazine,  1774-75  with  Paul  Revere  en- 
gravings and  a beautiful  copy  of  Memoirs  of  the  American  Acad- 
emy of  Arts  & Sciences  volume  1,  Boston  1785,  were  found. 

I am  always  thrilled  when  the  great  libraries  turn  to  us  for  help. 
The  New  York  Public  Library  in  filming  the  New  Yori \ Evening 
Post  discovered  we  had  the  best  file  for  1813.  We  were  happy  to 
make  ours  available  so  that  their  film  could  be  complete.  We  also 
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permitted  the  University  of  California  to  film  the  New  London 
Gazette  1763-1820. 

Our  cooperative  attitude  toward  ioans  has  been  functioning  as 
usual  and  thirty  objects  were  displayed  elsewhere  during  special 
exhibitions.  Museums,  department  stores,  historical  societies,  in- 
surance companies  and  schools  were  included  in  this  group.  Our 
slide  file  has  been  used  by  specialists  on  a number  of  occasions  and 
we  have  made  slides  for  several  nationally  known  lecturers. 

We  need  better  local  publicity.  When  time  is  available,  releases 
have  been  prepared,  but  there  is  no  system  or  regular  preparation 
of  news  stories.  The  solution  appears  to  be  a paid  publicist  which 
at  present  we  can  not  afford. 

The  two  grants  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giv- 
ing totalling  $14,000  have  now  been  exhausted.  As  a result,  16,390 
titles  have  been  catalogued  and  some  140,000  cards  filed.  This  is 
an  increase  of  1,628  volumes  during  twelve  months.  It  does  not 
include  more  than  2,000  genealogies  catalogued  by  Miss  Water- 
man over  several  years. 

The  foundation  grants  provided  four  catalogue  cases,  two  60 
drawer  and  two  45  drawer  units.  They  provide  expansion  for  at 
least  two  more  years  and  perhaps  longer.  At  this  point  it  might 
be  well  to  analyze  our  costs.  Each  volume  cost  a little  more  than 
85  cents  . to  catalogue.  This  is  remarkably  low  for  the  specialized 
cataloguing  that  we  must  do  and  attests  to  the  efficiency  of  Miss 
Parsons  and  the  procedures  that  we  set  up.  In  case  there  are  doubt- 
ing Thomases,  these  figures  include  the  cases,  typewriter,  desk  and 
typist’s  chair,  and  all  supplies.  Admitted  comparable  costs  are 
nearly  twice  that  figure  and  in  most  cases  nearer  two  dollars  a 
volume. 

The  mere  fact  that  one-third  or  thereabouts  of  our  library  is 
catalogued  makes  this  project  a great  success  despite  these  other 
benefits.  While  cataloguing,  sufficient  duplicates  were  discovered 
to  result  in  sales  of  $4,477.45  and  exchanges  of  $5,777.65;  a total 
of  $10,255.10  since  January  1947. 

We  do  not  feel  justified  in  keeping  records  of  correspondence 
received  and  answered.  It  is  sufficient  to  report  that  it  grows  steadily 
and  is  still  a major  problem.  Much  time  is  also  spent  in  discussing 
research  problems  with  visitors.  The  more  familiar  we  become 
with  our  holdings,  the  more  valuable  such  conferences  are  in 
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bringing  to  light  new  sources  to  exploit  and  different  approaches 
to  explore.  It  is  essential  in  our  type  of  library  to  thoroughly  under- 
stand the  problems  of  researchers  for  oftentimes  we  can  be  helpful 
or  acquire  bits  of  knowledge  that  may  help  someone  else. 

LIBRARY 

We  were  somewhat  taken  aback  recently  when  it  was  remarked 
that  we  were  now  concentrating  upon  the  museum  in  preference 
to  the  library.  This  could  not  be  farther  from,  the  truth  for  during 
1952-3,  more  was  spent  on  acquisitions  for  the  library  than  in  any 
previous  year  since  1825  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Barbour  and 
Bates  collections  alone,  makes  this  statement  ridiculous.  Those 
who  attended  the  eight  regular  meetings  during  the  year  must 
have  been  impressed  by  the  quantity  and  quality  of  materials 
acquired,  it  being  the  richest  of  the  fifteen  that  I can  recall.  Only 
the  limitations  of  time  and  space  prevent  a more  complete  descrip- 
tion though  the  lists  appended  to  this  report  will  attest  to  it. 
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Lucius  H.  Barbour  and  Mrs.  Alice  Cordelia  Barbour  Brown  pre- 
sented their  father's  collection  of  Connecticut  imprints.  These 
totalled  nearly  2000  books  and  pamphlets  and  1400  manuscript 
genealogies  ranging  from  several  to  more  than  a hundred  pages. 
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The  task  of  simply  accessioning  has  been  tremendous  and  it  will 
be  months  before  final  checking  and  cataloguing  has  been  com- 
pleted. To  date  the  collection  has  proven  particularly  rich  in  filling 
gaps  in  our  files.  For  example,  of  nine  editions  of  The  Hartford 
Selection  of  Hymns  between  1799-1823,  the  three  needed  to  com- 
plete our  set  appeared  in  the  Barbour  collection.  In  many  cases  the 
Barbour  copy  was  superior  in  condition  and  ultimately  all  dupli- 
cates will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  principal  of  the 
Lucius  B.  Barbour  Book  Fund  established  in  1923. 

Albert  C.  Bates,  librarian  emeritus,  presented  his  collection  of 
juvenile  books.  These  number  about  3,000  and  it  will  be  some  time 
before  they  can  be  accessioned  even  though  we  are  cataloguing 
them  now.  This  collection,  plus  that  of  Caroline  Maria  Hewins, 
gives  the  Society  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  children’s  books  in 
the  country.  We  have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to  more  than 
glance  at  them  but  there  are  114  New  England  Primers , 14  of 
which  are  listed  by  Heartman  as  being  unique.  It  is  particularly 
rich  in  toy  books  issued  by  John  and  Sidney  Babcock  of  Hartford 
and  New  Haven.  These  augment  letters,  account  books  and  rec- 


ords of  the  Babcocks  secured  previously.  We  are  hopeful  someday 
of  issuing  a check  list  of  this  collection  for  the  host  of  dealers  and 
collectors  specializing  in  this  field. 

A rare  little  book  for  which  we  had  searched  since  1940  was 
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finally  located  and  acquired.  In  1799,  Horace  Lane,  aged  nine, 
shipped  on  the  U.  S.  Ship  “Connecticut,1'  built  at  Middletown.  For 
sixteen  months  they  cruised  the  West  Indies  raiding  French  pri- 
vateers. Lane  also  served  on  several  other  Connecticut  owned 
ships,  lived  in  Middletown  and  worked  as  a blacksmith  for  a short 
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time.  During  the  War  of  1812,  he  was  captured  and  later  was 
jailed  for  jumping  a New  London  ship.  Wandering  Boy,  an  auto- 
biography, endeavoring  to  point  out  his  mistakes,  was  published 
in  Skaneateles  in  1839.  By  this  time  Lane  had  achieved  a certain 
degree  of  fame  through  a popular  work  written  while  in  Auburn, 
New  York,  State  Prison. 

Another  rare  book  of  engraved  Animals  from  Nature  by  Charles 
Catton,  Jr.,  published  by  H.  Howe,  New  Haven,  1825,  was  also 
purchased.  It  consists  of  36  engravings  done  for  a folio  volume 
issued  in  London  in  1788.  Catton  came  to  America  in  1804  and 
settled  on  the  Hudson  River  where  he  died  April  24,  1819.  Both 
English  and  American  editions  are  excessively  rare  and  little 
information,  particularly  concerning  the  New  Haven  edition,  is 
available. 

We  were  also  extremely  fortunate  in  acquiring  numerous  letters, 
account  books  and  diaries.  Of  particular  interest  was  the  Civil  War 
diary  of  Michael  Kelley  of  Sharon,  1862-65.  It  is  one  of  the  finest 
we  have  seen  and  is  noteworthy  for  its  descriptions  of  the'battles 
of  Cold  Harbor,  Winchester,  Cedar  Creek,  Fort  Fisher  and  Peters- 
burg. Sergeant  Kelley  rose  to  the  rank  of  Major.  His  accounts  of 
camp  life,  training  and  observations  are  of  great  value.  He  also 
contributed  letters  to  the  Amenia  paper  which  if  located,  may 
augment  the  diary  considerably. 

Another  diary  of  interest  is  that  of  Joseph  Joslin,  a teamster 
during  the  Revolution.  In  February  1891,  A.  B.  Talcott  presented 
a portion  of  the  diary  which  was  published  in  volume  7 of  our 
Collections.  Professor  Van  Dusen  relied  heavily  on  it  in  his  study 
of  Revolutionary  supply  problems.  Two  lots  of  this  diary,  late 
into  the  19th  century,  were  purchased  from  different  sources. 
There  is  some  which  augment  the  Revolutionary  period  but  the 
bulk  is  of  a later  date.  Joslin  was  mixed  up  in  many  enterprises 
but  a certain  part  of  each  year  was  spent  building  stone  walls  in 
eastern  Connecticut. 

Our  collection  of  bibliographical  tools  was  augmented  with  the 
acquisition  of  Early  American  Poetry  2nd  edition  by  Oscar  Wege- 
lin;  The  Neiv  England  Primer  by  Charles  F.  Heartman,  and  the 
E.  D.  Church  Catalogue  in  5 volumes.  We  still  need  Sabin  and 
hope  arrangements  can  be  made  shortly  to  secure  a set.  It  is  despe-

rately  needed,  lack  of  it  seriously  hampering  efficiency  in  cata- 
loguing processes.

A large  number  of  the  pamphlets  may  be  attributed  to  cata- 
loguing processes.  Many  early  bound  volumes  of  pamphlets  were 
broken  up  in  cataloguing  and  when  the  source  was  known,  they 
were  accessioned  accordingly  so  that  a record  of  the  donor  may  be 
kept  with  each  individual  item. 


MUSEUM 

Many  visits  and  talks  to  outside  groups  were  performed  as  usual. 
It  is  difficult  to  evaluate  the  time  put  into  this  but  if  1953  was  the 


partial  result  of  previous  efforts,  there  is  no  need  to  attempt  to 
defend  it.  One  of  our  primary  duties  is  to  collect,  and  in  order  to 
collect  we  must  first  locate  desirable  objects.  Private  collections 
and  dealers  must  be  visited  and  encouraged.  In  many  cases  much 
research  must  be  done  before  any  decision  may  be  reached.  The 
very  fact  we  now  say  no,  more  often  than  yes,  attests  to  the  quality 
of  materials  accepted.  Space  will  soon  be  at  a premium  and  we  do 
not  wish  to  become  maneuvered  into  forced  refusal  of  choice 
acquisitions  due  to  lack  of  storage  and  display  space.  This  must 
be  continually  in  our  minds  and  yet  a hasty  conclusion  might 
cause  a potential  donor  of  a collection  and  building,  to  go  else- 
where with  his  problem.  All  possibilities  must  be  fully  explored 
before  your  officers  and  Acquisition  Committee  come  to  a decision. 

Exhibits  are  a terrific  drain  upon  our  small  staff.  The  standards 
we  have  set  are  high  and  we  hope  to  keep  them  there.  The  Kellogg 
exhibit  was  particularly  noteworthy  in  that  even  the  catalogue 
presented  by  Kellogg  & Bulkeley,  won  a prize  for  commercial 
printing  and  was  included  in  a printing  exhibition  which  toured 
the  country. 

The  exhibit  of  dolls  was  unusual  for  its  sustained  interest  par- 
ticularly among  the  children  and  ladies.  It  demonstrated  that  in- 
teresting the  fair  sex  must  be  kept  uppermost  in  future  planning. 

The  Americana,  coin  and  Steward  painting  exhibitions  were 
also  of  interest  but  to  smaller  groups.  These  must  be  continued  for 
those  with  specialized  interests  oftentimes  have  important  speci- 
mens lacking  in  our  collection. 

To  single  out  specific  museum  acquisitions  is  perhaps  unfair. 
The  appendix  to  the  report  lists  in  detail  objects  acquired.  Of 
particular  interest  in  furniture  was  a Lemuel  Adams  1796  “Senate 
Chair”  presented  by  Ralph  D.  Cutler,  a seventeenth  century  bread 
cupboard  presented  by  Helen  E.  Royce  and  a John  Avery,  Preston, 
tall  clock  presented  by  Mabel  Johnson.  The  Staffordshire  tea  set 
of  Newgate  Prison  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newton  C.  Brainard 
is  unusually  rare  and  very  desirable  as  is  also  The  Battle  of  Ston- 
ington,  Liverpool  ware  pitcher. 

The  exhibition  of  dolls  and  furniture  resulted  in  gifts  of  numer- 
ous dolls  and  a very  fine  doll  wash  stand  and  accessories,  the  gift 
of  Mrs.  Eugene  Ballard.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Kellogg  exhibi- 
tion, John  Sage  Morgan  presented  two  paintings  by  Elijah  Chap- 


man  Kellogg,  “Egg”  and  “Fishes.”  These  are  two  excellent  ex- 
amples of  the  artistic  ability  of  E.  C.  Kellogg.  S.  St.  John  Morgan 
also  gave  twenty-one  more  Kellogg  prints  to  the  collection  which 
bears  his  name. 

An  early  manufactured  relic  is  a wooden  arm  splint  manufac- 
tured by  B.  Welch  in  Lakeville,  gift  of  Lawrence  B.  Romaine.  Mr. 
Brainard  presented  a set  of  tools  from  the  old  Hartford  Bindery 
which  are  a fast  disappearing  record  of  a craft  once  very  flourish- 
ing in  this  area.  A leather  trunk,  gift  of  C.  Russell  Noyes,  bears  an 
engraved  label  by  Abner  Reed,  of  Normand  Smith,  Hartford 
Saddler  and  Trunk  Maker.  We  also  purchased  a number  of  small 
objects  one  of  which  was  a miniature  game  board  3%  inches 
square  containing  pieces  for  chess,  checkers  and  dominoes,  circa 
1800. 

Included  in  the  costume  collection  is  a lovely  wedding  gown 
worn  by  Lena  Lee  Howard,  daughter  of  Mark  Howard,  of  Hart- 
ford, at  her  marriage  to  Morgan  W.  Beach  in  1882,  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
William  H.  Plummer,  of  Forestville. 


BUILDING 

Our  building  has  been  a source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  all  of  us. 
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It  is  a show  place  for  the  entire  state  and  people  are  amazed  at 
its  beauty,  practicality  and  quality  of  exhibitions  it  contains. 

Experience  over  several  years  has  shown  the  necessity  for  pro- 
tecting the  lawn  near  the  parking  lot.  A low  fence  of  some  kind 
would  adequately  distinguish  between  pavement  and  grass.  We 
also  must  install  snow  retainers  on  the  roof  above  the  front  of 
the  building.  Quantities  of  melting  snow  slide  off  that  could  injure 
someone  or  damage  an  automobile.  The  stair  carpet  to  the  second 
floor  is  badly  worn  and  will  shortly  have  to  be  removed  as  a haz- 
ard. It  would  be  nice  to  replace  it  if  possible.  The  circular  drive  to 
the  front  entrance  is  poorly  engineered  and  requires  constant 
steering  to  negotiate  without  cutting  into  the  lawn.  It  not  only 
looks  messy  but  requires  maintenance  filling  in  mud  holes,  grad- 
ing and  seeding  periodically.  The  front  door  glass  ought  to  have 
the  hours  we  are  open,  stressing  the  fact  that  admission  is  free. 
Lastly,  the  parking  lot  ultimately  must  be  black  topped.  The 
gravel  is  objectionable  and  is  constantly  scattered  on  the  lawn, 
making  mowing  difficult.  In  the  winter,  snow  must  remain  ta  a 
depth  of  an  inch  or  so  because  snow  equipment  picks  up  the 
gravel. 

The  contract  to  treat  the  exterior  wood  trim  has  been  let  and 
will  be  completed  shortly.  We  still  have  exterior  exhibits  to  set  up 
namely  the  old  Hartford  fire  bell,  a mile  stone  and  an  early  Con- 
necticut sundial. 

The  Garden  Center  last  fall  presented  several  hundred  bulbs 
which  were  planted  in  a prepared  bed  near  the  south-east  corner 
of  our  property.  Ultimately  we  hope  to  transplant  them  to  more 
centralized  locations.  The  acre  or  so  next  to  the  Phoenix  Insurance 
company’s  recreation  plot  was  ploughed,  graded  and  seeded.  It 
was  much  overgrown  and  with  activity  just  beyond  it,  unsightly. 
We  therefore  felt  justified  in  cleaning  it  up. 

The  stone  retaining  wall  at  the  east  end  of  the  building  col- 
lapsed during  renovations.  This  has  been  rebuilt.  These  two  proj- 
ects required  extra  labor,  helping  to  make  the  ground  expenses 
higher  than  normal. 

During  the  winter,  our  superintendent  repainted  the  two  base- 
ment lavatories  which  had  suffered  from  dampness,  a situation 
corrected  by  four  dehumidifiers.  He  also  built  a number  of  shelves 
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and  racks  in  the  attic  providing  storage  facilities  for  guns  and 
similar  objects. 

The  extremely  wet  spring  has  caused  difficulties.  Much  of  our 
back  land  has  been  so  soggy  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  mow 
on  schedule.  When  it  was  possible,  much  extra  time  was  required 
raking  the  heavy  clippings. 

EDITOR 

Our  publications  this  year  consisted  of  the  usual  32  page  Bul- 
letin, Annual  Report,  Hale,  House  and  Related  Families,  Say  brooks 
Vital  Records  and  volume  27  of  the  Collections.  Volume  28  is  in 
page  proof,  one-third  indexed.  Copy  for  volume  29  must  now  be 
prepared  and  several  other  publications  are  in  the  talking  stage. 
The  catalogue  of  the  Seymour  collection  will  probably  receive  a 
high  priority  due  to  our  obligation  to  the  donor  that  such  a list 
be  prepared.  For  the  first  time,  the  income  from  the  Seymour 
Museum  Fund  is  not  required  to  pay  for  storage  and  its  physical 
care  so  that  funds  are  now  accumulating  making  it  possible  to 
publish  such  a catalogue. 

The  Bulletin  has  been  received  with  considerable  outside  in- 
terest. Dr.  Caulfield's  grave  stone  articles  have  been  much  sought 
after  and  the  entire  edition  of  1952-53  will  shortly  be  out  of  print. 
The  experiment  of  combining  two  issues  in  the  case  of  the  Steward 
exhibition  was  on  the  whole  well  received  and  illustrates  what 
we  can  expect  if  sufficient  funds  to  increase  the  Bulletin  are  found. 
The  increase  in  membership  and  extra  demands  have  forced  us 
to  nearly  double  the  size  of  the  edition.

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Sales  credited  to  income  amounted  to  $87.40.  Duplicates  brought 
in  another  $108.30  and  exchanges  $1296.30.  A total  sale  of 
$3,266.29. 

A revision  of  our  list  of  books  for  sale  will  be  prepared  and  dis- 
tributed this  year.  We  advertised  in  the  New  York^  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Record  and  the  New  England  Historic  and 
Genealogical  Register  for  April  1953  a selected  list  of  genealogies 
and  vital  records.  Results  will  be  watched  carefully  to  determine 
whether  this  should  become  an  annual  practice. 

In  closing,  I regret  all  that  was  deliberately  or  accidentally 
omitted  in  this  report.  Activities  of  twelve  months  could  well  take 
volumes.  Many  gifts  received  during  the  year,  particularly  manu- 
scripts, have  not  been  processed  and  so  are  not  included  among 
the  statistics.  Please  be  patient  for  we  expect  this  deficiency  will  be 
rectified  with  an  increase  in  staff. 

The  Misses  Waterman,  Hoxie  and  Parsons  and  the  Messrs.  Dole 
and  Tomasiello,  have  done  their  usual  fine  jobs  for  which  I am 
deeply  grateful.  When  illness  temporarily  strikes  one  of  them  we 
realize  how  much  they  do  without  fuss  or  fanfare.  With  such  a 
small  staff,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  take  up  this  slack,  and  yet 
I doubt  if  anyone  suffered  because  of  it.  The  vacation  of  our  super- 
intendent is  extremely  troublesome.  The  grass  continues  to  grow 
and  it  is  . difficult  to  get  a conscientious  replacement  for  even  a 
couple  of  weeks.  Peak  loads  during  snow  storms  are  in  the  same 
category.  Labor  is  scarce  and  yet  certain  things  have  to  be  done. 

I can  not  over-emphasize  the  great  help  our  loyal  volunteers 
have  been,  particularly  Miss  Helen  Waterman,  who  has  worked 
virtually  full-time  as  museum  curator.  She  also  did  the  bulk  of  the 
accessioning  of  the  Barbour  collection.  Mrs.  Terry  has  been  excep- 
tionally helpful  in  arranging  details  for  receptions  and  calendaring 
the  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  papers.  Miss  Eleanor  Ferguson  has 
saved  us  hours  of  work  in  alphabetizing  cards  for  filing  in  the 
main  catalogue. 

The  program  committee,  as  usual,  has  successfully  secured  the 
best  in  entertainment  for  our  monthly  meetings.  The  membership 
committee  has  functioned  well  and  a real  effort  was  made  to  lay 
the  groundwork  for  future  memberships.  All  other  committees 
have  been  available  when  their  advice  was  needed.  I know  the 
lengthy  meetings  held  by  the  Treasurer  and  finance  committee  is 
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well  reflected  in  his  report  of  high  earnings.  The  officers  have  met 
all  demands  and  have  always  been  helpful.  I regret  the  retirement 
of  Edgar  F.  Waterman  as  president,  but  must  admit  his  is  a rea- 
sonable request.  He  has  served  nearly  twenty  years  and  has  been 
a great  asset  to  the  Society.  We  will  miss  him  in  his  official 
capacity.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  the  selection  of  Newton  C. 
Brainard  as  a successor. 

Individuals  and  museums  are  always  in  need  of  money.  Thirty- 
two  gifts  to  the  Society  for  general  and  specific  purposes  totalled 
$8,568.62.  This  is  particularly  gratifying  for  without  it,  we  should 
be  hard  pressed  indeed.  We  are  very  close  to  realizing  our  mini- 
mum requirements,  but  as  many  of  you  must  have  realized  during 
the  year,  it  will  not  be  long  before  additions  to  the  building  will 
be  needed,  our  staff  should  be  doubled,  and  we  have  nowhere 
near  enough  publishing  and  acquisition  funds.  The  need  has 
been  demonstrated,  we  have  shown  what  can  be  done,  and  I fully 
believe  our  greatest  growth  lies  just  ahead.

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Report  of  the  President 

Introduction 

It  is  customary  for  the  President  of  the  Society  to  deliver  an 
address  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Fortunately,  the  nature  of  the 
address  is  not  specified,  so  that  this  evening  you  will  be  spared  the 
tedium  of  having  to  listen  to  an  inadequately  prepared  historical 
paper.  Instead  I propose  to  discuss  with  you  some  of  the  problems 
of  the  Society,  as  they  appear  to  me,  after  my  first  year  in  office. 
When  I use  the  w'ord  ‘‘problems,”  I do  not  mean  that  we  are 
facing  any  crises  but  use  it  to  bring  out  the  fact  that  the  officers 
of  the  Society,  and  the  members,  will  always  have  decisions  to 
make  which  will  affect  the  future  of  the  organization. 

Your  officers  will  welcome  your  comments  on  these  topics  as 
well  as  your  suggestions  of  other  ways  to  improve  the  Society. 

Assembly  Hall 

Let  me  mention  problem  No.  i,  which  is  a real  problem;  that 
is,  a suitable  place  for  our  monthly  meetings.  To  those  of  us  who 
look  back  at  the  pleasure  we  got  when  perhaps  fifty  persons  at- 
tended a meeting  at  the  Atheneum,  this  room,  which  seats  eighty, 
seemed  adequate  for  years  to  come.  It  is  now  filled  at  almost  every 
meeting  and  we  know  that  some  members  fail  to  attend  because 
they  cannot  be  sure  of  a seat. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a meeting  room  elsewhere  for  the 
present.  This  would  be  most  undesirable,  since  it  would  lose  the 
contact  with  this  building,  which  means  so  much  to  us.  Is  it  too 
much  to  hope  that  some  day  a generous  donor  will  provide  us 
with  a modest  building  to  house  an  assembly  hall  and  possibly 
our  museum  ? 

Museum 

This  is  a good  place  to  discuss  what  the  operation  of  a museum 
means. 

The  major  problems  of  a museum  are  physical.  Fortunately, 
when  the  Society  defined  its  objectives  a few  years  ago,  it  enabled 
us  to  limit  our  additions  and  to  eliminate  items  which  did  not 
pertain  to  Connecticut.  It  is  generally  realized  now  that  no  col- 
lection can  be  kept  on  exhibition  in  its  entirety.  Instead,  confined 
to  special  subjects,  several  regular  exhibits  are  held  each  year. 
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There  is,  however,  a pleasure  in  wandering  through  the  miscel- 
laneous collections  of  a museum,  which  is  not  satisfied  by  these 
specialized  showings,  and  which  requires  us  to  have  some  general 
exhibition  space.  Then,  too,  even  if  we  can  limit  our  items  on 
view  to  ten  percent  of  our  collection,  at  any  one  time,  we  must 
have  storage  for  the  other  ninety  percent. 

A good  museum  requires  a curator,  with  some  assistance.  Un- 
less one  has  been  behind  the  scenes,  it  is  hard  to  realize  the  thought 
and  effort  which  goes  into  the  preparation  of  a successful  show- 
ing. Few  objects  are  fit  for  exhibition  when  they  are  received.  A 
technician  of  some  skill  is  a necessity  in  a growing  museum. 

The  museum  can  wTell  be  housed  in  the  same  building  as  the 
assembly  hall,  but  again  we  run  up  against  those  unpleasant  words, 
— light,  heat,  power,  janitor  service  and  maintenance. 

Membership 

To  your  officers  our  desire  for  new  members,  which  has  sud- 
denly been  satisfied  to  a reasonable  extent,  has  brought  with  it 
the  need  for  careful  thought  as  to  how  we  can  hold  their  interest. 

For  many  years  our  membership  was  static, — below  five  hun- 
dred. The  number  began  to  increase  even  before  there  was  pros- 
pect of  our  new  building,  and  has  risen  with  surprising  rapidity 
since  then,  until,  as  you  have  been  told,  we  now  have  more  than 
eleven  hundred  members. 

To  hold  them  we  must  develop  a general  program  of  activities 
which  will  have  at  least  one  feature  of  interest  to  each  member. 
If  this  is  done,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  we  cannot  increase 
our  numbers  as  fast  as  we  can  take  care  of  them. 

Meeting  Topics 

We  have  been  fortunate  up  to  date  in  having  friends  who  could 
talk  to  us  on  interesting  topics  and  who  were  willing  to  come  here 
at  no  fee,  or  a nominal  one.  The  list  of  such  speakers  is  limited 
and  we  often  receive  suggestions  that  talks  would  be  appreciated 
by  persons  of  recognized  reputation  on  antiquarian  or  historical 
topics.  Once  again  we  go  around  in  circles.  More  eminent  speakers 
would  draw  larger  crowds  and  we  cannot  accommodate  our  pres- 
ent attendance.  Able  speakers  now  receive  a surprising  number 
of  invitations  to  talk  for  generous  remuneration.  The  physical 
and  financial  resources  need  to  be  provided. 
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Bulletin 

You  have  seen  our  first  efforts  to  improve  the  Bulletin . Your 
President  is  not  yet  satisfied  with  it  but  realizes  that  success  must 
be  the  result  of  gradual  development. 

Bool{  Publication 

One  of  our  greatest  opportunities  is  in  the  publication  of  histori- 
cal books.  Few  of  these  will  be  profitable  and  all  will  require  spon- 
sorship and  financing.  At  the  same  time,  the  reputation  of  the 
Society  in  the  scholarly  world  will  be  much  enhanced  if  we  can 
increase  the  number  of  worth-while  publications  published  under 
our  name. 

Classes 

We  have  benefited  much  this  last  year  by  the  addition  of  a con- 
siderable number  of  younger  members  to  the  Society.  They  have 
been  patient  and  loyal,  but  your  President  and  the  Director  have 
been  well  aware  that  they  would  not  stay  with  us  unless  we  could 
offer  something  to  interest  them. 


Second  Session  Antique  Furniture  Seminar  on  “Tools” 


At  their  suggestion  we  have  held  a series  of  seminars  on  antique 
furniture.  They  wanted  to  be  told  what  to  collect  and  what  to 
avoid.  They  wanted  to  know  what  details  made  a piece  good  and 
how  to  distinguish  the  antique  from  the  modern  factory  product. 
They  were  particularly  interested  in  learning  how  to  restore  and 
refinish,  with  their  own  hands,  the  objects  which  they  might  col- 
lect on  a modest  budget.  They  organized  the  course.  We  were  able 
to  find  in  Hartford  a competent  speaker  and  we  believe  it  was  a 
real  success.  The  Society  owes  a debt  to  the  group  who  organized 
this  work  for  prodding  your  officers  to  the  point  of  putting  their 
ideas  to  a test.  We  hope  that  we  can  find,  in  similar  courses,  a new 
attraction  in  the  Society’s  work. 

Dues 

By  this  time  you  have  probably  noticed  that  all  of  my  sugges- 
tions are  going  to  require  hard  work  and,  in  almost  every  case, 
financial  support.  W e are  very  fortunate  in  having  from  the  Hoad- 
ley  Fund  an  income  which  takes  care  of  our  properties.  The  gen- 
erous bequests  which  we  have  received  in  the  past  have  put  us 
in  a much  more  comfortable  financial  situation  than  most  histori- 
cal societies.  However,  we  have  many  unsatisfied  needs  which  can 
only  be  met  by  added  income.  Are  our  dues  adequate  ? It  is  possi- 
ble that  we  are  the  only  organization  which  still  has  the  same 
dues  for  active  and  associate  members  as  those  which  were  decided 
on  at  the  foundation  of  the  Society  over  12s  years  ago.  We  must 
never  put  our  dues  on  a scale  where  any  member  will  have  to 
drop  out  because  of  them.  Our  effort  to  have  voluntary  payments 
of  greater  sums  for  different  classes  of  membership  were  only 
moderately  successful.  We  cannot  hope  to  raise  dues  by  any  great 
amount.  However,  during  this  year  we  should  consider  whether 
or  not  we  can  ignore  the  value  which  would  accrue  to  the  Society 
by  the  receipt  of  a few  thousand  dollars  additional  from  this 
source.  Our  dues  for  this  year  are  set  but  I put  the  matter  before 
you  for  decision  during  the  coming  year.

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Necrology — 1954 

Reverend  Warren  Seymour  Archibald 

Reverend  Warren  Seymour  Archibald,  D.D.,  of  Hartford,  who 
became  a member  of  the  Society  May  22,  1923,  died  at  Hartford 
Hospital  two  hours  after  an  automobile  accident  on  May  16,  1954. 
He  was  Pastor  of  the.  South  Congregational  Church  in  Hartford 
since  December  3,  1917. 

The  Reverend  Doctor  Archibald  was  born  in  Boston  June  17, 
1880,  the  son  of  David  W.  and  Martha  Jane  (Williams)  Archibald. 
He  was  a graduate,  magna  cum  laudc,  of  Harvard  in  1903,  re- 
ceived his  M.A.  in  1904,  and  S.T.B.  from  Harvard  Divinity  School 
in  1908.  Trinity  College  awarded  him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Divinity  in  1943. 

Dr.  Archibald  wrote  Horace  Bushnell,  1930;  Thomas  Hooker, 
1933,  Tercentenary  Commission  of  Connecticut,  Publication  No. 
4;  What  a Modern  Church  Believes,  Hartford,  1929;  A Boo\  of 
Prayers,  Hartford,  1929,  numerous  brief  biographical  sketches  of 
prominent  churchmen,  including  The  Reverend  John  Eliot;  and 
a large  number  of  published  sermons  and.  hymns. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bushnell  Memo- 
rial, a Trustee  of  the  Hartford  Public  Library,  the  Watkinson  Li- 
brary, and  the  General  Theological  Library  of  Boston;  as  well 
as  Trustee  of  Kingswood  School  in  West  Hartford.  He  was  Secre- 
tary to  the  Missionary  Society  of  Connecticut,  was  Harris  Lecturer 
at  Bangor  Seminary,  Bangor,  Maine,  and  served  as  a member  of 
the  committee  to  visit  Harvard  Divinity  School  for  the  Overseers 
of  that  college. 

Surviving  him  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Archibald;  two  sons, 
Warren  S.  Archibald,  Jr.,  of  Concord,  Mass.,  and  Thomas  L.  Archi- 
bald of  West  Hartford;  and  two  grandchildren.  The  Reverend 
Doctor  Archibald  is  buried  at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery. 

Fred  Hart  Atchison 

Fred  Hart  Atchison  of  West  Hartford,  a life-member  of  this 
Society  since  October  6,  1942,  died  at  his  home  August  4,  1953.  He 
is  buried  at  Fairview  Cemetery,  West  Hartford. 
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Born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  December,  1869,  Mr.  Atchison 
was  the  son  of  John  and  Olive  (Chapin)  Atchison.  When  he  was 
three  years  old  his  family,  originally  from  Hartford,  returned  to 
this  city.  He  attended  school  here  until  he  went  to  work  for 
Thomas  A.  Honiss,  an  Englishman,  in  1883  as  errand  boy  in  the 
oyster  depot.  At  that  time  the  shop  was  located  under  the  old 
United  States  Hotel,  at  the  east  end  of  the  present  Honiss  Oyster 
House.  There  were  then  three  tables  in  the  dining  room,  illumi- 
nated by  one  gas  jet.  The  Oyster  Bar  first  saw  service  in  1845,  and 
was  restored  in  1933.  Mr.  Atchison's  collection  of  photographs 
and  prints  began  over  forty  years  ago  when  Thomas  Saunders,  a 
member  of  the  Putnam  Phalanx,  gave  him  a picture  of  the  Pha- 
lanx. After  his  retirement,  Mr.  Atchison  continued  going  to  the 
Oyster  House  at  6:40  every  morning  to  inspect  his  oysters. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Elks  Club  of  Hartford. 

Surviving  him  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Rose  Grant  Atchison;  one 
stepson,  Leon  O.  House  of  West  Hartford;  a brother,  John  Atchi- 
son of  New  York  City;  and  two  nephews.  

Mrs.  Mary  Estelle  Benham 

Mrs.  Mary  Estelle  Benham  of  New  Britain,  who  first  joined 
the  Society  November  9,  1920,  died  at  the  Jerome  Home  where 
she  had  lived  nearly  twenty  years,  October  30,  1953.  Mrs.  Benham 
was  101  years  old,  and  is  buried  in  Hemlock  Cemetery,  Colebrook. 

She  was  born  in  Hampton  August  20,  1852,  removing  to  New 
Britain  in  1856  where  she  was  a resident  most  of  her  life.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Nelson  and  Fidelia  (Bulkeley)  Higgins,  and  the 
widow  of  Frederick  W.  Benham,  associated  with  the  Stanley 
Works  of  New  Britain.  She  was  eight  years  old  when  the  Civil 
War  broke  out,  lived  through  twenty-six  presidential  campaigns 
and  twenty-one  presidents,  casting  her  last  vote — an  absentee  bal- 
lot— in  1952. 

Mrs.  Benham  was  descended  from  Connecticut’s  Governor 
Bradford,  Stephen  Hopkins,  Elder  Brewster,  Thomas  and  Joseph 
Rogers,  and  Reverend  Peter  Bulkeley.  She  was  much  interested  in 
the  genealogical  field,  having  traced  the  history  of  many  New 
Britain  families,  as  well  as  her  own.  She  was  the  oldest  member  of 
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the  Connecticut  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots 
of  America,  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants,  the 
Women’s  Club  of  New  Britain,  and  the  Daughters  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  Esther  Stanley  Chapter. 

Her  only  survivors  are  a cousin,  Mrs.  Frank  Wilcox  of  Berlin, 
and  numerous  nieces  and  nephews. 

Rouse  Kendall  Brewster 

Rouse  Kendall  Brewster  of  Suffield,  son  of  Frank  H.  and  Mar- 
garet (VanHouten)  Brewster,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  June  24, 
1953.  He  joined  the  Society  November  4,  1947. 

He  was  born  in  New  York  City  June  25,  1886,  and  was  a gradu- 
ate of  Columbia  School  of  Mines  in  1908.  He  was  the  fifth  genera- 
tion to  live  in  the  family  home  in  Suffield.  For  thirty  odd  years  he 
was  a manufacturer  of  explosives,  and  upon  his  retirement  fifteen 
years  ago  he  came  to  Suffield  and  was  Trustee  of  the  Suffield 
Academy  and  the  Suffield  Bank.  He  was  also  a Trustee  for  thirty- 
five  years  of  the  Barnard  School  for  Boys  in  New  York.  Mr.  Brew- 
ster served  as  Vice-Chairman,  Suffield  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross, 
heading  its  home  service  department  until  1952. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Rae  Humphrey  Brewster;  and 
a sister,  Mrs.  Madeline  Brewster  Pratt  of  Bronxville,  New  York. 
Mr.  Brewster  is  buried  at  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Suffield. 

Mrs.  Mary  Hadsell  Castle 

Mrs.  Henry  Allen  Castle  of  Plainville  became  a member  of  this 
Society  November  2,  1937.  She  died  at  her  home,  aged  83,  after 
a long  illness,  on  August  25,  1953,  and  is  buried  in  the  Evergreen 
Cemetery,  Watertown. 

Mrs.  Castle  came  to  Plainville  over  sixty  years  ago.  Born  Mary 
Clarissa  Hadsell  October  24,  1869,  in  Farmington,  she  attended 
local  schools.  She  was  graduated  from  Mt.  Holyoke  College,  and 
later  taught  in  private  schools  in  Connecticut  and  Pennsylvania. 
Mrs.  Castle  spent  many  years  teaching  Sunday  School  classes  at 
the  Plainville  Congregational  Church  of  which  she  was  a member. 

Her  husband,  Henry  Allen  Castle,  known  as  Plainville’s  his- 
torian, has  compiled  a four-volume  history  of  the  town. 
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Mrs.  Castle  leaves  her  husband;  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Nystrom,  Chief  Librarian,  Plain ville  Public  Library;  and  Mrs. 
Henrietta  Wyckoff,  both  of  Plainville;  two  sons,  Roger  Clapp 
Castle  of  Schenectady,  New  York,  and  Samuel  J.  Castle  of  West 
Hartford;  as  well  as  nine  grandchildren,  and  seven  great-grand- 
children. 

Warren  Storrs  Chapin 

Warren  Storrs  Chapin  of  Wethersfield  died  at  his  home  Febru- 
ary ii,  1954,  and  is  buried  in  the  Village  Cemetery,  Wethersfield. 
He  became  a member  of  this  Society  February  5,  1952. 

Mr.  Chapin,  son  of  Gilbert  Warren  and  Delia  Persis  (Campbell) 
Chapin  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  July  4,  1885;  graduated 
from  Amherst  College,  1907;  and  married  September  10,  1919  in 
Hartford  to  Avelina  Gabrielle  Parent,  born  September  22,  1887. 
He  was  a member  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ  Congregational, 
Wethersfield,  the  Wethersfield  Rotary  Club,  the  First  School  So- 
ciety of  Wethersfield,  the  Wethersfield  Historical  Society,  and 
the  Mansfield  Library  Association.  He  was  also  a member  and 
past  President  of  the  Wethersfield  Businessmen’s  and  Civil  As- 
sociation. 

Mrs.  Chapin  was  confined  to  her  bed  by  illness  from  1942  until 
her  death  in  1951.  Mr.  Chapin  took  a leave  of  absence  from  his 
work  in  the  Publicity  Department  of  the  /Etna  Casualty  and 
Surety  Company,  and  finally  retired  to  attend  for  her  himself. 

Mr.  Chapin  leaves  a son  and  daughter;  David  S.  Chapin  of 
Buffalo,  New  York;  and  Mrs.  Howard  R.  Hastings  of  Wethers- 
field. Also  surviving  him  are  three  grandchildren. 

Maj.  Gen.  Kenneth  Frank  Cramer 

Maj.  Gen.  Kenneth  Frank  Cramer  of  Wethersfield,  Southern 
Area  Command,  American  Forces  in  Germany,  died  of  a heart 
attack  while  on  a hunting  trip  near  Heidelberg  February  18,  1954. 
He  became  a member  of  the  Society  December  5,  1933. 

He  was  born  in  Gloversville,  New  York,  October  3,  1894,  the 
only  son  of  Frank  and  Stella  (Brown)  Cramer.  A graduate  of 
Princeton,  magna  cum  laude,  in  1916,  he  was  a member  of  Phi 
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Beta  Kappa.  He  received  his  master’s  degree  from  Princeton  and, 
during  1916-1917,  was  an  Elias  Boudinot  Fellow  in  American  His- 
tory at  that  college.  During  World  War  I he  served  as  infantry 
Lieutenant  and  was  discharged  June  4,  1919.  He  taught  school 
for  a short  period  in  New  Jersey.  The  K.  F.  Cramer  Coal  Com- 
pany of  Hartford  was  established  by  Mr.  Cramer  in  1927.  In  Janu- 
ary of  1920  he  married  the  former  Rose  Fuller  of  Gloversville.  He 
was  active  in  many  civic  organizations  in  Hartford  County  and 
in  Wethersfield.  He  was  a 32nd  degree  Mason,  a member  of  the 
Society  of  the  Mayflower  Descendants,  General  Society  of  the  War 
of  1812,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  Sons  of  Union 
Veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 

General  Cramer  had  an  illustrious  military  career  in  the  Pacific 
as  Assistant  Commander  of  the  24th  Division  during  World  War 
II.  He  was  Commander  of  the  43rd  Division  as  part  of  the  NATO 
forces  in  Southern  Germany.  On  November  10,  1952  he  assumed 
the  Southern  Area  Command  with  headquarters  near  Munich. 
Among  his  decorations  were  Four  Silver  Stars  with  three  Oak 
Leaf  Clusters,  the  Legion  of  Merit,  Bronze  Star,  Air  Medal,  Army 
Commendation  Medal,  and  the  Purple  Heart. 

Besides  Mrs.  Cramer,  he  leaves  two  daughters;  Mrs.  Don  Ells- 
worth Olmstead  of  Rocky  Hill  wrhose  husband  was  killed  in  action 
in  Korea  on  June  8,  1951;  and  Mrs.  Roderick  Van  Pelt  of  Alex- 
andria, Virginia. 

Louis  Everett  Day 

Louis  Everett  Day  of  Hartford,  elected  to  membership  in  the 
Society  August  31,  1948,  died  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  Decem- 
ber 2,  1953.  He  is  buried  in  Center  Cemetery,  Granby. 

Mr.  Day,  son  of  Everett  Wilbur  and  Annie  Elizabeth  (Jewett) 
Day,  was  born  in  Westchester  June  12,  1881,  and  had  been  a resi- 
dent of  Hartford  since  1919.  Following  his  graduation  from 
Springfield  College  in  1906,  he  went  to  New  York  City,  assisting 
in  the  religious  work  of  the  West  Side  YMCA  for  one  year.  He 
then  became  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  YMCA  in  Albany,  fol- 
lowed by  Secretary  of  the  YMCA,  Washington  Heights,  New 
York  City.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  Mr.  Day  had  given  fifty-five 
years  of  active  service  to  this  organization.

He  was  employed  by  the  Automobile  Insurance  Company  from 
1919  to  1936.  Until  his  retirement  in  1946,  Mr.  Day  was  Superin- 
tendent uf  the  Inland  Marine  Department  of  the  Phoenix  Fire 
Insurance  Company.  He  taught  at  the  Hartford  College  of  Insur- 
ance and  Law;  and  for  several  years,  until  his  illness  in  November, 
1946,  he  was  on  the  faculty  of  The  University  of  Connecticut  as 
instructor  of  Inland  Marine  Insurance.  He  was  a member  of  the 
South  Park  Methodist  Church,  and  on  its  Board  of  Trustees  for 
many  years. 

Mr.  Day  leaves  his  wife,  Lena  E.  Ailing  of  Hartford,  whom  he 
married  in  1911;  two  sons,  Graham  A.  Day  of  Los  Angeles,  Cali- 
fornia, and  Donald  J.  Day  of  Hartford;  a brother,  William  Day 
of  Barkhamsted;  a sister,  Mrs.  Harriet  Fenn  of  Wilmington,  Dela- 
ware; and  five  grandchildren. 


Earle  Emerson  Dimon 

Earle  Emerson  Dimon  of  Farmington  died  at  his  home  after  a 
long  illness  on  November  13,  1953.  He  joined  the  Society  January 
6,  1920,  and  was  a Contributing  Member.  Born  in  Putnam  May 
16,  1879,  he  was  the  son  of  John  Jay  and  Alice  (Rawson)  Dimon. 

Mr.  Dimon  was  a banker,  and  was  Trust  Officer  of  the  Security 
Trust  Company.  He  was  the  first  Treasurer  of  the  Hartford  Com- 
munity Chest,  one  of  the  original  founders  of  the  Hartford 
Foundation  for  Public  Giving,  Vice-President  and  Director  of 
the  Farmington  Savings  Bank,  Secretary  of  the  D.  N.  Barney 
Corporation,  past  President  and  member  of  the  Hartford  Club, 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Watkinson  Library,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation  which 
he  served  more  than  twenty  years,  and  a member  of  the  Farming- 
ton  Congregational  Church.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Endowment  of  this  Society. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Bertha  Hubbard  Dimon;  a daughter, 
Mrs.  Ralph  M.  Williams  of  West  Hartford;  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Robert  L.  Murdock  of  West  Hartford,  and  Mrs.  Myra  D.  Bos  worth 
of  Putnam;  two  brothers,  Winfred  B.  Dimon  of  Wethersfield,  and 
Raymond  C.  Dimon  of  Hartford;  and  two  grandchildren. 
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Mrs.  Ella  Kittredge  Gilson 

Mrs.  Ella  Kittredge  Gilson  of  Hartford  died  November  13, 
1953.  Mrs.  Gilson  was  admitted  to  the  Society  on  November  7, 
1939- 

Daughter  of  Walter  A.  J.  and  Ella  (Fuller)  Kittredge,  Mrs. 
Gilson  was  born  in  Merrimack,  New  Hampshire,  September  20, 
1881.  She  was  a grand  niece  of  Walter  Kittredge,  author  of  “Tent- 
ing on  the  Old  Camp  Ground.”  Her  husband,  Valentine  E.  Gil- 
son, long  affiliated  with  a New  York  publishing  firm  and  for 
twenty-seven  years  a member  and  Senior  Color  Sergeant  of  the 
First  Company,  Governor’s  Foot  Guard,  died  in  1937. 

Mrs.  Gilson  was  an  active  member  of  the  Center  Church.  She 
was  a generous  benefactor  of  various  philanthropic  causes,  in- 
cluding Trinity  Church,  and  several  other  churches.  The  restora- 
tion of  the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Lebanon,  which  was 
destroyed  in  the  1938  hurricane,  especially  interested  her.  She 
was  a member  of  the  state  committee  to  rebuild  the  steeple.  One 
gift,  besides  that  given  to  the  Restoration  Fund  and  the  church 
itself,  was  a memorial  pew  in  honor  of  her  late  husband.  At  the 
time  of  the  organization  of  the  State  Guard  in  World  War  II, 
Mrs.  Gilson  presented  a set  of  state  and  national  flags  to  the  First 
Battalion,  composed  of  former  members  of  the  Foot  Guard,  also 
in  memory  of  her  husband. 

She  leaves  one  sister,  Mrs.  Ruby  Kittredge  Eastman  of  Lebanon, 
New  Hampshire.  Mrs.  Gilson  is  buried  at  the  Cedar  Hill  Ceme- 
tery. 

Charles  F.  Heartman 

Charles  F.  Heartman,  Bookseller  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
elected  to  membership  in  this  Society  May  22,  1923,  died  May  8, 
1953.  He  was  born  in  Braunschweig,  Germany,  April  4,  1883.  He 
attended  grade  schools  and  the  Gymnasium  abroad,  emigrating 
to  America  in  1911.  His  first  book  auction  was  held  June  9,  1913, 
the  last,  sixteen  days  after  his  death,  making  a total  of  312  book 
sales.  A catalogue  was  prepared  and  edited  by  him  for  each  sale. 

Besides  his  book  auctions,  Mr.  Heartman  started  the  Americana 
Collector  which  later  became  the  American  BooJ{  Collector,  a 
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monthly  magazine  for  book-lovers.  His  Heartmari s Historical 
Series  were  begun  in  1915.  Seventy-seven  issues  appeared,  some 
written  or  edited  by  him,  some  devoted  to  the  reprinting  of  rare 
books.  The  last  of  this  series  appeared  in  1949.  His  book,  John 
Peter  Zenger  and  His  Fight  for  Freedom  of  the  American  Press 
was  one  of  the  fifty  best  printed  books  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Heartman  was  a member  of  the  Author’s  League  of 
America,  and  the  National  Society  of  Autograph  Collectors.  He 
was  also  a member,  and  sometimes  life-member,  of  nearly  fifteen 
historical  societies  in  this  country,  including  the  Friends  of  the 
Bodleian  Library,  Oxford,  England. 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Martha  E.  Heartman,  whom  he  married  in  1908, 
survives  him.  He  also  leaves  a daughter,  Mrs.  Neil  A.  McKinney. 


John  Avery  Ingersoll 

John  Avery  Ingersoll  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  this  So- 
ciety since  July  6,  1950,  died  March  23,  1954  in  Clearwater,  Florida. 

Born  in  New  York  City  November  29,  1889,  the  son  of  Horace 
L.  and  Nettie  (Avery)  Ingersoll,  he  attended  Phillips  Andover 
Academy;  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1914;  and  was 
a member  of  Book  and  Snake  at  Yale.  Mr.  Ingersoll  was  the 
founder  of  the  John  A.  Ingersoll  Agency  of  Hartford. 

He  served  in  Squadron  A,  New  York  Cavalry,  during  the  Mexi- 
can Border  Campaign  of  1916.  He  was  a Lieutenant  of  field  artil- 
lery in  World  War  I. 

Mr.  Ingersoll  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  Golf  Club,  the 
Hartford  Club,  the  Fenwick  Yacht  Club,  Yale  Club  of  New  Ha- 
ven, and  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  H.  (Bulkeley)  Ingersoll,  his  wife,  survives  him, 
as  well  as  a son,  John  A.  Ingersoll,  Jr.,  of  West  Hartford;  three 
daughters,  Miss  Eleanor  B.  Ingersoll  of  West  Hartford,  Mrs.  Rock- 
well S.  Staniford  of  Rochester,  New  York,  and  Mrs.  Wolcott  G. 
Ely  of  Riverside;  a brother,  Horace  Ingersoll;  and  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Stanley  A.  Sweet  and  Mrs.  Francis  Whitmarsh,  all  of  New  York 
City;  and  four  grandchildren. 
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Edward  Payson  Jones 

Edward  Payson  Jones  of  Winsted,  who  became  a life-member 
of  diis  Society  January  4,  1927,  died  at  Litchfield  County  Hospital 
November  9, 1953.  He  is  buried  in  the  family  plot  at  East  Hartland 
Cemetery. 

On  April  2,  1866  Mr.  Jones  was  born  in  Barkhamsted  at  what 
is  now  the  Ira  LeGeyt  farm.  He  was  the  son  of  Edwin  Pitkin  and 
Mary  G.  (Coult)  Jones.  He  attended  Barkhamsted  schools  and 
the  West  Winsted  High  School,  and  was  graduated  from  Willis- 
ton  Academy,  East  Hampton,  Massachusetts,  in  1886. 

Mr.  Jones  was  first.  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners 
of  Embalmers,  established  in  1893.  For  fifteen  years,  he  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Conference  of  Examining  Boards  of  Embalmers  of 
the  United  States. 

In  1897  he  purchased  the  Winsted  Steam  Laundry,  and  for  fifty 
years  conducted  the  business.  He  was  also  active  in  the  Winsted 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  served  for  two  terms,  as  President, 
of  the  Connecticut  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was  Director  of 
the  Hurlbut  National  Bank  until  its  sale  to  the  Hartford-Connecti- 
cut  Trust  Company,  serving  then  on  the  local  Advisory  Board  of 
the  latter  bank.  In  1924  he  was  elected  Representative  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  serving  one  term. 

Mr.  Jones  was  a member,  Deacon  emeritus,  of  the  Second  Con- 
gregational Church,  President  of  the  Beardsley  and  Memorial 
Library;  a charter  member  of  the  Litchfield  County  Choral  Union ; 
a member  of  St.  Andrew’s  Lodge,  AF  and  AM;  a member  of  the 
Odd  Fellows;  and  a 32nd  degree  Mason.  He  was  much  interested 
in  genealogical  research. 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Frances  Bronson  Jones;  two  sons,  Dr.  Roderick 
B.  Jones  of  New  York,  and  Edward  P.  Jones,  Jr.  of  Chicago;  two 
grandchildren,  and  one  great-grandchild,  survive  him. 

Mrs.  Bertha  McKee  Lewie 

Mrs.  Thomas  J.  Lewie  of  Manchester,  who  was  elected  a mem- 
ber of  this  Society  August  12,  1936,  died  at  Manchester  Memorial 
Hospital  April  22,  1954,  after  a long  illness. 

She  was  born  Bertha  Louise  McKee,  daughter  of  Revillo  and 
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Alice  (Humphrey)  McKee,  June  6,  1877,  m Bolton,  though  she 
lived  most  of  her  life  in  Manchester.  She  was  educated  at  Rock- 
ville High  School,  and  held  a life-long  interest  in  genealogical  and 
historical  subjects.  She  was  past  Regent  of  Orford  Parish  Chapter, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution;  a member  of  the  Center 
Congregational  Church;  a member  of  the  New  England  Women; 
and  the  Eastern  Star. 

Mrs.  Lewie  is  buried  at  East  Cemetery.  She  is  survived  by  her 
husband,  former  assessor,  Thomas  J.  Lewie;  and  several  cousins. 

Robert  Clark  Mallette 

Robert  Clark  Mallette  of  Bridgeport,  who  was  elected  to  mem- 
bership in  this  Society  January  4,  1949,  died  December  19,  1953. 

Mr.  Mallette  was  born  in  Trumbull  January  30,  1868,  son  of 
Theo  A.  and  Sarah  E.  (Wooster)  Mallette.  On  September  30,  1890 
he  married  Ella  A.  Phillips.  He  was  an  Attorney  of  the  firm  of 
Spafford  and  Mallette,  and  was  a member  of  the  Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  buried  in  Long  Hill  Cemetery. 

George  Lewis  Mylchreest 

George  Lewis  Mylchreest  of  Hartford,  who  became  a member 
of  the  Society  December  4,  1951,  died  April  25,  1954,  in  Hartford 
Hospital.  He  was  a Consulting  Engineer  of  the  architectural  firm, 
Mylchreest  and  Reynolds. 

Mr.  Mylchreest  was  born  in  Middletown  May  1,  1884,  the  son 
of  William  and  Ann  (Senogles)  Mylchreest.  He  attended  Middle- 
town  public  schools,  continuing  his  education  at  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity, from  which  he  was  graduated,  and  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology.  He  was  a past  President  of  the  Wesleyan 
Alumni  Club  of  Hartford. 

First  associated  with  the  firm  of  Ruck  and  Sheldon,  Consulting 
Engineers,  he  then  joined  Mylchreest  and  Reynolds,  founded  in 
1923.  He  was  a former  President  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Pro- 
fessional Engineers;  and  the  Hartford  Engineers  Club.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Technology  Club  of  Hartford,  the  American  So- 
ciety of  Civil  Engineers,  the  American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  as  well  as  the  City  Club  of  Hartford,  the 
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Kivvanis  Club,  and  Indian  Hill  Country  Club.  He  was  also  asso- 
ciated with  Tuscan  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  Sigma  Chi 
fraternity,  and  a member  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
North  Methodist  Church,  Hartford. 

Surviving  him  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ira  A.  Harris  Mylchreest;  a 
son,  G.  Dudley  Mylchreest  of  Wethersfield;  a daughter,  Mrs. 
Robert  L.  Redmond  of  Bloomfield;  a brother,  Richard  E.  Myl- 
chreest; two  sisters,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Williamson,  and  Miss  Clara  J. 
Mylchreest,  all  of  Middletown;  and  several  grandchildren.  Mr. 
Mylchreest  is  buried  in  Indian  Hill  Cemetery,  Middletown. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Hills  Thomson 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Hills  Thomson  died  February  n,  1954,  at  the 
age  of  87.  She  had  been  a member  of  the  Society  since  February 
1,  1921. 

Mrs.  Thomson  was  born  in  Hartford  February  22,  1866.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  William  Howell  and  Margaret  (Best)  Hills, 
and  niece  of  Jonas  Coolidge  Hills.  A trust  established  in  1913  by 
her  uncle  terminates  with  her  death,  and  a substantial  bequest 
will  come  to  the  Society  shortly. 

Mrs.  Thomson,  in  1887,  arrived  at  36  Lewis  Street,  the  house 
in  which  she  spent  the  remainder  of  her  life,  as  the  bride  of  Con- 
rad Millard,  then  affiliated  with  the  Society  for  Savings.  After  his 
death,  she  married  his  cousin,  William  B.  Thomson.  Known  as 
“the  Last  Lady  of  Lewis  Street,”  she  saw  the  financial  section  of 
Hartford  grow  steadily  about  her. 

Mrs.  Thomson  was  a life-member  of  the  Center  Congregational 
Church.  In  her  last  twenty  years,  she  became  an  accomplished 
artist  in  needle-point. 

Having  outlived  her  childhood  friends  and  relatives,  she  leaves 
numerous  nieces  living  outside  of  the  state. 

Mrs.  Thomson  is  buried  at  Spring  Grove  Cemetery. 

Frank  Landon  Wilcox 

Frank  Landon  Wilcox  of  Berlin  died  at  his  Worthington  Ridge 
home  after  a long  illness  December  1,  1953.  He  was  94  years  old. 
He  is  buried  in  the  Wilcox  Cemetery,  East  Berlin.  He  became  a 
member  of  the  Society  August  9,  1920. 
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Mr.  Wilcox  was  horn  January  6,  1859,  the  son  of  Samuel  Curtis 
and  Ann  Scovill  (Peck)  Wilcox.  He  was  the  oldest  alumnus  of 
Trinity  College  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1880.  He  was 
also  the  oldest  bank  Trustee  in  Connecticut,  starting  in  1884  as 
Trustee  of  the  Berlin  Savings  Bank,  and  holding  that  position  in 
an  honorary  capacity  until  his  death. 

He  was  at  one  time  Major  Commandant  of  the  First  Company, 
Governor's  Foot  Guard.  His  various  positions  throughout  his  long 
life,  included:  Treasurer  of  the  Berlin  Iron  Bridge  Company,  the 
firm  which  he  joined  immediately  following  his  graduation  from 
Trinity  College;  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Berlin  Savings 
Bank;  President  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company  of  Hartford; 
President  of  J.  O.  Smith  Manufacturing  Company;  Director  of 
the  Phoenix  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  and  Director  of 
Peck,  Stow  and  Wilcox  Company. 

He  represented  Berlin  at  the  State  Legislature,  1893,  and  was 
Senator  from  the  5th  Senatorial  District,  1903.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Berlin  Congregational  Church,  the  Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural Society,  Delta  Psi  fraternity,  and  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Surviving  him  are  his  wife,  the  former  Harriet  Churchill  Web- 
ster of  Berlin;  a son,  Samuel  C.  Wilcox  of  New  Britain;  a daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  J.  Edgar  Hunnicutt,  Jr.,  of  West  Hartford;  seven  grand- 
children; and  five  great-grandchildren. 

Donald  Turnbull  Williams 

Donald  Turnbull  Williams  of  West  Hartford  became  a member 
of  this  Society  December  1,  1953.  He  died  April  15,  1954,  of  carbon 
monoxide  poisoning. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  Hartford  March  11,  1924,  the  son  of 
Mrs.  Florence  (Wilbur)  Williams  and  the  late  Fred  H.  Williams. 
He  was  a graduate  of  Kingswood  School  in  West  Hartford,  and 
of  Princeton  University.  During  World  War  II,  he  served  as  a 
Navy  Right  instructor. 

He  was  a senior  partner  in  the  firm  of  Fred  H.  Williams  and 
Company,  insurance  agency,  founded  by  his  father.  The  younger 
\\  illiams  was  Director  of  the  fund-raising  campaigns  of  the  Sym- 
phony Society  of  Greater  Hartford,  and  the  United  Negro  College 
Fund;  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Hartford  Junior 
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Chamber  of  Commerce;  co-Chairman  of  the  Jaycee-Courant  Base- 
ball League;  and  Secretary  and  Director  of  the  Hartford  Times 
Little  League.  Added  to  these  were  memberships  in  the  Lions 
Club;  Wyllis  Lodge,  AF  and  AM;  Sphinx  Temple,  AAOMNS; 
the  Canoe  Club;  the  Hartford  Golf  Club;  and  Immanuel  Congre- 
gational Church.  He  was  also  a 32nd  degree  Mason. 

He  leaves,  beside  his  mother,  his  wife,  Mrs.  Polly  McEldowney 
Williams;  and  three  children. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Hunt  Witter 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Hunt  Witter  of  West  Hartford,  who  was  elected 
to  membership  in  the  Society  March  3,  1953,  died  at  Hartford 
Hospital  August  9,  1953,  after  a brief  illness.  She  is  buried  in 
Chaplin. 

Mrs.  Witter  was  born  October  20,  1880,  in  Chaplin,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Newell  Clinton  and  E.  Jessie  (Robbins)  Hunt;  and  was 
educated  at  Friend’s  School,  Providence,  Rhode  Island.  She  was 
a member  of  the  Town  and  Country  Club,  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  the  Hartford  Hospital  Association. 
She  was  a former  President  and  life-member  of  the  Christian  Ac- 
tivities Council,  giving  much  advice  and  means  to  its  camp,  House- 
In-The-Fields,  New  Hartford,  as  a member  of  its  Women’s  Aux- 
iliary. She  was  also  a member  of  Center  Church,  and  was  affiliated 
with  the  establishment  of  the  Charter  Oak  Community  Church. 
Prior  to  her  final  illness,  Mrs.  Witter  restricted  her  activities,  be- 
coming, instead,  an  ardent  gardener. 

She  is  survived  by  her  husband,  Dr.  Orin  R.  Witter;  a son,  Orin 
Curtiss  Witter  of  Hartford;  a daughter,  Mrs.  Thomas  S.  Harden- 
berg  of  Wellesley,  Massachusetts;  and  a sister,  Miss  Florence  I. 
Hunt  of  Chaplin;  and  four  grandchildren. 
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Report  of  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Introduction 

A determined  effort  was  made  this  year  to  keep  this  report 
within  reasonable  limits.  It  was  achieved  by  slashing  fully  two- 
thirds  of  the  prepared  material.  To  our  critics,  may  I point  out 
the  diverse  interests  of  our  membership;  the  library,  museum, 
publications  and  program.  We  are  attempting  to  present  a true 
and  balanced  picture  of  our  daily  problems  and  our  solutions  to 
them.  For  those  so  interested,  the  customary  lists  of  accessions  and 
donors  has  been  prepared  for  inclusion  in  the  printed  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws,  it  is  my  duty  to -report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Society  May  i,  1953 — April  30,  1954. 

Our  building  was  used  by  9260  persons,  an  increase  of  more  than 
2000  over  the  last  year.  Sixty-seven  groups  met  at  the  Society,  with 
a total  attendance  of  3507.  The  eight  lectures  were  attended  by  760 
members  and  friends  and,  as  already  indicated,  this  forces  con- 
sideration of  expanded  facilities.  We  take  these  programs  for 
granted,  and  give  little  thought  to  the  necessary  planning,  nego- 
tiating, scheduling  and  arrangements.  The  Program  Committee 
deserves  our  gratitude.  We  are  also  deeply  obligated  to  our  speak- 
ers who  made  these  evenings  memorable.  They  include: 

Donald  B.  Engley;  “George  Brinley,  Collector  of  Americana.” 
Nelson  R.  Burr,  Ph.D.;  “Connecticut’s  Forgotten  Leaders  of  the 
19th  Century.”

Worthy  of  particular  notice  was  the  success  of  the  lunches  and 
dinners  that  were  served  here.  It  was  demonstrated  that  for  lunch- 
eon a caterer  can  handle  thirty-five,  and  for  dinner  as  many  as 
fifty  in  one  room,  without  interfering  with  our  normal  functions. 


I think  this  type  of  use  will  become  a regular  feature  of  our  activi- 
ties in  years  to  come. 

The  afternoon  teas  have  been  poorlv  attended.  We  tried  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  in  hopes  that  that  might  prove  to  be 
the  answer.  I recommend  their  discontinuance  to  concentrate  on 
evening  affairs  for  the  expense  seems  hard  to  justify. 

Membership  continues  a steady  growth.  Two  hundred  and  two 
members  were  admitted,  making  a total  of  1102.  Each  year  sets  a 
new  record  as  the  attached  graph  indicates:

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Of  particular  interest  is  that  we  have  members  in  all  but  eight 
states:  Arizona,  Arkansas,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Rhode 
Island,  South  Carolina,  and  South  Dakota;  and  8 members  in 
Canada  and  Hawaii. 

In  an  effort  to  bring  our  program  in  line  with  current  activities, 
we  gave  an  Antique  Furniture  Seminar  last  fall.  It  was  an  unquali- 
fied success  with  71  new  members  as  a result.  Our  problem  is  to 
attract  people  to  our  rolls  and  once  members,  to  keep  them  inter- 
ested. In  planning,  we  solicited  the  active  help  of  some  of  our 
younger  members.  Future  plans  are  taking  their  suggestions  into 
consideration. 

We  enjoyed  a return' of  5.87%  on  the  book  value  of  our  endow- 
ment which  resulted  in  income  substantially  in  excess  of  expenses. 
This  was  due  in  large  part  to  the  delay  in  securing  an  Editor  who 
joined  us  in  March. 

Gifts  continue  in  fine  fashion.  Cash  for  general  and  specific 
purposes  from  eleven  donors  amounted  to  $10,796.58.  In  addition, 
there  was  an  anonymous  gift  of  two  hundred  shares  of  JE tna 
Life  Insurance  stock  for  the  Publication  Fund,  and  a grant  of 
$7,500  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giving.  This 
latter,  as  noted  in  the  Bulletin,  is  for  expanding  that  publication 
and  repairing  and  preserving  valuable  library  and  museum  ob- 
jects. 

Miss  Florence  T.  Gay  died  August  27,  1952  and  left  a bequest 
of  $2,152  for  the  care  and  increase  of  her  father’s  collection  of 
Farmington  manuscripts.  With  the  death  February  11,  1954  of 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Hills  Thomson,  a trust  established  by  her  uncle, 
J.  Coolidge  Hills  in  1913,  terminates,  and  a partial  payment  of 
$6,100  was  received  today  May  18.  The  principal  is  to  be  kept  in- 
tact, with  the  income  available  for  general  expenses. 

Under  existing  laws  the  appraised  or  market  value  of  gifts  to 
the  Society  may  be  deducted  when  computing  Federal  income 
taxes.  Donors  are  entitled  to  this,  and  it  works  to  the  advantage 
of  the  Society.  Appraising  must  be  done  by  disinterested  profes- 
sionals. Last  year  appraisals  totaled  $22,614.50,  the  cost  of  which 
was  charged  to  the  Robbins  Book  Fund.  Despite  this  extra  ex- 
pense, for  the  first  time  in  four  years,  the  overdraft  in  that  fund 
was  reduced  $89.70  through  sales  of  duplicates,  gifts,  and  by  cur- 
tailing purchases  in  certain  classifications. 
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There  has  been  no  change  in  equipment" enumerated  in 
previous  years.  We  should  commence  an  orderly  replacement  of 
typewriters,  several  of  which  are  fifteen  years  old.  We  also  need 
a vertical  file  in  the  Editor’s  office,  and  another  unit  for  storing 
prints,  and  additional  steel  shelving  in  the  Genealogical  manu- 
script collection. 

Library 

By  all  standards,  library  acquisitions  continue  adding  materially 
to  the  riches  of  our  collection. 

Upon  distribution  of  last  year's  report,  Trinity  College  came  to 
our  rescue  and  deposited  with  us  Sabin’s  Dictionary  of  Bool{s  Re- 
lating to  America.  Our  reference  section  now  contains  the  stand- 
ard works  necessary  to  the  operation  of  a fine  reference  library. 

From  time  to  time  we  have  mentioned  the  problem  of  binding 
and  protection  of  rare  books  and  manuscripts.  It  is  basically  a 
question  of  money  versus  the  number  of  objects  in  need  of  special 
care.  Our  annual  appropriation  barely  covers  the  cost  of  rebinding 
the  well  used  genealogical  collection,  let  alone  current  newspapers. 
Allerton  C.  Hickmott,  Treasurer,  presented  a beautiful  solander 
case  for  the  Governor  Winthrop  letter  purchased  a year  ago.  This 
was  most  thoughtful  and  much  appreciated.  Considerable  prog- 
ress with  this  problem  will  be  made  this  year  due  to  the  grant  for 
that  purpose  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  For  Public  Giving. 

In  December,  Houghton  Bulkeley  presented  a splendid  file  of 
Connecticut  Election  Sermons,  completing  our  collection;  and 
the  first  three  of  Eliot’s  Indian  Tracts.  In  April  he  added  five  more 
of  these  Tracts:  numbers  4 to  7,  and  the  extremely  rare  number  11. 

The  Reverend  George  Roberts,  of  West  Hartford,  gave  us  a valu- 
able collection  of  orations  on  the  death  of  George  Washington. 
These  numbered  70  titles  from  twenty-two  places  in  eight  states, # 
all  published  in  1800.  In  large  part  they  augment  both  our  collec- 
tion made  by  the  Reverend  Thomas  Robbins,  and  a bound  volume 
of  37  different  newspapers  between  December  20,  1799  and  January 
15,  1800  on  the  same  subject  which  has  long  been  in  our  collection. 

We  have  the  largest  collection  of  Connecticut  Imprints  in 
existence.  To  it  17  rare  titles  were  added.  This  was  largely  possi- 
ble due  to  purchases  from  the  splendid  library  of  our  former 
member,  the  late  Lemuel  A.  Welles  of  Ridgefield.

Let  us  not  forget  however,  that  except  for  perhaps  a few  hun- 
dred unique  titles,  of  which  duplicates  may  be  uncovered  any 
day  because  hundreds  and  even  thousands  of  copies  of  each  title 
were  printed,  all  the  books  in  our  library  can  be  duplicated  in  the 
American  Antiquarian  Society,  Yale  University  Library  and  possi- 
bly one  or  two  other  libraries.  On  the  other  hand,  every  manuscript 
is  unique  and  our  library  future  is  as  a regional  depository  for  Con- 
necticut manuscripts.  Funds  for  this  purpose  must  be  found  and 
we  must  continually  add  to  our  collection  which  already  exceeds 
a million  pieces.  Fortunately,  members  and  friends  have  been  most 
generous  in  placing  in  our  custody  family  accumulations,  but  when 
they  do  appear  on  the  market,  we  should  be  prepared  to  purchase 
them.

Funds  marked  library,  §603.25  is  all  that  we  have  for  maps,  news- 
papers, engravings,  broadsides  and  manuscripts.  The  book  sketches 
and  manuscripts  shown  this  evening  cost  §187.50  so  that  already 
we  have  spent  nearly  a third  of  the  money  available  for  the  library 
this  year.  Only  §23.79  a year  is  available  for  museum  purchases. 
Comparable  institutions  budget  four  to  five  times  these  figures. 
Our  position  can  not  be  maintained  if  this  trend  continues.  Sub- 
stantial increases  in  our  endowment  for  this  purpose  are  critically 
needed  and  I even  suggest  that  it  would  be  highly  proper  that 
surpluses  in  general  expense  income,  or  at  least  a portion  thereof, 
be  allocated  for  this  purpose. 

Noteworthy  manuscript  gifts  included  that  of  Rose  Wilder 
Terry  of  Tryon,  North  Carolina,  who  added  fifteen  more  letters 
to  the  Wadsworth  Collection.  These  were  from  Harriet  Wads- 
worth to  her  father,  mother,  and  brother,  Daniel,  between  1785- 
1791.  She  was  aready  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  was  living 
in  New  York  and  Lebanon  in  hopes  of  relief.  The  story  of  her 
tragic  death  is  related  in  the  40  letters  presented  two  years  ago, 
written  by  Daniel  Wadsworth  from  Bermuda. 
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We  are  always  pleased  when  young  students  are  assigned  proj- 
ects in  our  library.  An  American  History  class  from  Loomis  School 
did  considerable  research  here  in  compiling  “Connecticut  Guber- 
natorial Elections  of  1861  and  1862,”  a copy  of  which  they  pre- 
sented to  the  Library. 

Mrs.  C.  Edwin  Blake  presented  a number  of  records  and  ac- 
count books  of  Herman  Chapin  & Co.,  makers  of  tools  in  Pine 
xMeadow,  1837  to  recent  times.  These  are  particularly  valuable  due 
to  the  present  interest  in  early  tools  and  crafts. 

During  the  year  the  Bates  Collection  of  Juvenile  Books  was  cat- 
alogued and  installed  in  a locked  case  which  once  belonged  to  the 
Society’s  first  Librarian,  Thomas  Robbins.  This  was  at  the  request 
of  the  donor,  one  of  whose  last  acts  was  to  inspect  the  future  home 
of  his  collection.  It  consists  of  2267  titles.  In  addition,  1400  other 
books,  mostly  those  presented  in  memory  of  Lucius  B.  Barbour  a 
year  ago,  were  catalogued,  resulting  in  25,000  cards  being  filed  in 
the  main  catalogue.

Though  no  concentrated  effort  to  unpack  has  been  possible,  we 
still  have  unearthed  significant  items  which  we  had  no  idea  we 
possessed.  Perhaps  most  important  was  the  rarest  American  edi- 
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Mrs.  J.  H.  K.  Dans 
tion  of  The  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  in  the  Indian  language, 
printed  by  Richard  and  Samuel  Draper,  Boston,  1763. 

We  also  discovered  The  Practice  of  Perspective,  London,  i759>. a 
presentation  to  John  Trumbull  while  he  was  studying  art  in 
London,  and  two  rare  engravings:  the  1789  Astronomical  Char 
by  Bartholomew  Burges;  and  T.  Wightmans  map  of  the  State 

of  New  York,  1801.  ^ i i i 

Again  our  slides  were  used  by  Professor  C.  C.  Sellers,  and  books 

or  documents  were  lent  Sturbridge  Village  and  Trinity  College 
for  exhibition  purposes. 

Museum 

Care  of  the  Museum  is  a constant  struggle  with  a shortage  of 
help.  Administration  with  accession  and  storage  records  is  a time- 
consuming  job.  and  planning  and  installing  exhibitions  is  ex- 
tremely  difficult  with  the  available  staff.  Four  exhibitions  were 
arranged  during  the  year:  Tucker  China,  lent  by  Philip  Hamer- 
slouah ; John  Trumbull,  Connecticut  Artist;  Sketches  and  Fin- 
ished  Wash  Drawings  by  John  Warner  Barber;  and  Coins,  ar- 
ranged  by  the  Hartford  Numismatic  Society.  These  necessitated 
complete  changes  in  Galleries  1 and  2,  anti  the  main  floor  exlnbi- 
tion  room.

As  a direct  result  of  the  Steward  exhibition  a year  ago,  we  now 
know  of  the  location  of  fourteen  more  of  his  portraits  from  Massa- 
chusetts to  Florida.  The  bulk  of  them  were  purchased  from  the 
estate  of  a descendant.  We  hope  to  get  a complete  record  of  these 
paintings  for  our  files. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  single  out  gifts  without  being  accused  of 
discrimination.  All  gifts  are  noted  among  accessions,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  some  years  our  records  are  reasonably  up  to  date. 
There  is  time  to  mention  only  a few,  and  perhaps  of  greatest  in- 
terest was  the  collection  of  field  sketches  and  finished  pen  and 
ink  wash  drawings  of  Connecticut  scenes,  by  John  Warner  Barber, 
presented  by  Houghton  Bulkeley.  There  are  240  sketches  and  123 
drawings,  done  between  1834  and  1836  to  illustrate  his  Connecti- 
cut Historical  Collections,  first  published  in  1836.  These  views  are 
extremely  valuable,  for  in  some  cases  they  did  not  appear  in  the 
published  volume  and  are  consequently  unique  records  of  Con-

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necticut.  They  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  A portion  were 
matted  and  exhibited  in  Gallery  I,  commencing  in  January. 

An  unusual  three-tier  tin  chandelier  from  St.  Matthew’s  Episco- 
pal Church  in  East  Plymouth  was  presented  by  Horace  R.  Whit- 
tier, of  Bristol.  The  church  was  erected  about  1792  and  it  is  believed 
the  chandelier  dates  from  that  period.  We  are  hopeful  of  restoring 
this  to  original  condition,  and  then  displaying  it  to  the  best  advan- 
tage. Since  it  has  a spread  of  44  inches  and  is  32  inches  high,  this 
will  be  somewhat  of  a problem. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  18th  century  portraiture.  Ac- 
cessions in  this  field  are  few  and  far  between.  George  Gilman,  Jr., 
presented  an  oil  on  canvas  portrait  of  Capt.  Ashbel  Riley.  He  was 
born  in  Wethersfield,  1733  34,  and  we  believe  this  was  painted 
about  1764.  There  is  some  evidence  indicating  that  a group  of  por- 
traits painted  in  Hartford,  Middletown,  and  New  London  during 
that  period  were  by  William  Johnston  of  Boston.  We  attribute 
this  painting  to  Johnston  and  are  planning  an  exhibition  of  his 
work  next  fall. 

We  have  mentioned  previously  that  we  have  no  money  ear- 
marked for  museum  acquisitions.  Consequently,  when  significant 
objects  are  available  we  buy  and  then  try  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds.  At  best,  this  is  most  unsatisfactory. 

Few,  however,  will  criticize  the  purchase  of  a marked  gold  neck- 
lace clasp  by  John  Gardiner  of  New  London.  Marked  Connecticut 
colonial  gold  is  virtually  unknown  and  I know  of  no  other  piece. 
Gardiner  was  born  October  7,  1734,  son  of  Jonathan  and  Mary 
(Adams)  Gardiner.  He  married  in  1766  and  died  March  1,  1776. 
He  was  a good  silversmith  and  his  work  is  prized  by  collectors. 

Another  purchase  was  the  water  color  of  Monte  Video  by  Dan- 
iel Wadsworth,  described  in  our  last  Bulletin.  Again,  we  could 
not  pass  up  the  opportunity  of  adding  it  to  our  collection. 

We  have  a fairly  large  collection  of  Connecticut  glass.  When 
two  Willington  flasks  with  sheared  and  lapped  necks  and  a West- 
ford  flask  were  available,  filling  gaps  in  the  collection,  we  felt  im- 
pelled to  purchase  them  for  the  Society. 

To  facilitate  records  and  provide  illustrations  suitable  for  repro- 
duction, a four  by  five  inch  view  camera  was  purchased  and  has 
been  very  helpful.  Largely  due  to  our  furniture  seminar,  more  than 
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200  colored  slides  were  added  to  our  slide  file.  We  also  secured  five 
folding  tables  for  dining  purposes. 

The  true  value  of  a museum  can  in  part  be  measured  in  terms 
of  use  by  other  institutions.  We  have  always  been  cooperative  and 
this  year  lent  objects  to  the  Bristol  Clock  Museum,  General  Dy- 
namics Corporation,  Farmington  Museum,  Wadsworth  Athe- 
neum,  and  the  Corcoran  Gallery  in  Washington. 

Editor 

Publications  this  year  consisted  of  the  usual  Bulletin,  index  and 
title  page;  Annual  Report;  and  Collections,  Volumes  27  and  28. 
Copy  for  the  next  volume  of  Collections  has  been  prepared  and 
sent  to  the  printer.  Some  work  has  also  been  done  on  the  catalogue 
of  the  Seymour  Furniture  Collection. 

Some  years  ago  Albert  C.  Bates  turned  over  to  us  his  Cheeky 
List  of  Connecticut  Broadsides  Before  1800.  This  will  be  published 
as  soon  as  possible  as  a Memorial  to  his  forty-seven  years  of  service 
- as  Librarian  of  the  Society. 

With  the  increase  in  size  of  the  Bulletin,  editing  is  now.  a full- 
time job,  and  we  were  pleased  in  March  when  Phyllis  Kihn  of 
Hadlyme  joined  us.  It  is  hoped  the  Bulletin  will  be  on  schedule  by 
fall,  and  that  these  other  publications  will  proceed  speedily. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Edgar  F.  Waterman,  Volume  3 of 
The  Waterman  Family  is  being  published  and  should  be  ready 
for  distribution  this  summer.  Proceeds  from  this  augment  the 
Principal  of  the  Waterman  Fund. 

A revision  of  our  Boo\s  for  Sale  was  distributed,  and  resulted 
in  sales  of  $1,' 060.18,  credited  to  Principal  of  the  various  funds.

We  are  indebted  to  Connecticut  Printers  for  their  gift  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Hadley  Chest  by  Clair  Franklin  Luther.  Sales  of 
this  book  are  credited  to  the  Brainard  Fund  Principal.  James  C. 
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Kimberly  of  Neenah,  Wisconsin,  donated  a number  of  copies  of 
The  Genealogy  of  the  Kimberly  Family,  compiled  by  Donald  L. 
Jacobus,  1950.  Sales  of  this  volume  are  to  be  credited  to  the  princi- 
pal of  the  Library-Museum  Fund.  Gifts  such  as  these  are  most 
encouraging  for  proceeds  from  the  sales  augment  our  Library 
funds,  providing  increased  income  every  year. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  widening  of  Asylum  Avenue  provided  an  opportunity  to 
close  the  middle  driveway  entrance,  and  to  amesite  the  space  be- 
tween the  sidewalk  and  curbing.  All  overgrown  shrubs  along  the 
Elizabeth  Street  wall  were  removed.  Through  the  generosity  of 
our  President,  a truck-load  of  laurel  was  planted  on  the  hillside 
adjoining  the  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation  property,  and 
foundation  planting  was  placed  alongside  the  book  stack  wing. 

The  exterior  woodwork  of  the  building  was  treated  with  two 
coats  of  Cuprinol,  and  an  office  was  painted.  A snow  guard  was 
erected  along  the  northern  edge  of  the  main  roof.  A new  carpet 
was  placed  on  the  stairs  and  second  floor  hall.  At  the  request  of 
the  ladies,  a mirror  was  put  in  the  main  floor  coat-room.  In  mem- 
ory of  George  E.  Hoadley,  whose  bequest  made  this  building  pos- 
sible, a slate  plaque  by  John  Howard  Benson  of  Newport  was 
set  on  the  wall  in  the  Smoking  Room.  He  also  designed  the 
plaque  in  memory  of  George  Dudley  Seymour  whose  collection, 
generously  endowed,  is  exhibited  in  the  Seymour  Room. 

The  Hartford  Fire  Alarm  bell,  1881-1921,  weighing  8975  pounds, 
six  feet  seven  inches  in  circumference,  was  placed  near  the  north 
end,  and  an  old  Connecticut  boundary  marker  was  set  at  the  south 
end,  of  the  parking  lot. 

Along  with  other  institutions,  we  were  plagued  with  unantici- 
pated increases  in  certain  of  our  fixed  costs.  Liability  Insurance 
rates  went  up.  Our  elevator  service  contract  increased  $4.00  a 
month.  With  more  staff  members,  Workman's  Compensation  In- 
surance was  more  costly. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  your  Director  has  attended  several  conventions  of 
professional  organizations,  and  participated  in  meetings  of  inter- 
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est  to  the  Society.  He  has  addressed  thirty-seven  groups,  both  here 
and  throughout  the  state,  appeared  twice  on  television,  and  trav- 
eled several  thousand  miles  searching  for  and  locating  acquisitions. 
He  was  honored  by  election  to  The  American  Antiquarian  So- 
ciety, Corresponding  Member  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  and  non-resident  member  of  the  Colonial  Society  of 
Massachusetts. 

1 am  grateful  to  the  staff  for  their  sincere  efforts  to  improve  the 
work  of  this  Society.  Marjorie  F.  Waterman,  especially,  accepted 
a scholarship  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and  attended  a sixteen  ses- 
sion TV  Workshop,  gift  of  WTIC.  Her  counsel  and  experience 
in  preparing  material  for  use  in  this  medium  will  be  of  great 
value  in  the  future.  Our  loyal  volunteers,  Miss  Eleanor  Ferguson 
and  Mrs.  Alfred  H.  Terry,  have  been  of  great  service.  Committees 
have  functioned  well.  To  all  I acknowledge  my  personal  debt  of 
gratitude,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Society. 

I would  be  less  than  candid  not  to  admit  the  sobering  realization 
that  to  equal  or  surpass,  in  gifts  and  accessions,  the  accomplish- 
ments this  year  will  be  next  to  impossible.  There  are  also  some 
things  with  which  we  are  decidedly  unhappy.  We  are  frustrated 
with  our  apparent  inability  to  add  substantially  to  endowment 
for  the  increase  of  the  Library  and  Museum.  Lack  of  manpower 
makes  unpacking  painfully  slow,  and  complete  removal  from  our 
former  quarters  depends  upon  clearing  floor  space.  We  finally  are 
faced  with  the  problem  of  an  Auditorium.  Yes,  we  can  take  pride 
in  what  has  been  done,  but  we  should  accept  the  fact  that  we  must 
give  even  more  effort  in  the  future  if  our  plans  for  this  great  and 
venerable  institution  are  to  succeed.

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Report  of  the  President 


gain  your  President  has  chosen  to  make  his  required  address 


at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  the  form  of  a review  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  past  year  and  the  prospects  for  the  future,  as  well  as  the 
needs  of  the  Society.  The  details  of  our  activities  will  be  left  largely 
to  the  Director  to  cover  in  his  report. 

Some  years  ago  the  Society  decided  to  limit  its  field  to  matters 
relating  to  the  State  of  Connecticut.  This  has  been  a wise  move  in 
every  way  and  has  enabled  the  staff  to  do  a better  job  through 
concentrating  on  a smaller  range  of  subjects.  The  results  have 
added  to  the  standing  and  reputation  of  the  Society.  After  a long 
period  of  standing  still,  w*e  are  now  spoken  of  as  one  of  the  more 
progressive  groups  in  our  field.  The  credit  for  this  belongs  entirely 
to  our  Director  and  his  staff,  who  have  chosen  wisely  the  subjects 
on  which  to  concentrate  for  the  year’s  program.  Our  exhibitions 
have  attracted  attention  not  only  in  Hartford  but  throughout  the 
Northeast.  They  have  in  all  cases  featured  subjects  not  previously 
given  prominence.  By  them  the  Society  has  brought  about  a closer 
friendship  with  similar  organizations  who  have  reciprocated  in  a 
generous  manner  when  we  have  asked  them  for  aid  in  the  matter 
of  loans  or  other  services. 

The  generous  appropriation  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for 
Public  Giving,  which  we  received  for  the  preservation  and  restora- 
tion of  our  museum  objects  has  been  spent  with  noticeable  results. 
During  the  year  we  have  loaned  several  paintings  to  specialized 
exhibits.  They  would  have  attracted  little  notice  and  would  not 
have  been  sought  for  had  they  not  been  recently  cleaned  as  a result 
of  this  appropriation.  Visitors  have  made  frequent  comment  that 
few  museums  have  their  collections  in  as  good  order  as  we  do  and 
are  envious  of  us. 

We  have  been  particularly  favored  by  gifts  of  choice  items  this 
year.  These  have  added  much  to  our  museum  and  to  our  library 
and  will  receive  comment  in  detail  by  the  Director. 

Let  me  mention  a subject  which  has  been  of  particular  interest 
to  me  personally.  Recently  the  Society  secured  the  original  bills 
for  the  furniture  for  the  Senate  chamber  in  the  Old  State  House. 
The  price  was  high  but  the  items  were  unique  and  had  a particu- 
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lar  appeal  to  me  because  of  my  close  associations  with  that  building 
for  many  years.  They  give  a new  light  on  the  furnishings  and  ap- 
pearance of  the  Senate  chamber,  which  I hope  can  be  given  to  the 
public  after  further  study.  If  the  result  is  as  interesting  as  I believe 
it  will  be,  it  may  serve  to  stimulate  the  restoration  of  this  room  to 
its  former  glory.  In  this  case  I believe  that  we  will  have  the  hand- 
somest room  surviving  from  the  post-Revolutionary  period.  While 
the  Society  does  not  have  the  funds  for  this  restoration,  it  may  be 
a proper  function  for  us  to  take  the  lead  in  bringing  it  about. 

Finally,  I will  discuss  our  future  needs.  The  building  of  an  audi- 
torium was  forced  on  us  by  the  increasing  attendance  at  our  meet- 
ings, which  on  several  occasions  has  far  exceeded  the  capacity  of 
this  small  room.  We  cannot  attract  new  members  or  retain  older 
ones  if  we  cannot  accommodate  them  at  our  meetings.  The  new 
building  will  entail  some  expense  for  maintenance  and  a slight 
loss  of  income.  We  trust  that  our  growth  will  make  up  for  these. 

We  still  suffer  from  the  lack  of  a staff  large  enough  to  conduct 
our  activities  adequately.  This  is  most  noticeable  in  the  matter  of 
cataloguing.  Each  year  we  seem  to  lose  ground  because  our  acces- 
sions are  more  than  we  can  catalogue.  Two  or  three  other  staff 
members  would  do  a great  deal  to  relieve  our  Director  of  work 
which  he  should  properly  leave  to  others.  At  present  he  is  not  only 
serving  as  our  executive  but  at  times,  I am  sure,  has  actively  carried 
out  every  type  of  work  connected  with  the  Society’s  activities,  in- 
cluding the  operation  of  the  snowplow.  We  owe  it  to  him  to  en- 
able him  to  be  a Director  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word. 

To  me  it  has  been  a year  of  pleasure  and  privilege.  Not  only  has 
the  Society  grown  in  membership,  without  any  artificial  stimulus, 
but  there  has  been  a particularly  pleasing  increase  in  interest  by 
the  members.  I thank  you  for  your  support.

Liberty.  She  died  April  12,  1955  in  Manchester  Memorial  Hospital 
and  is  buried  in  West  Cemetery,  Bristol. 

Mrs.  Beach  had  been  a resident  of  Manchester  for  the  past  eight 
years.  She  attended  the  Center  Congregational  Church,  Man- 
chester, was  a member  of  the  Bristol  Congregational  Church,  and 
was  active  in  the  Red  Cross  and  numerous  church  and  civic  groups. 
Besides  her  husband  and  father,  Mrs.  Beach  is  survived  by  a sister, 
Mrs.  Leo  J.  Prunier,  Worcester;  four  brothers,  Robert  and  Alden 
Liberty,  Worcester,  Wallace  Liberty,  Hyannis,  Massachusetts, 
Lawrence  Liberty  of  Meriden;  and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Thomas 
G.  Kelley,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  Miss  Marion  Lee  Beach,  Man- 
chester. 

Leon  Parker  Broadhurst 

Leon  Parker  Broadhurst  of  West  Hartford  joined  the  Society  as 
a member  December  2,  1924.  He  retired  as  president  of  the  Phoe- 
nix State  Bank  and  Trust  Company  September  30,  1949,  and  was 
one  of  Hartford’s  most  prominent  bankers.  He  was  born  June  14, 
1871  in  Manchester,  the  son  of  the  late  Thomas  and  Ellen  M. 
(Lyman)  Broadhurst. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen,  Mr.  Broadhurst  went  to  work  at  the  old 
Charter  Oak  National  Bank  as  runner  at  $5.00  a week.  During  the 
next  three  years  he  supplemented  his  income  by  acting  as  bill  col- 
lector for  doctors.  In  1890  he  joined  the  Phoenix  National  Bank 
where  he  remained  fifty-nine  years.  In  1901  he  was  promoted  to 
assistant  cashier  from  which  position  he  was  to  rise  steadily.  In 
October  of  1904  he  was  named  cashier  of  the  bank ; and  in  January, 
1913,  he  became  vice  president.  He  was  forty-four  years  old  when 
elected  president  of  the  Phoenix  National  Bank,  November  19, 
1915,  having  previously  been  a director  for  less  than  a year.  On 
January  11,  1944  he  was  made  chairman  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Broadhurst  aided  in  the  merger  of  the  Phoenix  State  Bank 
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and  Trust  Company  and  the  Capitol  National  Bank,  as  well  as 
in  the  consolidation  of  the  Phoenix  State  Bank  and  Trust  Com- 
pany and  the  Phoenix  National  Bank.  He  served  as  president  of 
the  Hartford  Clearing  House  Association,  and  was  a director  of 
many  important  concerns,  including  the  National  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  the  Phoenix  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  Mechan- 
ics Savings  Bank  of  Hartford,  New  Britain  Machine  Company, 
Cushman  Chuck,  Maxim  Silencer,  and  C.  H.  Dexter  & Sons,  Inc. 
He  was  active  in  the  Liberty  Bond  drives  in  Hartford  during 
World  War  I,  and  was  a former  major  in  the  Veterans  City  Guard. 
He  was  also  a former  president  of  the  Wampanoag  Country  Club, 
and  served  on  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  as 
well  as  the  Board  of  Finance.  In  1940  he  acted  as  treasurer  for  a 
$20,000  fund  raising  campaign  for  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital. 

Besides  his  wife,  the  former  Alice  M.  Best  whom  he  married  in 
May,  1895,  he  leaves  three  daughters,  Mrs.  Edwin  Ferguson  of 
Westwood,  Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Lloyd  V.  Armstrong  of  New  York 
City,  Miss  Grace  A.  Broadhurst  of  Hartford;  a sister,  Mrs.  Mildred 
A.  Huntington  of  Florida,  four  grandchildren  and  seven  great- 
grandchildren. Mr.  Broadhurst  is  buried  at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery. 

Cornelius  Sanford  Bull 

Cornelius  Sanford  Bull  of  Middlebury  who  joined  the  Society 
as  a member  February  4,  1947,  died  at  his  home  February  24,  1955. 
He  was  born  in  Terryville  June  27, 1871,  the  son  of  Cornelius  Ward 
and  Sarah  Alice  (Sanford)  Bull. 

Mr.  Bull  was  a graduate  of  Yale  University,  1893.  Soon  after,  he 
joined  the  Waterbury  Watch  Company,  1894-1914.  He  joined  the 
Colonial  Trust  Company  of  Waterbury  in  1905  as  assistant  trust 
officer,  retiring  from  this  firm  in  1925  to  join  the  Waterbury  Com- 
panies, Inc.,  as  vice  president.  Mr.  Bull  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the 
former  Helen  Ives  Smith  whom  he  married  October  24,  1906. 

Alice  Twiss  Cummings 

Alice  Twiss  Cummings  of  Hartford,  a member  of  the  Society 
since  May  27,  1924,  was  born  in  Canaan  June  29,  1866,  and  died 
January  7,  1955  at  a private  hospital  in  West  Hartford.  She  was  the 
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daughter  of  Francis  A.  and  Mary  (Lamphear)  Cummings,  and 
was  a graduate  of  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  in  1886. 

Miss  Cummings  was  retired  librarian  of  the  Hartford  Public 
Library  which  she  had  joined  in  1892.  Prior  to  this  position,  she 
was  employed  by  the  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  and  the 
American  Publishing  Company.  She  served  as  assistant  to  the 
librarian,  the  late  Caroline  Hewins,  whom  she  succeeded  upon 
her  death  in  1926.  In  March  of  1927  Miss  Cummings  retired,  spend- 
ing two  and  a half  years  abroad. 

She  was  an  active  member  of  the  Center  Church,  a member  of 
the  American  Library  Association,  the  Connecticut  Library  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Friends  of  Hartford,  as  well  as  a former  member 
of  the  Hartford  Business  and  Professional  Women’s  Club,  the  West 
Hartford  League  of  Women  Voters,  and  the  Young  Women’s 
Christian  Association  upon  whose  general  education  committee 
she  served.  Miss  Cummings  is  buried  at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery. 


Samuel  Allan  Davis 

Samuel  Allan  Davis  of  Danbury,  elected  to  the  Society  as  a 
member  March  1,  1938,  was  born  in  Danbury  October  14,  1865, 
the  son  of  Allan  John  and  Caroline  (Bulkeley)  Davis.  He  died  on 
May  14,  1952.  In  1882  he  was  graduated  from  the  Danbury  High 
School.  He  was  a student  at  Harvard  College,  1888-1889;  and  was 
a graduate  of  Yale  Law  School  in  1893.  On  October  1,  1891  he 
married  Jessie  J.  Hendrick  of  Danbury. 

Mr.  Davis  was  admitted  to  the  Connecticut  Bar  in  1893,  and  the 
New  York  Bar  in  1898.  From  1892  to  1904  he  was  in  partnership 
with  the  late  Judge  Lyman  D.  Brewster,  and  with  the  late  Judge 
Howard  B.  Scott  from  1906  to  1907.  He  was  associated  with  Pro- 
bate Judge  Robert  K.  Watson  in  1936,  and  more  recently  with 
Attorney  Theodore  Gemza.  He  was  corporation  counsel  for  the 
city  of  Danbury,  1912-1913;  associate  judge,  1897-1922;  and  judge, 
1926-1931.  From  1919  to  1921  Mr.  Davis  was  a member  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Connecticut  Legislature,  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  American  Bar  Association  and  the  Connecticut 
Bar  Association.  He  was  originally  a Democrat  and  was  elected 
to  the  first  town  school  board  in  1904,  after  the  school  districts 
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were  consolidated.  He  became  interested  in  the  Progressive  party 
in  the  days  of  Theodore  Roosevelt,  and  was  later  affiliated  with 
the  Republican  party. 

His  wife  died  in  1941,  and  their  daughter,  Mrs.  Harry  S.  Whit- 
lock, died  in  1938.  Mr.  Davis  is  survived  by  a cousin,  Mrs.  Hattie 
Trowbridge  GeSell  of  Danbury;  and  two  nephews,  Dr.  Donald 
Davis  of  New  York  City,  and  Leslie  Davis  of  Florida. 


Fred  Erving  Dayton 

Fred  Erving  Dayton  of  New  York  City,  who  joined  the  Society 
as  a member  June  7,  1943,  was  a publishing  executive  and  author. 
He  died  October  29,  1954  in  New  York  City,  having  been  sales 
manager  of  the  Conde  Nast  Press  for  twenty-six  years  until  his 
retirement  in  1950. 

Mr.  Dayton  wTas  a native  of  Hartford  and  was  a graduate  of  the 
Brown  School  and  Hartford  Public  High  School.  For  a time  he 
was  a reporter  on  the  old  Hartford  Post,  the  Sunday  Globe,  and 
the  Hartford  Times.  Mr.  Dayton  wrote  a series  of  articles  about 
life  in  Hartford  during  the  Gay  90’s  entitled  “The  Whole  Decade” 
which  ran  for  about  a year  on  the  editorial  page  of  the  Hartford 
Times.  He  was  also  an  officer  and  a sheet  anchor  of  the  Hartford 
Press  Club. 

He  joined  the  old  Electric  Vehicle  Company  of  Hartford  as 
branch  manager  of  the  Boston  and  Chicago  offices  in  1904,  be- 
coming sales  manager  of  its  successor,  the  Columbia  Motor  Com- 
pany. He  served  as  general  manager  of  the  National  Incinerator 
Company  of  New  York,  a vice  president  of  the  Ajax  Rubber  Com- 
pany of  Trenton,  New  Jersey  with  which  he  was  associated  for 
ten  years,  and  in  1921  joined  the  Cross  and  Brown  Company  of 
New  York. 

His  interest  in  historical  matters  led  him  to  become  founder 
and  lifetime  historian  of  the  Hartford  Yacht  Club.  He  wrote 
sketches  for  the  Dutch  Treat  Club  of  New  York,  was  author  of 
Steamboat  Days,  published  1925.  Prior  to  his  illness  he  was  writing 
a history  of  the  Connecticut  River,  himself  a descendant  of  the 
colonial  settlers  of  the  Connecticut  River  Valley.  He  also  compiled 
the  official  history  of  the  Players  Club  of  New  York  of  which  he 
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had  been  a member  for  thirty-five  years.  Mr.  Dayton  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Dauntless  Club  of  Essex,  and  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution.  He  leaves  his  wife,  Mrs.  Helena  Smith  Dayton,  for- 
merly of  Hartford.  He  is  buried  at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery. 

Edward  Bronson  Field 

Edward  Bronson  Field  of  Hartford,  who  died  at  Hartford  Hos- 
pital July  27,  1954  after  a long  illness,  became  a member  of  the 
Society  January  4,  1927.  He  was  born  in  Hartford  April  27,  1872, 
the  son  of  Charles  H.  and  Elizabeth  (Tremaine)  Field.  He  was 
graduated  from  the  Hartford  High  School  with  the  class  of  1881. 

Mr.  Field  joined  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  in  1904  as 
special  agent  in  Hartford,  becoming  casualty  manager  in  1906,  and 
in  1936  was  made  advisory  manager  of  the  Casualty  and  Liability 
departments  of  that  firm.  At  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1941 
he  was  one  of  the  oldest  branch  office  managers  in  the  Travelers 
organization,  having  developed  the  local  casualty  insurance  busi- 
ness from  a small  volume  to  one  of  considerable  magnitude. 

Prior  to  his  long  association  with  the  Travelers  Insurance  Com- 
pany, Mr.  Field  was  connected  with  the  Pratt  & Cady  Company, 
the  Pope  Manufacturing  Company,  and  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Civitan  Club,  the  Hartford  Club,  the 
20th  Century  Club,  and  was  a former  commodore  and  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  Hartford  Canoe  Club. 

Mr.  Field  is  survived  by  a son,  Col.  Tremaine  K.  Field,  U.S.A. 
(ret.)  of  Westport;  a daughter,  Mrs.  Eleanor  F.  Wells  of  Suffield; 
and  three  grandchildren. 


Charles  Archibald  Goodwin 

Attorney  Charles  A.  Goodwin  of  Hartford,  who  became  a mem- 
ber of  the  Society  February  1, 1921,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  Octo- 
ber 7,  1954.  He  was  one  of  the  city’s  most  prominent  citizens, 
having  served  nineteen  consecutive  terms  as  chairman  of  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  of  Hartford,  and  fifty  years 
on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insur- 
ance Company.  He  had  also  been  president  of  the  State  Savings 
Bank  since  1918,  and  was  senior  partner  of  one  of  Hartford’s 
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leading  law  firms,  Shipman  and  Goodwin.  He  was  a member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Phoenix  State  Bank,  the  ^tna  In- 
surance Company,  the  Church  Life  Insurance  Corporation  and 
the  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company.  He  had  been  a member  ot 
the  Connecticut  Bar  Association  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

Mr.  Goodwin  was  born  November  18,  1876,  the  son  of  the  late 
Reverend  Francis  and  Mary  Alsop  (Jackson)  Goodwin.  He  was 
graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1898,  and  from  Harvard  Law 
School  in  1901.  He  soon  entered  the  firm  of  Gross  and  Shipman, 
and  was  later  associated  with  M.  Toscan  Bennett,  a classmate,  to 
form  the  law  firm  of  Bennett  and  Goodwin.  He  was  executive 
secretary  to  two  governors,  George  B.  Lilley  and  Frank  B.  Weeks, 
and  in  1910  was  named  a candidate  for  the  gubernatorial  nomina- 
tion for  governorship  at  the  Republican  Convention.  In  1923  he 
was  elected  to  succeed  his  father  as  trustee  of  the  Watkinson  Li- 
brary, and  in  1926,  having  been  treasurer  since  1921,  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum.  He  was  also  named  presi- 
dent of  the  Connecticut  Humane  Society  in  1925,  and  was  chair- 
man of  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giving. 

Mr  Goodwin  was  a member  of  many  societies,  including  the 
Municipal  Art  Society,  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  the  Yale  and 
Harvard  Clubs  of  New  York  and  Hartford,  the  Hartford  Yacht 
Club  the  Dauntless  Club  of  Essex,  Fisher’s  Island  Club,  Hert- 
ford Golf  Club,  the  Republican  Club,  and  the  Hartford  and  Uni- 
versity Clubs.  He  was  an  ardent  sailing  enthusiast. 

In  1912  he  married  the  former  Ruth  Cheney  who  died  in  1952. 
He  is  survived  by  three  sons,  the  Reverend  Charles  Goodwin  of 
Yantic,  Jonathan  Goodwin  of  West  Hartford,  and  Benjamin  C. 
Goodwin  of  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  stationed  in  Texas;  two  daughters, 
Miss  Dorothy  Goodwin  of  Hartford  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Goodwin 
Ewing  of  West  Hartford;  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  Jeannette  G.  Ho- 
warth  of  Bermuda. 


Mrs.  Vista  Nichols  Pf.rdew 

Mrs.  Vista  Nichols  Perdew  of  West  Hartford,  elected  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Society  July  3,  195T  died  at  her  home  on  June  16, 
1954.  She  was  born  in  Elk  Falls,  Kansas,  residing  most  o her  life 
in  West  Hartford.  She  was  a member  of  the  Second  Church  ot 
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I Christ  Scientist,  Hartford.  Besides  her  husband,  Grover  G.  Per- 

dew,  Mrs.  Perdew  is  survived  by  one  sister,  Mrs.  Emma  Cherry 
of  San  Francisco,  California.  The  funeral  was  held  at  the  New- 
kirk & Whitney  Funeral  Home,  West  Hartford,  with  cremation 
in  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 

Delbert  K.  Perry 

T Delbert  K.  Perry  of  New  Britain  joined  the  Society  as  a member 

May  16,  1936.  He  was  a prominent  architect  and  past  president  of 

ithe  Connecticut  chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

He  died  June  18,  1954  at  his  home  in  New  Britain  after  a long  ill- 
ness. 

Mr.  Perry  was  born  in  Tioga,  Pennsylvania.  He  designed  many 
landmarks  throughout  Connecticut  and  at  his  death  was  assisting 
in  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  New  Britain  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association.  He  was  connected  with  the  planning  of 
the  Nathan  Hale  and  Washington  Junior  High  Schools,  the  new 
wing  of  the  New  Britain  Art  Museum,  the  parish  house  of  the 
church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  St.  Andrew’s  Church  rectory, 
No.  4 Fire  Station  on  Corbin  Avenue,  and  the  Corbin  Heights 
Housing  project  in  New  Britain.  Added  to  these  were  plans  for 
many  of  the  early  buildings  at  the  University  of  Connecticut,  the 
Storrs  Congregational  Church,  buildings  at  Middletown  State 
Hospital,  Barnes  Chapel  in  West  Cemetery,  Bristol,  and  many 
residences  throughout  the  State.  He  was  a member  of  the  Rotary 
Club,  New  Britain  Club,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the 
Antiquarian  & Landmarks  Society  of  Connecticut. 

Mr.  Perry  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Grace  (Capen)  Perry; 
three  daughters,  Mrs.  Mabel  Smith  of  Binghamton,  New  York, 
Mrs.  Daniel  B.  Olson  of  Red  Bank,  New  Jersey,  and  Mrs.  Wallace

Mrs.  Priest  was  born  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  June  10, 
1869.  She  was  a graduate  of  Boston  University  and  was  married 
to  George  W.  Priest,  treasurer  of  the  New  Hartford  Water  Com- 
pany. Besides  her  husband,  Mrs.  Priest  leaves  a son,  John  S.  Priest 
of  West  Hartford,  a daughter,  Miss  Catherine  L.  Priest  of  New 
Hartford,  and  four  grandchildren. 

Mrs.  Helen  Turney  Sharps 

Mrs.  Helen  Turney  Sharps  of  Fairfield,  elected  to  membership 
in  the  Society  May  6,  1952,  died  May  20,  1954,  following  an  illness 
of  several  weeks.  She  had  been  a well-known  genealogist,  and  a 
former  treasurer  of  the  Fairfield  Historical  Society.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Genealogical  Committee  which  published  History 
and  Genealogy  of  the  Families  of  Fairfield,  compiled  by  Donald 
Lines  Jacobus,  1930.  Mrs.  Sharps  was  a member  of  the  Council, 
Fairfield  Historical  Society,  and  an  original  member  of  the  Build- 
ing Committee.  She  also  served  as  Regent  of  the  Eunice  Dennie 
Burr  chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  She  was 
treasurer  of  the  Fairfield  Garden  Club,  1917-1942,  and  served  as 
president  in  1943  and  1944.  She  was  an  honorary  member  and 
member  of  its  Executive  Committee  until  her  death.  Mrs.  Sharps 
is  survived  by  a daughter,  Mrs.  Rhoda  Ritger  of  Fairfield,  and  is 
buried  at  Fairfield  East  Cemetery. 

Samuel  Simpson 

Samuel  Simpson  of  Tolland,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
November  1,  1904,  died  at  his  home  January  15,  1955.  He  was  born 
in  Centerville,  Michigan  November  24,  1868,  the  son  of  Thomas 
and  Sarah  (Gibson)  Simpson. 

Doctor  Simpson  was  an  ordained  Congregational  minister  and 
was  professor  of  American  church  history  at  the  Hartford  Semi- 
nary for  many  years.

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Doctor  Simpson  is  survived  by  his  wife  Edith  (Summer)  Simp- 
son; a son,  William  S.  Simpson;  two  brothers,  a grandson  and  a 
great-granddaughter.  Burial  was  in  the  North  Cemetery,  Tolland. 

Robert  Allan  Squire 

Robert  Allan  Squire  of  Meriden  died  August  27,  1954.  He  be- 
came a member  of  the  Society  May  19,  1925.  Mr.  Squire  was  a 
graduate  of  Yale  University  in  1904,  and  was  a director  of  the  Meri- 
den Music  Association.  He  served  as  organ  and  choir  director  in 
churches  in  Hartford,  Wethersfield  and  Middletown.  In  1913  he 
married  the  former  Margaret  D.  Welles  of  Wethersfield,  and 
shortly  prior  to  Mr.  Squire’s  death,  the  couple  celebrated  their 
40th  wedding  anniversary.  He  was  a member  of  the  Hartford 
Choral  Club,  the  Hartford  Oratorio  Society,  Bruce  Simond’s  A 
Cappella  Choir  in  New  Haven,  and  the  Connecticut  Chorale.  He 
was  also  a member  of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists,  the  Meri- 
den First  Congregational  Choir,  and  the  Hartford  University  Club. 
Early  in  his  career  (1897)  Mr.  Squire  was  appointed  by  the  late 
Senator  O.  EL  Platt  to  serve  as  page  boy  in  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate. He  headed  his  own  insurance,  real  estate  and  travel  agency  in 
Meriden. 

Mr.  Squire  is  survived  by  his  wife;  a brother,  Roger  W.  Squire 
with  whom  he  was  associated  in  the  insurance  business;  two  sons, 
Wilbur  W.  Squire  and  Robert  W.  Squire,  both  of  Meriden;  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  Dorothy  S.  Church  of  Meriden;  four  grandchil- 
dren, and  two  nieces  and  nephews. 

Mrs.  Fred  E.  Stow  (Jennie  Elsie  Cowles) 

Mrs.  Fred  E.  Stow  of  Haddonfield,  New  Jersey  joined  the  So- 
ciety as  a member  March  5,  1929.  She  was  born  September  4,  1867, 
the  daughter  of  Burdett  Elihu  and  Susan  Burr  (Carter)  Cowles.

Miss  Taylor  was  greatly  interested  in  historical  matters,  and  was 
especially  active  in  the  restoration  of  Glebe  House  in  Woodbury. 
She  was  a member  of  the  Mark  Twain  Association, -bad  been  on 
the  council  of  the  Founder’s  Society  of  Hartford,  and  wras  early 
a member  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of 
America  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  For  many 
years  she  served  on  the  board  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Elome  and 
was  a devoted  member  of  the  Church  of  Good  Shepherd.  At  the 
time  of  her  death  she  was  a member  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
the  Women’s  Exchange,  and  had  been  a former  president  of  the 
Hartford  branch  of  the  Needlework  Guild. 

Miss  Taylor  is  survived  by  a sister,  Miss  Ada  Louise  Taylor,  of 
Hartford. 

John  Latimer  Way 

John  Latimer  Way  of  West  Hartford  who  became  a member  of 
the  Society  October  27,  1908,  was  born  in  Gilead  July  1,  i860,  the 
son  of  John  Mirick  and  Elizabeth  Jerusha  (Welles)  Way.  He  died 
at  Rhode  Island  Hospital  in  Westerly,  Rhode  Island  July  18,  1954 
after  a short  illness. 

Mr.  Way  was  a retired  vice  president  of  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Company,  and  was  a summer  resident  of  Weekapaug,  Rhode  Is- 
land. At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  oldest  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  both  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  and 
the  Hartford-Connecticut  Trust  Company.  He  joined  the  insur- 
ance firm  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  retiring  some  thirty  years  ago.  He 
was  also  chairman  of  the  executive  committee,  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
Campaign  (insurance)  council,  Washington,  D.C.,  1917-1918,  and 
was  a member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  Mayflower 
Descendants,  and  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America.  Mr.  Way 
was  a Republican,  and  32  degree  Mason.  On  October  15,  1891  he 
married  1)  Gertrude  M.  Hanmer  of  Wethersfield,  and  2)  Mildred 
A.  E.  Camp  of  Hartford,  April  5,  1909.  He  leaves  his  widow,  the 
former  Mildred  Camp;  a daughter,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stedman;  and 
a son,  Frederick  L.  Way,  all  of  Hartford. 
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Report  of  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Introduction 

By  almost  any  standard,  we  have  just  concluded  a most  success- 
ful year.  Nearly  11,000  people  visited  our  building  and  sixty-four 
groups  met  here,  with  a total  attendance  of  4,175.  Our  eight  lec- 
tures and  twelve  seminars  were  attended  by  1,300  members  and 
friends.  Catered  luncheons  and  dinners  have  been  most  satisfac- 
tory. Cash  gifts  amounted  to  more  than  $6,100  from  the  following 
donors:  Charles  S.  Bissell,  Morgan  B.  Brainard,  Newton  C.  Brain- 
ard,  Mrs.  Newton  C.  Brainard,  H.  Bacon  Collamore,  Florence  S. 
M.  Crofut,  Philip  Hammerslough,  Ward  S.  Jacobs,  Henry  R.  Mal- 
lory, E.  A.  Moore,  Charles  Strickland,  Edgar  F.  Waterman  and 
Marjorie  F.  Waterman.  Gifts  to  the  library  were  appraised  at 
$15,600,  with  several  valuable  lots  still  to  be  listed.  Eight  exhibi- 
tions were  held  in  the  1st  floor  gallery  and  galleries  1 and  2.  Special 
catalogues  for  the  William  Johnston  and  Staffordshire  China 
shows  were  issued.  A total  income  of  $66,212.97  was  received,  with 
a return  of  6.29%  on  the  Consolidated  Fund  and  7.3%  on  the 
Hoadley  Fund.  Surplus  Income  was  enjoyed  in  both  General 
($3,367.05)  and  Building  funds  ($5,743.91)  which  made  possible 
wiping  out  the  deficit  of  $3,776.83  in  the  Robbins  Fund  Income. 
This  is  a very  pleasant  situation  due  to  prosperous  business  condi- 
tions, but  cannot  be  anticipated  every  year  We  badly  need  a manu- 
script cataloguer,  and  a museum  cu^cor,  which  would  require  a 
minimum  of  $6,000  additional  income.  What  is  minimum  today 
may  be  radically  ck  -*£>^1  tomorrow.

Never  before  have  we  enjoyed  such  publicity  as  appeared  in  local 
newspapers  and  Magazine  Antiques.

Library 

Acquisitions  and  discoveries  continue  to  steadily  enrich  our  col- 
lection. One  hundred  and  sixtv-four  volumes,  438  pamphlets,  and 
448  manuscripts  were  acquired  during  the  year.  Nearly  250  hours 
were  spent  unpacking.  A hasty  survey  resulted  in  the  discovery 
of  a number  of  rare  books.  For  example,  seven  editions  of  Baron 
Von  Steuben’s  Regulations  for  the  Order  and  Discipline  of  the 
Troops  of  the  US.  were  found  (Hartford,  1779,  1782;  Philadelphia,

1779;  Bennington,  Boston  and  New  York,  1794;  and  Albany, 
1803).

Other  valuable  books  acquired  at  the  Bates  sale  were  listed  and 
described,  pages  14-21,  in  our  Bulletin,  Volume  19,  and  are  here 
omitted. 

Of  the  group  purchased,  T’Other  Side  of  Ohio  presented  an 
interesting  problem.  Errors  in  bibliographies  often  make  life  mis- 
erable for  librarians.  Once  printed,  this  misinformation  will  be 
repeated.  Thompson’s  bibliography  of  Ohio  (894)  lists  T’Other 
Side  of  Ohio  by  J.  Oldfield,  published  1863,  which  Sabin  #57154 
repeats.  Wegelin’s  Early  American  Poetry  #1071  corrects  the  date 
to  1818,  still  crediting  it  to  Oldfield,  but  does  not  locate  a copy. 
The  Union  Catalogue  locates  only  two  copies. 

The  summer  of  1816  was  very  cold  throughout  New  England, 
with  frost  in  every  month.  Crops  were  about  half  normal.  The 
following  winter  and  spring  were  equally  severe.  The  War  of 
1812  resulted  in  depressed  business  conditions.  Many  families 
found  themselves  near  starvation  and,  to  escape  the  feeling  of 
despair  which  prevailed  throughout  the  states,  thousands  of  Newr 
Englanders  moved  west,  especially  to  Ohio. 

From  available  evidence,  a J.  Oldfield,  about  this  time,  published 
a “Poem  in  Three  Cantos”  which  described  Ohio  in  glowing 
terms.  It  was  good  propaganda  to  entice  emigrants  from  New 
England.  This  poem  is  unlocated  and  does  not  appear  in  Sabin, 
Wegelin  or  any  other  bibliography  available  to  us. 

In  answer  to  this  poem  by  J.  Oldfield,  Dr.  William  Meigs  Hand 
wrote  T’Other  Side  of  Ohio.  According  to  S.  G.  Goodrich  in 
Recollections  of  a Lifetime,  who  published  the  pamphlet  in  1818, 
the  author  was  well  acquainted  with  the  region.  Dr.  Hand  was 
born  in  Middletown,  October  6,  1789,  married  Susan  Stocking, 
and  died  July  29,  1820.  At  the  time  of  his  death  The  Middlesex 
Gazette  said  he  was  “a  man  whose  social  virtues  rendered  him 
dear  to  all  who  knew  him.”  North’s  History  of  Berlin,  Connecticut 
says  that  Dr.  Hand  practiced  medicine  there  several  years  and  was 
the  author  of  The  House  Surgeon  and  Physician,  published  anony- 
mously in  Hartford  in  1818.  Fifty  Puritan  Ancestors  by  Elizabeth 
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Todd  Nash  reproduces  a delightful  miniature  in  ivory  of  Dr. 
Hand. 

Close  examination  of  T’Other  Side  of  Ohio  reveals  a list  of 
arguments  in  favor  of  Ohio  as  they  appear  in  the  three  cantos  with 
quotes  from  Oldfield’s  poem.  In  the  preface,  Hand  states:  “Our 
author  (Oldfield),  although  he  seems  to  have  utterly  failed  in 
his  attempts  at  poetry;  yet  in  his  notes  has  accumulated  facts 
which  should  not  be  lost  to  the  people  of  New  England.” 

For  example,  in  the  first  canto: 

“A  New-England  wife  proposes  a removal  to  a better 
country,  to  the  pleasant  land  of  Ohio,  where  are  no  north 
east  winds,  and  no  winters;  where  spring  and  autumn  are 
for  ever  blended,  and  summer  and  winter  for  ever  ban- 
ished; where  are  no  parish  taxes;  and  no  turnpike  gates; 
where  corn  grows  ioo  bushels  to  the  acre  if  hoed,  50  if  not 
hoed,  and  25  if  not  planted;  where  whiskey  is  cheap;  and 
deer  as  plenty  as  lambs  in  yankee  pastures;  . . . and  where 
pigs  grow  fat  without  feeding.  . . .” 

Step  by  step,  the  arguments  in  favor  of  Ohio  are  blasted  with 
warnings  of  unpleasant  conditions  enroute  and  on  arrival,  some- 
times humorously,  always  cleverly  presented. 

We  were  delighted  to  acquire  by  purchase,  from  the  collection 
of  A.  C.  Bates,  a fine  copy  of  T’Other  Side  of  Ohio  which  lays  this 
ghost  to  rest.  It  corrects  the  earlier  errors  and  now  has  us  searching 
for  the  original  poem.  It  would  be  good  to  know  whether  T’Other 
Side  of  Ohio  is  only  a clever  satire,  or  whether  there  actually  was 
such  a poem. 

Mrs.  Edmund  L.  Warren  of  Kensington  gave  us  the  “Record 
Book  of  the  General  Railroad  Commissioners,  July  4,  1854-June 
22,  1864.”  This  was  kept  by  Henry  Hammond,  great  uncle  of  the 
donor. 

The  act  establishing  the  Commission  was  passed  in  1853.  ft  was 
the  Commissioners’  duty  to  keep  a record  of  all  complaints  and 
casualties  and  twice  a year  to  examine  the  various  railroads  to  see 
that  they  were  kept  in  suitable  repair.  Penalties  were  provided  for 
non-compliance  with  orders  by  the  Commissioners. 

It  is  hard  for  the  present  generation,  accustomed  to  the  large- 
scale  operations  of  the  “New  Haven  Road”,  to  realize  that  there 
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were  fourteen  independent  railroad  lines  operating  in  various 
parts  of  Connecticut  in  1854.  These  were:  Hartford,  New  Haven 
& Springfield  R.R.;  Canal  R.R.;  New  Haven  & New  London  R.R.; 
Norwich  & Worcester  R.R.;  Housatonic  R.R.;  Naugatuck  R.R.; 
New  Haven  & New  York  R.R.;  Danbury  R.R.;  Norfolk  County 
R.R.;  Stonington  R.R.;  New  London,  Willimantic  & Palmer  R.R.; 
Hartford,  Providence  & Fishkill  R.R.;  Middletown  Branch  R.R.; 
and  Boston  & New  York  Central  R.R. 

The  spring  and  fall  inspections  by  the  Commissioners  resulted 
in  interesting  criticisms  and  recommendations.  Many  of  the 
smaller  lines  were  hampered  by  poor  and  inadequate  equipment, 
such  as  the  Norwich  & Worcester  R.R.,  whose  engines  “are  not  all 
of  first  class  and  some  of  them  hardly  sufficient  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  used.”  In  one  instance,  the  entire  rolling  stock 
consisted  of  three  engines  and  eleven  cars. 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  character  of  employees,  especially 
mechanics,  and  the  officials  of  Hartford,  New  Haven  & Springfield 
R.R.  assured  the  Commissioners  that  “no  operatives  are  employed 
except  those  who  abstain  from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  and  are 
fully  competent  to  manage  the  different  parts  assigned  to  them.” 

In  most  cases  reports  on  the  various  lines  were  fairly  satisfactory, 
but  the  Boston  & New  York  Central  R.R.  seems  to  have  been  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh.  On  October  28,  1854  the  road  was  inspected  and 
“found  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  wholly  dis- 
regarded.” “They  [the  Commissioners]  have  examined  a portion 
of  your  road  . . . and  find  it  in  an  unsafe  condition  for  a high  rate 
of  speed.  We  therefore  recommend  that  you  adopt  a rate  of  speed 
not  exceeding  14  miles  per  hour  for  all  passenger  trains,  running 
over  that  portion  of  your  road  located  within  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut.” 

Those  of  us  who  are  familiar  with  New  Haven’s  present  station 
will  be  interested  to  learn  that  “the  depot  at  New  Haven  is  located 
in  the  bed  of  what  was  once  the  Farmington  Canal.  It  is  therefore 
necessarily  low  and  dark  besides  being  too  narrow  for  the  great 
amount  of  business  at  that  point.” 

While  there  seem  to  have  been  no  major  accidents  during  the 
ten  year  period,  a number  of  persons  were  injured  or  killed, 
mainly  through  their  own  carelessness.  For  instance,  on  September 
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14,  1854  “a  tad  named  Freeman  H.  Keeler  was  killed  at  the  Stam- 
ford Depot.  He  was  in  the  act  of  jumping  on  the  platform  of  the 
cars  while  in  morion — was  in  the  habit  of  this  practice  and  had 
been  frequently  cautioned.”  Again,  in  July,  1854,  “a  man  name 
unknown  was  found  dead  on  the  tracks  of  the  Naugatuck  Road 
near  a flag  station,  supposed  to  have  been  killed  by  the  train  the 
evening  previous.  Supposed  to  have  been  intoxicated,  as  a rum 
bottle  was  found  with  him.” 

The  volume  carries  us  through  a very  important  period  in  rail- 
road development,  recording  the  development  of  branch  lines 
and  increase  in  facilities  for  comfort  and  convenience  of  passen- 
gers. It  should  prove  invaluable  for  future  research  in  the  history 
of  transportation  in  Connecticut. 


Museum 

We  are  handicapped  in  the  Museum  without  a curator.  Signifi- 
cant gifts  have  been  received,  but  few  have  been  processed  and 
properly  stored  while  awaiting  exhibition.  This  is  an  irritating 
problem  which  can  only  be  solved  by  an  addition  to  our  staff.  Just 
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Milestone  from  Silver  Lane,  gift  of  Dr.  II.  B.  Havlett  of  East  Hartford 
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to  arrange  the  exhibitions  of  William  Johnston;  Juvenile  Books; 
Staffordshire  China;  Panoramic  Views;  Recent  Acquisitions,  Dis- 
coveries, Preservation,  and  Coins  from  the  Society's  collection 
severely  taxed  our  staff.  Such  exhibitions  must,  however,  be  con- 
tinued at  all  costs. 

The  Olin  Mathieson  Chemical  Corporation  put  in  order  a Win- 
chester model  1873  rifle  engraved  by  J.  Ulrich.  For  this  we  are 
deeply  grateful.  This  piece  was  made  October,  1879  and  was  a 
presentation  to  General  A.  H.  Terry,  whose  nephew,  Alfred  Howe 
Terry,  presented  it  to  the  Society. 

The  Brinley  family  of.Newington  presented  a splendid  porcelain 
punch  bowl  formerly  owned  by  Jeremiah  Wadsworth.  The  case 
for  the  bowl  was  made  by  Samuel  Kneeland  and  bears  his  printed 
label,  dated  August  14,  1786. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Haylett’s  gift  of  a milestone  and  Alexander  Anderson’s 
engraving  tools  was  of  great  significance.  Mrs.  Haylett  gave  us  a 
pair  of  glass  communion  goblets  said  to  have  been  used  in  Groton 
as  early  as  1690.  Other  outstanding  gifts  have  been  descnbed  in 
the  Bulletin. 

Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  accomplishment  in  the  museum 
was  the  restoration  made  possible  by  the  grant  from  the  Hartford 
Foundation  for  Public  Giving.  Twelve  chairs  were  completed,  a 
desk,  table  and,  with  the  Seymour  Museum  Fund,  a serpentine 
chest  of  drawers  in  the  Seymour  collection.  Work  of  this  type  has 
long  been  needed  and  makes  possible  use  of  these  articles  which 
have  had  to  be  stored  because  of  poor  condition.  We  plan  next 
year  to  have  an  exhibition  of  chairs,  and  so  we  have  concentrated 
on  them  in  order  to  have  desired  specimens  for  the  exhibition  in 
good  condition.  This  grant  also  enabled  us  to  reline  and  completely 
restore  eleven  paintings.

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Editor 

The  expansion  of  the  Bulletin  from  eight  to  thirty-two  pages  an 
issue  has  met  with  good  response,  with  two  of  the  f°ur  issues  a^ 
ready  out  of  print.  This  expansion  was  initially  made  possible  with 
a grant  from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giving.  An 
anonymous  gift  a year  ago  has  increased  income  of  the  Publication 
Fuiul  to  approximately  $2,500.  The  estimated  annual  cost  of  the 
new  Bulletin  is  $3,500.  A surplus  of  $3,185.47  has  accumulate 
which  will  permit  continuation  for  two  and  possibly  three  years 
before  the  expense  of  the  Bulletin  is  reflected  in  our  budget. 

The  increase  in  size  entails  considerably  more  work  but  Miss 
Kihn  hopes  eventually  to  be  on  schedule.  A scarcity  of  contribu- 
tors has  increased  her  burden  to  the  point  where  she  not  only  must 

edit,  but  also  write  much  of  the  copy.  . 

Progress  was  made  on  Volume  29  and  30  of  our  Collections, 
now  in  galleys.  Through  the  generosity  of  Henry  R.  Mallory 
Genealogy  of  the  Mallorys  of  Virginia  was  published.

The  Publication  Committee  has  approved  the  publication  of 
Glenn  Weaver  s manuscript  entitled  “Jonanthan  Trumbull,  Con- 
necticut’s Merchant  Magistrate.”  This  is  a departure  from  recent 
practice  and  is  the  first  interpretive  writing  published  in  some 
years.  It  is  hoped  this  will  provide  a revolving  fund  for  other  such 
publications  and  that  research  in  Connecticut  history  will  be  stimu- 
lated by  the  possibility  of  our  publishing  acceptable  manuscripts. 

Book  sales  have  continued  well,  although  our  list  is  now  quite 
out  of  date;  $1,065.86  was  credited  to  principal  and  to  in- 

come, or  a total  sales  of  $1,944.04. 


Building 

Although  care  and  improvement  of  our  building  is  taken  for 
granted,  much  time  and  thought  is  devoted  to  it.  During  t e win 
ter  our  superintendent  made  numerous  repairs  and  repainted  lav- 
oratories  and  the  lecture  hall  coat  room.  Walks  from  the  parking 
lot  were  installed,  some  shelves  for  the  1st  level  were  purchased, 
and  a tablet  in  memory  of  Curtis  H.  Veeder  was  placed  in  the 
entrance  hall. 
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During  February  it  was  noticed  that  humidified  air  escaped 
through  the  roof  of  the  book  stack  and  froze.  This  condition  has 
since  been  corrected  by  sealing  the  wali  and  roof  joint  as  well  as 
venting  the  overhang.  If  allowed  to  continue,  a serious  rotting 
condition  would  have  resulted. 

A sign  for  the  fire  bell  was  designed  and  executed  by  Cyril 
Hawley,  and  when  vandals  destroyed  the  Elizabeth  Street  sign, 
it  was  replaced.  Ordinary  maintenance  was  continued  and  both 
grounds  and  building  are  proof  of  it.  Several  trees  were  lost  dur- 
ing the  hurricanes  last  September,  but  little  evidence  of  their  rav- 
ages remain. 

Conclusion 

We  closed  our  report  last  year  with  the  warning  that  to  equal  or 
surpass  it  in  gifts  and  accessions  would  be  next  to  impossible.  In 
my  opinion  we  have  exceeded  last  year.  It  has  reached  the  point 
where  pride  in  the  Society  does  not  permit  any  slackening  of 
efforts,  or  allow  other  institutions  to  acquire  things  we  should 
have,  no  matter  the  cost.  This  was  particularly  illustrated  with  the 
response  to  our  appeal  for  funds  to  use  at  the  Bates  sale.  We  not 
only  secured  contributions  but,  for  the  first  time,  the  Standing 
Committee  made  surplus  funds  available  for  acquisitions. 

The  need  of  an  auditorium  has  been  recognized  and  one  seating 
nearly  300  persons  will  soon  be  erected. 

We  still  have  unsolved  problems,  the  most  vexing  of  which  arc 
shortage  of  staff  and  lack  of  funds  for  acquisition  purposes.  Few 
apparently  appreciate  these  problems  and  little  progress  has  been 
made.  The  solution,  of  course,  is  in  increased  endowment  which 
will  come,  but  in  the  meantime  we  are  harassed  and  embarrassed 
because  we  cannot  absorb  manuscript  and  museum  acquisitions 
promptly. 

We  are  extremely  grateful  that  so  many  of  our  funds  are  unre- 
stricted, and  now  that  the  Standing  Committee  has  seen  fit  to 
allocate  surplus  funds  for  acquisitions,  lack  of  specific  funds  for 
this  purpose  may  no  longer  be  a problem,  depending  entirely  upon 
the  size  of  our  surplus.

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Report  of  the  President 

Except  for  the  year  when  we  purchased  our  present  home,  no 
year  of  the  Society’s  existence  has  had  more  events  of  im- 
portance than  this  which  we  have  just  finished.  The  first  event 
was  in  the  line  of  progress.  The  Society  voted  to  add  an  assembly 
hall  to  its  building.  Progress  on  this  has  been  admittedly  slow  but 
the  structure  has  assumed  a definite  shape  in  this  last  wreek.  Prog- 
ress was  followed  by  disaster  in  the  August  flood.  Our  financial 
loss  was  heavy  but,  strange  to  say,  the  damage  to  our  collections 
which  has  been  reported  to  you  was  unbelievably  selective  in  its 
effect  and  we  lost  little  of  real  moment.  The  incident  was  most 
disturbing,  particularly  because  it  gave  us  concern  as  to  possible 
repetitions  of  it,  as  well  as  casting  doubt  on  the  wisdom  of  pro- 
ceeding with  our  assembly  hall.  After  a careful  study,  there  seemed 
to  be  no  reason  why  we  should  not  go  ahead,  taking  such  precau- 
tions as  were  possible  to  minimize  the  hazard.  A bright  spot  in 
the  general  gloom  which  this  incident  caused  was  the  frequent 
comment  from  our  out-of-town  members  as  to  the  value  which 
the  Society  had  been  to  them  and  their  willingness  to  contribute 
in  accordance  with  their  abilities. 

Your  Director  will  give  you  the  details  of  this  fateful  year,  as 
well  as  our  acquisitions  and  activities,  our  progress  and  our  future 
aspirations.  Let  me  devote  my  part  to  some  comments  on  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  Society  and  the  facilities  needed  to  implement  them. 
Article  II  of  our  Bylaws,  defining  the  purpose  of  our  organiza- 
tion says: 

“The  purpose  of  the  Society  is  to  discover,  procure  and  preserve 
whatever  may  relate  to  the  civil,  ecclesiastical  and  natural  history 
of  Connecticut.  Its  aim  is  to  collect,  preserve  and  publish  histori- 
cal, genealogical  and  biographical  material  relating  to  the  State 
of  Connecticut.” 

These  purposes  are  just  as  important  now  as  they  were  when 
the  Society  was  incorporated  over  130  years  ago.  We  who  are  now 
members  must  see  that  they  are  carried  out  and  that  our  Society 
is  primarily  a reservoir  of  useful  source  material  which  is  used, 
and  not  just  a safe-deposit  vault  where  it  is  stored.  To  be  used,  our 
collections  must  be  properly  listed  and  catalogued.  When  this  is 
done,  we  must  maintain  an  adequate  staff  to  serve  the  public.  We 
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now  have  a willing  and  competent  staff,  inadequate  in  number, 
and  there  is  an  indescribable  accumulation  of  uncatalogued  ma- 
terial which  they  cannot  readily  make  available. 

Praise  of  the  staff  is  not  given  here  as  a routine  item  in  my  re- 
port. Last  summer  they  spent  not  only  days,  but  weeks  and  months 
working  on  damp,  smelly,  dirty  papers,  or  at  least  in  an  unpleasant 
atmosphere  from  which  they  could  not  escape.  They  deserve  a 
special  vote  of  thanks. 

Aside  from  the  flood  expense,  our  operating  expenses  this  past 
year  were  kept  within  our  budget  and  showed  a surplus  both  in 
the  administrative  and  property  accounts.  The  outlook  for  the 
coming  year  is  such  that  there  is  a possibility  of  adding  another 
member  to  our  staff.  My  recommendation  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee will  be  that  any  accumulation  of  surplus  funds  from  our 
operating  accounts  be  added  to  the  Building  Fund,  where  it  will 
be  needed  on  account  of  the  general  increase  in  costs,  and  that 
we  employ  an  assistant  to  the  Director.  Frequently  I have  reported 
my  opinion  that  we  were  expecting  far  too  much  from  him.  If 
any  of  you  are  at  all  familiar  with  his  labors  this  last  year  with 
the  flood  and  the  new  building,  added  to  his  routine  work,  you 
will  second  my  recommendation. 

We  have,  with  some  success,  collected  and  preserved,  and,  as 
far  as  our  funds  would  allow,  we  have  published.  Our  publica- 
tions have  of  necessity  been  limited  usually  to  transcripts  of  early 
records.  This  year  we  have  undertaken  an  experiment  in  sponsor- 
ing modern,  scholarly  writings  in  our  Held.  By  careful  selection 
we  hope  that  the  sale  of  such  works  as  we  publish  may  replenish 
a revolving  Publishing  Fund  which  can  bring  great  credit  to  the 
Society.

Mr.  Al- 
corn, who  had  served  thirty-four  years  as  Hartford  County’s  At- 
torney before  his  resignation  in  1942,  was  the  son  of  Hugh  Glenn 
and  Susan  (Ford)  Alcorn.  He  was  born  in  Suffield  October  24, 
i872- 

Judge  Alcorn  was  elected  President  of  the  Connecticut  State 
Bar  Association  in  1934,  and  was  a member  of  the  American  Bar 
Association,  the  American  Judicature  Society,  the  American  Law 
Institute,  and  the  American  Trial  Bar  Academy.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  the  Uni- 
versity Club,  the  Hartford  Club,  the  Suffield  Country  Club,  the 
Masons  and  the  Shrine.  He  received  an  honorary  Master  of  Arts 
degree  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1928,  and  the  medal  of  the 
United  States  Flag  Association  in  1933. 

Mr.  Alcorn  leaves  his  wife,  the  former  Cora  Terry  Wells,  and 
three  sons,  Superior  Court  Judge  Howard  Wells  Alcorn,  Robert 
Hayden  Alcorn,  and  Hugh  Mead  Alcorn,  Jr.,  all  of  Suffield;  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  Arthur  B.  Easton  and  Mrs.  William  A.  Pimm,  both 
of  Hartford;  four  granddaughters  and  a great-granddaughter. 
Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Congre- 
gational, Suffield,  with  burial  at  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 


Edward  Lyman  Bill,  Jr. 

Edward  Lyman  Bill,  Jr.,  of  Lyme,  a member  of  the  Society 
since  October  7,  1955,  died  while  in  Capetown,  South  Africa,  on 
April  22,  1956.  Born  May  4,  1897,  he  was  the  son  of  Edward  Ly- 
man and  Caroline  (Lee)  Bill. 

Mr.  Bill  was  President  of  the  Bill  Brothers  Publishing  Company 
of  New  York  City,  publishers  of  ten  trade  magazines  which  in- 
clude Rubber  World , Plastics  Technology,  and  Sales  Management . 
He  was  also  founder  and  director  of  the  Business  Publications 
Audit  of  Circulation,  Inc.,  a trade  association;  and  was  a former  di- 
rector of  the  National  Business  Publications,  Inc.  As  President  of 
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the  Bill  Brothers  Publishing  Company,  he  was  associated  with  his 
brother,  Raymond  E.  Bill,  who  survives  him. 

Edward  L.  Bill  studied  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  Co- 
lumbia University.  During  World  War  I,  he  served  with  the 
American  Field  Ambulance  Service  and  with  several  branches 
of  the  French  forces,  including  the  Air  Force  and  the  Foreign  Le- 
gion. He  was  a founder,  director  and  first  president  of  the  Bonnie 
Briar  Country  Club,  Larchmont,  New  York,  and  also  served  as 
president  of  the  Adventurers  Club.  Other  memberships  included 
the  Lotus  Club,  Canadian  Club,  National  Republican  Club,  and 
the  University  Club  of  Boston.  He  was  a member  of  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution  and  the  Army  Ordnance  Association. 
His  residence  was  at  Raymond  Farms  in  Lyme. 

Mr.  Bill  leaves  a daughter,  Mrs.  Frederick  Gahagan  of  New 
Canaan;  a brother,  Raymond  E.  Bill;  a sister,  Mrs.  Randolph 
Brown,  Sr.;  and  three  grandchildren.  He  was  buried  in  Pleasant 
Valley  Cemetery,  Lyme. 

Julia  Avery  Butler 

Julia  Avery  Butler  of  West  Hartford  Joined  the  Society  as  a 
member  on  March  3,  1953.  Miss  Butler  was  a teacher,  a member  of 
one  of  Hartford’s  oldest  families,  and  died  at  her  home  on  June 
7>  I955- 

She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  Francis  G.  and  Julia  (Morris) 
Butler,  and  was  born  in  West  Hartford  May  16,  1865.  In  1886  she 
was  graduated  from  Wheaton  College,  and  was  the  school’s  old- 
est living  alumna.  Following  her  graduation,  she  went  to  Colorado 
Springs,  Colorado,  to  teach,  returning  four  years  later  to  Newton- 
ville,  Massachusetts,  where  she  taught  for  eighteen  years. 

Miss  Butler’s  main  interests  centered  around  music.  As  a young 
woman,  she  studied  piano,  and  was  a subscriber  to  the  Hartford 
Symphony  Society.  She  was  active  in  the  First  Church,  Congre- 
gational, West  Hartford,  and  her  memberships  to  organizations 
included  the  Women’s  Literary  Club  of  West  Hartford,  Hartford 
Auxiliary  of  the  American  McAlli,  and  Society  of  the  Mayflower 
Descendants.  She  is  survived  by  a sister,  Kate  L.  Butler  of  West 
Hartford.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  West  Hartford,  with  burial  in  North  Cemetery,  West 
Hartford. 
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Howard  Tyler  Case 


Howard  Tyler  Case  of  Wellesley,  Massachusetts,  a member  of 
. this  Society  since  December  7,  1937,  died  at  the  Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital  November  16,  1955.  He  was  a retired  member  of  the 
Boston  Insurance  Company. 

Mr.  Case  was  born  in  Hartford,  October  19,  1889,  the  son  of 
Willis  Buell  and  Henrietta  Elizabeth  (Tyler)  Case.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  Union  College,  New  York,  in  1913,  and  had  been  a 
resident  of  Wellesley  for  the  past  thirty-five  years.  He  was  a mem- 
ber of  Beth-Horan  Lodge  of  Masons,  Brookline;  the  University 
Club  of  Boston;  the  Wellesley  Country  Club;  the  Mangus  Club  of 
Wellesley;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  Founders  and  Patri- 
ots of  America;  and  a member  of  the  Wellesley  Congregational 
Church.  He  leaves  a son,  John  M.  Case  of  Scarsdale,  New  York; 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Henrietta  Case  of  Hartford;  a sister.  Dr.  Muriel 
Downs,  also  of  Hartford;  and  a brother,  Robert  EL  Case  of  Welles- 
ley. Funeral  services  were  held  at  his  home,  with  burial  in  Wood- 
lawn  Cemetery,  Wellesley,  Mass. 


Charles  Parsons  Cooley 

Charles  Parsons  Cooley,  a Life  Member,  who  joined  the  Society 
January  3,  1899,  died  at  his  home  in  West  Hartford  on  January 
18,  1954.  He  was  a member  of  a family  prominently  identified 
with  finances  in  this  city  for  some  ninety  years. 

Mr.  Cooley  was  born  in  Hartford,  February  25,  1867,  the  son  of 
the  late  Francis  B.  and  Clarissa  (Smith)  Cooley.  His  father  came 
to  Hartford  from  Chicago  in  the  1860’s  where  he  had  been  a lead- 
ing merchant.  It  was  he  who  hired  Marshall  Field  as  a clerk  in 
1857,  giving  him  his  start  as  one  of  America’s  merchant  princes. 

Charles  Cooley  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public  High 
School  and  Phillips  Elxeter  Academy.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Yale  College  in  1891,  and  was  a member  of  Delta 
Epsilon  and  Scroll  and  Key  at  Yale.  In  his  senior  year  he  was 
president  of  the  Yale  Glee  Club. 

His  genealogical  and  historical  interests  were  many.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars;  the  Connecticut  Society 
of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  and  the  New  England  His- 
toric Genealogical  Society.  In  1937  he  published  a volume  of  verse 
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which  received  favorable  reviews.  He  was  also  a member  of  the 
Choral  Club  of  Hartford,  and  for  many  years  was  active  in  the 
Memnon  Club,  an  organization  of  music  lovers  who  sponsored 
concerts  in  their  homes.  Mr.  Cooley  was  an  Episcopalian  and  Re- 
publican, a member  of  the  Hartford  Club,  the  Hartford  Golf  Club, 
the  Twentieth  Century  Club,  and  University  Club  of  New  York 
City. 

His  wife,  the  former  Zaidee  Whitman  of  Montreal,  Canada, 
died  in  1940.  He  is  survived  by  two  sons:  Charles  P.  Cooley,  Jr., 
and  Paul  W.  Cooley,  both  of  West  Hartford.  Funeral  services  were 
held  at  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  West  Hartford,  with  burial 
at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford. 

William  C.  Douglas 

William  C.  Douglas  of  Glastonbury,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  November  3,  1953,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  September  6, 
1955.  He  was  a well-known  dealer  in  rare  coins,  and  proprietor 
of  an  ice-cream  shop  in  Glastonbury. 

Mr.  Douglas,  a life-long  resident  of  Glastonbury,  was  believed 
to  have  been  in  business  longer  than  any  other  local  merchant. 
He  was  known  as  the  “dean  of  Glastonbury  Merchants”  and  had 
operated  the  Douglas  Ice  Cream  Bar,  2160  Main  Street,  for  the 
past  thirty-four  years.  In  September,  1954,  his  shop  was  held  up 
by  a pair  of  bandits  on  a Sunday  evening  just  as  he  was  closing 
the  store.  They  escaped  with  $150,  overlooking  about  $40,000  worth 
of  old  coins  which  he  kept  locked  up  in  a safe. 

He  was  considered  one  of  New  England’s  top  experts  on  old 
coins,  and  was  frequently  consulted  by  other  dealers  and  collec- 
tors. He  was  at  one  time  owner  of  the  penny  collection  belonging 
to  King  Farouk  of  Egypt.  This  collection  included  fifty  large 
pennies  minted  between  1793  and  1823.  A 1799  coin  was  rated  at 
100,000  times  its  face  value. 

Mr.  Douglas  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  Numismatic  So- 
ciety, and  a member  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Congregational, 
in  Glastonbury.  He  was  the  son  of  Arthur  E.  and  Effie  C.  Douglas. 
Upon  his  death  he  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Edythe  (Rutan)  Doug- 
las; two  sons,  Pvt.  Arthur  R.  Douglas,  stationed  with  the  army 
in  San  Francisco,  California,  and  Malcolm  E.  Douglas,  a student 
at  Monson  Academy,  Monson,  Massachusetts.  A sister,  Mrs.  Doro- 
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thy  D.  Hale  of  Portland,  also  survives  him.  Funeral  arrangements 
were  made  by  the  Lowe  Funeral  Homes,  East  Hartford. 

David  Clark  Everest 

David  Clark  Everest,  wrho  joined  the  Society  as  a member  Octo- 
ber 4,  1949,  died  at  Memorial  Hospital  in  Wausau,  Wisconsin  on 
October  28,  1955.  Mr.  Everest,  an  outstanding  leader  in  the  paper 
manufacturing  industry,  was  president  of  the  Marathon  Corpora- 
tion, Wausau,  Wisconsin;  and  former  president  of  the  Wisconsin 
State  Historical  Society,  1952-55.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  John 
H.  and  Gertrude  (Clark)  Everest,  and  was  born  in  Pine  Grove, 
Michigan,  on  October  13,  1883. 

Mr.  Everest  is  survived  by  his  wife,  former  Rita  (Gouin)  Everest 
of  Munising,  Michigan,  whom  he  married  September  20,  1905. 
Also  surviving  are  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Laramie  G.  Evans,  Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky  and  Mrs.  Norman  E.  Weaver,  Wausau;  a son,  D. 
C.  Everest,  Jr.  of  Wausau;  and  a sister,  Mrs.  H.  Wilbert  Spence  of 
Detroit,  Michigan;  and  twelve  grandchildren.  One  grandson,  John 
Weaver,  gained  fame  as  a football  player  for  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy,  playing  in  the  1955  All-Star  football  game  in 
Chicago. 

Mr.  Everest  is  buried  at  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  Wausau,  Wiscon- 
sin, in  the  Everest  Mausoleum. 

Philip  Curtiss  Harmany 

Philip  Curtiss  Harmany  of  Charleston,  Illinois,  a member  of  the 
Society  since  December  7,  1954,  died  at  his  home  on  June  28,  1955. 
He  was  a traveling  salesman  for  Allith-Prouty,  Inc.,  of  Danville, 
Illinois,  a hardware  concern,  until  his  retirement  two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Harmany  was  born  March  18,  1881  in  Mattoon,  Illinois,  the 
son  of  Orin  Curtiss  and  Esther  (Clinton)  Harmany.  He  was  a 
Presbyterian  and  a member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. He  leaves  his  widow,  the  former  Perle  Newman  whom  he 
married  November  23,  1904;  and  a brother,  Howard  C.  Harmany 
of  Tacoma,  Washington. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  chapel  of  the  Harper-Swickard 
Funeral  Home,  with  burial  in  Dodge  Grove  Cemetery,  Mattoon, 
Illinois. 
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Edward  Rutledge  Lampson 

Dr.  Edward  Rutledge  Lampson  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this 
Society  since  April  i,  1952,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital,  on  June  23, 
1955- 

Dr.  Lampson  was  born  June  14,  1868,  the  son  of  the  late  Ed- 
ward Rutledge  and  Charlotte  (Bowers)  Lampson.  He  attended 
St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  a graduate 
of  Trinity  College,  class  of  1891.  He  taught  for  two  years  at  St. 
Paul’s,  then  entered  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Co- 
lumbia University,  New  York,  receiving  his  medical  degree  in 
1896.  His  internship  was  served  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  New  York 
City,  and  in  1900  he  came  to  Hartford  as  practicing  physician 
specializing  in  surgery.  From  1903  to  1937  he  served  on  the  active 
surgical  staff  of  the  Hartford  Hospital,  and  was  president  of  the 
Hartford  County  Medical  Society  from  1922  to  1923.  In  1927  and 
1928  he  was  again  president  of  the  Hartford  County  Medical  So- 
ciety, and  from  1934  to  1936  was  president  of  the  medical  and  surgi- 
cal staff  of  Hartford  Hospital.  In  1941  Dr.  Lampson  retired  from 
active  surgical  practice.  In  the  medical  profession,  he  also  served  as 
assistant  medical  director  of  the  Phoenix  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company.  He  was  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  Aitna  Life  Insurance 
Company  and  was  visiting  surgeon  at  Hartford  Hospital,  1918  to 
1937,  as  well  as  consulting  surgeon  there  and  at  Middlesex  Hospi- 
tal, Middletown,  New  Britain  General  Hospital,  Manchester  Me- 
morial Hospital,  and  the  Institute  of  Living  in  Hartford  from  1937 
until  his  death.  Other  activities  included  communicant  and  former 
vestryman,  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  membership  in  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Society,  the  Connecticut  State  Medical  Society,  the 
New  England  Surgical  Society,  and  a fellow  of  the  American  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons.  He  was  a former  member  of  the  Hartford  Golf 
Club  and  a member  of  the  University  Club.  At  his  death,  Dr. 
Lampson  was  the  oldest  member  of  the  Hartford  Hospital  honor- 
ary staff. 

In  1906  he  married  the  former  Mary  Seabury  Starr  of  Hartford. 
She  died  in  1925,  and  in  1927  he  married  Elizabeth  Leveritt  Daven- 
port of  Staten  Island.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  two  sons,  Dr. 
Rutledge  Starr  Lampson,  a surgeon  at  Hartford  Hospital,  and 
Edward  Tudor  Lampson,  stationed  at  Bonn,  Germany,  and  in 
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June,  1955  on  new  assignment  in  Washington,  D.C.  Dr.  Lampson 
has  three  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  with 
burial  at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford. 


Virginia  Clapp  Lennon 

Mrs.  Virginia  Clapp  Lennon  of  West  Hartford,  who  became  a 
member  of  the  Society  November  2,  1954,  died  at  Hartford  Hospi- 
tal August  16,  1955.  She  leaves  her  husband,  Wilfred  Lennon;  a 
son,  Winfield  E.  Lennon  of  West  Hartford;  a sister,  Mrs.  James 
Irvine  of  West  Hartford;  and  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elliot 
Clapp.  Mrs.  Lennon  was  a member  of  the  West  Hartford  Con- 
gregational Church  where  funeral  services  were  held. 

Charles  Woodward  Marsh 

Charles  Woodward  Marsh,  who  became  a member  of  the  So- 
ciety December  4,  1951,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  on  July  4,  1955. 
He  was  born  in  Wethersfield  on  October  7,  1878,  the  son  of  the 
late  Charles  and  Ellen  Woodward  (Pratt)  Marsh.  He  was  a gradu- 
ate of  the  Hartford  Public  High  School,  class  of  1898,  and  was  at 
that  time  captain  of  the  football  team,  manager  of  the  track  team, 
and  business  manager  of  the  school  newspaper. 

After  his  graduation,  he  moved  to  New  York  where  he  spent 
most  of  his  business  years.  He  was  connected  with  Johns-Man- 
ville,  the  Western  Electric,  and  the  Habershaw  Wire  and  Cable 
companies.  His  profession  was  that  of  electrical  engineer. 

Mr.  Marsh  was  a former  vice  president  of  the  Automobile  Club 
of  Hartford,  joining  the  club  in  1928  and  elected  to  its  board  of 
governors  in  1944,  followed  a year  later  by  his  function  as  vice 
president.  He  had  been  a member  of  the  Engineer’s  Club  of  New 
York  since  1924.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars,  the  Civitan  Club  of  Hartford,  the  finance  committee  of 
Greater  Hartford  Council  of  Churches,  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum, 
the  Choral  Club  of  Hartford,  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associ- 
ation, and  the  Citizens  Charter  Committee.  He  was  a communicant 
of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church.  His  hobby  was  deep  sea  fishing. 
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Mr.  Marsh  leaves  two  nieces,  Mrs.  Walter  Tubbs  of  New  Jersey, 
and  Mrs.  Jack  W.  Lightbourn  of  Bermuda;  and  two  cousins,  James 
T.  Pratt  and  Porter  W.  Pratt,  both  of  Hartford. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  James  T.  Pratt  Funeral  Home, 
with  burial  in  Indian  Hill  Cemetery,  Middletown. 


Ethelbert  Allen  Moore 

Ethelbert  Allen  Moore  of  New  Britain,  admitted  to  membership 
in  this  Society  May  2,  1905,  died  at  his  winter  home  in  Ormond 
Beach,  Florida  February  13,  1956.  Mr.  Moore  was  ninety-one  years 
old,  and  retired  president  and  board  chairman  of  the  New  Britain 
Stanley  Works. 

In  1929  Mr.  Moore  relinquished  presidency  of  the  Stanley 
Works,  but  continued  as  its  director.  In  forty  years  of  active  asso- 
ciation with  the  firm,  he  saw  it  grow  from  a $40,000  to  a $27,000,000 
business.  He  was  made  president  in  1918,  and  five  years  later  was 
named  chairman  of  the  board,  holding  both  positions  until  his 
retirement.  He  had  entered  the  firm  as  cost  clerk,  becoming  direc- 
tor in  1903,  a vice  president  in  1905,  and  first  vice  president  in 
1915.  Under  his  direction,  the  firm  acquired  the  Stanley  Rule  and 
Level  Company,  and  plants  in  Ohio,  Canada,  Japan,  and  Europe. 

The  son  of  the  artist  Nelson  Augustus  and  Ann  Maria  (Pickett) 
Moore,  Mr.  Moore  was  born  November  30,  1864  in  Kensington.  He 
was  educated  at  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  where  he  was 
graduated  in  1885.  On  June  18,  1891  he  married  Martha  Elizabeth 
Hart  who  died  in  1948.  He  was  once  a school  principal  in  Water- 
town,  was  a former  State  Representative,  and  a former  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  New  Britain.  Mr.  Moore  was  also  an  au- 
thor, artist,  and  poet,  his  books  including  his  autobiography  Tenth 
Generation , and  Four  Decades,  a forty-year  history  of  the  Stanley 
Works.  His  collection  of  seventeen  sonnets,  Life's  Interlude,  was 
published  in  1952.  He  donated  land  in  New  Britain,  giving  the  city 
two  parks — the  Martha  Hart  Park  in  memory  of  his  wife,  and  the 
Sherrod  E.  Skinner  Park.  To  the  first  he  also  donated  $23,000  for 
its  development.  Mr.  Moore  was  also  founder  and  charter  member 
of  the  Shuttle  Meadow  Club,  and  during  World  War  I served  on 
the  War  Labor  Policies  Board  and  as  chairman  of  the  Young 
Women’s  Christian  Association  war  fund  committee.  He  is  sur- 
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vived  by  three  sons,  Allen  Moore  of  Kensington,  Roswell  Moore 
of  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  and  Maxwell  Moore  of  Farmington. 
His  daughters  are  Mrs.  Maurice  H.  Pease  of  Hartford  and  Mrs. 
Martha  McDowell  of  Kent.  He  also  leaves  several  nieces  and 
nephews. 

Evelyn  Wallace  Preston 

Evelyn  Wallace  Preston  of  Hartford  joined  the  Society  as  a 
member  on  December  5,  1950.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Major  Edward  V.  and  Clara  (Litchfield)  Preston.  She  was  born 
April  9,  1867,  and  died  at  her  home  in  Hartford  June  15,  1955. 
Miss  Preston  was  the  oldest  charter  member  of  the  Asylum  Avenue 
Baptist  Church,  as  well  as  a charter  member  of  the  Town  and 
County  Club,  and  a member  of  the  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter,  Daugh- 
ters of  the  American  Revolution.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  her 
home,  writh  burial  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford. 

Henry  Sherman  Redfield 

Henry  Sherman  Redfield  of  Hartford,  a member  of  the  Society 
since  March  1,  1921,  died  at  Palm  Beach,  Florida  on  April  17, 
1955.  He  was  a retired  broker  and  former  state  golfing  champion 
in  I935* 

Mr.  Redfield  was  born  January  19,  1865,  the  son  of  Henry  A. 
and  Caroline  (Peck)  Redfield.  His  father,  deceased  in  1907,  had 
been  president  of  the  Phoenix  National  Bank,  Hartford,  for 
twenty-six  years. 

Henry  S.  Redfield  was  a retired  member  of  the  brokerage  firm, 
Stedman  and  Redfield,  and  was  associated  for  many  years  with 
the  Phoenix  National  Bank.  He  was  one  of  Hartford’s  best  left- 
handed  golfers,  and  a member  of  the  American  senior  golf  team 
in  competition  against  Canada,  an  event  which  took  place  shortly 
before  his  eightieth  birthday.  He  was  once  an  amateur  first  base- 
man  and  a champion  figure  skater,  as  well  as  an  expert  big  pin 
bowler  and  a curling  enthusiast.  Mr.  Redfield  was  also  a member 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  United  States  Senior  Golf  Asso- 
ciation, and  a charter  member  of  the  Lake  Placid  Club. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Grace  D.  Redfield  of  Palm  Beach, 
Florida,  and  a son,  H.  Alexander  Redfield  of  Hartford. 
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Thomas  Bond  Shaw 

Thomas  Bond  Shaw  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  who  became 
a member  of  the  Society  on  November  4,  1930,  died  August  29, 
1955  in  Danforth,  Maine.  He  was  vacationing  at  the  summer  home 
of  his  niece  and  nephew,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  F.  Goddard. 

Born  in  Lyme,  New  Hampshire,  he  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Asa 
and  Marie  (Persis)  Shaw.  He  received  his  pre-medical  training 
at  Yale  University  where  he  was  graduated  with  an  A.B.  degree 
in  1890.  His  post-graduate  work  was  done  at  Roosevelt  Hospital, 
New  York  City,  and  he  was  a graduate  from  Dartmouth  Medical 
College  in  1893.  He  also  studied  in  Vienna  and  Paris  in  1895 
and  1896.  He  went  to  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  as  practicing 
physician  in  1896,  retiring  from  the  medical  profession  in  1928. 
His  wife,  the  former  Effie  Morse,  died  twelve  years  ago,  and  he 
leaves  a niece  and  two  nephews  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and 
Hollywood,  Florida. 

His  memberships  to  organizations  included  Yale  Clubs  of 
Worcester,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  New  York;  Worcester  Uni- 
versity Club;  Bancroft  Automobile  Club;  Commonwealth  Club; 
Crescent  Athletic  Club  of  New  York  City;  University  Clubs  of 
Boston,  Providence  and  Hartford;  New  Haven  Country  Club; 
Graduates  Club  of  New  Haven;  and  the  Lake  Placid  Clubs  of 
New  York  and  Florida. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Sessions  Chapel,  Worcester,  with 
burial  at  Hope  Cemetery,  Worcester,  Massachusetts. 

Douglas  Tracy  Smith 

Douglas  Tracy  Smith  of  Hartford,  long  one  of  the  city’s  promi- 
nent insurance  brokers,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  August  9,  1955. 
He  had  become  a member  of  the  Society  January  3,  1950. 

Mr.  Smith  was  born  in  Hartford,  October  7,  1888,  son  of  the 
late  James  Allwood  and  Helen  Louise  (Tracy)  Smith.  He  was 
graduated  from  Hartford  Public  High  School,  class  of  1906,  and 
from  Yale  College  in  1910.  He  served  as  a lieutenant  in  the  Navy 
during  World  War  I,  and  in  the  2nd  World  War  he  was  actively 
engaged  in  War  Bond,  Red  Cross  and  other  campaigns.  From 
1922  to  1925  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  representing 
the  4th  and  later  nth  Wards.  At  that  time  he  was  also  a Council 
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representative  on  the  Board  of  Finance,  and  more  recently  served 
as  treasurer  of  the  Citizens  Charter  Committee,  being  active  in 
support  of  the  committee’s  program  and  in  helping  to  set  up  head- 
quarters for  the  organization.  Also  among  his  civic  activities  was 
a directorship  of  the  Family  Service  Society,  of  which  he  was 
past  president.  On  that  board  he  was  especially  interested  in  im- 
proving the  living  conditions  of  aged  persons. 

As  an  associate  of  the  insurance  brokerage  firm,  Allen,  Russell 
and  Allen,  Mr.  Smith  specialized  in  life,  accident  and  group  in- 
surance lines.  He  was  leading  producer  for  the  Connecticut  Gen- 
eral Life  Insurance  Company,  his  sales  volume  resulting  in  life 
membership  in  the  President’s  Club,  and  the  25-Year  Club  of 
Connecticut  General.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Hartford  and 
National  Life  Underwriters  organizations.  Other  affiliations  in- 
cluded the  University  Club  of  Hartford,  Hartford  Club,  Hartford 
Golf  Club,  Twentieth  Century  Club,  Get-Together  Club,  Yale 
Club  of  New  York,  and  Madison  Beach  Club. 

Mr.  Smith  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Dorothy”  Potter. 
Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  James  T.  Pratt  chapel  with  burial 
at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford. 


Harry  Tyler  Smith 

Harry  Tyler  Smith  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  November  7,  1950,  died  at  his  home  on  September  7,  1955. 
He  was  prominent  in  this  city  as  counsel  for  the  ffitna  Casualty 
and  Surety  Company. 

Born  in  Flint,  Michigan,  April  15,  1870,  Mr.  Smith  was  the  son 
of  the  late  William  and  Anna  Maria  (Olcott)  Smith.  His  early 
years  were  spent  in  Detroit  with  graduation  from  the  University 
of  Michigan  in  1892.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Harvard  Law 
School  in  1895. 

Admitted  to  the  Bar  in  Boston  shortly  thereafter,  he  entered 
the  law  office  of  Nason  and  Proctor,  remaining  with  the  firm  two 
years.  Later  he  became  associated  with  Dickson  and  Knowles,  a 
company  which  handled  liability  business  in  New  England  for 
four  insurance  firms — The  Maryland,  the  London  Guarantee,  the 
Ocean,  and  the  Standard  of  Detroit.  In  1906,  he  was  employed  as 
attorney  in  the  claims  department  for  the  iTtna  Casualty  and 
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Surety  Company,  and  in  1915  became  associate  attorney  in  the 
accident  and  liability  departments.  In  1917  he  was  elected  associ- 
ate counsel  at  /Etna,  later  becoming  counsel  for  the  accident  and 
liability  departments  of  the  ^Etna  Casualty  and  Surety  Company. 
Mr.  Smith  retired  after  fifty  years  of  service  with  the  firm  on  May 
h 1955- 

Mr.  Smith  was  one  of  the  few  Americans  to  make  a trans-At- 
lantic flight  on  the  zeppelin  “Hindenburg,”  which  was  later  de- 
stroyed by  fire  over  Lakehurst,  New  Jersey.  In  1939  he  was  one  of 
the  sixteen  passengers  aboard  the  Pan-American  Yankee  Clipper 
which  made  the  first  Atlantic  flight  over  the  northern  route  from 
Ireland.  He  was  an  enthusiastic  bicyclist,  and  for  many  years  was 
known  to  walk  from  his  Titna  offices  to  his  house  in  West  Hart- 
ford. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut  and  American  Bar  Asso- 
ciations; the  Hartford  Club;  the  Hartford  Golf  Club;  Dauntless 
Club  of  Essex;  and  the  Twentieth  Century  Club;  and  also  served 
at  one  time  on  the  West  Hartford  Board  of  Finance. 

Mr.  Smith  is  survived  by  a son,  Olcott  Damon  Smith  of  Farm- 
ington; a brother,  Walter  Olcott  Smith  of  Pasadena,  California. 
His  four  grandchildren  are  Damon  Brainerd  Smith,  Wendy  Mor- 
gan Smith,  Tyler  Smith  and  Olcott  Whitman  Smith,  all  of  Farm- 
ington. Funeral  services  were  held  at  Asylum  Hill  Congregational 
Church,  with  burial  at  Arlington,  Massachusetts. 


Wallace  Stevens 

Wallace  Stevens  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society  since 
November  13,  1945,  died  at  St.  Francis  Flospital  on  August  2,  1955. 
He  was  vice  president  of  the  Hartford  Accident  and  Indemnity 
Company  and  the  Hartford  Livestock  Insurance  Company;  a suc- 
cessful lawyer,  skilled  in  statistical  knowledge  of  insurance;  and 
one  of  America’s  most  brilliant  poets. 

Wallace  Stevens  was  born  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  October 
2,  1879,  the  son  of  the  late  Garrett  B.  and  Margaretta  Catherine 
(Zeller)  Stevens.  After  a formal  education  at  Harvard  University 
and  New  York  University  Law  School,  he  received  honorary  de- 
grees from  Harvard,  Mount  Holyoke,  Wesleyan,  Yale,  Bard,  anti 
Columbia  colleges,  and  the  Hartt  College  of  Music. 
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Mr.  Stevens’  contribution  to  American  letters  caused  the  London 
Times  Literary  Supplement  to  call  him  “the  best  poet  writing  in 
America  and  one  of  the  best  poets  now  writing  in  English."  He 
was  virtually  unknown  in  Hartford  until  he  was  awarded  the 
Bollingen  Poetry  Prize  by  Yale  University  in  1950.  In  1951  and 
1955  he  won  the  National  Book  Award  for  his  poetry;  in  1951  he 
received  the  gold  medal  of  the  Poetry  Society  of  America.  In  1946 
he  was  made  a member  of  the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Let- 
ters, crowning  his  career  with  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  poetry  in 
1955.  His  first  honor  for  poetry  was  received  in  1916  from  Poetry 
Magazine  for  his  one-act  play  Three  Travelers  Watch  a Sunrise. 
The  Bollingen  Prize  and  Second  Book  Award  were  for  The 
Auroras  of  Autumn ; and  for  Collected  Poems  published  in  1954, 
he  received  the  Second  National  Book  Award  and  the  Pulitzer 
Prize.  Though  recognition  came  late  to  Mr.  Stevens,  he  had  been 
writing  poetry  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

Mr.  Stevens  leaves  his  wife,  Elsie  V.  (Kachel)  Stevens;  a daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Holly  B.  Stevens  of  Hartford;  and  a grandson.  Funeral 
services  were  held  at  James  T.  Pratt  Funeral  Home,  with  burial 
at  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery. 


Mary  Swift  Whittlesey 

Mary  Swift  Whittlesey  of  New  Britain,  who  joined  the  Society 
as  a member  on  October  2,  1951,  died  at  her  home  January  23, 
1956  at  the  age  of  ninety.  She  was  a former  president  of  the  Con- 
necticut Chapter,  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America. 

Miss  Whittlesey  was  particularly  active  in  historical  and  genea- 
logical groups,  including  past  regent  of  the  Esther  Stanley  Chapter, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution;  member  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 
the  Historical  Society  of  New  Britain;  the  National  Society  of 
Colonial  Dames  of  America.  She  was  also  a member  of  the  Na- 
tional Federation  of  Republican  Women,  the  New  Britain  Musical 
Club,  the  Shuttle  Meadow  Country  Club,  and  one  of  the  oldest 
members  of  the  Women’s  Club  of  New  Britain.  She  also  served  as 
a former  board-member  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  to 
which  she  contributed  knitting  for  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  of 
New  Britain  General  Hospital. 
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Miss  Whittlesey  is  survived  by  one  sister,  Frances  Whittlesey. 
Funeral  services  were  held  at  her  home  with  burial  at  Fairview 
Cemetery,  New  Britain. 


Isidore  Wise 

Isidore  Wise  of  Hartford,  a leading  merchant  in  this  city  and 
member  of  the  Society  since  October  4,  1932,  died  at  his  home 
January  24,  1956,  aged  ninety.  The  son  of  Leopold  and  Rosalie 
Wise,  he  was  born  November  19,  1865.  He  attended  the  old  North 
School,  now  the  Henry  Barnard  School,  until  he  took  his  first  job 
as  cash  boy  at  $2.00  a week  for  Stern  and  Mandelbaum,  a local 
dry  goods  store.  He  was  then  eleven  years  old.  By  the  age  of 
twenty-one,  Mr.  Wise  opened  a small  store  at  Main  and  Kinsley 
streets  with  two  youthful  partners — Godfrey  Olschefski,  Jr.  and 
Solomon  Youngman.  The  partnership  then  bought  out  the  Clark 
Company,  operating  it  under  the  name  of  I.  Wise  and  Company. 
This  firm,  with  a new  store  and  additional  partners,  was  in  opera- 
tion from  1897  to  1948.  Mr.  Wise  again  resumed  control  in  April, 
1954,  and  one  month  later  the  store  was  closed,  ending  a life-long 
career  as  owner  of  one  of  the  city’s  three  largest  merchandising 
establishments. 

In  1891  he  married  Selma  Stern  who  died  in  1931.  He  leaves 
his  second  wife,  Mrs.  Rose  Stern  Wise;  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Louis 
A.  Samuels  and  Mrs.  Edward  A.  Hart,  both  of  West  Hartford; 
four  granddaughters,  Mrs.  Nathan  Rose  of  New  London,  Mrs. 
Isidore  Pollack  of  Quebec,  Canada,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Libby  and  Mrs. 
Ann  Louise  Pober,  both  of  West  Hartford;  and  seven  great-grand- 
children. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Temple  Beth  Israel,  Hartford. 
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Report  of  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Introduction 

The  flood  last  August  19  hurt  us.  Until  November  1st,  when  we 
reopened,  all  our  efforts  were  directed  at  salvage  and  cleaning  up. 
Since  then,  we  struggled  ineffectually  with  the  deluge  of  corre- 
spondence which  has  accumulated,  cleaning  museum  objects,  and 
replacing  catalogued  books  lost  in  the  flood.  As  luck  would  have 
it,  we  lost,  in  some  cases,  tw'o  sets  of  certain  periodicals,  and  hours 
have  been  spent  searching  dealers’  catalogues  in  hopes  of  finding 
replacements.  Forced  moving  of  our  manuscript  collection  got  it 
badly  out  of  order,  and  months  must  be  spent  reorganizing.  Recent 
accessions,  which  had  been  kept  chronologically  until  processed 
so  that  specific  items  could  be  located,  are  now  so  badly  mixed  up 
that  many  things  will  be  impossible  to  find  without  complete  cata- 
loguing. The  loss  of  storage  facilities  in  the  one  store  room  flooded 
requires  the  changing  of  thousands  of  museum  records  to  indicate 
the  new  storage  location. 

Attendance,  of  course,  suffered,  as  did  our  program,  which  was 
cut  drastically.  This  also  contributed  to  the  slump  in  new  members 
— only  64.  In  spite  of  the  increase  in  dues,  we  had  but  49  resigna- 
tions and  only  about  30  of  these  were  attributable  to  dues.  We  also 
had  20  deaths  and  13  who  failed  to  notify  us  of  change  in  address 
and  were  dropped.  This  makes  the  present  membership  total  1238. 

On  the  positive  side,  we  have  been  most  encouraged  by  willing 
assistance  of  many  members,  particularly,  Edgar  F.  Waterman, 
Miss  Florence  S.  M.  Crofut,  President  Brainard,  Cyril  Hawley, 
Richard  D.  Moore,  M.  W.  Jacobus  and  Benjamin  F.  Hubbell.  For 
some  months  Miss  Agatha  Gray  was  a volunteer  and  helped  con- 
siderably in  sorting  manuscripts.  Progress  without  this  extra  help 
would  have  been  negligible. 

As  the  result  of  expenses  of  $25,638,  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
gifts  to  a special  flood  relief  fund  totalled  §28,084.  This  generosity, 
from  far  and  near,  helped  mentally  as  much  as  physically. 

The  auditorium,  delayed  because  of  the  flood,  was  commenced 
January  25th.  We  look  forward  to  occupancy  in  the  fall.  It  should 
prove  a stimulus  to  our  programs  and  give  a flexibility  we  have 
never  before  enjoyed.

To  protect  the  building  from  future  rampages  of  the  north 
branch  of  the  Park  River,  The  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public 
Giving  granted  $16,000  to  erect  a dike.  Nothing  we  can  do  is  more 
vital  than  this  protection,  which  is  in  addition  to  whatever  flood 
control  measures  are  put  into  effect  by  the  city. 

Partially  due  to  the  delay  in  erecting  the  auditorium,  we  were 
well  within  the  budget:  §1923  in  general  funds  and  $1898  in 
building  funds.  With  more  income  than  anticipated,  the  surplus 
in  general  funds  is  $6457,  and  S6157  in  the  building  fund.  Yield 
on  endowment  in  the  General  Fund  is  off  slightly  to  approximately 
.0614%,  due  to  the  Hills  bequest  last  year  which,  when  invested 
in  the  Consolidated  Fund,  brought  the  average  down;  but  the 
building  fund  income  was  even  greater  than  a year  ago  despite 
the  sale  of  securities  to  build  the  auditorium. 

The  report  that  follows  covers  at  the  most  only  about  six  months 
of  normal  operations.  It  is  a tribute  to  the  staff  of  your  Society 
who,  by  their  determination  and  hard  work,  made  it  possible. 

Library 

M.  W.  Jacobus  spent  much  of  last  summer  organizing  our  col- 
lection of  photographs.  These  were  brought  together  from  many 
locations  and  are  now  in  two  vertical  files,  arranged  by  subject. 
Since  there  had  never  been  any  attempt  at  systematizing  before, 
this  makes  for  a great  improvement. 

Negotiations  with  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  were  completed  whereby  their  genealogical 
library,  which  had  been  in  storage  with  us  nearly  30  years,  will  be 
added  to  the  Charles  G.  Woodward  Genealogical  Loan  Collection 
of  this  Society.  By  this,  1400  new  titles  become  available  for  loan 
to  our  members,  and  to  those  of  the  Connecticut  and  National 
Societies  of  Mayflower  Descendants.  Furthermore,  they  appropri- 
ated $200,  a sum  to  be  matched  by  us,  for  a short  title  catalogue 
so  that  interested  persons  will  know  what  is  available. 

We  are  the  only  library  in  this  area  to  subscribe  to  the  Readex 
Corporation  microprint  of  American  books  published  before  1800. 
This  is  edited  by  Clifford  K.  Shipton  of  the  American  Anti- 
quarian Society,  and  means  that  in  ten  years,  all  titles  printed  be- 
fore 1800  will  be  available  here.  At  the  moment,  1639  through 
1728  has  been  completed.

Mrs.  Robert  W.  Huntington  presented  four  letters  by  Joseph 
Adams  which  have,  with  the  donor’s  permission,  been  sent  to 
Clifford  K.  Shipton,  Harvard  College  Archivist.  These  letters  ab- 
solve Dr.  Joseph  Adams,  Harvard  1743,  as  the  Townsend,  Massa- 
chusetts Tory.  The  History  of  the  Town  of  Townsend  by  Sawtelle, 
pages  194-5  quoting  Sabine,  “supposes”  that  this  Joseph  Adams 
was  the  Townsend  Tory. 

The  letters  prove  that  the  Tory  was  born  in  Lincoln,  Massa- 
chusetts January  30,  1749  and  married  about  September  1774  Mrs. 
Lovey  Lawrence.  During  the  war  he  served  in  the  British  Navy, 
afterward  settling  as  a surgeon  and  apothecary  in  Liskeard,  Corn- 
wall. One  letter  is  signed  (addressed  to  his  father)  “your  son  in 
exile.”  His  sorrow  is  readily  apparent  at  being  separated  from  his 
friends,  family  and  native  land.  He  mentions  his  confiscated  es- 
tate and  that  due  to  the  Proscription  Act,  he  cannot  return  to 
America.  The  letters  are  addressed  to  his  father,  Capt.  Joseph 
Adams,  of  Lincoln,  and  are  dated  1783,  84,  89  and  94,  just  after 
hearing  of  his  mother’s  death,  which  checks  in  the  Lincoln,  Mass, 
vital  records.  He  mentions  his  brothers  and  sisters,  the  names  of 
whom  also  check.  Since  these  documents  belong  in  Massachusetts, 
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with  permission  of  the  donor,  they  were  given  to  Mr.  Shipton  for 
him  to  determine  their  permanent  home. 

This  policy  is  not  a one  way  street.  The  American  Antiquarian 
Society  gave  us  seven  issues  of  the  Danbury  Republican  Farmer, 
November  23,  and  30,  1803;  January  18,  July  n and  August  29, 
1804;  July  2,  1805;  and  July  9,  1806. 

The  Ohio  Historical  Society  gave  us  an  account  book  of  Steph- 
anus  Knight,  1795-1810.  Knight  painted  signs  and  was  a glazier, 
gilder,  painter  and  paperer.  A fine  account  of  this  record  will  ap- 
pear shortly  in  the  Bulletin. 

From  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society  we  received  an  account 
book  of  Laban  Beach,  1790-1823,  of  Litchfield.  This  is  not  only  val- 
uable for  its  accounts  but  also  for  numerous  vital  records  of  the 
Beach  family. 

Research  projects  were  by  no  means  neglected.  The  few  Benja- 
min Franklin  items  in  our  collection  have  been  photostated  for 
Yale  University,  and  more  than  300  letters  by  Alexander  Hamilton 
- are  included  in  the  project  by  Columbia  University.  For  the  John 
Marshall  publication,  we  supplied  six  letters.  Douglas  H.  Shepard 
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of  the  University  of  Minnesota  is  transcribing  Henry  Wolcott’s 
shorthand  notebook  containing  sermons  by  Thomas  Hooker.  In 
studying  Hooker,  Mr.  Shepard  desired  to  examine  our  unique 
copy  of  Soul's  Humiliation,  published  in  Amsterdam,  1638.  This 
was  sent  on  inter-library  loan  to  Duluth.  Several  titles  were  lent 
Trinity  College  for  their  banned  books  exhibition,  and  three  more 
French  translations  in  America  were  sent  on  inter-library  loan  to 
St.  John’s  College  so  that  Forrest  Bowe  might  microfilm  them. 
When  requested,  unique  Connecticut  imprints  have  been  sent  to 
Worcester  for  filming  in  the  Readex  project. 

The  high  quality  of  acquisitions  enjoyed  in  recent  years  did  not 
suffer — in  fact  it  almost  seemed  as  though  members  and  friends 
went  out  of  their  way  to  give  us  treasures.  In  effect,  it  was  a vote 
of  confidence  in  the  future  of  the  Society  which,  though  stunned, 
has  emerged  even  stronger  than  before.  Details  of  flood  damage 
appeared  in  the  Flood  Extra  of  the  Bulletin  but,  reports  to  the 
contrary,  we  did  not  lose  a manuscript,  nor  were  any  rare  books 
damaged  in  the  slightest.  The  large  bulk  of  museum  objects 
flooded  only  needed  cleaning  and  the  few  things  lost  or  badly 
damaged  could  hardly  be  classeci  as  irreplaceable.  Amazing  per- 
haps, but  true,  not  a single  piece  of  glass  or  china,  most  of  which 
was  flooded,  was  broken. 

Time  and  space  prevents  a detailed  account  of  library  accessions. 
Some  like  Josiah  Cleaveland’s  account  of  Bunker  Hill,  gift  of  Mrs. 
R.  W.  Huntington;  the  papers  of  James  G.  Batterson  from  Walter 
E.  Batterson;  and  the  Goodale  letters  acquired  by  purchase,  were 
featured  in  the  Bulletin.  Worthy  of  comment  are  a number  of 
papers  dealing  with  the  Court  of  Admiralty  trial  of  Christopher 
Ripley  of  New  London,  1809;  General  Orders,  New  London, 
1812;  Returns  of  Supplies,  New  Milford,  1778-1779  by  purchase; 
and  by  exchange,  an  unpublished  Revolutionary  Diary  of  Elihu 
Clark,  Jr.,  of  Colchester,  April  20,  1775-April  1,  1776. 

Gideon  Welles,  of  Glastonbury,  held  many  political  offices,  both 
elective  and  by  appointment,  in  a career  which  culminated  as 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  during  the  Civil  War.  In  1836  Welles  was 
appointed  postmaster  of  Hartford.  When  William  Henry  Harri- 
son defeated  Martin  Van  Buren  in  1840,  Harrison  removed  Welles, 
a Van  Buren  supporter,  in  “the  public  interest.”  We  were  fortunate 
to  purchase  a holograph  copy  of  an  eight-page  letter  signed  by 
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Welles,  addressed  to  Francis  Granger,  Postmaster  General,  dated 
April  2,  1841,  in  which  he  protested  that  his  replacement  was  “a 
palpable  violation  of  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  act  of  1836.” 

Austin  Kilbourn,  M.D.,  presented  an  unusual  account  book  of 
the  Osborn  family.  One  part  was  kept  by  Sherman  Osborn,  a 
gravestone  cutter  of  Middlebury,  Watertown  and  Canton,  1817- 
1825.  Except  for  Hempstead's  Diary,  it  is  the  only  record  of  a Con- 
necticut stonecutter  currently  known.  Of  particular  value  is  the 
list  of  stones  he  cut,  and,  in  most  cases,  their  inscriptions  and  prices. 
His  common  design  was  an  urn  with  one  or  two  willows.  Stones 
were  priced  by  width  and  quality,  coarse,  first,  second  and  third 
quality.  Cutting  usually  required  60  days,  and  average  cost  was  $20. 

In  eighteen  years,  I have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  acquire  an 
early  valentine.  The  day  before  Carroll  G.  Means  addressed  us 
on  “Valentines'’  we  purchased  two,  a puzzle  purse  dated  1788  and 
a broken  heart.  There  are  valentines  attributed  to  an  earlier  date 
in  America,  but  this  is  the  earliest  documented  specimen  of  which 
we  have  heard.  Later,  while  sorting  manuscripts,  we  found  an 
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envelope  of  valentines,  so  the  Society  does  have  a representative 
collection. 

In  1795.  a James  Harrison  conducted  a music  store  and  rental 
library  in  Maiden  Lane,  New  York.  Subscribers,  by  paying  $7  a 
year  in  advance,  could  borrow  “two  books  at  a time  which  may 
be  changed  every  day  if  required.'’  Fortunately,  to  mark  his  books, 
Harrison  had  Amos  Doolittle,  Connecticut’s  foremost  engraver, 
design  a book  plate.  A music  book,  containing  a unique  copy  of 
the  book  plate,  has  been  purchased.  It  is  signed  “A  Doolittle  Sc  N 
Haven,"  and  in  addition  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  library, 
it  announces  that  musical  instruments  are  for  sale  or  rent,  and 
they  may  be  tuned  and  repaired  at  Harrison’s  shop.  Books  are  also 
available  to  nonsubscribers,  the  fee  scaled  according  to  the  value 
of  the  book.  For  example: 
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Another  engraving  is  a watch  paper  of  Horace  Goodwin  2d,  of 
Hartford.  These  little  advertising  papers  were  inserted  in  backs 
of  watches  when  sold  or  repaired.  When  a watch  is  found  with 
a watch  paper,  the  chances  are  very  good  there  will  be  several 
others  underneath.  The  American  Antiquarian  Society  has  the 
best  collection.  We  have  eight  which  were  found  in  watches  in 
the  museum  collection.  The  Goodwin  paper  is  the  first  I have 
been  able  to  acquire  for  the  Society.  The  Antiquarian  Society’s 
copy  of  this  paper  is  dated  1839  on  the  reverse.  Goodwin  was  a 
jeweler  in  Hartford  from  1811  to  1852  and  probably  adopted  the 
“2d”  to  distinguish  himself  from  a cousin  of  the  same  name,  who 
was  a pottery  manufacturer. 

In  our  1951  Annual  Report  we  noted  that  our  collection  lacked 
thirty  wall  maps  of  Connecticut  towns  and  counties,  published  be- 
tween 1840  and  i860.  Since  that  time  eight  have  been  secured,  the 
last  two  being  Cornwall,  1834;  and  New  Haven,  1859.  The  Corn- 
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wall  map  is  exceedingly  rare,  and  is  seldom  found  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  the  specimen  we  purchased. 

Another  mop  of  more  than  passing  interest  is  Plate  VI  of  Erd- 
beschreibung  von  America  by  Ebelings.  It  was  engraved  by  E. 
Schmidt  in  Bonn,  1796  and  is  almost  an  exact  copy  of  Blodget’s 
1791  map  with  identical  legends,  excepts  for  omission  of  wind- 
mills. Several  towms  are  misspelled  and  are  assumed  to  be  errors 
in  copying.  The  copy  we  secured  was  issued  separately  on  a sheet 
1 7V2  x 25l/i  inches  with  ample  margins.  Edmund  Thompson’s 
Maps  of  Connecticut.  . . , Windham,  1940,  gives  no  location  for 
copies  of  this  map. 

The  first  volume  of  verse  published  in  Connecticut  was  Roger 
Wolcott’s  Poetical  Meditations,  New  London,  1725.  We  have  two 
of  twelve  known  copies.  Contemporary  with  this  was  a folio 
broadside  A Lamentation  in  Memory  of  the  Distressing  Sickness

m Hartford  from  November  yth  1724  to  February  20th  1724/ 5, 
including  the  names  of  fifty-five  persons  who  died.  Morgan  B. 
Brainard  has  given  the  Society  the  only  known  copy  of  this  valua- 
ble broadside.  It  is  signed  “E.  Burleson”  and  is  assumed  to  have 
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been  printed  in  New  London.  Unfortunately  it  has  not  been  possi- 
ble to  identify  Burleson,  though  he  is  believed  to  be  Edward  Burle- 
son, born  March  i,  1686,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Church  in  Suf- 
field,  from  Springfield,  January  4,  1712/ 13.  This  broadside  was 
once  owned  by  George  Brinley  and  later  by  James  Hammond 
Trumbull. 

Although  many  books  were  acquired  during  the  year,  perhaps 
the  rarest  and  also  most  interesting  was  The  New  and  Universal 
Gazetteer  by  Joseph  Scott,  4 volumes,  Philadelphia,  1799  and  1800. 
Scott  was  a good  engraver  in  Philadelphia  and  compiler  of  an 
atlas  in  1796.  There  are  25  maps,  including  a folding  one  for  Con- 
necticut, which  Thompson  did  not  include  in  his  bibliography. 
Scott,  of  course,  relied  on  available  sources  but  he  also  did  some 
original  research  which  is  valuable  today.  The  article  on  Connecti- 
cut and  the  Connecticut  River  is  of  especial  interest.  About  Suffield, 
he  said:  “a  post  town  of  Connecticut,  in  Hartford,  on  the  W.  side 
of  Connecticut  river,  17  miles  N.  of  Hartford,  and  232  N.E.  of 
Philadelphia/'  Evans  records  ten  copies  of  volumes  1-2,-and  only 
eight  of  3-4. 

For  many  years  we  have  stressed  the  need  of  increased  endow- 
ment for  library  purchases.  Most  of  our  funds  for  the  library  de- 
pend upon  book  sales  for  growth,  which  in  recent  years  has  not 
kept  pace  with  inflation.  Consequently  our  purchasing  power  is 
no  greater  than  it  was  fifteen  years  ago,  and  only  with  special 
gifts  and,  more  recently,  appropriations  from  general  funds,  have 
we  been  able  to  compete  with  others  in  the  market  for  desirable 
acquisitions.  It  therefore  is  to  me  a great  personal  satisfaction  that 
Miss  Muriel  Alvord  has  established  a fund  in  memory  of  her 
father,  George  Buell  Alvord,  in  the  amount  of  $4800,  the  income 
only  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  manuscripts. 

Museum 

Exhibitions  included  Mechanical  Banks  in  gallery  2;  portraits 
by  Richard  and  William  Jennys,  gallery  1;  recently  acquired  paint- 
ings by  Alvan  Fisher,  Erastus  Salisbury  Field,  John  Trumbull,  John 
H.  Niemeyer,  William  Johnston,  Alexander  Hamilton  Emmons, 
Richard  and  William  Jennys,  and  Samuel  Broadbent,  gallery  1 ; 
Nathan  Hale,  gallery  3;  rare  coins,  Valentines  and  chairs,  down- 
stairs. These  maintained  the  standards  previously  set  and  the 
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" Prince  Charles’  playing  cards,  Hartford,  i8gy 


Jennys  show  was  particularly  noteworthy,  exciting  much  atten- 
tion. More  and  more  outsiders  look  forward  to  our  exhibitions  as 
important  contributions  to  knowledge  about  Connecticut. 

For  many  years  we  have  sought  anything  with  a label  showing 
it  was  manufactured  in  our  state  and  this  year  was  no  exception. 
Sometimes  we  knew  of  its  existence,  such  as  the  Prince  Charles 
deck  of  cards  produced  in  Hartford  in  1897.  ^ amusing,  with 
a real  spade  for  that  suit,  but  it  took  many  years  of  searching  to 
find  a pack  a few  months  ago.  Similar  objects  worth  mentioning 
are  a school  slate  made  by  D.  and  C.  W.  Holbrook,  Windsor 
Locks;  a Collarsion  cup  (collapsible  drinking  cup)  by  S.  H.  M. 
& Co.,  Wallingford;  Bevins  Musical  chimes,  East  Hampton,  1876; 
and  boxes  of  thread  by  O.  S.  Chaffee  & Son,  Mansfield  Centre. 

Your  Director  realized  another  personal  ambition  by  acquiring 
three  Higley  coins,  two  of  the  Broad  Axe  variety  dated  1737  and 
1739,  and  a Three-Hammers,  “I  am  good  copper.”  Mr.  Bates 
sought  unsuccessfully  more  than  fifty  years  for  a Higley. 
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Bookplate  of  Rev.  Mr.  Jona- 
than Bird  (174.6-181$)  of 
Berlin,  probably  engraved  by 
Richard  Brunton.  Brunton 
was  imprisoned  in  Newgate, 
1799,  for  counterfeiting.  Prior 
to  this,  he  worked  in  Con- 
necticut towns  doing  book- 
plates for  clergymen,  mer- 
chants and  lawyers.

The  Kellogg  print  collection  was  considerably  augmented 
through  gifts  by  William  H.  Bulkeley  and  S.  St.  John  Morgan. 

Philip  Hammerslough  was  most  generous  in  presenting  a lovely 
three-piece  silver  tea  set  by  Marcus  Merriman  of  New  Haven,  the 
earliest  Connecticut-made  set  known.  In  addition  he  gave  a num- 
ber of  pieces  of  Staffordshire:  a Newgate  teapot  and  sugar  bowl, 
McDonough’s  Victory  cup  and  saucer,  and  a Wadsworth  Tower 
cup.  He  also  loaned  a fine  clock  by  Daniel  Burnap,  which  graces 
the  upper  hall. 

As  the  result  of  the  Jennys  exhibition,  Hanford  MacNider  of 
Mason  City,  Iowa,  presented  his  two  portraits  of  Isaac  and  Tamer 
Hawley  signed  by  Richard  Jennys.  They  are  of  great  importance 
in  the  Jennys  story  and  are  much  appreciated.  Two  fine  portraits 
of  Beach  and  Charity  (Shelton)  Tomlinson,  also  by  Richard 
Jennys  and  in  their  original  frames,  arc  on  indefinite  loan  from 
our  member,  C.  P.  Tomlinson  of  Danbury. 

At  the  auction  of  Early  American  Glass  Bottles  and  Flasks,  col- 
lected by  the  late  Dr.  Charles  Osgood  of  Norwichtown,  we  were 
fortunate  in  acquiring  a very  rare  half-pint  masonic  flask  attributed 
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to  the  Coventry  Glass  Works.  It  is  #7  on  McKearin’s  list  of  most 
desirable  items. 

The  museum  has  the  greatest  public  appeal  of  any  of  the  So- 
ciety’s functions,  and  shortage  of  help  is  most  readily  apparent  in 
that  department.  We  must  have  special  exhibitions  and  the  time 
spent  with  records,  planning  and  installation  is  beyond  belief.  No 
accessioning  was  done  this  year,  and  only  with  great  effort  and  by 
slighting  other  activities  were  exhibitions  possible.

Editor 

The  usual  Annual  Report,  four  issues  of  the  Bulletin  and  a Flood 
Extra  were  issued  this  year.  It  may  be  argued  that  our  Bulletin 
lacks  diversification  and  that  we  are  over-emphasizing  early  art 
by  devoting  an  entire  issue  to  the  exhibition  of  Richard  and  Wil- 
liam Jennys  paintings  last  October,  and  the  April  issue  containing 
a Jennys  check  list.  However,  as  a result,  we  have  gained  consider- 
able stature  nationally,  and  it  would  be  a pity  not  to  complete  the 
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project  through  publication  of  discoveries  largely  made  possible 
by  means  of  the  exhibition.  This  illustrates  what  can  be  done  in 
one  field  of  specialization,  and  other  subjects  will  follow  as  they 
can  be  developed. 

A catalogue  of  chairs  in  the  Society  has  just  been  published  and 
we  hope  shortly  to  prepare  a catalogue  of  the  Seymour  collection. 
Fortunately  Mr.  Seymour  left  money  for  this  purpose  and  now, 
with  a format,  it  is  only  a matter  of  time.  Ultimately  we  would 
like  to  do  a catalogue  of  our  portraits  and  ways  and  means  of 
financing  have  been  discussed. 

Charles  S.  Bissell’s  Antique  Furniture  in  Suffield,  Connecticut, 
i6yo-i8qy,  a gift  of  the  author,  was  published  jointly  with  the  Suf- 
field Historical  Society  on  April  12.  It  is  a handsome  book  and  is 
indicative  of  what  ail  old  towns  should  do  in  recording  their  an- 
tique furniture.  In  just  over  a month,  217  copies  have  been  sold. 

Jonathan  Trumbull,  Connecticut's  Merchant  Magistrate,  by 
Glenn  W eaver,  is  due  in  July,  and  we  have  high  hopes  of  its  success. 

Later  this  year  we  are  publishing  The  Connecticut  River  Steam-, 
boat  Story,  by  M.  W.  Jacobus.  This  subject  should  interest  a great 
many  people. 

Volume  29  of  our  Collections  is  in  pages  and  is  being  indexed. 
It  continues  the  letters  of  John  Cotton  Smith,  Governor  during 
the  War  of  1812,  and  is  being  published  with  a State  Appropria- 
tion. The  release  date  of  this  volume  is  tentatively  scheduled  for 
November. 

A manuscript  concerning  Daniel  Burnap,  by  Penrose  Hoopes, 
is  next  on  the  agenda — perhaps  the  spring  of  1957. 

Book  sales  were  spotty,  again  the  result  of  inattention.  Our  list 
of  publications  for  sale  is  four  years  out  of  date  but,  despite  little 
effort,  sales  totalled  §1413.57.  Amounts  credited  to  principal  of 
funds  are:

We  need  financial  assistance  in  publishing  worthwhile  manu- 
script collections  and  interpretive  writings  on  Connecticut  his- 
tory. We  ought  to  be  in  a position  to  publish  annually  the  best 
work  available.  In  this  manner,  young  scholars  would  be  encour- 
aged to  study  in  this  field,  for  the  product  of  their  research  would 
be  considered  for  publication.  Of  those  books  previously  mentioned 
only  the  Trumbull  book  is  being  published  with  our  funds,  and 
future  publications  will  depend  upon  receipts  from  sales.

The  Publication  Committee  individually 
read  many  manuscripts  and  collectively  determined  those  suitable 
to  carry  the  Society’s  imprint.  This  type  of  service  is  hardly  an 
obligation  and  is  not  for  sale.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  them. 

Elsewhere  the  list  of  donors  to  the  Flood  Fund  will  appear  and 
words  cannot  describe  our  gratitude  to  them.  Those  lenders  to  the 
Jennys  and  Mechanical  Banks  exhibitions  also  deserve  recognition. 
To  William  L.  Warren,  a special  word  of  credit.  He  did  the  ground 
work,  research  and  arrangements  for  the  Jennys  show  at  a time 
when  our  little  world  seemed  at  an  end.  Given  assurance  we 
would  make  our  schedule,  he  did  everything  to  make  that  exhibi- 
tion the  outstanding  success  it  was. 

For  the  first  time,  gifts  exceeded  §50,000,  including  the  grant 
from  the  Hartford  Foundation  for  Public  Giving.  This  is  an 
amazing  testimonial  of  faith  and  interest  in  the  Society.  It  is  deeply 
regretted  that  the  bulk  of  this  money  was  used  in  necessary  re- 
pairs to  the  building  and  future  protection  from  floods  rather 
than  in  tangible  progress. 

Last  year  your  Director  pointed  out  the  need  for  additional 
help.  This  need  is  now  critical.  We  are  at  least  three  staff  mem- 
bers short  of  minimum  requirements.  The  present  staff  is  so  over- 
burdened that  improvement  must  not  be  expected  of  them.  I would 
be  remiss  in  my  duty  if  I did  not  bring  this  to  your  attention  again. 
Endowment  and  income  must  be  increased  if  permanent  solution 
to  the  problem  is  forthcoming.  This  Society  occupies  a unique  posi- 
tion today,  and  becoming  the  best  historical  society  in  the  country 
is  not  beyond  our  reach.

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Report  of  the  President 

Instead  of  going  into  details  of  the  Society’s  activities  during  the 
year  now  ending,  I shall  leave  that  task  to  the  Director  and 
confine  my  report  to  questions  of  policy  and  major  problems 
which  have  been  or  must  be  decided. 

Each  year  I have  begun  my  remarks  by  saying  that  the  past 
has  been  a momentous  year  in  our  history.  If  not  “momentous,” 
I have  used  some  similar  adjective.  Now  I have  run  out  of  ad- 
jectives, but  the  events  have  been  even  greater  than  before. 

Let  me  say  first  that  the  success  of  the  Society  does  not  depend 
on  our  building  program  or  even  on  our  financial  stability.  It  is 
made  or  lost  by  the  Director  and  his  staff.  It  is  pleasant  to  report 
to  you,  although  it  is  self-evident,  that  I am  told  very  often  of  the 
high  reputation  which  the  Society  is  getting  among  institutions 
of  its  kind  and  this  praise  almost  always  ends  with  favorable 
comments  on  the  personnel. 

As  I thought  over  the  activities  of  this  last  year,  I found  myself 
wondering  if  our  Director  ever  thinks  back  to  his  first  days  here 
and  what  his  reactions  must  be  when  he  remembers  the  dingy 
quarters  to  which  he  was  introduced,  and  our  meetings,  attended 
by  a faithful  few,  of  whom,  fortunately,  several  can  still  be  found 
in  regular  attendance. 

Our  new  auditorium  speaks  for  itself.  As  I have  previously 
reported,  we  were  able  to  build  it  from  the  profits  on  some  of  our 
investments  and  did  not  have  to  call  on  our  members  for  sub- 
scriptions, nor  did  we  impair  our  income.  The  building  of  this 
structure  will,  without  doubt,  have  a greater  influence  on  the 
future  of  the  Society  than  any  other  event  except  the  acquisition  of 
our  present  home.  It  is  leading  us  to  develop  new  programs,  which 
in  turn  will  attract  new  members.  The  success  of  our  seminar  on 
early  architecture  proved  this.  It  has  made  us  a live  organization 
to  many  persons  who  only  knew  us  as  a collection  of  dusty  books. 
It  also  puts  a new  responsibility  on  us  to  control  the  expansion 
of  our  activities  so  as  to  benefit  the  Society  without  diverting  it 
from  its  original  purposes. 

We  have  again  lived  within  our  income,  thanks  to  the  hard 
work  and  careful  supervision  of  our  Director.  The  margin  of  our 
surplus  is  small,  and,  in  company  with  most  other  endowed  in- 
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stitutions,  we  will  have  to  find  safe  ways  of  increasing  our  in- 
come to  care  for  the  increasing  expense  of  the  future.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  in  regard  to  the  salaries  of  our  staff.  We  cannot 
expect  this  trained  personnel  to  make  sacrifices  to  stay  with  us. 

We  have  added  an  occasional  member  to  our  staff  in  recent 
years  but  it  is  still  smaller  than  it  should  be  if  it  is  to  care  properly 
for  our  library  and  our  collections.  There  is  much  to  be  done  in 
cataloguing  and  indexing,  as  well  as  physical  care. 

This  comment  suggests  a condition  which  has  serious  impli- 
cations for  all  similar  institutions.  I refer  to  the  dearth  of  trained 
personnel  to  properly  care  for  and  restore  their  possessions.  The 
mechanical  age  has  made  hand  work,  if  available,  too  costly  for 
ordinary  purposes.  A hand  bindery  is  almost  extinct  and  in  any 
case  must  charge  more  than  is  feasible  for  any  but  very  rare  books. 
Cabinetmakers  and  restorers  of  paintings  are  equally  scarce. 
Lately  a school  for  wood  carvers  and  other  artisans,  in  England, 
was  closed  because  no  pupils  could  be  obtained.  Some  English 
museums  are  banding  together  to  be  able  to  retain  the  services  of 
skilled  men  and  women  on  a year-round  basis  by  pooling  their 
work.  This  is  a solution  which  we  should  consider  seriously  and 
see  if  similar  efforts  cannot  be  made  in  New  England. 

This  year  has  seen  us  enter  the  field  of  historical  publications. 
We  have  gained  valuable  experience  and  have  learned  that  publi- 
cations in  our  field  cannot  be  sold  in  great  quantities.  This  means 
that  they  should  be  subsidized  by  an  adequate  publication  fund. 

A year  ago  I referred  to  the  furnishing  of  the  Senate  Chamber 
in  the  Old  State  House.  The  future  of  this  building  is  now  a 
matter  of  concern,  since  the  present  occupants  of  the  first  floor, 
The  Hartford  Chamber  of  Commerce,  are  to  move  out.  Your 
Standing  Committee  has  authorized  your  officers  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  assume  the  leadership  in  a plan  to 
make  it  a useful  and  admired  public  monument.  This  will  in- 
volve ways  of  furnishing  it  to  some  extent  and  installing  suitable 
historic  exhibits.  We  hope  before  long  to  perfect  plans  to  secure 
the  cooperation  of  other  societies  in  developing  this.

Reverend  Robert  G.  Armstrong 

The  Reverend  Robert  G.  Armstrong  of  West  Hartford,  who 
became  a member  of  this  Society  January  4,  1955,  died  at  Hart- 
ford Hospital  July  25,  1956.  Reverend  Armstrong  was  Pastor 
Emeritus  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Lebanon,  and  was 
Superintendent  of  the  New  Hampshire  Congregational  Christian 
Conference  from  1932  to  1946.  He  was  born  February  4,  1888  in 
Reed  City,  Michigan,  was  a graduate  of  Amherst  College,  1912, 
and  Oberlin  Theological  Seminary,  Oberlin,  Ohio,  in  1914,  and 
received  an  honorary  Doctorate  of  Divinity  from  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege in  the  late  1930’s.  Reverend  Armstrong  was  the  son  of  the 
late  Robert  F.  and  Mary  Axim  Armstrong.  He  served  as  pastor 
in  Amherst,  Ohio;  Spencer,  Massachusetts;  Wellsville,  New  York; 
Pittsfield,  Massachusetts;  and  came  to  Lebanon  in  1946  where  lie 
remained  until  his  retirement  in  1954.  He  was  also  historian  for 
the  Connecticut  Conference  of  Congregational  Churches,  serving 
in  this  capacity  for  two  years,  and  was  editor  of  Congregational 
Connecticut.  He  leaves  his  wife,  Mrs.  Esther  Porter  Armstrong; 
two  sons,  Dan  B.  Armstrong  of  Fanwood,  New  Jersey,  the 
Reverend  Richard  P.  Armstrong  of  Montgomery,  Vermont;  a 
daughter,  Marian  Armstrong  of  Hartford;  and  four  grand- 
children. Funeral  services  were  held  in  Lebanon,  with  burial  in 
Springfield,  Massachusetts. 


Mrs.  Warren  T.  Bartlett 

Mrs.  Dorothy  B.  Larrabee  Bartlett,  widow  of  Warren  T.  Bart- 
lett of  West  Hartford,  died  at  a local  convalescent  home  July  24, 
1956.  She  had  been  a member  of  this  Society  since  April  1,  1941, 
and  was  a member  of  the  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution.  Mrs.  Bartlett  was  born  in  Willimantic 
February  8,  1892,  a daughter  of  Frank  and  Carrie  Smith  Larra- 
bee. She  leaves  a brother,  Lester  H.  Larrabee  of  Marlboro,  Ver- 
mont; a sister,  Mrs.  Roland  Utley  of  Eau  Claire,  Wisconsin;  and 
several  nieces  and  nephews.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  Willi- 
mantic, with  cremation  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 
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Frank  Edward  Bosson 

Frank  Edward  Bosson  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  December  21,  1956,  died  March  9,  1957  while  on  vacation 
in  San  Francisco,  California.  Mr.  Bosson  was  the  first  Hartford 
financier  to  serve  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  New  York 
Stock  Exchange.  He  was  also  senior  partner  of  the  investment 
firm  of  Putnam  & Co.,  retiring  in  1956  but  retaining  his  status 
as  a registered  representative. 

Mr.  Bosson  was  born  June  29,  1882,  in  Melrose,  Massachusetts, 
the  son  of  the  late  Frank  H.  and  Isabel  Bosson.  He  came  to  Hart- 
ford as  a child  and  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  High  School 
in  1900.  He  worked  for  several  insurance  companies  prior  to 
1909,  at  which  time  he  went  to  work  for  the  Hartford  office  of 
Esterbrook  & Co.  of  Boston.  In  1917  he  went  to  Putnam  & Co., 
working  several  years  as  a bond  salesman  until  he  became  a part- 
ner in  1921.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  National  Association 
of  Securities  Dealers,  a member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Investment  Bankers  Association,  as  well  as  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  State  group  of  the  same  name.  He  was  a past  member  of  the 
City  Club,  serving  as  one  of  its  presidents  in  the  1920’s,  and  was 
a former  captain  of  the  Governor’s  Foot  Guard. 

He  leaves  his  wife,  the  former  Mary  Louise  Hormel,  and  a 
niece,  Mrs.  Gilbert  D.  Carlton  of  Deerfield,  Illinois.  Cremation 
took  place  in  California,  with  funeral  services  held  in  Hartford. 

Mrs.  Leon  P.  Broadhurst 

Mrs.  Alice  Best  Broadhurst,  widow  of  Leon  P.  Broadhurst, 
died  at  her  home  in  West  Hartford  September  21,  1956.  She  had 
been  a member  of  this  Society  since  June  30,  1954. 

Mrs.  Broadhurst  was  born  in  Hartford  July  17,  1871,  the 
daughter  of  the  late  George  and  Catherine  Turnbull  Best.  She 
was  a member  of  the  South  Congregational  Church.  Surviving 
her  are  three  daughters,  Mrs.  Edwin  Ferguson  of  Westwood, 
Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Lloyd  V.  Armstrong  of  Carmel,  California, 
and  Grace  A.  Broadhurst  of  West  Hartford;  a sister,  Mrs.  H.  O. 
Halsted  of  West  Hartford;  three  grandchildren;  and  eight  great 
grandchildren.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  her  home,  with 
burial  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford. 
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Harry  Louis  Burr 


Harry  Louis  Burr  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  February  2,  1937,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  after  a long  ill- 
ness on  October  15,  1956.  He  was  a former  auditor  of  the  ffidna 
Life  Insurance  Co.,  from  which  he  retired  in  1944.  Previously,  he 
worked  as  a clerk  for  Brown  Thomson  & Co.,  for  Pope  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  joining  the  ffitna  in  1913.  During  World  War  I 
he  supervised  the  ^Etna’s  Liberty  Loan  Department,  and  in  1944, 
when  he  retired,  he  was  with  the  Group  Insurance  Department 
of  that  company. 

Mr.  Burr  wras  born  in  Middletown  August  31,  1872,  the  son  of 
the  late  Dr.  Frank  L.  and  Josephine  Clark  Burr.  He  attended' 
schools  in  Middletown  and  the  Wethersfield  Academy,  and  wras 
one  of  the  oldest  members  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  having 
been  confirmed  there  in  1896  by  the  late  Bishop  John  Williams. 
He  married  the  late  Elizabeth  K.  Hollister  and  leaves  a son,  Nel- 
son R.  Burr,  who  is  wdth  the  Exhibits  Office  of  the  Library  of 
Congress.  Funeral  services  wrere  held  at  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
with  burial  in  Fairview  Cemetery,  West  Hartford. 

Harry  Cleaveland 

Harry  Cleaveland  of  Torrington,  who  became  a member  of 
this  Society  December  22,  1952,  died  at  Charlotte  Hungerford 
Hospital  after  an  illness  of  two  weeks,  on  August  2,  1956.  He 
was  born  in  Harwinton  in  January,  1876,  the  son  of  Philo  and 
Sarah  Barker  Cleaveland. 

After  attending  Harwdnton  schools,  he  became  associated  wfith 
the  Walter  S.  Lewis  department  store,  an  organization  which 
later  incorporated  with  the  Mertz  department  store  under  the 
firm  name  of  W.  W.  Mertz  Co.  He  became  general  manager  in 
1920,  and  president  and  owner  in  1937.  He  retired  as  president, 
1951,  and  was  then  named  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors. 
Other  affiliations  have  included — director  and  at  one  time  president 
of  the  Torrington  Businessmen’s  Association,  predecessor  of  the 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce;  chairman  of  the  Smaller  Stores 
Division  of  the  National  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association;  President 
of  the  Berkshire  Mortgage  & Finance  Corp.;  and  a corporator  of 
the  Torrington  Savings  Bank.  Mr.  Cleaveland  is  survived  by  his 
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wife,  Mrs.  Louise  McLeod  Cleaveland;  a son,  Stuart  W.  Cleave- 
land,  president-treasurer  of  the  W.  W.  Mertz  Co.;  and  two  grand- 
children, Dorothy  Wadhams  Cleaveland  and  Robert  Goodwin 
Cleaveland;  several  nieces  and  nephews,  including  Lincoln  Cleave- 
land of  Harwinton.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Center 
Congregational  Church,  with  burial  at  Hillside  Cemetery,  Tor- 
rington. 

Robert  Darling 

Robert  Darling  of  Simsbury,  a member  of  this  Society  since 
December  6,  1927,  died  in  his  sleep  April  n,  1957.  He  was  re- 
tired chairman  of  the  board  of  Ensign-Bickford  Co.  with  which 
he  had  been  associated  for  53  years. 

Mr.  Darling  was  born  in  Wakefield,  Massachusetts,  July  1,  1877, 
the  son  of  David  Henry  and  Mary  Hoskins  Evans  Darling.  He 
was  educated  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire, 
and  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Massachusetts,  and  was  gradu- 
ated from  Yale  University,  Class  of  1899.  He  married,  May  14, 
1902,  the  late  Julia  W.  Ensign. 

Mr.  Darling  was  a former  director  of  the  Hartford  National 
Bank  & Trust  Co.,  the  Canadian  Safety  Fuse  Co.,  and  president 
and  director  of  the  Simsbury  Electric  Co.  He  was  also  chairman 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Westminster  School  in  Simsbury, 
and  a member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Ethel  Walker  School. 
He  was,  at  one  time,  president  of  the  Connecticut  State  Sunday 
School  Association,  now  the  Connecticut  Council  of  Churches, 
and  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Simsbury  Methodist 
Church.  He  had  been  a Mason  for  50  years  and  a member  of  the 
Flartford  Club.  Surviving  him  is  a son,  Robert  E.  Darling  of 
Simsbury;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Frederick  M.  Houghton  of  Simsbury 
and  Mrs.  Virgil  Wardwell  of  Glenbrook;  three  grandchildren; 
and  several  nieces  and  nephews.  The  funeral  took  place  at  the 
Simsbury  Methodist  Church,  with  burial  at  Center  Cemetery, 
Simsbury. 

J.  H.  Kelso  Davis 

J.  H.  Kel  so  Davis  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  November  6,  1951,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  on  May  30, 
1956.  He  was  former  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Case, 
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Lockwood  & Brainard  Co.,  and  retired  Brigadier  General  in  the 
National  Guard. 

Mr.  Davis  was  born  at  West  Point  military  reservation  Septem- 
ber 17,  1875,  the  son  of  the  late  Gen.  John  M.  K.  and  Fannie 
Sanger  Davis.  He  attended  Holderness  School  and  was  graduated 
from  Trinity  College  in  1899,  having  been  captain  of  the  baseball 
team  and  a member  of  Psi  Upsilon  fraternity.  Mr.  Davis  first 
worked  in  Hartford  for  the  Electric  Vehicle  Co.,  and  at  the  Buf- 
falo Exposition  in  the  early  years  of  this  century,  he  drove  one 
of  the  company’s  cars  with  the  President  of  the  United  States  as 
passenger.  He  went  on  from  there  to  the  Fenn  Co.  as  secretary, 
and  in  1908  he  became  treasurer  of  the  Case,  Lockwood  & 
Brainard  Co.  He  retired  in  1949  as  vice  president,  but  continued 
his  affiliation  with  the  company  as  director  of  Connecticut 
Printers,  Inc. 

An  important  part  of  Mr.  Davis’s  career  was  his  connection 
with  the  Connecticut  National  Guard.  He  joined  the  Guard  in 
1903  as  a lieutenant  in  the  Infantry,  working  up  to  captain  and 
regimental  commissary  officer  in  1907  when  he  retired.  He  served 
die  Infantry  again  from  1909  to  1911.  He  transferred  to  the 
Cavalry,  becoming  captain  of  Troop  B in  1915  and  went  with  it 
to  the  Mexican  border  in  1916.  During  World  War  I he  was  ap- 
pointed adjutant  of  the  First  Military  District  of  the  State  Guard, 
and  in  1918  he  was  commissioned  a major  assigned  to  the  Ord- 
nance Department  in  Washington.  Between  wars,  Mr.  Davis 
was  a colonel  commanding  the  316th  Cavalry  of  the  Organized 
Reserve,  resigning  in  1934.  In  World  War  II  he  was  a civilian 
aide  to  the  Army  Air  Force  and  civilian  aide  for  Connecticut  to 
the  Secretary  of  War.  In  1946  he  was  promoted  to  the  retired 
rank  of  Brigadier  General  in  the  National  Guard  Reserve,  in 
recognition  of  his  services  in  the  Army. 

Col.  Davis,  as  he  liked  to  be  called,  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the 
former  Edith  Hollister  Brainard;  four  sons,  John  M.  K.  Davis  of 
Avon,  Leverett  B.  Davis  of  Newcastle,  Maine,  F.  Kelso  Davis  of 
Essex,  and  Newton  B.  Davis  of  Litchfield;  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
James  A.  Taylor  of  West  Hartford  and  Mrs.  Geddes  Parsons  of 
New  Britain;  and  20  grandchildren.  Funeral  services  were  held  at 
Christ  Church  Cathedral,  with  burial  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery, 
Hartford. 
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Sarah  Snell  Eddy 


Sarah  Snell  Eddy,  a member  of  this  Society  since  March  4,  1924, 
died  at  her  home  in  New  Britain  September  24,  1956.  She  was 
former  head  of  the  Children’s  Division  of  the  Hartford  Public 
Library,  a position  which  she  had  held  for  42  years. 

Miss  Eddy  was  born  January  16,  1878,  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Willard  and  Minna  Maria  Hertel  Eddy.  Miss  Eddy  moved  to 
Haddam,  teaching  school  there  until  she  returned  to  her  native 
Hartford.  In  1908  she  joined  the  Hartford  Public  Library  staff 
and  was  an  instructor  at  .the  Northwest  School  in  the  evenings. 
As  an  assistant  in  the  Hartford  Public  Library,  she  worked  under 
Miss  Caroline  M.  Hewins,  1909-1926,  Truman  R.  Temple,  1926- 
1944,  and  Magnus  K.  Krhistoffersen  from  1944  until  her  retire- 
ment in  1950. 

Surviving  her  is  a brother,  Willard  Hertel  Eddy,  president  and 
founder  of  the  Eddy  Awning  & Decorating  Co.,  New  Britain.

Walter  H.  Hart 

Walter  H.  Hart  of  New  Britain,  admitted  as  a member  of  this 
Society  December  22,  1952,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in  New 
Britain  on  December  25,  1956.  He  was  a former  vice  president  and 
director  of  the  Stanley  Works  of  New  Britain. 

Mr.  Hart  was  president  of  his  high  school  graduating  class  in 
New  Britain  in  1893,  and  a graduate  of  Yale’s  Sheffield  Scientific 
School  in  1896.

Charles  Rufus  Harte 

Charles  Rufus  Harte  of  New  Haven,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  November  7,  1933,  died  at  his  home  November  13,  1956. 
He  was  a nationally-known  authority  on  railroad  electrification. 

Born  in  Marietta,  Ohio,  where  he  lived  until  14  years  of  age, 
he  moved  to  New  York  City  with  his  family  when  a flood  des- 
troyed his  father’s  merchantile  business.  He  was  graduated  from 
Columbia  University  with  a degree  in  engineering  in  1893.  In 
that  year  Mr.  Harte  became  a surveyor  for  the  New  Haven  Rail- 
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road,  helping  to  lay  out  the  right-of-way  for  the  Naugatuck  Di- 
vision. Following  a brief  period  in  charge  of  electrifying  railroads 
in  Nova  Scotia  and  Indiana  for  a firm  of  Boston  engineers,  Mr. 
Harte  returned  to  New  Haven  in  1904  as  engineer  in  charge  of 
converting  the  East  Cut  in  Newr  Haven  from  a two  to  a four 
track  installation.  In  1910  he  was  connected  with  the  Connecti- 
cut Co.’s  Street  Car  Division,  which  included  laying  tracks,  build- 
ing power  lines,  and  constructing  power  and  substations.  He  was 
active  in  World  War  I in  charge  of  a War  Department  project 
of  mapping  electrical  railroads  on  the  East  and  West  coast  which 
were  to  be  used  by  coastal  artillery  in  case  of  an  attack.  Mr.  Harte 
was  former  president  of  Connecticut  Society  of  Civil  Engineers 
and  of  the  American  Electric  Railway  Association.  He  was  also 
chairman  of  the  Electrical  Standards  Committee  of  the  American 
Standards  Association.  He  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  two 
daughters.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  New  Haven. 

Dr.  Howard  Bulkeley  Haylett 

Dr.  Howard  Bulkeley  Haylett  of  East  Hartford,  a member  of 
this  Society  since  November  6,  1956,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital 
May  1,  1957.  He  had  been  a general  practitioner  in  East  Hartford 
for  40  years.

Frank  D.  Layton 


Frank  D.  Layton  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society  since 
May  20,  1952,  died  as  a result  of  injuries  suffered  in  an  automobile 
accident  on  October  24,  1956.  Mr.  Layton  was  president  of  the 
National  Fire  Insurance  Co.  from  1928-1948  when  he  was  made 
president  of  the  board  of  directors.  He  remained  in  this  capacity 
until  his  retirement  February  21,  1955,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  a director. 

He  was  born  December  11,  1879,  in  South  Norwalk,  the  son 
of  the  late  J.  M.  Layton  and  Mary  Gardner  Layton.  He  was 
educated  in  local  schools,  and  upon  graduating  from  high  school, 
he  entered  into  his  father’s  insurance  firm.  He  went  to  the 
National  Fire  Insurance  Co.  in  1902  as  a Field  Representative, 
covering  western  New  England  and  New  York  State.

Bank,  and  the  National  Board  Building  Corp.  His  interest  in  the 
blind  also  led  him  to  be  appointed  a director  of  the  Connecticut 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  an  association  always  close  to  his  heart. 

Mr.  Layton  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Ethel  Savory 
Keep.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  Asylum  Hill  Congregational 
Church,  with  burial  at  Fairview  Cemetery,  West  Hartford. 

Kenneth  Lord 

Kenneth  Lord  of  New  York  City,  who  became  a member  of 
this  Society  May  4,  1943,  died  at  Battle  Creek  Sanitarium,  Battle 
Creek,  Michigan,  on  July  23,  1956. 

Mr.  Lord  was  born  in  Rocky  Hill,  New  Jersey,  November  21, 
1874,  the  son  of  Charles  Asaph  and  Julia  E.  Bates  Lord.  He  was 
twice  married,  first  to  Florence  A.  Ulmer,  April  30,  1902,  who 
died  in  Philadelphia,  February  23,  1911;  and  second,  to  Mrs.

It  was 
Mr.  Lord  who  coined  the  word  “rayon”  as  the  generic  name  for 
artificial  silk. 

Mr.  Lord  is  survived  by  a sister,  Edith  Lord,  of  Tarrytown,  New 
York.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Church  of  Incarnation, 
Madison  Avenue,  New  York  City. 

Benjamin  J.  May 

Benjamin  J.  May  of  Granby,  who  became  a member  of  this 
Society  October  2,  1951,  died  by  suicide  on  May  2,  1957.  He  had 
been  suffering  from  ill  health  for  some  time. 

Mr.  May,  president  of  Wadhams  & May  Co.,  of  Hartford,  was 
born  May  12,  1898,  in  Winshaw,  Lanarkshire,  Scotland.  He  came 
to  America  in  1923,  starting  as  a bricklayer  and  building  up  his 
career  to  President  of  the  firm  which  bore  his  name  in  1954.  He 
had  previously  served  as  the  firm’s  executive  vice  president,  vice 
president,  and  treasurer. 

Mr.  May  was  a bachelor  with  residence  in  Granby.  He  belonged 
to  a number  of  Masonic  groups,  including  the  Shriners;  was  past 
president  of  the  Hartford  Rotary  Club;  and  was  a member  of 
Center  Church,  Congregational,  Hartford.  Funeral  services 
were  held  at  the  South  Congregational  Church  in  Granby,  with 
burial  at  Granby  Cemetery. 

Samuel  St.  John  Morgan 

Samuel  St.  John  Morgan  of  Temple,  New  Hampshire,  who 
became  a member  of  this  Society  December  2,  1947,  died  sud- 
denly at  Longwood  Towers,  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  on  Novem- 
ber 7,  1956.  Mr.  Morgan  was  74  years  old,  and  retired  senior  vice 
president  of  the  State  Street  Trust  Co.,  Boston. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  a native  of  Hartford,  and  was  graduated  from 
Trinity  College  in  the  Class  of  1903.  Following  his  retirement 
in  1953,  he  made  his  home  in  Temple,  New  Hampshire. 

He  was  New  England  manager  of  the  Westinghouse  Co.,  was 
next  made  president  of  the  Lamson  Hubbard  Co.  of  Boston,  fol- 
lowed by  his  joining  the  State  Street  Trust  Co.  in  1925.  He  was 
a trustee  of  Boston  Children’s  Hospital,  a director  of  the  Merrimac 
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Hat  Corp.,  and  the  Loyal  Protective  Life  Insurance  Co.,  as  well 
as  a former  director  of  the  Bigelow  6c  Dowse  Co.,  H.  6c  B.  Machine 
Co.,  Nashua  Manufacturing  Co.,  Russell  Manufacturing  Co.,  and 
former  board  chairman  of  the  Pelzer  Manufacturing  Co.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  Mary  Bergen  Morgan;  a son,  John  Morgan 
of  Brookline,  Massachusetts;  and  a daughter,  Mrs.  John  A.  Kell, 
Jr.,  of  Needham,  Massachusetts. 

Marjorie  Reinhardt 

Marjorie  Reinhardt  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  December  i,  1953,  died  on  March  26,  1957.  She  was  director 
of  food  service  and  nutrition  of  Hartford  schools.  She  entered  the 
service  of  the  city’s  schools,  1949,  in  the  same  post  she  held  at  the 
time  of  her  death. 

Before  coming  to  Hartford,  Miss  Reinhardt  taught  home  econo- 
mics in  Minnesota  schools,  serving  as  a hospital  dietitian,  and  for 
five  years  she  was  manager  of  dining  halls  and  instructor  of  in- 
stitutional management  at  the  University  of  Delaware. 

She  was  a member  of  the  American  School  Foods  Service  Asso- 
ciation, the  American  Home  Economics  Association,  the  Ameri- 
can Educational  Association,  and  the  State  groups  of  each  of 
these. 

Miss  Reinhardt  was  born  January  24,  1901,  in  Fountain  City, 
Wisconsin,  a daughter  of  the  late  Jean  and  Sarah  Richtman  Rein- 
hardt. She  took  her  bachelor’s  degree  in  home  economics  at  Mil- 
waukee Downer  College  in  1922,  and  her  master’s  degree  in  in- 
stitutional management  at  Columbia  University  Teacher’s  College 
in  1949. 

She  leaves  two  sisters,  Phyllis  J.  Reinhardt  of  West  Hartford, 
and  Mrs.  Joseph  Gleason  of  Old  Chatham,  New  York.  Funeral 
services  and  burial  took  place  at  Fountain  City,  Wisconsin. 

Charles  Frederick  Taft  Seaverns 

Charles  Frederick  Taft  Seaverns  of  Hartford,  a member  of 
this  Society  since  December  7,  1920,  died  at  his  summer  home  in 
Camden,  Maine,  on  July  11,  1956. 

Mr.  Seaverns  was  born  in  Chicago  December  1,  1878,  the  son 
of  Frederick  Abijah  and  Rebecca  Lowell  Houghton  Seaverns.  He 
was  a graduate  of  the  Boston  Latin  School  and  went  on  to  Colby 
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College  where  he  received  an  A.B.  degree  in  1901,  taking  his 
Master  of  Arts  degree  at  Harvard  a year  later.  He  taught  at  the 
Robbins  School,  Norfolk,  Connecticut,  and  the  Hill  School,  Potts- 
town,  Pennsylvania,  before  joining  the  faculty  of  the  Hartford 
Public  High  School  where  he  taught  Latin  and  other  subjects 
from  1914  to  1923.

Besides  his  interest  in  cultural  and  educational  activities  which 
led  him  at  one  time  to  be  vice  president  of  the  Wadsworth  Athe- 
neum,  a trustee  of  Colby  College  and  the  Kingswood  School, 
West  Hartford,  and  other  organizations,  Mr.  Seaverns  wras 
formerly  a member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  JE tna  Life 
Insurance  Co.  and  the  National  Fire  Insurance  Co.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  a director  of  the  Hartford  National  Bank  6c  Trust 
Co.  He  was  also  principally  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Horace 
Bushnell  Memorial  Hall,  and  was  at  one  time  its  president.

Loring  M.  Tapley 

Loring  M.  Tapley  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society  since 
May  2,  1950,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  December  27,  1956.  He 
had  been  Republican  registrar  of  voters  for  the  city  of  Hartford 
for  the  past  36  years. 

Mr.  Tapley  was  born  in  Vinal  Haven,  Maine,  June  13,  1895, 
and  attended  the  University  of  Maine.

Ada  Louise  Taylor  of  Hartford,  who  became  a member  of  this 
Society  March  4,  1913,  died  in  a Simsbury  Convalescent  home  on 
November  7,  1956.  She  was  born  in  Hartford  August  10,  1863,  the 
daughter  of  the  late  Samuel  and  Laura  Louise  Lester  Taylor,  and 
resided  in  this  city  most  of  her  life.  She  was  the  oldest  living 
member  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  was  an  early 
member  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  and  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  Funeral  services  were 
held  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  with  burial  at  Cedar 
Hill  Cemetery,  Hartford. 

Harry  R.  Williams 

Harry  R.  Williams  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society  since 
April  4,  1916,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford  August  3,  1956  after 
a short  illness.  He  was  94  years  old  and  had  been  a patent  attorney 
in  this  city  for  the  past  58  years. 

Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  Hartford  October  18,  1861,  the  son 
of  the  late  James  A.  and  Sarah  Roberts  Williams.  He  became 
an  independent  patent  lawyer  in  1887  and  was  a contemporary  of 
many  of  Hartford’s  famous  industrialists — Dr.  Richard  J.  Gatling, 
inventor  of  the  Gatling  Gun;  Christopher  L.  Spencer;  Charles  E. 
Billings;  Francis  A.  Pratt;  and  Amos  Whitney,  all  with  whom  he 
worked.  He  frequently  appeared  in  famous  court  cases  as  an  ex- 
pert. The  Lincoln  Co.,  now  Taylor  6c  Fenn  Manufacturing  Co., 
sent  him  to  England  concerning  patent  litigation,  as  did  the 
former  Pratt  & Cady  Co. 

Mr.  Williams  was  connected  with  the  Smyth  Manufacturing 
Co.  from  1889  until  his  retirement  in  1945.  He  was  a senior  tenant 
of  the  Hartford  National  Bank  6c  Trust  Co.  building  where  he 
set  up  his  office  in  1903.  He  is  survived  by  three  daughters,  Bea- 
trice H.  Williams,  Lois  P.  Williams,  and  Elizabeth  W.  Williams, 
all  of  Hartford.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  James  T.  Pratt 
Funeral  Home,  with  burial  in  Spring  Grove  Cemetery,  Hartford. 


Report  of  the  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Introduction 

By  any  standard,  the  year  just  concluded  has  been  very  satis- 
factory. Everything  reached  a new  high:  membership,  attendance, 
income,  sales  and  gifts.  We  stayed  within  our  budget;  income 
was  higher  than  expected  so  we  had  a surplus  of  about  $900.00, 
even  after  paying  extraordinary  moving  and  painting  expenses. 
Our  collections  grew  remarkably  both  by  gift  and  purchase.

a total  of  $281,705.43 


slightly  less  than  anticipated  which  in  itself  these  days  is  note- 
worthy. The  dike  was  a grant  from  the  Hartford  Foundation 
for  Public  Giving;  about  $237,000.00  was  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  securities  in  the  Hoadley  Fund  and  the  balance  came  from 
gifts,  accumulated  surpluses  in  both  general  and  building  funds, 
and  money  from  savings  banks  in  the  Hoadley  account.  Fortun- 
ately, the  expected  loss  of  income  has  been  more  than  made  up 
by  increased  dividends  so  that  even  after  taking  a quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  from  the  principal  of  the  George  E.  Hoadley 
Fund,  the  annual  income  for  maintenance  of  our  building  is  al- 
most $2,000.00  more  than  it  was  in  1955. 

Gifts  to  the  Society  totalled  a gratifying  $38,000.00,  and  sales 
of  publications  grossed  $6,328.85.  As  for  membership,  there  were 
30  deaths  and  40  resignations,  and  147  new  members,  making 
the  present  total  of  1,315. 

This  continued  progress  is  encouraging  and  not  to  be  dismissed 
lightly.  Since  1940,  however,  1 have  deplored  the  lack  of  a manu- 
script cataloguer,  the  almost  non-existent  funds  for  museum  pur- 
chases and  the  meagre  funds  for  publishing  books.  Ironically, 
these  three  things,  closest  to  my  heart,  have  shown  the  least  im- 
provement. I am  not  discouraged,  just  impatient. 

Libraries  and  museums  have  an  inexhaustible  appetite  for 
storage  facilities  and  technical  equipment.  For  example,  a cabinet 
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shop,  photographic  studio,  and  conservator’s  laboratory  require 
substantial  sums  onlv  once.  On  the  other  hand,  growth  requires 
that  periodically  we  add  vertical  files,  print  cases,  storage  drawers, 
racks  and  bins.  Some  of  this  we  may  secure  through  foundations 
but  the  salaries  of  technicians  to  utilize  special  tools  must  eventu- 
ally come  from  operating  income.  At  the  present  time,  we  require 
their  services  only  one  day  a week. 

Every  year  it  is  difficult  to  properly  chronicle  the  past  twelve 
months.  So  much  happens  that  to  describe  everything  would  take 
hours.  Time  and,  later,  the  printed  page,  requires  condensation  to 
the  bare  essentials.  What  I mention  in  this  report  is  not  neces- 
sarily to  be  considered  an  evaluation  of  acquisitions.  Some  things 
have  or  will  appear  in  the  Bulletin,  and  among  the  remainder,  a 
selection  was  made  to  present  in  my  opinion  a brief,  fair  and 
diversified  account  covering  the  entire  activities  of  the  Society. 

In  our  duties,  the  station  wagon  has  travelled  12,000  miles,  we 
have  addressed  more  than  50  groups,  written  nearly  2,000  letters, 
and  spent  hours  supervising  the  building.  From  month  to  month, 
visitors  to  the  museum  were  able  to  see  something  new  as  nine 
major  exhibitions  were  held. 

The  lecture  series  was  well  attended  and  with  the  opening  in 
December  of  the  Hoadley  Auditorium,  seating  256  persons,  new 
attendance  records  were  set.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  fol- 
lowing speakers:

The  Seminar,  “Restoration  of  Old  Houses”,  was  held  in  the 
Auditorium  and  proved  most  gratifying  to  us  for  it  was  sold  out 
in  advance  and  more  than  150  were  unable  to  secure  tickets.  Par- 
ticularly noteworthy  was  the  fact  that  four  states  and  55  towns 
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in  Connecticut  were  represented.  It  is  our  intent  to  make  this  an 
annual  affair,  covering  a variety  of  subjects.  Plans  for  next  year 
have  not  been  completed,  but  it  seems  safe  to  assume  the  subject 
will  again  be  houses  but  from  a different  approach.  Questions  sub- 
mitted to  the  panel  session  will  guide  our  planning,  and  lessons 
learned  should  improve  what  all  agreed  was  an  outstanding  pre- 
sentation. 

Library 

Replacing  catalogued  volumes  lost  in  the  flood  has  proven  more 
costly  and  time  consuming  than  anticipated.  The  insurance 
money  covering  the  loss  of  these  books  is  exhausted  and  there 
are  still  about  ioo  titles  to  replace.  This  puts  a heavy  burden  on 
our  limited  book  funds.  The  normal  library  routine  has  been  re- 
sumed and  purchasing  and  cataloguing  goes  on  as  usual.  Through 
a fortunate  purchase,  42  genealogies  and  local  histories  wrere  ac- 
quired over  the  summer  from  galley  proofs  of  a dealer’s  catalogue. 

The  new  hallway  connecting  the  Auditorium  and  Main  Build- 
ing made  it  necessary  to  move  the  genealogical  manuscript  col- 
lection. After  considerable  study  of  the  problem,  duplicate  news- 
paper files  were  removed  and  the  shift  to  microfilm  of  current 
papers  made  it  possible  to  shelve  these  genealogical  manuscripts 
in  the  3rd  level  of  the  book  stack  adjacent  to  the  local  history  col- 
lection. To  prevent  unauthorized  removal  and  shelving,  this  area 
should  be  caged  and  under  lock  and  key  for  service  only  by  the 
staff. 

Mrs.  Muriel  Alvord  Ward  has  increased  the  principal  of  the 
George  Buell  Alvord  Fund  to  §10, 000.00,  the  income  from  which 
is  for  the  purchase  of  manuscripts.  This  is  of  great  help  to  us  and 
has  made  possible  the  recent  purchase  of  an  orderly  book  kept  by 
Sergt.  Joel  Smith  for  Capt.  William  Judd’s  Company,  commenc- 
ing Redding,  March  21,  1779. 

Mrs.  Alfred  Howe  Terry  has  continued  to  catalogue  the  Jere- 
miah Wadsworth  manuscript  collection  and  through  her  efforts, 
hundreds  of  important  letters  have  become  available  for  the  first 
time. 

We  are  still  adding  to  our  collection  of  wall  maps,  this  year 
acquiring  Bristol  and  Waterbury,  published  in  1852,  and  Wash- 
ington, 1853. 
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We  were  fortunate  to  purchase  some  autobiographical  and 
genealogical  material  on  the  Brinley  family.  There  were  also 
letters  to  George  Brinley  (1774-1857),  and  a diary  kept  by  him 
between  May  5,  1852  and  July  28,  1855.  Mr.  Brinley  married 
Catharine,  granddaughter  of  Israel  Putnam,  and  their  son  was 
the  noted  collector  of  Americana.  His  observations  and  comments 
on  local  subjects  are.  of  considerable  interest.  For  example, 

“April  30,  1854,  The  Flood,  Sunday 
The  Rain  noted  for  the  several  preceeding  days  continues 
9 P.M.  The  rise  of  the  River  very  great  & still  rising.  Much 
damage  I learn  has  taken  place.  Rev.  Mr.  Washburn  & the  Rev. 
Mr.  Lambert  took  Tea  with  us — attempted  to  light  our  Gas 
burners  without  effect.  The  Gas  House  submerged  by  the  flood. 

May  1st,  1854 

A fine  day — the  flood  ceased  to  rise  this  day  at  2 P.M.  The 
greatest  flood  ever  known  in  this  city — it  seems  a correct  record 
of  extraordinary  floods  in  this  city  have  been  kept  since  the 
year  1692  viz: 

1692 — 26:2  inches  above  lower  water  Mark 

1801 — 27:2 

1841 — 25:4 

1843 — 26:3 

1852—23 

May  1,  1854 — 28:11*4  Great  loss  of  property  has  been  sus- 
tained & much  suffering  by  many  near  the  range  of  the  waters 
— a great  number  have  been  taken  out  of  Chamber  Windows 
for  Security — The  Mayor  has  caused  the  City  Hall  thrown  open 
for  those  who  had  to  quit  their  houses — The  papers  are  filled 
with  disasters  far  & near — one  man  drowned  in  this  city  today.” 

Another  manuscript  to  be  noted  is  the  “Military  History  of 
James  W.  Eldridge”,  as  the  author  calls  it,  prepared  from  his 
diary  kept  during  the  Civil  War.  This  was  a gift  from  Mrs.  Annie 
F.  Eldridge  Murray,  his  daughter  and  only  survivor,  now  resid- 
ing in  California.  The  manuscript  is  dated  Hartford,  June  1st, 
1866,  and  is  introduced  with  an  autobiographical  sketch.  He  was 
born  in  Mt.  Carmel,  Wabash  County,  111.,  on  June  4,  1841,  where 
his  family  had  emigrated  from  New  London,  Conn.  Following

the  Civil  War,  James  Eldridge  made  his  residence  in  Hartford, 
and  was  a member  of  this  Society  at  his  death  here  on  February 
6,  1909.  He  was  well  known,  and  perhaps  remembered  by  some, 
as  the  owner  of  a large  Civil  War  collection,  valued  in  its  time 
at  $40,000.00,  and  now  unfortunately  dispersed. 

In  addition  to  the  diary  entries,  covering  the  period  of  August 
1,  1862  when  he  entered  the  127th  N.Y.V.  as  a private,  to  May 
20,  1865  when  he  was  mustered  out  as  1st  Lieutenant  of  the  23rd 
U.S.  Colored  Troop,  there  is  much  statistical  information  of  value 
in  this  manuscript.  He  lists,  for  instance,  the  number  of  sieges, 
battles,  and  reconnaissances  in  which  he  engaged.  In  all,  there 
were  14,  such  as  the  siege  of  Charleston,  S.C.,  and  the  defences 
of  Bermuda  Hundred,  Va.,  in  which  he  engaged  in  continual 
fighting.  In  another  list  he  indicates  that  he  marched  861  miles 
during  the  war,  traveled  4560  miles  by  boat,  3077  miles  by  rail- 
road, making  a total  traveled  and  marched  while  in  the  United 
States  Army,  8498  miles.  He  was  63  times  on  Picket  duty,  went  on 
40  different  marches,  wrote  318  letters,  205  of  which  were  sent 
home,  and  finally,  he  was  304  days  under  fire. 

One  of  the  most  significant  books  from  the  library  of  the  late 
Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  presented  by  his  son  Houghton  Bulkeley, 
was  William  Wood’s  New  England  Prospect , 2nd  edition, 
London,  1635.  Although  the  identity  of  the  author  is  clouded  in 
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antiquity,  this  was  the  best  description,  in  its  time,  of  Massachu- 
setts. The  literary  historian,  Moses  Coit  Tyler,  author  of  History 
of  American  Literature , has  said  of  Wood,  uHis  style,  indeed,  is 
that  of  a man  of  genuine  literary  culture,  and  has  the  tone  and 
flavor  of  the  best  Elizabethan  prose  writers;  [and]  almost  none  of 
the  crabbedness  of  the  sermon-makers  and  pamphleteers  of  his 
own  day. . Wood  arrived  in  Massachusetts  in  1629  and  returned 
to  England  August  15,  1633.  His  book  was  so  popular  that  editions 
appeared  in  1634,  1635,  and  1639.  Since  then  it  has  been  reprinted 
a number  of  times.  The  last  half  describes  the  Indians  in  New 
England,  followed  by  a vocabulary  which,  it  is  thought,  Roger 
Williams  and  John  Eliot  helped  compile. 

We  highly  recommend  your  reading  this  book  for  it  may  have 
convinced  your  ancestors  and  mine  that  New  England  was  a 
place  to  settle.  For  example:  “a  well  skilled  and  industrious  hus- 
bandman, for  tillage  and  improvements  of  grounds;  an  ingenious 
carpenter,  a cunning  joiner,  a handy-cooper,  such  a one  as  can 
make  strong  ware  for  the  use  of  the  Country,  and  a good  Brick- 
maker,  a Tyler  and  a Smith,  a Leather  dresser,  a Gardiner,  and  a 
Taylour:  one  that  hath  good  skill  in  any  of  these  trades,  if  he  can 
transport  himself,  he  needs  not  feare  but  he  may  improve  his 
time  and  endeavours  to  his  owne  benefit  and  comfort;  if  he  can- 
not transport  himselfe,  he  may  provide  himself  of  an  honest 
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Animated  cap  pistol,  box,  and  caps,  acquired  through  purchase 


master,  and  so  may  doe  as  well.  . . This  kind  of  descriptive 
material  had  a tremendous  influence  in  settling  the  country,  pro- 
paganda though  it  may  be,  and  Wood’s  account  was  the  first 
and  one  of  the  best. 

This  copy  is  in  fine  condition  with  the  map  and  agrees  with 
all  points  in  the  Church  catalogue  except  that  page  47  is  cor- 
rectly numbered  47,  not  7.  Besides  Mr.  Bulkeley’s  bookplate  there 
is  also  that  of  C.  L.  F.  Robinson  of  Newport,  R.I. 

Another  rare  and  important  book  from  the  Bulkeley  collection 
is  A History  of  New  England  by  Edward  Johnson,  London, 
1654.  This  is  better  known  as  The  Wonder-Working  Providence 
of  Sion  s Saviour  in  New  England.  Its  scarcity  may  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  1659  the  remaining  copies  were  incorporated  into 
America  Painted  to  the  Life  by  Sir  Ferdinand  Gorges,  with  new 
title  page  and  introduction.  This  was  not  piracy  on  the  part  of 
the  author  but  trickery  of  the  publisher  who  owned  Johnson’s 
book  and  was  printer  for  Gorges.  After  poor  sales  for  five  years, 
the  printer  was  trying  to  get  rid  of  the  books.  When  it  was  dis- 
covered, Gorges  was  furious  because  he  was  a knight,  had  been 
appointed  by  the  crown  as  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Maine, 
had  had  ambitions  of  being  Governor  of  New  England,  and  was 
then  the  Governor  of  the  Fort  and  Island  of  Plimouth  in  Devon- 
shire, and,  well,  who  was  Johnson  ? 
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Toy  railroad  train  made  of  tin,  the  earliest  of  its  kind  in  our  Collections 


Johnson  was  a “joiner”  and  was  an  early  settler  of  Woburn, 
Mass.  His  work  must  not  be  relied  upon  too  heavily  because  he 
lacked  critical  judgement,  but  he  did  record  details  of  settling 
of  towns,  statistics  of  immigration,  population  figures,  agricul- 
tural products  and  prices  of  commodities  that  were  ignored  by 
his  contemporaries.  His  account  of  the  Pequot  War  is  most  inte- 
resting because  he  was  a Captain,  Commander  of  the  Militia 
Company  of  Woburn.  His  style  is  crude  and  yet  for  its  period 
is  an  unusual  and  effective  record  of  the  events  of  which  he  was 
an  eyewitness. 

This  copy  is  a fine  one  in  a Bedford  binding,  bearing  the  Huth 
bookplate. 

Museum 

William  L.  Warren  assumed  charge  of  the  Museum  almost  a 
year  ago  and  has  done  a splendid  job  under  difficulties.  Records 
are  badly  out  of  shape  and  new'  storage  facilities  have  yet  to  be 
installed.  Despite  this,  he  arranged  interesting  exhibits,  super- 
vised numerous  repairs,  and  catalogued  a large  quantity  of  ob- 
jects. 

A new  print  room  now  occupies  the  old  manuscript  stack  space 
and  for  the  first  time,  prints,  maps,  broadsides  and  photographs 
are  together.  If  enough  files  and  boxes  can  be  secured  it  will  not 
take  long  before  the  collection  will  be  much  more  useful  and  kept 
in  better  condition. 

In  January  the  final  move  from  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum  was 
made  and  now  everything  owned  by  the  Society  is  in  this  build-

ing.  Much  of  this  has  been  sorted  and  by  summer  the  first  and 
hardest  part  will  be  completed.  The  bulk  of  this  material  was 
from  the  “Iron  Room”,  a former  coal  bunker,  low  ceilinged,  very 
dirty,  which  dated  from  before  1900.  We  found  a number  of  sur- 
prises and  a great  deal  of  material  that  will  be  useful.  We  also 
found  a communion  set  missing  since  1937! 

Several  maps  and  drawings  were  repaired  and  mounted  as 
well  as  two  pictures  of  Curtisville  that  were  in  very  poor  shape. 
Six  paintings  were  relined  and  completely  restored,  a valuable 
piece  of  crewel  work  was  painstakingly  repaired,  and  old  glass 
protecting  two  embroidered  pictures  was  replaced.

Alfred  Straw  was  employed  part  time  to  photograph  the  Sey- 
mour furniture  collection  and  the  Morgan  B.  Brainard  collection 
of  tavern  signs.  He  took  about  250  photographs  which  has  worked 
out  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

We  were  fortunate  to  purchase  eight  marked  stoneware  speci- 
mens when  George  S.  McKearin’s  collection  was  sold.  It  is  sur- 
prising how  few  such  pieces  we  had,  but  already  several  addi- 
tional ones  have  been  given  us. 

The  zEtna  Life  Insurance  Company  turned  over  to  us  more 
than  80  8 x 10"  prints  and  a sound  motion  picture  film  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  Cathedral  fire  last  December  31st.  This  was  of  special 
significance  for  it  illustrates  our  desire  to  collect  current  records. 

Under  the  will  of  the  late  Ada  L.  Taylor,  we  acquired  over  300 
prints  from  the  famed  Samuel  Taylor  photograph  collection.  This 
has  been  catalogued  and  a series  “Then  and  Now”  appeared  in 
the  Sunday  C our  ant  Magazine  Section. 

Mrs.  Leon  P.  Broadhurst  presented  a lovely  miniature  painted 
on  ivory  of  John  Lawrence,  ca.  1800,  many  years  Treasurer  of  the 
State.  Although  we  do  not  know  the  artist,  he  may  be  identified 
some  day,  for  it  was  likely  done  locally. 

Philip  Hammerslough,  inspired  by  the  watch  paper  article  in 
the  Bulletin,  presented  an  interesting  one  of  John  Proctor  Trott, 
New  London,  engraved  by  J.  D.  Stout,  Jr.,  of  New  York.  Israel 
E.  Liverant  owns  the  copper  plate  for  the  R.  Bradley,  Hartford, 
watchmaker  advertisement.  While  loaned  to  us,  impressions  were 
made.  This  is  unknown  in  its  original  state. 

An  interesting  road  sign  came  to  us  from  Bert  C.  Gable.  It 
reads: 

“2  miles  of  dusty  road  to  Plartford  Center 
Keep  on  your  leather  blinders  till  you  enter 
Be  fair  slow  down  and  keep  in  mind 
We  have  to  eat  the  dust  you  leave  behind.” 

Mary  Allis  of  Fairfield  gave  us  a rare  pottery  jar  marked  West 
Hartford.  This  is  the  only  one  of  the  type  we  have  discovered. 

Among  purchases  should  be  mentioned  some  30  Kellogg  prints 
and  animated  cap  pistols  manufactured  by  Ives  of  Bridgeport 
and  Stevens  of  Cromwell. 

Just  before  her  death,  Miss  Aliys  E.  Tyler  of  Windsor  gave  us 
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a fine  four  paneled  oak  chest.  According  to  family  tradition,  this 
piece  was  brought  from  England  bv  William  Phelps  (1599-1672) 
who  settled  in  Windsor  in  1635.  Analysis  by  the  laboratory  at  the 
Henry  Francis  du  Pont  Winterthur  Museum  indicates  the  wood 
to  be  of  American  origin.  Consequently,  $1,000.00  was  added 
to  the  appraisal  value  of  the  chest,  and  it  is  established  as  one  of 
the  earliest  pieces  of  furniture  in  our  collection.

The  chair  catalogue  was  distributed  free  to  members,  but  men- 
tion in  Antiques  Magazine  has  helped  sell  a number  of  copies. 
Mr.  Bissell’s  book  received  an  award  from  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  State  and  Local  History.  The  Connecticut  River  Steam- 
boat Story  has  sold  well  and  there  are  less  than  300  copies  remain- 
ing. 

Most  of  our  sales  are  by  direct  mail.  Advertising  has  been  very 
expensive  and  not  worth  the  cost.  Somehow,  we  must  prepare 
and  circularize  lists  of  these  and  other  books  that  are  available 
and  turn  a frozen  asset  into  a useful  one. 

Publishers  are  always  enthusiastic  about  their  books  and  one 
must  accept  their  statements  with  some  reserve.  However,  with 
Dr.  Weaver’s  book  we  have  something  to  crow  about  and  we  are 
going  to  make  the  most  of  it.  Here  are  excerpts  from  the  reviews 
that  have  appeared:

The  concluding  paragraphs  (pp.  150-155)  provide  a more  than 
adequate  explanation  for  Jonathan  Trumbull’s  lack  of  success 
as  a businessman.  . . . There  remain  to  be  written  a few  words 
each  for  the  publisher,  the  printer,  and  the  binder.  The  Con- 
necticut Historical  Society  is  congratulated  for  encouraging  a 
worth-while  book;  the  Connecticut  Printers,  for  turning  out 
an  attractive  piece  of  work;  and  Russell  Rutter,  for  producing 
a striking  cover.” 

This  year  we  will  publish  Volume  29  of  the  Collections , the 
next  to  the  last  volume  dealing  with  the  papers  of  John  Cotton 
Smith;  a catalogue  of  the  Morgan  B.  Brainard  Tavern  Sign  Col- 
lection, which  is  on  loan,  and  a catalogue  of  the  George  Dudley 
Seymour  Collection  of  Furniture.  Funds  to  print  these  have  been 
set  aside  or  are  in  special  accounts.  The  final  book  scheduled  is 
on  Daniel  Burnap,  Connecticut  Clockmaker.  Penrose  Hoopes, 
author  of  Connecticut  Clochjnal^ers  of  the  Eighteenth  Century 
has  written  the  text  at  our  request.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  the  finest 
and  most  complete  account  of  an  18th  century  American  crafts- 
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man  possible,  for  it  is  based  upon  original  account  books,  letters 
and  a memorandum  book  kept  by  the  subject,  all  of  which  are 
in  our  collection.  Last  May,  just  after  Mr.  Hoopes  had  finished 
his  manuscript,  we  purchased  a memorandum  book  commenced 
by  Burnap  September  9,  1779,  the  day  he  started  work  for  Thomas 
Harland  of  Norwich.  In  this  Burnap  records  his  trade  secrets, 
probably  learned  under  Harland.  There  are  numerous  draw- 
ings and  details  on  how  to  make  chime,  eight-day  and  steeple 
clocks,  how  to  make  silver  spoons,  jewelry  and  many  other  items 
of  this  nature.  Fortunately,  this  important  material  was  located 
in  time  to  be  included  in  the  book.  Since  we  have  only  half 
enough  money  to  print  this,  authority  has  been  granted  to  experi- 
ment with  a pre-publication  promotion  and  if  sufficient  orders 
are  received  to  guarantee  costs,  we  will  go  ahead.

Report  of  the  President 

In  considering  appropriate  topics  for  the  annual  report  of  your 
President,  it  occurred  to  me  that  I might  properly  discuss  the 
relation  of  the  Society  to  the  individual  member. 

We  have  over  one-thousand  members  and  it  seems  at  times  as 
though  they  had  almost  that  many  different  interests.  Many  think 
mostly  of  genealogy,  others  of  our  furniture  collections.  Our  pic- 
ture exhibitions  have  attracted  many,  while  data  about  local  history 
constantly  brings  us  calls  for  information.  Let  me  relate  briefly 
how  your  executives  try' to  satisfy  all  of  these  members  in  so  far 
as  it  can  be  done. 

You  may  have  felt  that  only  an  occasional  one  of  our  monthly 
talks  interested  you.  We  regard  this  as  a favorable  sign,  for  your 
Program  Committee,  in  selecting  speakers,  tries  to  introduce  a 
variety  of  subjects  during  the  season.  If  the  series  covered  only  a 
single  theme,  no  matter  how  important  it  was,  it  would  only 
appeal  to  a selected  portion  of  our  membership.  In  a similar  way, 
an  effort  is  made  to  have  our  Bulletin  deal  in  each  issue  with  as 
many  different  topics  as  we  can  cover  adequately.  These  two 
activities,  the  Bulletin  and  our  monthly  meetings,  are,  in  a way, 
of  the  utmost  importance  for  they  are  our  only  contact  with  many 
of  our  members. 

Undoubtedly,  our  greatest  attraction  and  the  one  which  keeps 
on  our  list  many  members,  is  genealogy.  We  have  a wide  reputa- 
tion for  our  genealogical  library,  which  is  supplemented  by  a 
great  mass  of  manuscript  matter.  Our  staff  is  in  daily  corre- 
spondence with  persons  located  all  over  the  country  who  are 
seeking  information  regarding  the  history  of  their  families. 

It  is  interesting,  and  sometimes  surprising,  to  check  on  the 
kind  of  historical  information  which  is  requested  of  us  and  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used.  Not  only  is  it  called  for  by 
students,  scholars  and  authors,  but  also  frequently  by  commercial 
interests.  We  sometimes  feel  as  though  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  a business  or  open  a bank  without 
the  help  of  our  Society.  The  information  which  we  give  is  often 
followed  by  a request  for  loans  from  our  museum  collections. 
The  historical  displays  which  you  have  seen  in  show  windows 
often  are  built  around  articles  from  our  shelves.  Advertising  men 
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and  newspaper  reporters  get  much  of  their  inspiration  here  and 
hardly  a day  passes  when  an  item,  which  originated  here,  does 
not  appear  in  your  daily  newspaper. 

It  has  given  great  satisfaction  to  learn  from  casual  remarks  by 
others  in  our  field  that  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  has 
the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  most  progressive  organizations 
of  its  group.  The  showing  of  the  works  of  early  artists,  which  we 
have  held  for  several  years,  has  become  an  event  which  is  looked 
forward  to  by  students  in  this  field.  Our  Bulletin  articles,  too, 
are  spoken  of  as  contributing  to  more  than  local  knowledge.  The 
books  which  we  have  published,  though  limited  in  number,  have 
been  well  received. 

There  is  not  time  to  enumerate  all  of  our  diversified  collections 
and  activities  but  I hope  that  this  brief  listing  of  some  of  the 
more  prominent  types  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  wide  variety 
of  interests  which  your  officers  and  staff  must  keep  in  mind  when 
endeavoring  to  serve  its  members  and  the  public,  for  our  service 
is  by  no  means  confined  to  our  members. 

This  brief  resume  of  our  collections  and  their  use  justifies  our 
existence  but  it  does  not  mean  that  we  are  doing  as  good  a job 
as  we  should.  Like  similar  organizations,  we  are  adding  to  our 
material  every  day.  We  report  each  month,  with  pride,  our  new 
accessions  but  what  are  we  doing  to  make  the  information  which 
you  desire  easily  accessible  to  you?  Can  we  readily  produce  for 
you  that  family  letter  or  the  data  about  some  minor  incident 
which  occurred  right  here  in  Hartford?  Too  often  we  cannot. 
We  are  not  alone  in  this  situation.  In  a recent  article  in  the 
'National  Geographic  Magazine  regarding  the  famous  Hunting- 
ton  Library  they  told  of  more  than  a million  manuscripts  stored 
in  their  cellar  which  are  neither  indexed  or  even  listed.  If  we 
do  not  do  something  about  indexing  our  collections,  we  can 
hardly  justify  adding  to  them  continually  and  then  merely  storing 
them  away.  In  my  remarks  last  year  I alluded  to  this  matter 
and  it  has  been  much  on  my  mind  during  the  year  just  passed. 
I believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  make  a be- 
ginning at  this  tremendous  task,  and  the  word  “tremendous” 
is  not  an  exaggeration  when  describing  it.  Results  will  not  be 
evident  for  a long  time,  but  a trial  will  show  us  what  has  to  be 
done  and  how  to  do  it.  Consider  the  information  which  we  should 
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have  on  a single  letter.  Who  wrote  it  and  to  whom?  Where  was 
it  written  and  when?  What  persons  and  places  are  mentioned  in 
it?  This  is  too  costly  an  undertaking  to  be  done  from  our  ordinary 
income,  which  hardly  covers  our  normal  expenditures,  hut  it 
seems  to  me  to  be  a work  which  might  appeal  to  many  individuals 
to  the  extent  of  financing  work  on  a specific  group  of  manuscripts 
relating  to  a family,  a place  or  a period. 

Let  me  not,  by  this  suggestion,  discourage  any  who  would  con- 
tribute to  our  general  funds.  Only  by  such  gifts  can  the  Society 
grow  and  continue  to  do  its  work.  We  have  been  fortunate  in 
this  respect.  During  tlie  past  year  we  have  had  generous  gifts, 
amounting  to  §21,910.37,  from  the  following,  to  whom  I extend 
our  sincere  gratitude  and  appreciation:

The  recent  fire  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  has  given  your 
executives  much  concern  as  to  our  own  collections.  This  concern 
is  not  due  to  any  conditions  which  we  know  to  exist  but  it  makes 
us  worry  as  to  whether  we  have  neglected  any  precautions  which 
we  should  have  taken.  We  have  a fireproof  building  equipped 
with  modern  devices.  Our  collections  should  be  safe  but  when 
we  see  the  damage  which  occurred  in  another  modern  building 
we  want  to  be  sure  that  we  have  not  overlooked  any  dangerous 
conditions  here.  Our  insurance  agents  have  inspected  our  build- 
ings and  found  only  minor  points  on  which  to  comment.  These 
are  being  attended  to. 

On  the  matter  of  finances,  I can  report  a satisfactory  year.  Our 
income  was  $>278.00  greater  than  our  expenses.  This  is  not  a safe 
margin.  As  long  as  our  activities  continue  to  increase  and  infla- 
tion stays  with  11s,  we  will  need  and  fervently  hope  for  continued 
increases  in  our  endowment. 

It  is  not  perfunctory  flattery  when  I report  to  you  again  the 
satisfactory  services  of  our  staff.  The  comments  of  those  who 
have  visited  our  building  or  written  us  for  information,  as  well 
as  my  own  opportunities  for  observation  which  occur  several 
times  each  week,  assure  me  that  our  staff  is  devoted  and  efficient 
and  interested  in  the  work  which  they  are  doing.  I commend 
them  highly.

Katharine  Cecilia  Ahern 

Katharine  Cecilia  Ahern  of  West  Hartford,  who  became  a 
member  of  this  Society  December  3,  1935,  died  at  Hartford 
Hospital  December  30,  1957.  She  had  been  a teacher  for  many 
years  at  the  Chaffee  School  in  Windsor. 

Miss  Ahern  was  born  in  Hartford,  daughter  of  the  late  James 
and  Mary  (Sheedy)  Ahern,  and  had  been  a resident  of  Hart- 
ford most  of  her  life.  She  was  graduated  from  Smith  College 
in  1897  and  was  the  first  woman  to  be  awarded  a master’s  degree 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  In  1914,  when  the  Loomis 
Institute  was  opened,  she  was  made  head  of  the  girl’s  day  student 
division.  She  taught  Latin,  English  and  History  at  the  school, 
later  named  the  Chaffee  School,  from  1914  to  1938  when  she 
retired. 

Miss  Ahern  is  survived  by  a niece,  Mrs.  Michael  Murphy  of 
San  Francisco,  California  and  a nephew,  James  T.  Saybolt  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

A solemn  requiem  Mass  was  held  at  St.  Joseph's  Convent,  with 
burial  at  Mt.  St.  Benedict  cemetery,  Bloomfield. 

Horatio  Hugh  Armstrong 

Horatio  Hugh  Armstrong  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this 
Society  since  January  3,  1922,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  December 
8,  1957.  After  41  years  with  Travelers  Insurance  Co.,  he  retired 
in  1946,  having  served  as  vice-president  of  the  group  agency 
department. 

Mr.  Armstrong's  long  employment  with  Travelers  began  in 
1905  when  he  was  a liability  special  agent  in  the  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  office.  From  there  he  was  appointed  casualty  manager 
for  Indiana,  and  two  years  later,  due  to  his  outstanding  work,  he 
was  promoted  to  the  home  office  in  Hartford  as  agency  assistant 
in  the  life  and  accident  department.  He  was  made  assistant  super- 
intendent in  1911,  superintendent  of  agencies  in  1924,  and  vice- 
president  in  1927. 
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Mr.  Armstrong  was  born  in  Kirkwood,  Missouri,  in  1880.  He 
was  married  to  the  former  Marjorie  Edson,  and  during  World 
War  II  he  was  active  as  director  of  the  Hartford  Red  Cross. 
Through  his  efforts  in  1944  as  chairman  of  the  Hartford  Red 
Cross  Fund  Campaign,  more  than  one  million  dollars  were  raised 
in  less  than  one  month’s  time.  Mr.  Armstrong  traveled  extensively 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  was  active  in  several  life 
insurance  agencies.  He  was  also  interested  in  historical  matters 
and  served  as  a trustee  of  the  Henry  Whitfield  House,  Guilford, 
and  was  on  the  Marine  Committee  of  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum. 
His  other  affiliations  included  former  vice-president  of  the  Twen- 
tieth Century  Club,  Hartford;  and  member  of  the  Hartford 
Golf  Club;  Oriental  Lodge  No.  500,  AF  and  AM,  California, 
and  the  Knight  Templars. 

Mr.  Armstrong  leaves  his  wife  and  a brother,  Luther  H.  Arm- 
strong of  Berkeley,  California.  Burial  was  in  Fairview  Cemetery, 
West  Hartford. 

Morgan  Bulkeley  Brainard 

Morgan  Bulkeley  Brainard  of  Hartford  and  Fenwick,  a mem- 
ber of  this  Society  since  January  5,  1904  and  for  many  years 
chairman  of  its  Finance  Committee,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital 
August  28,  1957.  He  had  been  president  of  the  ffitna  Life  Affiliated 
Companies  since  1922  until  his  retirement  in  1956.  Mr.  Brainard 
was,  for  many  decades,  an  outstanding  leader  in  civic  and  com- 
munity affairs  and  his  influence  was  widely  felt  throughout  the 
business  world. 

The  son  of  the  late  Mayor  Leverett  B.  and  Mary  (Bulkeley) 
Brainard,  he  was  born  in  Hartford  January  8,  1879.  He  attended 
Hartford  Public  High  School  from  which  he  was  graduated  in 
1896.  In  1900  he  received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Yale  University 
and  in  1903,  he  was  graduated  from  the  Yale  Law  School. 

Mr.  Brainard  served  in  the  law  firm  of  Sperry  & McLean  for 
one  year,  which  was  followed  by  his  position  as  assistant  treasurer 
with  the  ffEtna  Life  Insurance  Co.  In  1907  he  was  promoted  to 
treasurer  of  what  was  then  iEtna  Casualty  and  Surety,  and  he  was 
again  promoted  a year  later  from  secretary  to  treasurer  of  the 
iTtna  and  Liability  Co.  In  1910  he  was  elected  vice-president  and 
treasurer  of  ffEtna  Life.  In  1922,  upon  the  death  of  his  uncle, 
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Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  former  Governor  and  United  States  Senator, 
Morgan  B.  Brainard  became  president  of  the  three  companies, 
and  of  the  fourth  company,  Standard  Fire  Insurance  Co.,  when 
it  was  acquired  in  1923. 

Besides  his  high  post  in  the  insurance  world,  having  been  suc- 
cessful in  raising  his  companies’  premiums  from  nine  to  five  hun- 
dred million  dollars,  he  was  a vital  part  of  community  life,  having 
served  as  director  of  many  Hartford  businesses.  He  was  chairman 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  director 
for  20  years  of  the  Connecticut  State  Prison  and  a member  of  its 
Board  of  Parole,  and  from  1909  to  1918,  he  was  a member  of  the 
Hartford  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.  It  was  Mr.  Brainard’s 
remark,  “The  thing  I’m  proudest  of  is  the  fact  that  I’m  a native 
of  Hartford,  born  and  brought  up  here,  and  a product  of  Hart- 
ford’s public  schools.”  Mr.  Brainard  served  on  the  board  of  many 
institutions,  a few'  of  which  were  the  Flartford  Hospital,  the 
Institute  of  Living,  and  the  American  Cancer  Society.  He -was 
also  a trustee  of  the  National  Safety  Council,  the  Wadsworth 
Atheneum,  the  Colt  Bequest,  the  Morgan  Memorial,  and  the 
Watkinson  Library.  Historical  matters  interested  him  greatly  and 
his  collections  of  State  House  china  and  clocks  are  well  known. 

Mr.  Brainard  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Stuart  Motfat 
Brainard  whom  he  married  April  27,  1905;  four  sons,  Morgan  B. 
Brainard,  Jr.  of  Hartford,  Charles  E.  Brainard  and  Maxwell  L. 
Brainard,  both  of  West  Hartford,  and  Edward  M.  Brainard  of 
Grangeville,  Idaho;  a daughter,  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Robinson;  a 
brother,  Newton  C.  Brainard,  president  of  this  Society;  a sister, 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Kelso  Davis  of  West  Hartford;  eight  grandchildren; 
two  great  grandchildren;  and  several  nieces  and  nephews. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  West 
Hartford,  with  burial  in  Cedar  Hill  cemetery,  Hartford. 


Edward  Perrine  Cody,  Sr. 

Edward  Perrine  Cody,  Sr.  of  Wethersfield,  who  became  a mem- 
ber of  this  Society  March  1,  1949,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  after 
a short  illness  on  August  7,  1957. 

Mr.  Cody  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  on  April  1, 
1868.  He  had  been  a resident  of  Wethersfield  for  the  past  thirty- 
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eight  years.  He  was  a member  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ, 
Wethersfield,  and  is  survived  by  a son,  Edward  P.  Cody,  Jr.;  three 
daughters,  Mrs.  Harold  Springer  of  Wethersfield,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Bagley  of  West  Hartford,  Miss  Mabel  Cody  of  Wethersfield;  and 
five  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  James  T.  Pratt  Co.  Chapel 
with  burial  in  Cedar  Hill  cemetery,  Hartford. 

John  Ostrom  Enders 

John  Ostrom  Enders  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  this 
Society  since  March  i,  1921,  died  at  his  home  April  3,  1958.  He 
was  the  second  of  three  generations  which  have  played  major  rolls 
in  Connecticut  banking  circles  for  the  past  three  quarters  of  a 
century. 

Mr.  Enders  was  born  in  Hartford  December  3,  1869,  the  son 
of  the  late  Thomas  O.  and  Harriet  Adelaide  (Burnham)  Enders. 
He  attended  the  Prospect  Hill  School,  the  West  Middle  School, 
Stearns  and  Bowen’s  Private  School,  and  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

He  started  as  a runner  in  his  father’s  bank  and  through  his  later 
efforts  as  president,  he  negotiated  the  merger  of  the  United  States 
Bank,  Fidelity  Trust  Co.  and  the  Security  Trust  Co.  which  became 
the  United  States  Security  Trust  Co.  in  1923.  Four  years  later 
he  was  made  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Hartford  National 
Bank  and  Trust  Co.  when  it  was  formed  through  the  merger 
of  the  United  States  Security  Trust,  Hartford  National  and  iTtna 
National.  His  son,  Ostrom  Enders,  is  now  president  of  the  Hart- 
ford National,  a position  he  has  held  since  1947. 

Mr.  Enders  has  been  active  in  many  Hartford  firms,  having 
served  on  the  board  of  fiEtna  Life  Insurance  Co.  for  54  years,  as 
trustee  of  the  Society  for  Savings,  as  a director  of  fiEtna  Casualty 
and  Surety  Co.,  a director  of  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection 
and  Insurance  Co.,  and  a trustee  of  the  Dime  Savings  Bank.  He 
served  as  vice-president  and  later  president  of  the  Hartford  Hos- 
pital, and  has  also  been  closely  affiliated  with  the  Hartford  Insti- 
tute of  Living  when  it  was  known  as  the  Hartford  Retreat. 

Surviving  him  are  his  wife,  Harriet  (Whitmore)  Enders  whom 
he  married  June  12,  1895;  two  sons,  Ostrom  Enders  and  Dr.  John 
F.  Enders  of  Harvard  University,  holder  of  the  Nobel  Prize  for 


his  work  in  growing  polio  virus  in  living  monkey  tissue;  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  Briton  Martin,  wife  of  a Philadelphia  architect, 
and  Mrs.  Elvia  E.  Richards  of  Waterford;  ten  grandchildren,  a 
step-grandson;  and  eleven  great  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  with 
burial  in  Fairview  Cemetery,  West  Hartford. 

Mrs.  Francis  T.  Fenn 

Mrs.  Mildred  (Quiggle)  Fenn  of  West  Hartford  died  at  Hartford 
Hospital  after  a short  illness  on  December  8,  1957.  She  had  been 
a member  of  this  Society  since  December  3,  1935.  She  was  the 
wife  of  Francis  T.  Fenn,  retired  vice-president  and  treasurer  of 
the  Hartford  Fire  Insurance  Group. 

Mrs.  Fenn  was  born  in  Hartford  July  11,  1888,  the  daughter 
of  the  late  Elmer  C.  and  Margaret  (Bolles)  Quiggle.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Asylum  Hill  Congregational  Church  as_-we.ll  as 
active  in  the  Women’s  Association  and  the  Over  60  Club  of 
Union  Settlement.  She  is  survived  by  her  husband;  two  sons, 
Francis  T.  Fenn,  Jr.  and  Hart  Q.  Fenn  of  West  Hartford;  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  Benjamin  D.  Rogers,  Jr.,  of  Norfolk,  Massachu- 
setts; and  six  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  her  home,  with  burial  in  Fairview 
cemetery,  West  Hartford. 


Samuel  Herbert  Fishf.r 

Samuel  Herbert  Fisher  of  Litchfield,  who  had  been  a member 
of  this  Society  since  October  4,  1932,  died  in  Litchfield  June  7, 
1957  at  the  age  of  90.  A Democrat,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Wilbur  Cross  to  help  organize  the  Connecticut  Safety  Commis- 
sion in  1936.  He  served  as  its  chairman  from  1936  to  1940,  and 
from  1940  to  1943  he  was  Connecticut  Defense  Administrator. 

Colonel  Fisher,  who  served  in  Company  F,  Second  Regiment, 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Lie 
was  a graduate  of  the  Yale  Law  School.  He  first  practiced  law 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  then  opened  an  office  in  New  Haven 
in  1895.  In  1916  he  moved  to  New  York  City  where  he  was  per- 
sonal counsel  for  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness  and  her  son,  Edward 
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S.  Harkness,  retiring  in  1931.  Yale  University  conferred  upon 
Colonel  Fisher  an  honorary  degree  of  M.A.  in  1920,  and  an 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1936.  He  also  received  a 
Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  Colgate  University  in  1932,  and 
another  from  Wesleyan  University  in  1935. 

Colonel  Fisher  was  appointed,  in  1911,  Judge  Advocate  of  the 
General  Staff  of  Governor  Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  serving  in  this 
capacity  until  1915.  He  was  a director  of  the  Chicago.  Milwaukee 
and  St.  Paul  Railroad,  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  New 
York,  the  Commonwealth  Fund  of  New  York,  and  the  Central 
Council  of  the  Charity  Organization  Societies  of  New  York.  He 
was  also  a trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  New  York. 

Col.  Fisher  is  survived  by  a son,  Robert  Lewis  Fisher  of  Litch- 
field; and  a daughter,  Mrs.  Margaret  Crosette  Babbitt  of  Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Mrs.  Alfred  E.  Hammer 

Mrs.  Rosamond  (Swan)  Hammer  of  Branford,  who  became  a 
member  of  this  Society  January  7,  1941,  died  after  a brief  illness 
on  July  25,  1957.  She  was  born  in  Boston,  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
Charles  Walter  and  Harriet  Winchester  de  Karajan  Swan. 

Mrs.  Hammer  was  a graduate  of  Radcliffe  College  and  was  the 
author  of  A Daughter  of  Firenze , an  account  of  her  mother’s  life 
in  Italy.  During  her  many  years  of  residence  in  Branford,  she  was 
active  in  many  community  enterprises.  She  served  as  registrar 
of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  of  America;  presi- 
dent of  the  Branford  Branch,  American  Red  Cross;  and  of  the 
Branford  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  She  was  appointed  to  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Whitfield  House  by  Governor  Wilbur 
Cross  and  was  a member  of  the  Fortnightly  Club,  the  Italian 
Circolo,  New  Haven  Lawn  Club,  and  the  Branford  Garden  Club. 
She  belonged  to  the  Unitarian  Society  of  Hamden. 

Mrs.  Hammer  is  survived  by  her  brother,  Walter  B.  Swan  of 
Omaha,  Nebraska;  and  by  four  stepchildren,  Forrester  L. 
Hammer  and  Thorvald  F.  Hammer,  both  of  Branford;  Mrs. 
Charles  Francis  Clise  of  Seattle,  Washington,  Mrs.  Henry  M. 
Clark  of  SufReld;  and  by  several  grandchildren;  and  twenty 
great  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Curtis  Funeral  Home,  with 
burial  at  Center  cemetery,  Branford. 


Mrs.  William  J.  Johnson

this  Society  since  December  4,  1951,  died  on  April  6,  1957  at  New 
Britain  General  Hospital.

Charles  Pool  Kellogg 

Charles  Pool  Kellogg  of  Waterbury,  a member  of  this  Society 
since  May  3,  1921,  died  at  Waterbury  Hospital  on  December  27, 
1957.  He  was  former  secretary  of  the  Connecticut  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  and  was  one  of  the  foremost  welfare 
workers  in  the  State.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Con- 
necticut Conference  of  Social  Work  in  1909,  and  of  the  Associated 
Charities  in  Waterbury,  now  the  Lincoln  House  Association. 

Mr.  Kellogg  was  born  in  Waterbury  April  27,  1868,  the  son 
of  the  late  Stephen  Wright  and  Lucia  Hosmer  (Andrews)  Kel- 
logg. He  attended  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire, 
and  Yale  University  from  which  he  received  his  A.B.  degree  in 
1890  and  LL.B.  degree  in  1893.  While  attending  Yale,  he  was  on 
the  editorial  board  of  the  Yale  Daily  News.  He  was  also  a member 
of  the  Psi  Upsilon  fraternity,  and  the  Senior  Society  of  Skull  and 
Bones,  both  at  Yale. 

Mr.  Kellogg’s  first  employment  was  at  the  American  Pin  Co., 
Waterbury,  which  he  left  a year  later  to  attend  the  Yale  Law 


School.  He  was  in  his  father’s  law  firm  from  1893  t0  I$95>  and 
in  September  of  1895  he  became  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  which,  in  1921,  was  reorganized  as  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare.  In  1900,  Mr.  Kellogg  was  Connecticut’s  official 
delegate  to  the  Congress  of  Public  Relief  in  Paris,  the  International 
Prison  Congress  in  Brussels,  and  an  International  Congress  of 
Charity  Organization  Societies  in  London.  In  1909  he  sat  in  on 
a conference  at  the  White  House  at  which  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt  was  one  of  the  leaders  for  the  basic  principles  of  a 
plan  for  placing  needy  children  in  homes  instead  of  institu- 
tions. In  1928  Mr.  Kellogg  retired  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  following  32  years  of  continuous  service. 

Mr.  Kellogg  is  survived  by  14  nieces  and  nephews.  Funeral 
services  were  held  at  the  Second  Congregational  Church,  with 
burial  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Waterbury. 


Anna  Mabel  Keyes 

Anna  Mabel  Keyes  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this  Society  since 
November  6,  1927,  died  at  her  home  on  February  9,  1958.  She 
had  lived  most  of  her  life  in  Hartford  where  she  had  been  a piano 
teacher;  but  she  was  born  in  Williamstown,  Massachusetts,  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1870,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  B.  and  Mary  (Fuller) 
Keyes. 

Miss  Keyes  was  a member  of  numerous  organizations,  includ- 
ing the  First  Methodist  Church;  the  Ruth  Wyllys  Chapter,  D.A.R.; 
the  Musical  Club  of  Hartford;  the  McAll  Auxiliary;  and  the 
Jewett  Family  Association  of  America.  She  is  survived  by  a sister, 
Mrs.  Ethelwyn  K.  Marshall  of  Hartford;  a nephew,  Olney  D. 
Shailer  of  East  Hartford;  and  several  cousins. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  James  T.  Pratt  Co.  Chapel, 
with  burial  in  Cedar  Hill  cemetery,  Hartford. 


W.  Langdon  Kihn 

W.  Langdon  Kihn  of  East  Haddam,  who  became  a member 
of  this  Society  February  7,  1956,  died  at  Lawrence  Memorial  Hos- 
pital in  New  London  December  12.  1957.  He  was  a well  known 
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artist  and  one  of  the  country's  foremost  painters  of  American 
Indian  life. 

Mr.  Kihn  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  September  5,  1898, 
the  son  of  Alfred  C.  and  Carrie  L.  (Peck)  Kihn.  He  studied  at 
the  Art  Student’s  League  in  New  York  under  Frank  Vincent 
Dumond,  Kenneth  Hayes  Miller,  George  Luke,  and  was  also 
the  pupil  of  Homer  Boss  and  Winold  Reiss.  In  1920  he  accom- 
panied Mr.  Reiss  to  Montana  and  New  Mexico,  the  first  of  Mr. 
Kihn’s  many  trips  to  the  Indian  country  in  our  American  west 
and  Canada  as  well.  His  first  one  man  show  was  held  at  the 
Museum  of  New  Mexico,  Santa  Fe,  when  he  was  twenty-three 
years  old,  and  there  were  many  other  exhibitions  before  he  reached 
the  age  of  thirty.  He  lived  among  the  Indians  on  occasions,  and 
through  these  experiences  he  was  able  to  portray  from  life  the 
American  Indian  scene  with  which  he  has  most  often  been  identi- 
fied. 

In  1935  Mr.  Kihn  was  commissioned  by  the  National  Geo- 
graphic Society  to  paint  a series  of  the  life  of  the  Indian.  This 
assignment  included  seven  sectional  projects,  the  result  of  which 
were  over  one  hundred  canvases  in  a monumental  work  which 
took  fifteen  years  to  complete.  The  paintings  are  now  in  the 
National  Geographic  Society's  headquarters  in  Washington,  D.C., 
and  are  included  in  the  book,  printed  by  the  Society  in  1955, 
entitled  Indians  of  the  Americas. 

Mr.  Kihn  also  illustrated  several  books  and  he  was  a distin- 
guished portrait  painter.  His  portraits  have  included  Dr.  Alexis 
Carrell,  Ruth  St.  Dennis,  Ted  Shawn,  Governor  Wilbur  Cross, 
Vilhjalmur  Stefansson  and  many  others.  His  works  are  in  the 
permanent  exhibitions  of  the  Ohio  State  University,  Provincial 
Museum  in  British  Columbia,  McGill  University,  Ottawa  Na- 
tional Museum,  Vancouver  Art  Gallery,  Royal  Ontario  Museum, 
Winnipeg  Art  Gallery,  and  in  several  private  collections.  Besides 
his  affiliations  with  art  and  anthropological  organizations  here 
and  abroad,  he  was  a director  of  the  Connecticut  Forest  and  Park 
Association  and  a member  of  the  Connecticut  Fine  Arts  Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr.  Kihn  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Helen  (Butler)  Kihn  of  East 
Haddam,  and  by  a daughter,  Phyllis  Kihn  of  Hartford.  Funeral 
services  were  held  at  the  First  Church,  Congregational,  East 
Haddam,  with  burial  in  the  Cove  Cemetery,  Hadlyme.

CORTLANDT  FRANCIS  LuCE 


Cortlandt  Francis  Luce  of  Hartford,  who  became  a member  of 
this  Society  December  3,  1946,  died  at  his  residence  on  May  4,  1956. 
Mr.  Luce,  a victim  of  a cerebral  hemorrhage  which  left  him  para- 
lyzed, had  been  confined  to  his  bed  for  some  years.  He  was  a 
familiar  figure  to  Hartford  people  and  was  known  to  many  as 
“The  Man  in  the  Window.”  His  days  were  spent  propped  up  beside 
the  window,  reading,  writing,  and  waving  to  his  friends  on  the 
street  below,  many  of  whom  were  unaware  of  his  name. 

He  was  born  in  Boston  October  22,  1876.  He  came  to  Hartford 
at  an  early  age,  and  was  graduated  from  Hartford  High  School 
in  1896.  He  went  on  to  Yale  University  where  he  excelled  in  sports, 
playing  two  years  of  football  under  the  immortal  Walter  Camp. 
He  was  trained  as  an  architect  and  when  graduated  from  Yale 
in  1900,  he  went  on  to  New  York  to  launch  into  his  architectural 
career. 

In  1927  illness  overcame  him,  but  he  spent  many  fruitful  years 
among  his  memories  of  meetings  with  such  famous  people  as 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Mark  Twain,  Harry  Houdini,  the 
great  magician,  William  Lyon  Phelps,  Buffalo  Bill  Cody,  }.  P. 
Morgan  and  many  others.  In  1953  he  wrote  a series  for  the  Hart- 
ford Courant  entitled  “From  the  Man  in  the  Window.”  These 
articles  were  gathered  and  printed  the  following  year  in  pamphlet 
form  by  a group  of  his  classmates  at  Yale.  Many  letters  were  sent 
to  him  by  strangers  who  had  learned  to  know  him  only  as  the 
figure  in  the  window,  and  one  morning  he  found  he  had  returned 
the  waves  and  nods  of  86  people. 

Mr.  Luce  was  the  son  of  Clarence  and  Alice  (Francis)  Luce. 
H is  father  was  a wxll  known  architect  in  Boston.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Isabell  (Munn)  Luce;  two  sons,  Cortlandt  F. 
Luce,  Jr.,  and  Stewart  M.  F.  Luce,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Gross  Memorial  Chapel,  Asylum 
Hill  Congregational  Church,  with  cremation  in  Springfield, 
Massachusetts. 


William  Hutchinson  Putnam 

William  Hutchinson  Putnam  of  Hartford,  a member  of  this 
Society  since  April  7,  1914,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  of  an  acute 
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internal  hemorrhage  on  March  ii,  1958.  He  was  one  of  Hartford's 
outstanding  civic  figures,  and  for  40  years  he  was  the  moving 
force  behind  Hartford’s  redevelopment  and  bridge  building  pro- 
gram. When  Mr.  Putnam  was  80  years  old,  the  city  honored  him 
with  a testimonial  dinner  attended  by  some  800  government,  busi- 
ness and  civic  leaders,  and  at  which  he  was  named  “Hartford's 
Number  One  Citizen.” 

Mr.  Putnam  was  a stock  broker  still  active  as  a senior  partner 
of  Putnam  and  Co.  at  the  time  of  his  death,  but  he  is  probably 
best  known  in  recent  years  for  his  work  in  promoting  the  city’s 
multiple  bridge  plan  and  obtaining  funds  for  their  construction. 
Mr.  Putnam  once  listed  his  interests  as  “Hartford  Hospital,  Hart- 
ford parks  and  horticulture,  education  at  Connecticut  College 
for  Women,  major  improvements  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  and 
the  welfare  of  its  citizens.”  In  all  of  these  he  played  an  active 
part,  contributing  his  support  with  the  energy  that  characterized 
most  of  his  activities.  His  interest  in  parks  brought  him  appoint- 
ment to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  in  1931,  a position  he 
retained  for  17  years  and  wras  twice  named  president.  His  varied 
interests  included  membership  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Community  Chest.  In  1934  he  was  named  director  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Hartford  Hospital.  He  was  president  of 
this  organization  for  seven  years  and  also  served  as  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors.  He  was  named  chairman  in  1936  of  the 
Hartford  Flood  Commission,  to  which  he  was  appointed  by  the 
late  Mayor  Thomas  J.  Spellacy.  When  the  Hartford  Redevelop- 
ment Commission  was  established  to  increase  the  city’s  accessibility 
and  business  opportunities,  Mr.  Putnam  was  chosen  to  direct  it. 
These  affiliations,  and  many  others,  were  indicative  of  Mr.  Put- 
nam’s leadership  and  his  unfailing  efforts  to  improve  and  build 
up  the  city. 

Mr.  Putnam  was  born  in  Brooklyn  [Conn.],  February  1,  1878, 
the  son  of  Albert  Day  and  Harriet  Eliza  (Dorrance)  Putnam. 
On  March  8,  1899,  he  married  Adabelle  C.  Lyon  who  died  April 
17,  1944.  Following  his  education  in  public  schools,  he  became  a 
clerk  in  the  Windham  County  National  Bank  of  Danielson,  a 
position  he  held  for  seven  years.  He  became  a life  insurance  sales- 
man, and  then  went  into  the  profession  which  was  to  be  his  the 
rest  of  his  life,  becoming  a bond  salesman  in  Boston  in  1904.  A

year  later  he  returned  to  Connecticut  as  a representative  of 
William  A.  Read  Co.  of  New  York.  In  1912  he  became  a partner 
of  Richter  and  Co.  becoming  a senior  partner  in  1921. 

Mr.  Putnam  is  survived  by  two  sons,  Lyonel  H.  Putnam  and 
Albert  D.  Putnam,  both  of  Hartford;  a daughter,  Marcella 
R.  Putnam  of  Hartford;  two  grandsons,  William  H.  Putnam  II 
of  West  Hartford,  and  Douglas  T.  Putnam  of  Cambridge,  Massa- 
chusetts; and  a granddaughter,  Mrs.  Robert  G.  Perry,  Jr.,  of 
West  Hartford. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Hart- 
ford, with  burial  in  the  family  plot  in  the  churchyard  of  Old 
Trinity  Church,  Brooklyn.

Warren  Wallace  Weston 

Capt.  Warren  Wallace  Weston,  who  became  a member  of  this 
Society  May  15,  1951,  died  at  Veteran’s  Hospital,  Sawtelle,  Cali- 
fornia May  5,  1957.  He  was  83  years  old.

Howard  Arnold  Willard  of  Hartford,  who  became  a member 
of  this  Society  February  4,  1939,  died  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  on 
November  8,  1957.  He  was  an  antique  dealer,  appraiser  and  auc- 
tioneer, with  an  antique  shop  located  at  39  Mulberry  Street, 
Hartford.

Mrs.  Bertha  McCullough  (Clark)  Williams  of  Hartford, 
a member  of  this  Society  since  July  17,  1951,  died  at  her  home 
May  6,  1958.  She  was  born  June  1,  1876,  in  Germantown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, a daughter  of  the  late  Edward  and  Sarah  (Homer)  Clark.  A 
resident  of  Hartford  most  of  her  life,  she  was  a member  of  the 
Asylum  Hill  Congregational  Church  and  the  Town  and  County 
Club.

Funeral  services  were  held  at  her  home,  with  burial  in  Cedar

Sir  Alfred  Zimmern 

Sir  Alfred  Zimmern  of  Avon,  who  became  a member  of  this 
Society  September  12,  1947,  died  at  his  home  November  24,  1957. 
He  was  a British  international  affairs  expert,  as  well  as  a professor 
and  author. 

He  was  born  at  Surbiton,  Surrey,  England,  January  28,  1879, 
the  son  of  Adolph  and  Matilda  (de  Neufville-Eckhard)  Zimmern. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  permanently  in  1947  as  visiting 
professor  at  Trinity  College.  In  1950  he  joined  the  faculty  of 
American  International  College,  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  but 
moved  to  a new  home  in  Avon  in  January  of  1956.  Arnold  Toyn- 
bee, the  renowned  British  historian,  said  a few  years  ago  that 
Sir  Alfred  was  one  of  the  12  most  brilliant  scholars  to  influence 
his  life  and  thinking.  The  entry  in  Whos  Who  lists  Sir  Alfred 
Zimmern  as,  simply,  “political  scientist,”  while  his  outstanding 
works  have  included  teacher  of  world  statesmen,  a shaper  of  the 
League  of  Nations  Covenant,  and  UNESCO. 

His  association  with  Hartford  began  in  February  of  1947  as 
visiting  lecturer  at  Trinity  College,  delivering  four  talks  on  “The 
World  Crisis.”  When  these  were  completed,  he  stayed  on  as 
visiting  professor,  making  his  residence  for  three  years  on  Farm- 
ington Avenue.  In  1953  he  donated  400  volumes  of  classics  to 
Trinity.  Sir  Alfred  was  emeritus  professor  of  international  relations 
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at  Oxford  until  his  death,  where  he  had  introduced  the  subject 
into  Oxford  curriculum  in  1930.  For  14  years  he  conducted  a 
school  for  international  studies  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  for 
scholars  from  60  nations.  He  was  knighted  in  1936  by  Edward 
VIII,  now  Duke  of  Windsor,  at  the  instigation  of  the  then  Prime 
Minister  Stanley  Baldwin.  As  an  author,  perhaps  his  most  ac- 
claimed work  is  The  League  of  Nations  and  the  Rule  of  Law, 
written  in  1936  and  revised  in  1938. 

Sir  Alfred  leaves  his  wife,  Lady  Zimmern,  the  former  Lucie 
Anna  Hirsch-Flotron;  and  two  step  daughters,  Mrs.  Everet  V. 
Stonequist,  wife  of  a sociology  professor  at  Skidmore  College, 
New  York;  and  Capt.  Evelyn  Barbier,  Army  Nurse  Corps,  sta- 
tioned in  Louisiana;  three  sisters  in  England,  Elsie  Zimmern, 
Edith  Zimmern  and  Mrs.  W.  Barton;  two  granddaughters, 
Martha  Stonequist  and  Mrs.  Ibrahim  Abu  Sharr  of  England. 

Memorial  services  were  held  at  the  Methodist  Church,  Simsbury. 
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Report  of  the  Director 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Introduction 

I feel  compelled  at  this  time  to  remark  briefly  upon  two  mis- 
conceptions that  hurt  the  Society.  First,  there  is  the  common 
belief  that  we  have  all  the  endowment  we  need  and  second,  that 
membership  in  this  Society  is  by  invitation  only.  This  simply  is 
not  true. 

For  twenty  years  I have  periodically  deplored  the  lack  of  a 
manuscript  cataloguer,  scarcity  of  funds  for  manuscript  and 
museum  acquisitions,  and  our  extremely  limited  funds  for  pub- 
lishing. These  are  fundamentals  upon  which  this  Society  was 
built,  and  we  have  made  little,  if  any,  progress  in  twenty  years 
of  effort. 

It  is  dangerous  to  continue  any  longer  without  a manuscript 
cataloguer.  We  are  building  a huge  backlog  and  are  justly  criti- 
cized for  our  inability  to  produce,  or  even  tell  what  we  have. 
Small  contributions  for  this  purpose  will  tide  us  over  until  endow- 
ment income  can  absorb  the  expense. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  Alvord  and  Gay  funds  for  manu- 
script acquisitions,  but  they  can  not  do  the  job  alone.  Museum 
funds  are  still  almost  non-existent.  There  are  now  a number  of 
centers  outside  our  State  competing  with  us  for  source  materials 
and  they  are  purchasing  the  finest  museum  items  when  available. 
This  raises  market  prices  alarmingly  all  along  the  line.  I do  not 
think  you  want  to  travel  all  over  the  country  to  see  treasures  that 
should  remain  here  in  Connecticut,  but  it  will  happen  if  we  run 
out  of  ammunition.  As  trustees  of  a collection  now  in  its  133rd 
year,  we  recognize  no  prior  claim  to  our  field.  We  have  so  far 
fought  with  honor  and  success.  Your  support  will  assure  its  con- 
tinuance. 

It  has  been  established  that  publications  in  small  editions  and 
with  limited  outlets  require  subsidy.  No  one  will  criticize  our  choice 
of  Dr.  Weaver’s  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Connecticut' ’s  Merchant 
Magistrate.  It  is  a fine  book;  it  had  to  be  published  as  a contribu- 
tion to  our  knowledge  of  a significant  period  in  the  history  of 
Connecticut.  Unfortunately,  the  money  tied  up  in  unsold  copies 
is  of  no  use  to  us  and  it  will  be  years  before  we  will  get  it  back. 
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Consequently,  we  need  endowment,  regular  income  to  subsidize 
worthwhile  books  so  that  succeeding  volumes  are  not  dependent 
solely  upon  previous  sales. 

Income  from  the  Publication  Fund  for  the  Bulletin  is  inade- 
quate to  cover  the  cost  of  that  periodical.  Fortunately,  surpluses 
in  the  General  Fund  have  been  available  to  make  up  these  deficits, 
but  for  the  most  important  single  function  of  the  Society  to  con- 
tinue in  the  red  is  unthinkable. 

These  are  three  vital  areas — manuscript  cataloguing,  acquisi- 
tions, and  publishing  funds — in  need  of  sizable  endowments.  I 
trust  you  are  now  well  indoctrinated.  This,  too,  is  important. 
Every  restricted  fund  left  or  given  to  the  Society  is  intact,  its 
terms  are  carefully  carried  out  and,  over  the  years,  each  has  con- 
tributed its  proportionate  share  to  the  growth  of  the  Society.  The 
clear-cut  aims  of  our  founding  fathers  keep  us  within  limits  that 
are  feasible,  and  from  which  we  do  not  stray  no  matter  how  great 
the  temptation.  In  brief,  we  have  fulfilled  their  trust  and.1  believe 
deserve  your  encouragement  in  building  an  ever  better  library 
and  museum  devoted  to  Connecticut.  Remember  the  need,  cur 
record  of  performance,  and  your  own  aims,  and  help  us  increase 
our  endowment. 

For  some  years  we  have  had  a steady,  if  not  spectacular,  growth 
in  membership.  We  have  members  in  42  states,  all  but  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Georgia,  Nevada,  South  Dakota  and  West  Virginia. 
This  is  quite  remarkable,  yet  we  should  have  a larger  local  repre- 
sentation. Membership  is  a bargain  at  $5.00  and  we  all  should  talk 
about  the  advantages.  Every  year  we  have  fine  lectures,  exhibi- 
tions, seminars,  and  members  receive  substantial  discounts  on 
books.  Publications  alone  to  be  distributed  free  to  members  next 
year  will  exceed  the  dues  in  value,  and  this  is  made  possible  only 
by  gift  of  the  catalogue,  Morgan  B.  Brainards  Tavern  Signs  and 
the  bequest  which  underwrites  the  cost  of  the  George  Diufiey 
Seymour  furniture  catalogue.  We  do  not  need  a campaign,  but 
we  can  certainly  use  a few  friendly  plugs  here  and  there  so  that 
those  interested  will  become  members. 

Statistically  this  year  has  been  a paradox.  Library  use  is  up 
sharply,  museum  attendance  down,  and  full  use  of  the  auditorium 
has  caused  total  attendance  figures  to  increase  nearly  30  per  cent. 
Financially  we  have  had  problems.  We  started  this  year  with  a very 
tight  budget  which  is  well  reflected  in  the  final  figures  of  an 
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operating  surplus  of  only  $278.46.  It  became  necessary  to  add 
another  maintenance  man.  This  was  predicted,  but  injuries  forced 
it  upon  us  earlier  than  anticipated.  Some  reinvestment  was  made 
to  carry  this  in  the  future,  the  results  of  which  are  not  yet  apparent 
in  this  fiscal  year’s  income.  Gifts  and  foundation  grants  for  specific 
purposes,  and  gifts  to  principal,  totalled  nearly  $22,000,  a very 
gratifying  figure. 

Through  death  and  resignation  we  lost  60  members  while 
admitting  112,  a net  increase  of  52  and  a present  total  of  1,367. 

The  lecture  series  suffered  by  several  unavoidable  counter  attrac- 
tions and  dismal  weather  on  at  least  two  occasions,  yet  they  still 
set  new  attendance  records.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  follow- 
ing for  their  lectures:

Our  Seminar  “Restoration  of  Old  Houses”  co-sponsored  by  the 
Antiquarian  & Landmarks  Society  of  Connecticut  and  The  Society 
for  the  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities  became  self- 
sustaining.  Again  people  came  from  New  Hampshire,  Massachu- 
setts, Rhode  Island  and  New  York  and  their  comments  have  been 
most  helpful.  Next  year  we  plan  a similar  series  on  “Furnishing  an 
old  House,”  to  include  landscaping,  drapery,  upholstery,  floor 
coverings,  picture  frames  and  furniture. 


Library 

Large  gifts  of  books  and  manuscripts,  particularly  those  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  William  B.  Goodwin  and  Mrs.  Morgan  B.  Brainard, 
plus  generous  contributions,  have  made  this  a truly  outstanding 
year.  The  late  William  B.  Goodwin,  antiquarian  and  archaeologist, 
was  interested  in  a variety  of  subjects.  Mrs.  Goodwin  has  given  us 
his  voluminous  correspondence  files,  a large  number  of  books,  and 
a number  of  significant  manuscripts.  Among  these  might  be 
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mentioned  a letter  by  Fitz  John  Winthrop,  agent  of  the  Colony 
and  later  Governor,  dated  April  22,  1694,  concerning  the  defense 
of  Albany,  New  York,  by  the  militia  of  the  various  colonies. 
Connecticut  was  willing  to  send  her  quota,  but  she  wanted  it 
understood  that  they  would  serve  w'ith,  not  under,  New  York 
jurisdiction.  Another  letter  is  from  William  Franklin,  Tory  Gov- 
ernor of  New  Jersey,  who  was  imprisoned  in  East  Windsor.  He 
wrote  October  21,  1778,  to  the  British  Troops,  whom  he  was  sure 
would  set  him  free,  requesting  good  treatment  for  John  Watson 
and  his  wife,  for  he  had  been  treated  by  them  with  great  civility 
and  kindness.  There  is  also  a journal  of  Joseph  Coit,  commencing 
in  1715;  letter  books  of  Daniel  Goodwin  and  Ebenezer  Barnard, 
Jr.,  of  Hartford  1790-97;  and  letters  to  and  from  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Peters  1799-1823.  Peters  was  a Tory  who  fled  to  England  during 
the  Revolution  and  wrote  a history  of  Connecticut,  noted  for  its 
prejudices  and  misstatements.  Among  books  of  unusual  interest 
in  this  collection  a copy  of  Present  State  of  New  England.JLon- 
don,  1677,  should  be  noted,  interleaved  and  profusely  annotated  in 
1831  by  Samuel  Adams  Drake,  a distinguished  New  England 
historian. 

In  August  we  lost  our  former  President  and  long-time  chairman 
of  our  Finance  Committee,  Morgan  B.  Brainard.  We  shall  miss 
his  guiding  hand  and  his  generosity  in  helping  us  acquire  ma- 
terials for  the  library.  He  had  a great  collection  of  books,  manu- 
scripts and  prints,  a large  portion  of  which  have  been  presented 
by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Brainard.  There  were  more  than  thirty  18th 
Century  Connecticut  imprints  which  improved  copies  previously 
in  our  collection,  as  well  as  unique  copies  of  Tom  Thumb's  Play - 
BooI{,  Norwich  1795;  History  of  the  Blind  Beggar  of  Bethnal 
Green , New  Haven  1797;  two  broadside  proclamations  dated 
New  London  1721;  The  World's  Vanity , New  London,  n.d., 
and  One  Hundred  Dollars  Reward,  1794.  In  the  near  future,  this 
gift  will  be  described  in  more  detail  in  the  Bulletin , for  it  is  one 
of  the  most  outstanding  of  recent  years. 

Elizabeth  P.  Andrews  of  Pomfret  presented  558  letters  of  the 
Williams  family  of  Lebanon  and  Wethersfield,  covering  three 
generations  and  dating  between  1770  and  1850. 

From  Mrs.  George  M.  Creevey,  of  New  Hartford,  we  received 
an  important  collection  of  more  than  a thousand  letters  written 
to  Thomas  H.  Seymour.  These  cover  the  period  of  his  Mexican 
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War  career  as  Hero  of  Chapultepec,  his  term  as  governor  of 
Connecticut,  and  his  three  years  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to 
Russia.  There  are  also  letters  of  great  interest  written  during  the 
Civil  War  when  he  was  sympathetic  to  the  southern  cause. 

Mrs.  Henry  M.  Clark,  of  Suffield,  has  been  collecting  pic- 
tures of  houses  for  many  years.  These  have  been  added  to  our  file 
on  Connecticut  architecture  and  they  include  many  unusual  photo- 
graphs of  interesting  houses,  now  gone,  the  records  of  which  prob- 
ably cannot  be  found  elsewhere. 

We  were  fortunate  in  purchasing  the  Foster  W.  Rice  collection 
on  Nathaniel  Jocelyn,  one  of  Connecticut’s  foremost  19th  Century 
artists.  This  includes  a four-volume  unpublished  biography  and 
a checklist  of  Jocelyn  paintings.  To  augment  this  collection,  Mrs. 
Henry  M.  Clark,  a great-granddaughter  of  the  artist,  has  pre- 
sented to  us  the  extensive  diaries  of  Jocelyn’s  five  daughters,  and 
many  other  interesting  family  letters. 

Two  Revolutionary  War  orderly  books  were  acquired  with  the 
income  of  the  Alvord  Fund,  as  well  as  an  important  letter  by 
Eleazer  Wheelock,  dated  1740. 

Other  acquisitions,  too  numerous  to  mention  here,  appear  in 
the  extended  lists  appended  to  this  report.  However,  in  closing, 
it  should  be  noted  that  account  books  of  four  cabinetmakers  were 
also  purchased:  Elisha  Hawley  of  Ridgefield  1786-1793;  Amos 
D.  Allen  of  Colchester  1790-1797;  Nathaniel  Sterling  of  Wilton 
1801-1859;  and  Elisha  H.  Holmes  of  Essex  1825-1829. 


Museum 

It  is  not  yet  possible  to  evaluate  the  benefit  of  a fully  equipped 
conservator’s  laboratory  and  cabinet  shop,  made  possible  by  a 
grant  of  $5,350  from  the  Ensworth  Foundation  last  summer.  This 
includes  a dry  mounting  press  for  photographs  and  a mat  cutter. 
Already  many  of  our  photographs,  including  those  in  our  current 
exhibition  on  Connecticut  Stonecutters,  have  been  mounted  and 
it  is  now  possible  to  mat  our  extensive  print  and  broadside  collec- 
tion, not  only  protecting  them  but  making  them  available  for 
exhibition  purposes. 

Roger  Dennis  has  worked  on  a number  of  our  paintings,  and 
those  who  have  seen  the  results  or  watched  him  in  action  have

been  much  impressed  by  his  skill  and  die  necessity  for  such  work. 
Paul  Koda,  in  the  cabinet  shop,  has  done  the  same  with  furniture. 
A desk,  which  came  apart  in  the  flood,  is  now  as  good  as  ever, 
while  a poorly  mahoganized  Revolutionary  period  desk  is  being 
refinished.  These  craftsmen  are  permanent  requirements  of  a 
museum,  and  it  is  most  encouraging  to  have  a realistic  budget  for 
conservation  comparable  to  acquisition  and  exhibition  funds. 
Needless  to  say,  professional  care  and  repair  have  more  than  once 
convinced  donors  of  the  advisability  of  entrusting  their  heirlooms 
to  our  custody.  In  the  case  of  paintings,  the  sooner  the  better,  for 
once  there  is  loss  of  paint,  all  a conservator  can  do  is  replace  what 
is  gone. 

A number  of  outstanding  exhibits  were  held  this  past  year: 
in  Gallery  I,  William  Hamilton  Gibson,  Little-Known  Connecti- 
cut Artists  1790-1810,  Wall  Decorations  from  the  Index  of  Ameri- 
can Design,  and  Connecticut  Stonecutters.  In  Gallery  IV,  we  had 
an  interesting  collection  of  children’s  chairs  and,  more  recently, 
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an  exhibition  of  painted  chests.  Smaller  special  exhibits  of  photo- 
graphs and  recent  acquisitions  have  been  most  useful  in  calling 
attention  to  subjects  of  interest  in  the  Society. 

Gifts  to  the  museum  have  been  varied  and  are  of  exceptional 
importance.  Among  the  paintings  is  an  outstanding  pastel  portrait 
of  Mrs.  Simeon  Jocelyn,  done  by  Abraham  Delanoy,  a gift  of 
Mrs.  Henry  M.  Clark.  This  is  the  only  example  of  Delanoy’s 
work  in  Connecticut  and  bears  a contemporary  handwritten  label 
dated  New  Haven,  1787. 

Mrs.  Dwight  Hughes,  of  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  pre- 
sented us  with  a superb  miniature  of  Royal  R.  Hinman,  who  was 
instrumental  in  reviving  this  Society  in  1839.  From  Mrs.  Hughes 
we  also  received  a snuffbox  presented  to  Mr.  Hinman  upon  the 
marriage  of  his  daughter,  Jane  Ashley  Hinman  to  John  Bigelow, 
of  Mobile,  Alabama,  October  18,  1838.  Mrs.  Hughes  was  also 
responsible  for  securing  from  the  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf  in 
Northampton,  portraits  of  Mr.  Hinman  and  his  wife,  Lydia 
Ashley.  Her  portrait  has  initials  HCP  on  the  back,  believed  to  be 
those  of  Henry  Cheever  Pratt. 

From  an  anonymous  donor  we  received  a fine  crayon  portrait 
of  Seth  Wells  Cheney  of  Manchester.  Cheney,  who  died  in  1856, 
was  himself  a crayon  artist  and  engraver.  This  portrait  of  him 
is  by  Denison  Kimberly  of  Guilford. 

Eugene  E.  Wilson,  of  West  Hartford,  gave  us  a large  painting 
of  the  USS  Hartford , signed  J.  W.  Stancliff  ’88-89.  Mr.  Wilson 
served  on  the  Hartford  as  a Midshipman,  while  Stancliff  was  an 
artist  with  studios  in  Hartford.  This  picture  presented  a restora- 
tion problem,  for  it  was  apparently  never  finished  and,  in  the 
process,  it  suffered  from  fire.  Much  of  the  rigging  is  still  in  pencil, 
and  it  appears  as  though  the  artist,  attempting  to  clean  away 
the  ravages  of  the  fire,  discovered  only  abrasion  would  work  so  he 
left  it  unfinished.  We,  too,  found  it  impossible  to  clean  the  paint- 
ing and  have  relined  and  replaced  only  paint  that  was  lost  through 
damage. 

By  purchase  we  acquired  an  interesting  view  of  the  mouth  of 
the  Connecticut  River,  signed  by  the  artist  H.  C.  Arnold,  Essex, 
1861.  This  is  illustrated  in  the  April  Bulletin.  It  also  presented 
a problem  in  conservation  for,  with  the  signature  on  the  back, 
we  felt  it  should  not  be  relined.  As  a result,  we  are  experimenting 
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Samuel  Blin,  architect  of  Wethersfield,  painted  by  Samuel  Broadbent 


with  sealing  this  picture  between  two  sheets  of  plexiglass  so  that 
both  sides  may  be  preserved. 

A delightful,  small  water  color  portrait  of  Samuel  Blin,  archi- 
tect of  Wethersfield,  by  Samuel  Broadbent,  was  purchased.  It  is 
both  signed  and  dated  and  is  an  important  example  of  Broad- 
bent’s  work  as  well  as  a study  of  a hitherto  unknown  architect. 
There  are  many  portraits  attributed  to  Broadbent,  but  this  is  the 
first,  to  our  knowledge,  that  bears  his  signature. 

We  also  purchased  a small  painting  of  Timothy  Pitkin  and 
three  family  miniatures,  two  by  Anson  Dickinson  and  one  by 
F.  R.  Spencer,  1830.  Although  Miss  Kidder,  now  Mrs.  Emerson 
Greenaway  and  former  Assistant  Librarian  of  this  Society,  pub- 
lished Dickinson  s Work  Book  in  1937,  these  are  the  first  examples 
by  this  notable  miniature  artist  in  our  museum. 

The  furniture  collection  has  been  augmented  by  an  imposing 
cherry  secretary  attributed  to  Aaron  Chapin,  the  gift  of  Robert 
Savage  of  Honolulu,  H.I.,  and  Richard  T.  Steele,  of  West  Hart- 
ford. An  extended  account  of  this  important  acquisition  is  in 
the  April  issue  of  our  quarterly. 

By  purchase  through  an  anonymous  gift,  we  have  a fine  cherry 
arm  chair  attributed  to  Eliphalet  Chapin,  and  a decorated  chest 
from  East  Windsor,  dated  1738.  Though  completely  restored,  the 
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Tureen  bearing  Arms  of  Connecticut.  This  gift  of  rare  Staffordshire  china  was  presented 
by  Philip  H.  Hammerslough 


chest  is  a significant  piece  and  warrants  considerable  study.  It 
raises  important  questions  of  restoration  and  we  hope  exhibition 
of  it  will  prevent  obliteration  of  original  decoration  on  other 
similar  pieces. 

One  of  the  rarest  pieces  of  historic  Staffordshire,  a gravy  tureen 
bearing  the  Arms  of  Connecticut,  was  the  gift  of  Philip  Hammer- 
slough  of  West  Hartford.  Only  three  examples,  all  in  institutions, 
are  recorded. 

Penrose  R.  Hoopes,  of  Philadelphia,  has  presented  a collection 
of  several  hundred  tools  that  belonged  to  Daniel  Burnap,  Con- 
necticut clockmaker.  These  are  profusely  illustrated  in  his  book, 
which  we  hope  to  publish  next  fall.  The  tools  will  be  displayed 
at  that  time. 

A collection  of  Connecticut  masonic  aprons  has  been  deposited 
by  James  R.  Case  of  Bethel.  These,  and  a number  of  our  own, 
will  be  exhibited. 

Mrs.  Samuel  St.  John  Morgan,  of  Boston,  has  completed  the 
gift  of  Kellogg  Prints  started  some  years  ago  by  her  late  husband.

The  Society’s  collection  is  by  far  the  largest  in  existence  and  was 
increased  by  79  examples  this  year,  32  having  been  acquired  by 
purchase.  The  Kellogg  firm,  still  in  existence,  was  the  greatest 
competitor  of  Currier  and  Ives. 

A unique  pig  of  Salisbury  iron,  dated  1773,  was  purchased,  as 
was  an  American  Songster  bird  whistle  in  its  original  printed 
box,  patented  by  Jerome  Secor  of  Bridgeport,  1880. 

From  Mrs.  Frederic  J.  Agate,  of  Cromwell,  and  through  the 
good  services  of  the  Manuscript  Committee  of  the  Connecticut 
Society  of  Colonial  Dames  of  America  we  received,  among  other 
things,  the  dress  and  slippers  of  Catherine  Wadsworth,  worn  at 
her  wedding  to  Nathaniel  Terry  in  1798. 

Editor 

Publications  included  the  usual  Annual  Report , and  the  32-page 
quarterly  Bulletin  with  index,  plus  an  additional  subject  index 
to  volumes  10-20.  A Boo\s  for  Sale  catalogue  was  distributed, 
which  we  hope  will  stimulate  sales.  The  catalogue,  Morgan  B. 
Brain ard's  Tavern  Signs , is  about  to  go  to  press,  while  the  George 
Dudley  Seymour  Furniture  Catalogue  is  in  galley  proof.  Shop 
Records  of  Daniel  Bitmap,  Clockjnaker  by  Penrose  R.  Hoopes 
is  in  page  proof,  for  which  illustrations  have  been  selected, 
and  a pre-publication  circular  is  now  being  prepared.  If  orders 
are  received  in  sufficient  numbers,  this  book  will  be  published 
in  the  fall.  Volume  29  of  our  Collections  wras  distributed  in 
September,  and  some  work  on  the  succeeding  and  final  volume 
of  John  Cotton  Smith  papers  has  been  done.  This  is  more  than 
enough  to  keep  our  editor  busy,  and  on  occasion  others  on  the 
' staff  must  help  out.  Gross  sales  of  books  totaled  $2,247.74,  and

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The  staff,  though  overworked,  continues  to  faithfully  perform 
their  duties  and  a little  more.  We  are  plagued  by  a chronic  short- 
age of  stenographic  help  and  much  time  is  wasted  in  routine 
correspondence  and  filing.  The  maintenance  staff  have  made  our 
grounds  a show  place  in  Hartford  and  the  building  itself  draws 
favorable  comments  for  its  general  appearance.  The  responsibility 
of  operating  this  venerable  institution  is  not  an  easy  one,  but  the 
full  support  of  your  officers  and  committees  assures  progress  and 
continued  improvement  in  existing  services. 

Since  1938  it  has  been  my  privilege,  except  for  the  war  years, 
to  present  to  you  a report  on  each  year’s  activities.  After  twenty 
years,  it  is  still  not  an  easy  task.  So  much  happens  each  year,  that 
at  best  we  can  only  hit  the  high  spots.  Inclusion  or  exclusion  of 
comment  on  specific  subjects  is  not  necessarily  an  evaluation,  for 
some  things  have  been  or  will  be  featured  in  the  Bulletin.  It  has 
been  interesting  to  me  to  reread  what  has  been  said  previously 
and  find  so  much  that  has  become  a reality.  I can  only  say  it  has 
been  my  good  fortune  to  have  been  associated  with  the  Society 
during  twenty  of  its  most  significant  years.  Unfortunately,  we 
are  not  endowed  with  a crystal  ball  and  I can  only  hazard  an 
opinion,  but  I am  confident  we  are  on  the  threshold  of  a period 
of  remarkable  growth  and  service  to  our  City  and  State. 

If  I may  be  permitted  to  reminisce  for  a moment,  there  are  two 
events  which  stand  out  in  my  memory.  The  first  of  these  resulted 
in  our  purchase  of  this  building.  This  is  a very  involved  story, 
but  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  selling  job  by  J.  M.  K.  Davis,  I am 
sure  we  would  not  have  secured  an  option  to  buy  this  property 
within  forty-eight  hours. 

The  second  event  was  the  unlimited  financial  support  provided 
for  the  auction  sale  of  the  Albert  C.  Bates  collection.  Many  of 
you  not  only  presented  me  with  a virtual  blank  check  but  also 
lent  moral  support  at  the  sale  itself.  The  muttered  “good  boy,’' 
the  squeeze  on  the  arm  and  back  slap  as  our  choices  were  bought, 
cannot  be  described  in  words.  This  expression  of  confidence  and 
inspiration,  the  realization  that  we  could  meet  all  competition  in 
acquiring  treasures  for  our  collection,  is  a memory  I shall  always 
cherish.

The  assets  of  the  Society  increased  approximately  $270,000  for  the  current 
fiscal  year.  These  are  book  values. 

Income  for  the  year  increased  slightly,  but  expenses  increased  a little  faster 
so  that  while  for  the  year  the  Society  operated  in  the  black,  the  margin 
is  extremely  low. 

During  the  year,  the  principal  change  in  securities  owned  was  a partial 
repayment  of  the  mortgage  on  the  property  at  Buckingham  and  Washing- 
ton Streets  and  the  sale  of  a modest  amount  of  Hartford  insurance  stocks, 
the  proceeds  of  which  were  invested  in  other  securities  with  some  apprecia- 
tion in  income. 

Additional  income  is  the  most  vital  need  of  the  Society,  and  it  is  probable 
that  further  thought  will  be  given  to  the  sale  of  additional  insurance  stocks 
and  to  subsequent  reinvestment  in  securities  that  will  produce  somewhat 
higher  income.
